HIS EXCELLENCY the GOVERNOR of BENGAL (thi Earl 

Lytton): Gextlkmex, — I must liegin by apologising for c oming to address 
the (’ouncil without giving you previous notice of my intention to do so. 

My reason is that it was refmrted to me only this moniingihat there 
was much uncertainty in the minds of many nieml)ers as to the cumstitu- 
tional issues involved in the discussions which begin this afternoon. * 

I was told it would be helpful if 1 could make this (dear. There- 
fore at very short notice to myself, as well as to you, I have eome here 
to static aif clearly as I can, the legal or constitutional position as I 
understand it. 

There is a section of this Council which for reasons of policy dsaires, 
if possible^ to rejec*t in toto the budget groposais of Government. 

I have ndt come here to express any opinion as to the merits or 
demerits of that policy. That is entirely a matter for you to decide. 
But I am anxious that when you vote, you should be in no uncertainty 
as to wbat the consequences of your vote will be. 

There is an impression in the some that tbe only effect 

of throwing out the budget will be to force me to take orer charge of 
the Transferred Departments and to substitute undisguised autocracy 
for the much criticised Diaix^bv. 
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HIS EXCELLENCr^S ADDEkSS. [18th Mas. 

Whether Diarchy is ^ood or had, whether or not Diarchy in fact 
exists in Beiijral to-day— whether autocracy would be better than 
Diarchy— all these things it is not ^my purpose to discuss. I Save n<*t 
come here to make a speech nor to enlploy a single argument. I have 
only come to state what will, or rather I should say what crfh, happen * 

if the budget is rejected. 

The first thing that would happen would be not only would the 
present Ministers have to resign, but no other Ministers could bov 
appointed in their place because there would be no funds from which 
to pay their salaries. 

I should then have to declare an emergency to have arisen in which 
it was not pqssible for me to appoint any Ministers, and by virtue of 
the Transferred Subjects (temporary administration) Rules take charge 
myself of the Transferred Departments. So far, I think, - the position 
is generally understood, for this has already taken place in the Central 
Province^ . What I think is not generally understood is what will be 
the 4Qiiaition8 under which the various departments of Government will 
he adjniulltered when that stage is reached. 

The entire budget having been rejected, no expenditure can be 
iucurnnl except on my authority. Tn Ff. far as any discretion, is left 
to me I cannot, of course, tell you in advance how I may exercise that 
discretion. I have not come to tell you what I am going to do, but 
what I can do. I am only going to tell you what my jmwers are. 

* First, then, in regard to Reserv*Ml Subjects I have j)Owpr to restore 
eV^ry single grant in the budget which has Im^cu rejected. Whether I 
shall exercise that power or not and how I shall exercise it, is entirely 
within my discretion; but I have the poirrr to restore them all. No 
interest, therefore, on the resen'od side of Government need suffer by 
the rejection of the bu<lget. 

With regard to the Transferred Subjects, however, I have no power, 
whatever my wishes may be, to restore a single grant. Even though 
I may l>e temjwuarily in charge of the Transferred DeparfmenU, they 
do not thereby be^^orae Reserved Departments, and my power of certify- 
ing does not apply to them. 

My i>ower, therefore, of providing funds for these departments is 
limited by section 72D, sub-section 2, proviso (6) of the (Government of 
India Act, 1919, which says — 

Tlie Governor eholi have power in case of emergency to autherice euch expenditufe 
at may be in hie opinion neceaiary for the *afety and tranquillity of the prortnoe or 
for the carrying cn of any departniMli.v 
c 

This proviso is not limited to Reserved Subjects, and ^be power of 
‘ authorifing expenditure may, therefore, be exercisetl in respect of any 
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department of Govensment; butMt h limited b^ tbe two coutiderations 
specified, namely, that tbe expenditure must be necessary ** for the safety 
and tranquillity of the province/’ or for “carrying on a department/* 

* Here again, I have certain poi^rs within my discretion; but a-hereas 
in tbe case of Reserved Subjects J have |x)wer to restore everything, 
in the caae of Transferred Subjects I can “ restore ” nothing, though 
I can “ authorise ’’^expend^ure within very strict limits. 

That being the law, as 1 undersUrul it, under which I have to act, 
1 want the Council to understand #*Aactly what will happen. 

I can, if I so desire, authorise exjK'uditure “ for the carrj'ing 
on of any «depai'tmeni '* — that is tc say, 1 cun provide funds 
for all the Senices, for all the departments and institutions 
of Government, such as the Presidency General Hospital, the Meilical 
College and Hospital, the Mitford liospnal at Dacca and the medical 
schools in Calcutta, DacctTand llurd;>aii, the Government colleges, the 
Government farms and all provinctoli/ed institutions in the inufassal. 
These institutions could lie provided, il I so desire, witli the series of 
their stai! and the ban* necessities of their existence, but nothing mp*’c. 

I could provide nothing for their expansion or improvemeut^ 

Tt^'ill not bo hi my power, whether I wish it or upt. to do more thaUs 
this. Govenimeiit contributions to all aided institutions would at oncO 
lapse. No loans, no grant s-in-aid, could be “authorized^’ by me. 
Both the rniversities at Calcutta and Dacca wouhl 1 h' deprived of all 
Government assistance, and the Dacca Cniversity, ladiig without any 
other souires of revenue, would have to clow down at once. 

Government aid to all local institutions wcjuhl cease. ^ 

Eighteen lakhs to local bodies for primary education would bo with- 
drawn. 

Five lakhs of loans to municipalities and district Ixiards would cease. 

Nineteen lakhs to municipalities and district boards for public health 
and water-supplv, and three lakhs of grants to hospitals and dispen- 
saries would also l>e lost. These are the larger items there are other 
smaller ones as well ; but. genenilly speaking, the nation-building depart- 
ments would be completely starred and no Govenimeiit assistance of 
any kind could he given in mufassal districts. ^ 

That, gentlemen, is the iKisition you would cn*ate if you reject the 
budget m ioio, and that [losition would continue so long as the legis- 
lative Council refused supplies to the Oovemmwit. The autocracy you 
would create would apply solely to the Reserved DepartmenU of Govern, 
ment, and those departments would not. of necessity, suffer by your 
action. 

Education, public health, medical relief, apiculture and induitriaa 
would, on the other hand, be deprived of all awiatance ffbm Oovem- 
ment. They would be atarved and crippled, and a tenoua injury would 
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be inflicted not on the^(}o¥emniMif;''^icb^wonld remain unaffected^ 
but upon the people whose interofli mre, hir$ to represent. 

It may bV thought, perhaps, that Tfevemment would, dare to 
face such a situation and would lualce any concessions ^rather than 
allow it to coi^tinue. Let there be no illusions on this poi^fc^my Goy- 
emment would not lie embarrassed by such a situation which was not 
of our cre^km, and from which we woitla in no way suffw, while it 
lasted. Tho1l#wbo brought it about would have to justify their action 
as beat they may to those' whom they represent, and the final decision in* 
the matter would rest w'ith the constituencies which will be vitally 
affected by the consequences. • 

Gentlemen, I have stated the constitutional position and I leave you to 
decide ufion the Issues before you. I would ask you to bear in mind,^ 
even when voting upon individual items, the main issue which will under-' 
lie all your discussions, namely, whether it is better in the interests 
of those whom you represent to provide funds for the carrying on of 
.^he administration and by influencing the iiersonnel of the Ministers* 
to secure tlie spending of those funds according to your wishes; or by 
rejecting the whole budget to deprive such Government as will be left 
of any 'iwwer to help the matters in which you aUd your oenstituents 
are (diiefly interested.

Under rule 29(2) (section 90 at 
page *207 of the Manual) it is iiicnmlrent upon Cke President as soon 
as the maximum limit of time for discussion of any one demand* is 
reached, forthwith to put every question necessary to dispose of the 
demand under discussion. The only question necessary to dispose of 
a particular demand is the demand itself or the demand as already 
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amended, fm the chse max be, ^tofedfr frith fny motion which may 
be at the moment und^ 9onMdtiitj»h. Thia if the accepted Parlia« 
mentary interpretation of liiMe of Commont* Standing. Order upon 
which the Obuncirs rule il biisM. w *

allotied to 5.—Land ♦lleveuue *' have expinnl, and I ^all then put 
the main question, U>frcthor,%a 1 have said, with any amei^dmeut which 
may at the moment be under oonHideration.

*nQ|Jii^nble the House with the details of retrenchments. 8o far as 1 can 
eai^ate, we have managed in the Revenue Department to retrench 
something ouer 2 lakhs of rupees, which, in a revenue-producing depart- 
ment where mistaken economies might lead to reductioQi of revenue, is, 
*1 think, quite satisfactory. With these retrenchments it might Iw eXpiH't- 
etl^that my Land Revenue and Forest budgets for next year would work 
oi^ i4 lest than the budget for the present year, but now that there has 
beeb some slackening of the Bnancial ropes by which we have hitherto, 
been bound, I should have been failing in my duty as Memlier in charge 
of tile important n^venue-producing departments of Revenue and Forests, 

had not had ready schemes for the improvement, eventual or immedi- 
ate, of the revenues of the province, with which I am concerned, and 
if I had not been able to get provision made for them in the budget. I do 
not thereforli apologise for exceeding last year’s budget. On the con- 
tra r^'. I am only too glad to Ik* able to do so, not only Wnuse the 
schemes entered will result in some improvement of the revenues of 
the province but berause-TSuhjert to tht^ shadow of that sword of 
Damocles of provincial contribution to the Government of India always 
hanging over us — it is a sure indication of the improvement of the fin- 
ancial position of the ptt>vince and should in future provide more money 
to spend on such departments as we call the nation-building depart- 
ments. Such being the case, a note of warning from me to the effect 
that if the Council restricts my expenditure, it runs a risk of endanger- 
ing revenue, is surely unnecessary. If you want more money for the 
naiton-building departments, you must be prepared to treat my depart- 
ments well. Of course, you may say this does not apply to vaiioui 
oddments in my budget and in particular to the ordinary Surrey and 
Settlement budget, omitting the items for resettlement of land revenue, 
and of course I freely admit that it does not directly apply, but ereif this 
must in the end lead to economies in administration owing to the exist 
enoe of a settled record and an accurate map which will form the basis 
of all proceedings regarding land in the future. However that may 
' be, the departmenls which I control are in the main revenue-producing, 
and it must thereide he my policy to try and increase the revenues of 
the province so as possilde, and so far as funds permit.

His Excellency mentioned 
nothing about swaraj; he only mentioned constitutional issues. 

Mr. d. M, SEN GUPTA: It is time that the OoTemment realiset 
«haf we are in earnest, and that the motion which I am moving to*day 
is not moved in a light-hearted manner but in acoordanoe with our duty* 
towards the peoj^ and the electorate which have sent us hm. Thw 
•betorate t>i Bengal have in no uncertain manner dtmmnd§d fuB feepoii* 
sihle government for Bengal and for India. The ambers of my party 
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i^ght tii© recent elections on the issue—** Should we allow diarchy to 
continue and live or should we kill it?" The answer has been given by 
the return of our candidates to the Council and ^to the Assembly in large 
numbers and by huge majorities. The demands of the people, through 
their rejnesentatives present in the Assembly, were made and refused. 
The suggestion for a round table conference was likewise definitely 
turned down. The Government here and in England are determined in 
their attitude to stifle the legitimate aspirations of our countrymen, and 
the only method left to u» is to bring home to the Government that tjiis * 
JBouse will not be a jiarty to the farce of diarchy any longer, by their 
refusal of supplies. It has been argued that the presents system of 
Government is intended ultimately to lead us to Home Rule, that it has 
already given us large powers in the Legislature. One grows quite 
tired of refuting this claim made by the Government. The present 
Reforms have given us no such power. They are a sham and a hollow 
moijkerj'. We have proofs of it — of the true nature of the Reforms — in 
the Assembly as well as in this Council. Only in January last thiee 
resolutions of great importance for the release of political prisoners and 
for the repeal of certain repressive laws were passed by this House by 
an overwhelming majority. Has the Government taken any notice of 
those resolutions or of the wishes of the majority of this House as 
expressed in those resolutions? Yes, notice has l>een taken of them. 
The Government has put up a notice in the lobby of this House prac- 
tically saying that it considered the resolutions not worth the p(q)er 
on which they were written. What the Government really mean is 
this — what the Reforms really mean is this — that if we members of 
this House like good toys agree with the views expressed by the 
bureaucracy, then and then only we are fit, and we are working the 
Reforms in the true spirit. But if we members of the Council— if this 
House does not agvee with the bureaucracy — the House is unfit, the 
meml)ers of the House have no idea of real resix)nsibility. The only 
test of fitness is the rapacity of the meml)ers of this House completely to 
merge themselves in the wishes and in the will of the bureaucracy'. The 
Government have not only refused to act up to the wishes of the House 
but have delil»enitelv flouted the opinion of the majority of the members 
of this Council. Since the passing of the resolution for the release of 
the primers who are detained without trial, respectable Bengalis have 
been arrested and thrown into prison without trial in direct defiance of 
the wishes of this Council. Sir, the liegislature has no control over 
the personnel of the service for which these demamU are asked. The 
House cannot control the police. Can we dismiss a single police oflioer 
if we find him corrupt? Qmi we dismiss, remove or suspend any minis- 
terial officer or any officer belonging to the Civil Service or any other 
Imperial Servi^ if we find him cormpt and ahsolniely dishonest ? Have 
we any power to re4tt<^ salaries or to regulate the appointinents or 
in ainj way to control the number of appointments? Ko, we have Oo 
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tucli powrt*. May I ask if this House has any contn>l over the Hou'hle 
MemW who is asking* us to give him the demands P May I ask 
whethei we have any con^l over the policy of the Hon'We Member who 
is asking ua to vote him a large sum of money? May I ask whether, if 
this House disagrees with the policy of the Hon'ble Member who is 
demanding from u^ this huge sum of money, we can remove him F No, 
we cannot do an.^’thing of thP kind. We do not wish — we do not want — 
the Government to carry on this farce any longt^r. We do not wish the 
Government — to use a very strong expression — to practise this colossal 
fraud on the civilized world, that the government of the country is 
carried on wkh the consent and goodwill of the elected Indian repitsien- 
tatives in the Council and in accordance with the public opinion of 
the country. If the Government want to carry on the administration 
of the country according to the wishes of the bureaucracy, let them do 
80, but that should be done without our help and withouV our consent. 
The fraud must once for aW be exposed, so that it may not W repeated. 

I opiH> 8 e this demand Ihvuuso I say that Government have refused 
the demands made in the Asstniibly. I ask this House to throw out 
this demand l)ecause I say the Government have refuwsl to listen to 
the public opinion of Bengal. I ask this House to throw out this 
demand because I say that Government have refused to rtdeaw* tlie 
political prisoners whom the House wanted them to release. I ask 
this House to throw out this demand because I say the Ijegislature — 
this (’ouncil — has no control over the expenditure, nor has it any u)n- 
trol over the Hon’ hie Meml)er who is a.sking for the demand. These 
are the grrunds on which I ask that this House should reject this 
demand. 

Before I sit down, may I upi)eal to the House in the language of 
our leader, Mr. C’, B. Da.s: “ Delhi has rallied. (M*. has (hnie its duty. 
Will Bengal fail? The councillors are to reply by their votes on the 
budget. How can the nation’s condemnation of the present system of 
government be clearly, emphatically and effectively expresstnl? It is 
by rejecting the demands for grants in their entirety. Here there is 
no question of the merits of this or that item, but the siipreme (|uesiioii, 
the only question, the question of questions is — Should diarchy live a 
moment longer? Should the people’s wishes — the Council’s wis^s — 
be flouted as they are being flouted?” I^et Bengal’s representatives in 
^his Council reply. 

Dr. KUMUO 8ANKAR RAYt In rising to support the motion 
noved by my friend Mr. J. Xf. Sen Gupta, I will not add any argument 
o what has already been expressed by him. 

Btitti ROMRS CHANDRA RAQOHIS I simply impport^this motion. 

MHi iATYCNDRA CHANDRA MITRAi I thm motion. 
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Miiifvi Md. HURUL HUQ CHAUDHURYs In supporting the re«o- 
Intioa of my friend, Mr. Sen Gnpta, I am of the same opinion with'him 
that BO long as the diarchy is not amenable loathe wishes of the people, 
no money should be provided to this bureaucratic Government to run the 
Government in the name of the people. Sir, everyone present here . 
knows that after we had passed the resolutions to release the political 
prisoners and other prisoners connected witll^the non-co-operalion move- 
ment by huge majorities only about a week ago, a very respectable mem- 
ber of the Bengal Provincial Congress Committee has been arrested# 
under Itegulation III of 1818. Sir, the opinion of the elected represen- 
tatives, not to sjieak of those who have been nominated* have been 
flouted by the Government in no uncertain manner. The only reply we 
cun give to this insult is the total rejection of the budget. In this case 
the deraniid is for Rs. 83,06,000. Sir, you are a great Parliamentarian 
yourself; you know that if you want to disapprove of the conduct of the 
Hon’ble Member who wants the money to be voted, you should reduce 
his salary’. Here in the case cf the Tfc’-'Me Menil u we cannot do so. 

He has a supreme contempt for all of us here — I mean those elected 
representatives of the country who belong to the Rwarajya and Indepen- 
dent parties. He wants us to v(>te the money so that he may run the 
Government in the name ( f the jieojde. We have heard His Excellency 
t(Mlny. and he said that he can restore every item in the budget on the 
Reserved side, but he has got little power over the Transferred side. 

If that is the view of His Excellency, the Hon’ble Member knows him- 
self that if we throw out the budget it is sure to be restored. In that 
view of the case I do net understand why he should ask us to vote the 
money. 

Bibu Minmttha Nlth Roys In rising to support the motion that has 
been moved by my friend, Mr, Sen Gupta, on behalf of the Swaraj party, 

I wish to add a few words. Our action on the pre.sent occasion is a 
legitimate, constitutional and deliberate protest against, and condem- 
nation of, the present constitution and its working. We have liiMft 
charged with irresjxmsibility. The charge ougjil tirbe rtactly the other 
way. I charge the Government with irresy^wmi)>ility. The finances 
are not to be trifled with in utter disregard of the public good and the 
real interests of the country. This stereotyped budget must go; all 
possible retrenchments must be effected; public good and not vested 
interests must be the primary consideration — the paramount considera- 
tion in the allocation of the public revenue. The institution of 
nation-building departments appears to have been a mere |M«tence 
for the imposition of additional 4nzes. The whole of the addi- 
tional revenue should be utilised for the purpose for which the new taxes 
were imposed. I chorge the Qovemment with nan*co<<}peratm« The 
Government %as never worked the Reforms in the proper sfurit. It 
has flouted public opinion, expressed by an overwhehiiing majority of 
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ibm elects members m this Council. May I ask if this is co^jperation 
or non-co-operation with the people? We condemn the present system 
of OoTcmment. It is not responsible government. It is only a sorry 
mockery of it. Ours is a* policy not of wrecking, not of obstruction, not 
of destruction, but of construction. We want the Government to 
realise their responsibilities, to co-operate with us, and to respond to 
us : we want to have a rei4 system of responsible government and we 
want to have the last word in the budget. It is no use placing the 
•budget before us; we regard it as an insult to be asked te have to do 
anything with the budget, when, notwithstanding our adverse vote, 
the budget may be restored by certification. We are all deeply grate- 
ful to His Excellency the Governor for the tnmble which he took in 
coining to this House this afternoon and drawing before us a lurid 
picture of the woeful consequences to the constituencies by the rejection 
of the budget. I wish His Excellency’s apprehensions were well-founded. 
It seems to me that the nation-building departments have n(*thing to 
gain if the budget is passed and they have nothing to lose if the budget 
is thrown out. Did we not hear two ex-Ministers who are members of 
the present Council relating their own experiences and saying the (^thei 
day that the Government paid no heed to the crying needs of the pro- 
vince? Did not Mr. G. S. Dutt the other day say that so far as medical 
relief and public health were concerned, Government had made an ad- 
vance in principle but not in practice? 

Mr. G. 8. DUTT: I said we have made a distinct advance in princi- 
ple if not so much in figures. I did not say “ in practice.” 

Babu MANMATHA NATH ROY: I do not remember the exact 
word.s, but that does not change the meaning. 

Mr. C, 8 . DUTT: I also pointed out that we had made an advance on 
the figures because in our next year’s budget Rs. 5 lakhs more had 
been provided than hud ever been in the past. 

^BalNi MANMATHA NATH ROYl Did not the Hon’ble Mr. Faxl-ul 
ISuq only the dihpr ^y lay the charge of parsimoniousness at the door 
of the Hon’b^ ihe> Ejnftoce Member? I repeat that I wish that His 
Excellency’s apprehensiotfs were well-founded. But unfortunately, 
public good or the interests of the people are not points for consideration 
in the budget which has now beep placed b^tfore us. It is a momeXtoua 
iaaue before us to-day. If we owe any responsibility to our constitu- 
ency — to the country which we serve — if we want to justify the con- 
^enoe reposed in us by our countrymen, if our fitness for self-govern- 
ment is to be proved to a demonstration, our path is clear and our obvious 
duty ie to throw out the budget. 

M NARINORANATH OHAUOHURIl On behalf of the National- 
ist party I desire to associate myself with Mr. Sen Oupta^s motion for 
total refusal. 1 thinle, Sir, I s^ll be allowed to explain the position 
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as clearly as I can. Sir, when we sent notice of the different motions 
standing in our name, we sent them under the impression that the finan- 
cial propositions detailed in the budget would be discussed as usual and 
that the demands for grants moved by the Government would be dealt 
with on their own merits. But, Sir, since then our party has decided — 
though most reluctantly — that we should refuse to&vote supplies for a 
system of administration which has delibeiately refused to respond to 
the wishes of the Legislature and contemptuously disregarded the clear- 
ly expressed wishes of the nation on vital jnatters affecting the rights^ 
and liberties of the i)eople. This Council, Sir, just after assembling, 
demanded the release of the political prisoners, the release or trial of the 
detenus under Regulation III of 1818, the repeal of the repressive laws, 
and lust, though not the least, the transferrence of more subjects' to 
popular control, if not full provincial autonomy. This Government, 
iSir, has been pleased to reject every one of them, and at any rate has 
not thought fit to recommend any of them for the favourable considera- 
tion of the higher authorities. And the higher authoritie^i P Well, 
Sir, they have either considered it unfit to take any notice of them or 
have been repeating parrot-like the so-called reasons urged by the local 
Government — reasons which have been considered hollow and worth- 
less by the overwhelming majority of the elected members of this Coun- 
<’il. Even from the highest quarter, Sir, there is no hope of redress — 
no assurance of any constitutional advance. The situation therefore 
created by the irresponsible and nonchalant attitude of the authorities 
here and the absolutely unresponsive attitude of the authorities in 
England is this; that the pcditical prisoners will continue to be incarce- 
rated in spite of the Royal amnesty — people will continue to be deported 
without open trial under a century old lawless law — repressive measures 
unknown to any other civilized country will continue to disfigure the 
Statute Book and to have unrestricted application at the sweet will of the 
bureaucracy, and the Reserved departments will continue to be as many 
in number, as extravagant in expenditure, and as irresponsible in their 
working as before — in spite of the recommendations of the Legislature 
to the contrary, in spite of the wishes of the country expressed beyond 
doubt. Yet we are presented with a budgetr— considered a worthlese 
body though we are, yet an appearance is made of asking for grants — 
powers though we have none to really reduce or refuse most of them — 
absolutely helpless though we are to change the Government policy by an 
iota, faced as we are with an irremovable executive responsible neither 
to man in this country nor to God in heaven. 

Under the circunistances, Sir, we have come to think that there m 
but one course Ibft to us to make our grievances felt— -one means open 
to us to maintain the dignity of the Legislature — ^to preserve the self- 
respect of the nation — and that is the refusal to vote supplies — ^repug- 
nant thmighethe policy of wholcvsale obstruction is to us — the National* 
ists. It is well known, Sir, that obstruction formed no part of our 
prtviously settled jwlicy — no feature of our preconceived programme. 
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And if w€ are goiii^ to adopt an appareatly obstructive attitude now^ 
it it only Wause we have been compelled to do so by the exceedingly 
intuiting and uncompromising attitude of the Government and its utter 
disregard of the people’s ^vishes. 

But it is in no destructive spirit — with no idea to make administration 
impossible — we are going to enter this emphatic protest. We do fully 
realize, Sir, that within th% four corners of the Government of India 
Act there are ample provisions and powers vested in the head of the 
administration to frustrate any such design. We fully l>elieve, despite 
Vhat those who raise the false cry of “ Revolution ahead " may say,, 
that the administration of the country will go on as it was going on 
before the o{#tution of the Act of 1919 with only the mask of a })artial 
responsibility removed. And who will doubt, Sir, that naked auto* 
cracy is far more preferable than a masked one? Anything but un- 
truth is certainly welcome. 

Why then do we not odopt a policy of partial obstruction P Well, 
Sir, the answer is obvious. In the first place, we do not believe that 
it will be consistent to sanction the grants under the Transferred heada 
— mostly spending departments — and to refuse (ho demands for grania 
under the Reserved heads and the earning departments such aa 
“ Stamps,” “ Land Revenue,” etc. In the next place, Sir, we ara 
fully conscious that we are really no grantors of demands so far as tha 
Resen'ed subjects are concerned. Any of us who has read the report of 
the Joint Committee — anybody who had the privilege to hear Lord 
Ronaldshay's interpretation of the Governor’s power of certification 
— as a power not confined to extraordinary circumstances but invocabla 
in normal circumstances as often as the Governor likes — and any mem- 
ber who has listened carefully to His Excellency's speech this afternoon, 
can be under no illusion as regards our position with regard to tha 
Reserved demands. 

One therefore who is anxious. Sir, to make the Government realize 
the emergent situation that has arisen at the present moment out cf 
their autociatic pdicy and unyielding attitude to the national demands 
can only do so by refusing to v<»te" supplies under the Transferred heads. 
It is by going to that length and (hat length only that we can put the 
Government on the duty (A exercising the emergency powets under the 
Act — emergency powers which they are only tw anxi<»us and eagef to 
use on any pretext whatsoever so far as the repressive laws and the depor- 
taGons are concerned. You cannot maintain that emergency has arisen 
only when you choose to deprive people of their rights and liberties and 
maintain that normal circumstances prevailed when you choose to appro- 
priate their money. No. If emergency has ariseii, let it be recog- 
nized to have arisen not on information based on the reports of spies 
and informers but on the clearly expressed verdict of the nation against 
your present policy and atGtude. And if the resolutions of fliis Council 
regarding the release of prisoners, the trial of detenus, the repeal of 
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repreMiVe lars, the transfer of more subjects, be fhe ** dictates of the 
enemies,^' and not the “ advice of friends — if the whole* nation in 
the persons of their elected representatives can be accused of ‘‘ enmity 
in spite of Blackstone’s famous saying that you cannot accuse a whole 
nation of sedition — it is certainly not fair, not honest to . pretend to 
present a budget before them and coax or cajole them to sanction the 
demands for grants. In this view, Sir, I ^ould support the motion for 
the total refusal of the demand in question. 

One word more and I have done. It might be said of course, Sir, 
that by helping to create an emergent situation with regard to thJ 
Transferred departments we shall only be further starving the nation- 
building departments. It might be so according to a ni^h-advertised 
liberal constitution and a still -more liberal interpretation of ' it. fl’he 
country may have to suffer for it for some time. But at the same time, 
Sir, we realize that no sacrifice will be too great for the nation to have 
a truly reformed Government with a changed heart and an altered angle 
of vision. 


8HAH 8YED EMDAOUL HAQ spoke in Bengali in support of 
the motion. His speech translated is os follows : — 

Tnder this head theiv were certain motions against my name, but 
I have withdrawn all of them in the hope that I might be permitted 
to say something on this. Sir, tlie major portion of the revenue accrues 
from the poor raiyats who have to toil iu the fields incessantly and 
ranuot, in fact, ami do not, in fact, know what it means to have two 
meals a day. On the last occasion when I had put in a motion under 
this very head for a petty reduction it was not carried on account of 
the majority of votes on the Goveniraeiit side. Government could have 
acted prudently if they had only condescended to accept my motion on 
that occasion. Now that there is a majority on the Side of the Opposi- 
tion we must not lose this opportunity of refusing his demands under 
this head tn toto and wait for the decision of the Government. I com- 
mended to your consideration whether it is not beyond the bounds of 
jirudence or reason that the Government should act up to their own, and 
ignore our protests and remonstrances however sound our logical they 
might be. It is true that the total refusal of this grant will not meet 
witb the approval of the bulk of our countrymen. I for one would have 
been the last person to adopt such a procedure, but as our wishes have 
been disregarded by the Government in the past there it no other alter- 
native left for us at the present moment than to launch upon a policy 
of deetmetion and complete obstruction. There is no other way out for, 
us but to refuse the whole demand. Let us wait and see what the 
Oovemment do.

whioh the country is being led. Sir, I hare said on another occaahm 
that the in^mltablo consequence of obstruction is rerolution, but I say 
at Jtbe same time that my friends opfiosite do not intend rerolution* If 
revolution comes they will be its greatest opimnents, they will be then, 
perhaps too late, jon the side of law and order. They want freedom through 
constitutional meant. I appreciate that and I res|>ect my friends opposite 
for their patriotism and love of <*oiintry, but I say at the tame time 
that they are giving a wrong lead t ) the country and that the tnevi* 
table consequence of obstriictton will lie revolution. It cannot but be 
revolution. Obstruction will lead to bitter agitation — bitter agitation 
amongst a large section of the middle classes in their ]>resent condt* 
lion, when there is so much unefiiplt»yment and ecouonvic distreaa--* 
owing to a large extent to the aftermath of the gn‘at world-war—when 
the sanitary condition of the co*ir»lry \h so bwl^^hen there are $o 
many legitimate grievances — an agitation like the one I apprehend under 
such conditions will lead to very tinfowartl results. Many of my frienii 
opposite, at any rate the older members, will remember what happened 
during the swaileshi days. During the swadeshi days, in spite of the 
fact that the leailers were all b>r constitutional methmls, in spite of 
the fact that the leaders did not do an3rthing which was not ooostilu* 
tional, some of their followers — I admit a limited few — ^took to direct 
aoiion. If that was what happened timing the swadeshi agitatiem in 
%pite of the constitutional methods atlcpted by the leaders, what wJH 
happen in the coming agitation, when the conditions are likely to be 
far worsef Distress is more acu^e, public life is niore keen, and a 
larger number of young men have taken to politicj. The agitathm I 
apprehend will be far more bitter this lime than it was in 1906, IM6, 
1907 or 1908. As a result of the bitter agitation on one side ani Mie 
strong attitude of the Dovemment on the other, I apprehend — not 
only I apprehend but I am almost certain — that a oertain sectiim of my 
^ yonngsr countrymen will perhaps be even more impaMmit than my 
^ swaraj friends to attain tbidr end, and this impatienoe, tbta diort ent 
to political liberty, will lead to revolutionary movements amongst a 
certiritt section, as. the experience of cdher countries tell ns. 8ir« saQIO

early at possible and, secondly, retalietion against the Qovemroent for 
^ not haring listened to the wishes of this Council, especially in regard 
to those resolutions which Semanded the release of political prtsooers 
and the repeal of repressive laws. 

• So far as the second point is concerned, vis., indiffereiuie of the 
Government to listen to the expressed wishes of this Ilouse, I hope, 
Sir, that the Members of the Government have shoulders bn>ail enough 
to defend themselves. 

In regard to the demand of swaraj, I am quite at one with my 
friends opposite that everything nee<UuI should he done in the right and 
proper way, so that swaraj may be attained as soon as ])ossiblo. But, 
Sir, unfortunately it is in regard to the methods that I cannot see eye 
to eye with my friends on the opjmsite side. My friends honestly and 
sincerely believe that, by throwing out the budget in its entirety, they 
would ex|)editc the coming of swaraj. Bui, Sir, what I fmd is that, 
insteml of their expediting the coming of swaraj, it may lead to certain 
unhappy circumstances which will come into existence in the country 
and which will go against the interest of the people. Sir, I find that 
this resolution is supporte<l both by the Swarajist and Nationalist 
parties. Sir, some months ago, when the Ministership was offerefl to 
Mr. Byonikcs Chakravarti, the only reason for which he could not 
accept the Ministry was that he demanded that all the three Ministers 
should be appointed from his party. [Cries of “Not corr©<‘t*’ and 
“Question’*.] 

Hft G« Ra DASs Has tlie hon’ble member any official inf<rnuation 
on the point? 

Mm DIRI RROtAD KHAITANs No, I am not in the (fotifidenca 
of Government. But my information is that His Excellency wanted 
to allow him to nominate one and hiniaolf to appoint one. Whatever 
the cironmstances may be, this fact cannot be disputed that, on certain 
conditions, Mr^ Byomkes Chakravarti, the leader of the NationlUst 
party, was prepared to accept the Ministry. If he had accepted the 
llinisiry, ocmld the Nationalist party have been a party to the refusal 
of the whole budget? It would not have been necessary to throw out 
the whole hodget. What difference does it make whether the Ministere 
are selected from one party or the orher? So far as the oonsttiutional 
princiide is eonoereed, it remains the same. Sir, if the whole 
is throwiL oni^ ii4at arill be the posMjon? The people of proviiicie 
have s^ to go on peying revanoe to the Oovemmenl. Bui this CotmcB 
mM Bol vole thai this mmiey, which* is tealised the Ckm»fiimf|l 
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fioni ibe people, tbotild be fpent lor tbeir benefit. Wlmet isli tbnt the 
people will dof I aek my frie&de oC ^he Swamjya party wbetbmr they 
are prepared to lamic^ maw ciidl diHobedience, to adc tbe pei^ie to 
refuie paying taxes wbicb ibe Goremment would try to realiie from 
toemP [Cries of Irrelevant My friends consider that it is 
irrelevant, but I do not consider it to be so*. It is Oie question of ques- 
tions and is of great importance. After tbi budget is tbrown out, what 
will be the position? Are the people going to pay taxes or not? If 
ibe budget is tbrown out, wbat is the method that my friends on tb« 
opposite side suggest the Government to adopt in order that the adminis- 
tration of the country may bo carried on to the best interest of the 
people P I believe — and my friends of both the parties believe — th%t if 
the budget is thrown out, Government will be forced to restore the 
budget as a whole. We have this afternoon heard from His Excellency 
the Governor that, although the Reijerved Side of the Government, as 
constituted, will be restored, as far as the Transferred side 

Tha Hotl’Ma Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: His Excellency never said 
that he would restore the Reserved side of the budget. His Excellency 
simply informed the House of the jK>wer which His Excellency has got 
under the Government of India Act. 

SiiNI DEBI PROSAD KHAITAN: I stand corrected, Sir. I mean 
that the budget on the Reserved side can l)e restored, but so far as tbe 
Transferred side is concerned, His Ex(5elloncy has made it clear that 
he has no jxiwer to restore the whole of the budget. If the whole of 
tbe budget, so far os the Transferred side is concerned, is not restored, 
tbe result can more easily be imagined than described. The interest of 
tbe jwoplo which you and I have been sent hero to look after will be 
jeopardised; and what the people want will not be done. What do 
the people want? They want fwKl, they want health, they want educa- 
tion. These are the three chief things which have to be administered 
by the ])opular Ministers. If money is not given to them, education 
will certainly suffer, agriculture and industries must starve from which 
people earn money wherewith to buy food and clothing, and without this 
help men cannot save themselves from death and illness. If the Gover- 
nor under the Governm^t of India Act has not the power to restore 
gr&ts or even to provide money wherewith to advance these d^wri- 
ments, what will be the condition of the people? They cannoi progress 
— ^tbey cannot improve. Sir, my friends on the other side may sny 
that this is tbe only weapon that we have in our bands. Sir, I feel that 
we can still mark time and see wbat tbe Labour party can do lor us. 
Only yesterday I received a letter from a prominent mmnber of the 
Labour party wboee name I do not mwnt to disclose, but who has 
written to«me to this elect: ** Qoveriiiiient have gone as tmr ai tAsgr 
dare and having regard to tbs present voting power m tbo Honso of 
{Toflunoiu, they srs sntttfriy in sympathy with ow point of vissr, bitl 
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tlfc^ find in difficulty when tlicy m filled with oonfiioitiig 

eti^letnoiM of optniim cabled from India. If the Govemmeni can ^ 
a ifeluted Indian^ co-opeiwtion in the workin^f of the Aaaembly and 
Coulkcila, they are prepared, whenever they will come into power, to 
go ahead with constitutional reforms very quickly.** My friends, 
Mr. C. R. Das and Mr. Bvomkea Ohakravarti, whose follower I was 
some years ago, have taught me to believe in the good wishes of the 
Labour party towards India. It is meet therefore that we should give 
the Ijabour party some breathing time uithiii which they could do some* 
thing for our country. I know that similar letters have been received 
from prominent members of the Labour porty by other leaders of this 
country. The Indian Legislative Assembly, after throwing out some 
items in the budget in order to impums upon the Government and the 
people of England what the demand of the country is, have abstained 
from voting down other items in the budget. [A voice; But they have 
thrown out the Finance Bill.] 8o fat ab the intentions of the people 
are concerned, they have Wn suflicieiitly expressml in the Indian 
Legislative Assembly in which the n presentatives of Bengal took an 
active part. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY: Is the hon hle member 
aware that they have ihniwn out the entire Finance Bill? 

BMni DEBI PR08AD KHAITANi There is no reason why my 
friend should think that he is the only gentleman who reads news- 
pajiers in the morning. But may I, for his information, inform him 
that there is some difference between the budget and the Finance BillP 
A different situation may arise if tho Government of this province 
brings fora^ard a Finance Bill. In that case we would consider what 
our attitude towards it would he. But tho budget is quite a different 
thing, and the piembers of the Legislative Assembly, after throwing 
out three or four items, thought that they hml expressed their opinion 
and that it was no longer necessary for the representatives of the people 
to be throwing out items in that way and they left ihe rest id the 
items to be considered on their own merits. I do not think that, what- 
ever reasons may be advanced, they will be considered by our friends 
opposite. But we shall take consolation in the fact that we di4 our 
best to put before the House our point of view and leave the rest in 
the bands of the whole House. 

BMW SARAT CHANDRA BABUs Mr. President, I apologiie to you 
for having been late to-day in attending the Council. I regret it very 
much that 1 did not come in time to listen to His Excelleni^*# qieech, 
but my friends hm have aj^wised me with eome of the facts that wwe 
dealt with hy Hta Excrilency thb afternoon and 1 feel Ahat I have 
leiiaed am^portnnity ci witneaaing the day V diaaiter in Bis Loridrifi^i 
wonuag hwe. Mr. freaidant, we aie ataveiy iiKwmtoitaftafeol 
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OcMmctl Affair. Tli» question is whether we are going to ^ve grante 
or not. My friend, Mr. Mitter, has pointed ont the consequence that 
may ensue if the budget is thrown out like this. He^b^ierea t ha t the 
only result will he revolution. My hon’ble friend ought to consider that 
he is beginning at the wrong end. Revolution is not the only conse- 
quence. There ore other consequences which may follow. Now, Sir, 
with reference to this budget, have we g^t strong indications of the 
Government mind on the subject? We know, Sir, that the best art is 
that which conceals art. We know that in this instance, whmi the 
budget is going to be debated, the Government have given us their mind 
very unequivocally. We know as a fact that three different resolutions 
which were carrie<l by an enormous majority had been set at naught. 
By that the Government want to show to this House what their intentions 
are. 

Government has told us in plain language, * Do what you will, 
we will do what we like.'' Under these circumstances, and especially 
in view of the opinion of this House that this system of diarchy must 
not l)e allowed tt» continue for any length of time, I think we must end 
this system ; and the only way to do that would be to lofuse the ffrunts. 
My friend, Mr. Hitter, says the consequence will be a revolution. Revo- 
lution is not such a bad word as my friend, Mr. Mitter, thinks. I^t us 
go back to the year 1833, when an exactly similar situation arose in 
England. We know what followed. There the Duke of Wellington, 
with all his might opposed the reform scheme, and when there 
was a big gathering nt Manchester or Leeds — I forget which—Hi.s 
liordship ordered the yeomanry to ride over the people who were hold- 
ing the meeting— men, women, and children. His Lordship also declar- 
ed that he knew how to quell those people who were asking for reforms, 
which was characterised as a revolution but Lord Grey saved the situa- 
tion by asking the King to eraimwer him to create new members of the 
House of Lords, niul the consequence was that the Reforms Bill was 
passed notwithstanding the opiKisition of the House of Lords. So I ask 
Mr. Mitter to consider this, and then come to the conclusion whether 
revolution is the only consequence of our action to bring about an 
iml>rovement in the system of government. If €k)vemment sticdcs to 
the present attitude of setting the people^s claims at naught, there is 
sur# to be obstniction from the members of this House. On the other 
hand, if the Government does away with diarchy, everything will he 
smooth sailingjr and that would be the wisest policy to adopt in the 
pn^sent cirincustances. With these words I support the motion. 

^ UMit ONAIIDRA eNATTIMEil I rise to suppeii ^ 
motion of my friend, Ml*. J. M. Sen Gupta, and in doing so I may seamd 
the House that I exhorted the House to reject the budget ou the 26lh 
February tot and on that day I gave »y reasons. I again rise to make 
the same appeal. I may humhly tell the BEiembera that we wffl be un- 
to^ to the country if we eatisfy ourselves with ^y being the eiiliee 
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budget, demanding change here and there, refusal here and there. 

Dehli policy must not influence our course of action. I do not 
hodier myself about consequence, which is in the keeping of Ood. I 
only care for that which we ought to Jo. We ought to reject the budget 
because we haTe not made it. The money is ours and we must be the 
makers of the budget, llie servants of the State (|re to apply to us for 
change here and there, adaition here and there. In the case of this 
budget the cart is drawing the horse. I humbly pray the hon*ble mem- 
l^ers to give up ail misgivings about conse<iuence, trusting that to God, 
and make onward march without the least vacillatitm. If we want 
salvation, we must adopt obstruction, because wo are a dependent nation 
and bhKMly revolution is out of the question. It is a mistake to suppose 
obstruction will load to blomlshed. If there are stray cases of violence, 
they are due to indiscretion. Systematic tmtrage there cannot be in a 
country like ours, which is bound hand and foot by the network of rail- 
ways and under the grip of the most jierfect Intelligence Department. 
I may say here if obstruction fails, we will adopt the giving up of all 
foreign gtsMls; for the country is not yet fit for civil disobedience. But 
obstruction will not fail, if we tenaciously stick to it. So please let 
us obstruct. 

Babu ANILBARAN RAY: I would have silently supported the 
motion bebu'c the Ibmse, had not Mr. Miller put forward a challeng- 
ing argument. He says that by obstruction we are creating armed 
rebellion, and this argument requires an answer from us. I may tell 
you, Sir, the state of the country is very dangerous indeed and all of 
us must he very careful about the consequence of any step which we 
may take now. Therefore, when such an argument is put forward, we 
ought to give the best consideration that we can give to it, end I can 
tell you, believe us when we say, that we are sincerely trying to overt 
a violent rebellion in the country, though we do not know how far wo 
will succeetl. It is our impression that the Government by their mistake 
—I do nut say they are deliberately doing it and I cannot think them to 
be so mean— are deliberately courting armed rel)ellion and it is imr 
utmost effort to prevent it if we can. Obstruction will lead to rebellion, 
and I may point out to you that you do not know bow the 
the country are determined to gain swarnj. They are detenninid to 
gain swaraj, and we cannot say how this will of the people will be 
given expression to if Government by their conduct flout the opinion 
irf the country. Can you coerce the peoplef Can you drown their senti- 
menif Can you resist the will of a whole natwmf I say you cannot. 
Tins will must he ghran an outlet. Here we are for giving it an 
in a eonstitutioiml manner, if you like Giat word; at least it u^l be 
ttutie legitiiiiate and peao^. Wa^nre giving this eutletn M il iUs 
ottikt is stof^ped, we do ifot know what other ouiki the will of the 
peogde will ie^ ^ 
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One word more and I hare done. Mr. Ehaitan hae refm^d to ibe 
Labour Goveminent in England. 1 wish to say one wcn^ about tbat 
Government. I also do not think ill of that Government ; I do give them 
credit for their honest intention to help India towards self*govemment. 
We know how that Government is being kept up with the help of the 
Liberals and Consemtives, and they cani]|pt take any initiative about 
India unless some strong case is made out by the Government of India. 
With that they can enforce that demand upon Parliament, and therefore 
we should send such a case before Parliament. If we take that point 
of view, and that can only be done by the major provinces and the 
Assembly, they must say definitely that they want to end the system of 
diarchy. How can that bo done unless by throwing out the budget? 
By refusing the whole budget you will draw the attention of the Labour 
Government. With these words I appeal to you to help us to give an 
expression of the will of the people to the Ijakmr Government. 

DTi Ha W. Ba MORENO S I have listened to the speeches of Mr. Sen 
Gupta and others with absorbing interest because I realise the momen- 
tous issues that ore at stake before the House. I must, however, 
describe the speeches made on the other side of the House as sullen, 
barren and ho])eleH8. I said sullen because they have shown a frame 
of mind which is imbued with a spirit of anger from start to finish. 
There is no attempt at conciliation or of finding a way out of the com- 
plexities of the situation. They are merely diatribes provoked by a 
spirit of anger and nothing less. We should realise. Sir, that anger 
leads to sullenness and nothing further. We have the great example 
of what sulkiness leads to, in the great Trojan War, when Achilles 
chafed and remaine<i away from the fight, as a result of which the 
Greeks wore repulsed for ten years by the Trojans. If anything could 
be effected by merely showing a heat of temper, I would welcome an 
attitude of that kind; but as it leads to no effectual result, I cannot, 
therefore, ally myself with a spirit of that kind. 

I also said the speeches were ** barren,” and by that I meant that 
their proposals led to no fruitful result. We are here asked to oppose 
the budget grant so far as Land Revenue is concerned, and we are 
told if we do that we may bring the Government of Bengal to its 
knees. There were speakers here who spoke even about the removd of 
the Hon*hle Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan freun office. 

Now, Sir, we all realise that we cannot attain our end by wftrMy 
throwing out the bil<^|ret. The Government is within the four oonm 
^ of Statutes and Acts and it is not fair to ask that the budget dmld 
be &rown out in order to bring the Oi»veniment of Bengal to ito knees. 
Behind thd*Ooveniment are these Statutes and Acts, wkiek will bane to 
be removed first, before one can contemplate ike removal of efctiali 
eeueemed. 
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Iff! 

fW# ttlao raaliie the fact that the Oovenuneiit of Beiigi^ it 
ranp&ntihle in its tmn to the Government of India, and it is no use 
attaching the Gk>vemineiit of Bengal on the question of oonstitution 
whi^ it has no definite ways and means of remedying that constitution. 
You may reply that your intention is to attack the Government of 
India as well. My answer ^s that the (Government of India is respon- 
sible in its turn to the Statutes by which it has been created through 
Acts of Parliament. The Hon*ble Sir Malcolm Hailey in his speeches 
fh the Assembly made it abundantly clear that it was the intention of 
the Government of India, in consultation with Parliament, to adjust 
as far as possible all the anomalies and defects in the prevailing 
Statutes in onler to make them re8|)oiid more to the wishes of the people. 

I feel as other members must feel, with the Hon’ble Kir Malcolm 
Hailey, that these Statutes should l)e amended and rectified; but then 
these things are not done in a day. If, Uierefore, you chastise the 
Government of India, you seem, to lose sight of the fact that Govern- 
ment is in the end responsible to Parliament. If you attack Parlia- 
ment, what is your position? Bahu .Anilbaran Hay has said, and 
rightly said, that the present Labour Government of England is sup- 
ported by the joint consent of the Liberals and Conservatives, and I 
think the sjwech of Ijonl Olivier in the House of Ix>rd8 has ma^le it 
perfectly clear that there is a sympathetic feeling that something should 
be done so far as India is concerned and so far as the Statutes and 
Laws will permit. There are people who have described his speech as 
having little effect and offering very little hope in the direction of 
granting responsible self-government to Bengal. I do not sbor© an 
opinion of that kind. I think that Lfwd Olivier has made it very clear 
that be has left the door open fcir negotiation. He is willing and 
anxious to do bis best, but he realiccs the difficulty of the situation in 
which he is placed. 

Sir, the Parliament of England is nut built on the will or the whim 
of one man. It is responsible in the end to the people of England, 
and if it be really responsible, as In«leed il is, it must abide by the 
wish and will of these people. Lord Oliviet has said that be looked 
forward (o the effectual help of the Swarajists. He was anxious that 
the people of India should come forward and tell him of their diffi- 
culties. But what has been their reply? Has there been any genuine 
attempt to meet this wish of bis? Has there been any effectual com- 
binationF * On the contrary, there lias lieen a seiries of acts of obstmetion 
both in tbk Council and in the Legislative AssemUy — not to speak of the 
other provinices. II you are geaumely concerbed over the welfare of 
India, H is your bounden duty to exhaust every resource at conciliation 
before yon venture to take to a pol«cy of obetmctiofi. It is true that 
the rouiid taUe conference baa been tidiooed for the prmmi, ^or the 
mmple leaeon that Lord Olivier and bb eoHeaguee were bound by the 
eupiesiions made by^ hk predeoeeeors in office wbieli only ellowed |be' 
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nrition at the Oovemmeat at India Act to take place in the^year 1929, 
but he was at the tame time prepared to great any suitable ooneemlon 
in order that the wishes of the people might be met more and more. 
In taking up an attitude of obstruction you make his attitude in Parlia- 
ment immeasurably more difficult. You put the hands of the clock bark. 
You rush in where you ought to fear tread, with the inert table 
consequence. 

1 also said that the speeches were ** hopeless,” because I realize 
that after obstruction is over, we must — and I think no one can resiH 
this inference— face revolution in hU its nakedness. Are you going io 
set back the people of India, who are now stsuggling inch by inch u 
liberty and en f ranch isemeiitl^ Are y«*u prepared to plunge the cjuntry 
into the throes of revolution and locdc smilingly onF I want the ])eoplo 
who have a feeling of this kind to bear in mind that the consequences 
may be more dire than they think. We are all at one with the Swaraj 
party in regard to their objectives. I am a Swarajist down to my heels— 
but I do not appreciate, in the least, the method of the so-called 
** Swaraj party ” as we find them here and elsewhere. 

Sir, who does not desire swaraj for his country, be he an Indian or 
Anglo-Indian F Whoever has eaten the salt of India and has been 
nursed in the land of India has the ideal of swaraj for his country' at 
heart; but I am not- and I hope ill sober individuals will agree with 
me— for a jKilicy which will deluge this, my motherland, with revolu- 
tion, with all the dire consec|uences that may follow from it. It seems 
to me, Sir, that the jiolicy of the Swaraj party is a policy which reminds 
me of a story. When a prince was taught in olden times by a tutor, 
there was also taught along with him a boy of the common folk who 
received with the prince his share of education, but every time the 
prince failed to come up to the mark in regard to his lessons or his 
conduct, the punishment was mete<l out to the poor boy and he was 
lashed and castigated because the prince had done wrong. You are 
going to do precisely the same thing here. You are lashing the Gov- 
ernmrat of Bengal, you are castigating the Government of India for 
faults for which they are not responsible. Therefore, as I have said 
Iwfore, although I am in favour of swaraj, I am not in the least in 
favour of any policy which will delay the coming of that most desirable 
end *becauae I realise that the spirit .of iconoclasm and destruction can 
effect very little. 

Sir, it is a very easy thing io break and destroy in one day the 
furniture of your house in a frenty of anger, but it is the most difficult 
thing in the world tovput together again the pieces that have been 
dsstroyed. We are hdre to frame a cons^ctive policy with an end In 
view. As the policy of our Swamj f|iends here is to desti^, let ne 
say to theiaschagrin that they are not dmng the light thing; and I 
cannot* and will not* agm to a policy of obstmettoe whidi heda to 
ncirhefe hut a wiMeraesa of falae hopes and unfulfilled deetses. 
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W1 L» TRAVCRSl Tke motionfi now boforo tho Oonnoil ui^ ilio 
ratiiial m toto of the demand under the head ** Land Bevenue.'* They 
ai% 1 think, admittedly ^in pursuance of the policy of ohetruction at 
laid^dkmn by the leaders of the Swaraj party. Sir, a gfood deal hat 
beeil taid to-day about the relation between this policy of obstruction 
of the Swaraj party and the political aspect in the House of Oommont. 
I myself, however, read ihSt aspect rather differently. At the present 
ihoment in the House of Commons there is a Labour Ministry in power 
lor the first time. Moreover, it is also a Ministry in minority. Hence 
I think it is obvious that the first item of Mr. Ramsay MacDonahrs 
policy must be to prove to the people of Enffland and to the people of 
ihi9 Empire that Labour is able to govern, and govern efficiently. 1 
think it follows from that that the Labour Ministry wishes that the 
policy that they should undertake ought to bo a policy which involves 

the least danger to itself. At the present moment there can be no 
doubt that in the opinion of the majt>rity of the people of Great Britain 
any further step towards granting complete self-government to India 
only three and a half years after the initiation of the Reforms scheme 
constitutes a ^mlitical danger. I therefore, that by following this 
wholesale |)olicy of obstruction, — the |M)litical situation being wbat it 
is aow in England, — it is very doubtful if the Swaraj party will have 
the support of the House of Commons. The chief party in opposition 
there at the present moment is the Conservative party, and its members 
cling entirely to methods of constitutional progress. Hence, envisages! 
from the point of view of Home politics, this policy of obstruction here 
in Bengal and elsewhere is a great mistake. Had there been indeed 
at the present moment a Conservative Ministry in power in the House 
of Commons with a Labour and Liberal op|iosition, then the present 
policy of the Swarajists might have some chance of supjiort fn^m the 
Opposition at home. 

Now, Sir, there is one other point in regard to Home politics whifdi 
1 should like to mention, and it is this : The Labour party has reached 
its present position and come to power after an agitation lasting for 
many a long year, but entirely through constitutional methods. The 
methods that are being practised hme in this House and in the Ijegisla- 
tive Assembly at the present moment may perhaps be coiid;itutiAial, 
that is to say, they may be within the letter of the law, but they are 
entirely cimtrary to every principle underlying representative inititu- 
thms* Bui, Sir, important as are its effset upon British Ministry, 
they are of little weight in comparison with the danger in the near 
future in this great country of Bengal. The leaders ol the Swaraj party, 
it is true, Jiave defdaied themselves as followers of the policy laid down 
by M a h at ma Gandhi, namely, tihat of ncm^«>vifdenoe, a^ o^ coarse one 
aecepti that ^eclaratmn with the ssnoeiity with which it is ma^; but 
unhappily Ihe peo^ of this prorace at ^ present moment ^ 
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Uttadnoftied. Moreover, th«y m belaid &tmed m ihay^liad !mer been 
•tirred bddre by promisee of a Uiopia» promisee of gift of land, by 
promieee of an ideal which at any rate in the near fntnre, are ia|Miesible 
of realisation. And, moreover, in constant company wi^ these promises 
goes continual denunciation not only of the reformed Oovemmeni but 
also oir the British race. I say, Sir, that these methods, of which 
obstruction to the budget is but a side issu^, bring into exist^oe grave 
and serious danger of an upheaval of great violence ii) the province in 
the next two years with loss of life and property. • 

Sir, the" British people are the authors, and Great Britain is the 
home and nursery, of all representative institutions and representative 
goveniment. Wherever our race and our empire have gone, they have 
given those institutions to the people over whom it happened that they 
came to rule, and there cannot be any manner of doubt that they will 
give them to India also in Gofl’s ornoi] time. Mr. Das may laugh as 
to whether what I have said is true, but, Sir, there is always this point, 
that the people of Great Britain will not be coerced. They will not be 
deterred from the plain path of their duty by any obstruction, threat 
of violence, or loss of life and property. 

Mr. HUSEYN SHAHEED SUHRAWARDY; It will not be possible 
for me t<i convey to the House naif the emphasis, or to attempt to 
exceeil half the force, exhibitwl in the speech of the previous speaker; 
but I can assure the House this : that we of the Nationalist party, who 
have decided at the present moment tc oppose the budget, have done so 
after the greatest consideration, nay, more than that, Sir, after severe 
mental tribulation ; and we have done so, because we feel that there is 
no other possible course open to any real representative of the people 
of this province. We have never. Sir, considered it our policy to 
obstruct the budget or to oppose the Government whether it finds itself 
able to help itself or not. And although Babu Debi Prosad Kbaitan 
is usually wrong in his impressions and in his opinions and bis infoimw- 
tion, he was perfectly right in his statement that Mr. Byomkes Chakra- 
varti was at some time or other offered the Ministry and was {prepared 
to take the responsibility of running the Transferred departments, i 
am revealing no secrets of my party, but I can tell you this : that if 
Mr.^ Cbakravarti had accepted the Ministry, it would have been imly 
on honourable terms, and that be should be permitted to dioose bis 
colleagues on the Ministensl benches was not the only condition placed 
by him. Thus, this attitude of ours is really a protest against the con- 
stittttaon, and not, at my friend, Babu Debi Proaad Kbaitan, says, a 
matter of retaliation;^ Ws have no desire to retaliate. We are not 
children. We cannot take on ourselves the responsildlity ef^esreg Ibis 
budget tbiyugb under tbe present system and under tbe pre ae nt condi^ 
tione. If tbe Oovenimeot tdtea tbi^ responiibtiity on ite own ib o nMere , 
« it do so. jWe are tijgi pn^pared to aeoept tbb rei| i on aib8%* - - tbot 
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si|ipy is Air potitioii. Mr. Moreno lins, widi a deep political foresight, 
for rhich I scarcriy gave him credit till to-day, gauged Lwd Olmw's 
^eooh and fathoined it, i&I may so, truly. There is not the least doubt 
thab ai a first reading, Lord Oliviw’s speech strikes us as being pre- 
eminently sympathetic. I shall consider only one point. Hitherto the 
Swarajists had always been considered by the Oovernminat to be out- 
side the pale of humanity, Arsons whf>se only object is to wreck, and 
therefore persons who are not to be considered in any scheme of (Jor- 
•rnment. For the first time a responsible statesman has stated that 
the Swarajists are an important factor in the politics of this country, 
and that he would like to consult them. He has gone that far and no 
fuijher. Ix)rd Olivier’s view can rightly be considered to be that he 
is bound by the policy of previous Parliaments and he can only give us 
little concessions. We ore not out for little concessions, and it seems 
that there is no way open to us ox(*epi to obstruct. I may say, Sir, 
before closing my remarks, that we do not hold the same view as regards 
the power of His Excellency as His Excellency has outlined to us to^ay. 
His Excellency has power, if he thinks it is for the tranquillity of the 
province and the safety of the province, to restore all grunts, and 
neither the Calcutta University nor the Daci'a University need starve, 
if His Excellency thinks that their existence is netressary for the safety 
and tranquillity of the province. 

Kliafi BaiNMiur Mauivi Md. CHOINUDDIHi 1 think the object of 
ray Swaraj friends in refusing the supplies wanted by the Hon’ble 
Meittlier in charge of the Revenue Department is the ultimate attain- 
ment of swaraj. If I understand their imdvs opemndi correctly, I 
think their plan of action is this — they will try not to have swaraj from 
the hands of the Government in a peaceful maimer, but extort it from 
the Government by their own might, by paralysing Government by 
obstructing them in their work in this Council. They will olistruct 
the Government, they will try to paralyse the Government, they will 
try to bring the administration to a deadlock. The Government will 
then, they think, be compelled to grant swaraj to the people of India. 
There is no difference of opinion about the ultimate object between 
the Swaraj party and the other politkal parties in this country. The 
difference of ofunion is only about the method. Their method is to ^ara- 
lyse the Government and bring them to their knees, and then compel 
them to give swaraj. Let us consider lor a moment whether Hie means 
which they are going to adopt from to-day will achieve the derired object; 
let mi consider wh^her the means of obstruction will ever succeed in 
paraiysittg ibe Government. Bui^wse they carry their motion by an 
owerwbdbning mijority and throw out and revise the grant which 
has been ashed for by ibe Mabarajadhiraja Bahadur, whah will be the 
bottseq^Mneef There can be only two oonsequences-^iher His Sacei- 
iiaej the Ooremor ^ oerlGy he wiO ae^ the lor refiydl ^ 
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mi mt quiet. Suppose His ExcdUeuoy aec^yts Uie proppsal for rslnsal, 
vfaat will be the consequence f The Goremment will nof suft^ in any 
way, the Government will not be paralysed* thereby/ but it is our 
countrymen — hundreds of officers, Deputy Ma^strates, Bub*Deputy 
Collectors, clerks and peons — ^who will suffer. They will die of siarva^ 
tion with their old mothers, their wives and children. Government will 
not at all be affected. On the other han^, if His Excellency certiles 
and restores the grant, the Government will go on as usual. So in 
either case the object which our Swarajist friends have in view will not 
he achieved. If that be the consequence of adopting this sort of pro- 
cedure, if that be the result of adopting this sort of means, then 1 do not 
understand why they should make so much fuss about this, wEy there 
should be so much ado about nothing. If such an action would lead us to 
nowhere, why should they waste their time, money and energy over a pro- 
cedure of this sort ? Let us next consider whether there is any justifica- 
tion at all for adopting this policy of obstruction. It was only three and 
a half years ago that the present Government of India Act was broughf 
into operation, and in the preamble to that Act we find that tEe Gov- 
ernment of Britain have committed themselves in connection with 
this question of swaraj or self-government. They have said that the 
establishment of full self-government is their object. They have 
promised to give us full swaraj in time. They have for the first time 
in the anals of our constitutional history given over the administration 
of some of the deimrtments of the Government to popular control — I mean 
the Departments of Agriculture, Industries, Education, etc. They 
have said in the preamble to that Act that if we, Indians, can shoulder 
our responsibility in this connection, if we can show by our responsible 
work in the Council and in the administration of the Government that 
we are co-operating with the Government, then they say in section 
84A of the same Act that after ten years the Government of England 
will ap 2 )oint a Statutory Commission to inquire into the whole question 
of the future Government of India and they will, I am sure, gradually 
extend to us larger and greater rights and privileges. Now, this ten 
years is nothing in the life of a nation. If wo could patiently wait for 
seven hundred years under Muhammadan rule and more than two' 
thousand years under Hindu rule, I see no reason yrhy we cannot wai| 
for ieven years, which is nothing in the life of a nation. During the 
Muhammadan [leriod the Government of the country used to be carried 
on by absolute monarchs with the help of vaatrs. This democracy is 
an alien thing, it is not a thing which is Indian. It is after the advent 
of the English that we have ^gun to think of this system of Govern* 
meiit, and as we are iii the habit of imitating everything English, we 
are eager to have this English system of government. I the 

British Qoi^mment have been quite aerkm$ in fixing ten years as dm 
tranrition pmiod, by wfeieh time, I think, we will perhaps be aUe to 
i^pt onr ooaatitneiMies to oonsttintioiial waya«^ At pmeiit, ep lir as 
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ecli|||^ioa k oonoeriied, the condition ol otir countrymen is most deptor* 
abkT^I thi^ only some 8 or 9 per cent, of the peoide can read or write 
and iie rest are immersed in ignorance. They do not understand what 
the Qoiittml is. Let ns pauently wait, let us educate our countrymen, 
let u# introduce more education, and in the meantime let us also have 
experience by trying to act according to the provisions of the Act. Of 
course there may be defects €n the Act, there may be limitations and 
reetricticms in it, but in spite of its defects, fn spite of its limitations 
a^d restrictions, it must be admitted that we have been given some 
jiowers. We are here to advise the Government with regard to the 
expenditure, with regard to the framing of laws, etc. Our advise is not 
always mandatory or binding on the Government, but if our advice is 
reasonable, Government is bound to accept it.

Mr. EDWARD VILLIERSs 1 am reading a newsiMi])er, liecausa it 
has something to do with the speech I am about to make. It has 
nothing to do with any other matter. 

KlMfl BahMlitr Mmilvi Md. CHOINUDDINs They have done so 
during the last throe years. What I was going to say is Ihni in spite 
of the defects of the present Act, wc have got op])ortuniticH of doing 
goo<l to our countrymen. I do not see why we should not 1x5 satisfied 
with half a loaf rather than have no loaf, but from the way our Swarajist 
friends are managing things, I think they iKink that no loaf is lieOer 
than half a loaf. The gift of swaruj lies in the hands of the British 
people ; we cannot ignore the fact that they are the rulers of the country 
and we are the ruled, and they say that they will mark the time by 
which we will be fit for full re8]X)nsible government. In the very jire- 
amble of the Act it is laid down that it is Parliament which is the arbiter 
of the question when, and the manner in which, full swaraj should be 
established in this country. We are to get swaraj either gradually 
and amicably .from our rulers, or by force — by declaring an o|>en 
rebellion. I do not think the latter course is possible, and obstruction 
is utterly useless. I do not see any reason why we ^ould not proceed 
banuoniously with the Government. With these words I oppose the 
motion for refusal. ^ 

Mr* d. A* JONES I 1 have listened with the greatest possible aiten* 
tion to the oonsideraiioiis which have been advanced by the oRier side 

the House in favour of the revolutionary proceedings in which they 
are en^ged. Surely, when you propose to adopt a procedure that is 
of a highly extraordinaiy character, to say the least, it will only he 
showing due re^wet to this sasembly, to bring Imward soiae serious 
reesana lor what you are doing.

of Bengal) in place, to do with that Begulationf It is not a 

Begulation of i(ls» Beng^ Government; the Bengal Government eaimol 
repeal it; and even if it could, it would be very unwise to do so. But 
the curious part about it is that, while 1^ understand the whdie policy 
of the party opposite is to attack Hr. Fasl-ul Huq and Mr, Ohummvi 
as Ministers, they seek to damage them, because in a matter in whi^ 
they, at any rate, had no responsibility, they have not acted according 
to the wishes of the Swaraj party. The whole responsibility, so far as 
there is one, for dealing with Begulation 111 of 1818, rests wi^ the 
Beserved department; and why and by what process of reasoning or 
logic members opposite find material lor attacking the Ministers on 
a question belonging to the Reserved department, is beyond my under- 
standing. If they are attacking the Ministers for something which the 
Ministers have done, 1 can well understand it, but they are attacking 
them for something done by the Executive Council, whose proceedings 
under the diarchy are not subject to control by this House. 1 cannot 
understand the logic of those who condemn the diarchy, who say that 
it is preposterous that parts ol the diarc^hy have been reserved from 
the control of the House and do not admit of their control. Surely, 
it is not a reasonable thing to ask. Why should this diarchy function in 
a way which it was not intended to do? The only argument that 1 have 
heard in the whole course of the afternoon in favour of the refusal of 
the demond for Land Revenue is that the Bengal Government have not 
accepted or acted upon a resolution of the Council for the repeal of 
Regulation 111 of 1818. Con there be a more frivolous, more irrelevant, 
more illogical reason for resorting to the drastic step ol rejecting the 
demand of l 4 ind Revenue, which has nothing whatever to do with 
Regulation 111 of 1818 and which has nothing whatever to do with 
diarchy? It seems to me that throughout this discussion members on 
the opposite side have shown a complete misconception of the very 
system which, they say, should be destroyed. I have sometimes thought 
that members opposite have not read the famous report on constitutiopld 
reforms. Anyhow they speak with a colossal ignorance of what these 
reibrms were intended to perform. These reforms wm*e intended to 
be a transitional step towards complete self-government; because they 
are transitional, because they are admittedly inoon^^iM^ It was 
explained hundreds and thousands of times in Parliament and ebfivirlmrur 
that the reforms were never intended to be oomphte: this is a lial^- 
tional st^, and a putt of that transiliona] slage is ^t omriam pmien 
are leser^ to the Executive CkntacU. Yet hpoauee that pnmmn has 
been faiH^y carried out, members on the opposite side b eomn e 
iant B&use they expected from the refonns what eplAi iml 
li^ to ikm, ^ vAdb 1 Wa 
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floae inmitience to know what results they expect to awain oy tnrowing 
out these demands. Whom are they goiofir to benefiWwhom are they 
gohig to hurt? They am not goin^ to hurt the QMl|Piiment ; we h*ave 
that from the higliest authority. The only i>eo|>l 0 ®ty are going to 
hurt are jxior people, 8choolma«sterH, people engaged i|| inunieilial work, 
and people who depend for Uieir livelihood ujion sum.^ idming ti-om the 
Government of Bengal, llie whole of this farce in which we are now 
engaged (Hear, hear) comes to this: that tlie gentlemen opposite are 
posing as magnificent heroes at the expense of the village schoolmaster. 

Mr. 8. C. MUKERJI: Mr. J. M. Ren Gupta, as the mouthpiece 
of the Swaraj party, has put the issues in a most clear-cut fashion. The 
budget must lie thrown out not because of its own merits hut it must 
be thrown out la toto IxMause of the coiLslitutional issues, 
and so far as I have been aide to follow and analyse his spee<‘h, the 
issues are three. The budget must be thrown out because the diarchy 
has proved an uhsedute failure; because the people have no control over 
the finances; and becau.se the Government do not respond to the wishes 
of the people, and that has been more than illnst rated hy the rijection 
of one or two residntions that were brought forward in the January 
session in the matter of the release of political prisoners and that of the 
repeal of repressive measiu'es. Well, Sir, if I knew and if I were 
thoroughly convinced that this deadlock procedure would settle the 
issues, that it would bring diarchy to an end, that it would bring about 
full control (»ver the finances, and would force the Government to give 
effect to every restdution brought up in the TiOgislative Pouncil, I would 
say “ Amen, go on; I wish you god-speed.’’ But the Swarajists have 
themselves told me that they do not believe that the throwing out of 
the budget would bring them to a realization of the goal which they 
wish to attain in this coercive fashion. They have told me, over ahd 
over again, that they know that the throwing out of (he budget will not 
bring about the consumation (hey arc praying for, but it will 
bring to them a little more concession, a further instalment. If that 
were so, and if that be what they think in their heart of hearts, I say 
^that this is a most dangerous and risky jwocedure to adopt. I said to 
the Swarajists, “ Why did you lose the golden opportunity which wa* 
offered to you when you were asked to accept the Ministry'?” TJ^ey 
answered in all seriousness, "‘We would have been helpless.” Why 
helpless? You, as Swarajists, have the whole country behind you. 
The Miniatere; as you say, might fail, because they do not at present 
lapresent the people; it was said during the, last three years that the 
Son’bJe Ministers did opt repcesent anybody.

ct Sis Ex^llency to appeal to intelligence, common^nae and rea-

respect certain resolutions which were carried by a majority of thir 
Souse. Host of the speakers, to my mind, appear to me to be trying 
to vie with each other as io who could best revile the Oovamment. 
Be^Bing is no argument, and we are told the same thing, and when you 
sum it up, it seems that they are all very angry and very disappointed. 
OHticisms went to show that the administration of public funds ia 
not being carried on in a manner that would be for the good of the 
people.

A claim dft&fil 
sort is no guarantee that they will administer the funds any better ;o&th# 
contrary, we might very well prophesy that conditions will beconiwlll^ 
intolerable, that the very people whose representatives these opp6ftfVi 
of the budget claim to be, will be asking very shortly not for full 
government, but for the heads of the peoph* who are to-day leading 
them to dost nut ion. They say, we have not been given enough. Hew 
is it possible for them to say such a thing when everyone who studieii^ 
the present position thinks that they have got too much to start witl^; 
so much so that they appear to be suffering from over-feeding.. Gov- 
ernment, to my mind, has made a great blunder, starting them too sow 
on a diet of strong meat, and it would be much better had they betn^ 
kept on a diet of adulterated milk for some time before attempting an|[^ 
thing stronger. This early pampering has created this evil confusion 
and obstruction. It has created a too early demand for total self-gov- 
ernment. Speakers other than myself have drawn attention to the 
fact that Mr. Das was afforded the best chance of his life to show he 
could do things better than those whom he and his followers cond<^n. 
Why did he refuse? What did this refusal indicate? Simply this — 
an admissiea of hopeless incompetence to fill the poet and the fear to 
accept reelkineibility. In asking for responsible government yog 4 
are yaking to have everything placed in your hands, and when your 
Ifia^ is offered to acc^ this responsibility, what is the attitude you* , 
aduP? 


Mr. FHltlDENT: Order, order! The member will pl^se addreee 
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Mr* H. BARTON: Wlmt is the attit^ide members are adopting? One 
of abject cowardice, fear to accept even some responsibility for i^hich 
they condemn those who are entrusted with it. Government have been 
blamed over and over again for oppression; what does this opposition 
to the budget mean? It means more than oppression. It is, to my 
mind, a whip with which to whip the poor people who look to the Gov- 
ernment confidently for providing these finds. What right, I asl^ 
has anyone to suggest that the bread of the workers should be?ii|lBi]i * 
away? What right has anyone to say that Government shall not prdviJl^^ 
funds to meet these demands? Instead of rendering the people. ^8 ^ 
service, they are rendering them a disservice. In short, it shows tHey 
want to sacrifice the people, whom they say they represent, cm the 
alter of bittei’iU'Ss and revenge. That is entirely what they are sout 
for. Sir, perhaps the aspirations of the opposite party may be perfectly 
legitimate; no one finds fault with their aspirations, but bow is it 
possible for them to say that they are conducting things in a proper 
manner? They are out to erect some gigantic structure, but it would 
appear both {.he architect and the bnildhrs whom they have chosen are 
at fault; if the foundations arc badly laid, sooner or lat(’r the whole 
structure will come d(»wn on their own heads. Signs are not lacking 
to show that Mr. Das and his party are slowly beginning to realize this 
and to lose ground. Mr. Das and many others have already realized 
this. 

We have been told by one of the speakers on the other side in a 
note of warning that the country is in a very dangerous position. I 
quite accept that, and I would also add that it is becoming dangerous 
not for us, not for the Government, but for the very people who are 
creating tbis position. If the idea is that this obstruction is going to 
place these leaders of the party in a position of eminence, they are 
wrong, and it will not be very long before they are brought into utter 
condemnation by the very people they are misleading to-day, and they 
will never be able to attain anything like the swaraj they are looking 
forward to, if they follow these tactics of obstruction, defiance and 
revenge.

We have aeeii 
this afternoon 111 iuotiens withdrawn, without an apology, without 
an" explanation, without any word of exprea^^ion of regret to the Houae, 
without any admission of, what 1 may call, the stupid futility of the 
a^on, and yet in the fac^of that, the mover of the present motion^ 
IbySen Gupta, stands up opposite and says that his resolution has been 
jirf^OTward in no light-hearted manner, but in real eaiue^t, and, save 
4iie mark, in the best^nterests of the Government. Could there be n 
gugater contradiction of that statement than the hysterical performance^ 
worthy of a comic oi)era, which we have witnessed on these resolutions 
be^g withdrawn? Mr. Sen Gupta denies the powers the members of 
the Council have, he describes them ns being only a sham and hollow 
mockery, and to prove this, what is his instance? He ((uotes the reso*- 
lution of some five or six w’eeks ago dealing with the release of ix>litical 
prisoners. Also he claims that his jMirty voice the constituencieii 
that his members represent. Does he really think that his party 
represent the tnie opinion of the people of this province, and even of 
the voters at the polls? He and his i>arty have means of obtaining 
votes, that we am grant them, hut by what moans liave they obtaineii 
them? Well, I cannot give the answer, but one can only surmiiie, 
and I say that in my opinion I do not l)elieve that the voters of this 
province are so childish, so ignorant, and so irresiwnsible ns to hold 
to the obstructive and self-destructive tactics which the Swaraj party 
have displayed in this House. The powers of this House ai» not a 
sham and hollow mwkery; the one instance that he quotes, the citation 
of that resolution about the release of political prisoners, in itself 
shows at once the weakness of his contention, because how can any 
sane, responsible Government act on that resolution when they know 
for a fact that revolutionary’ plots are even now being hatched uik! 
planned in this city, when a house was raided within a few days of 
the passing of that resolution, and was found to be filled with thoso 
dreadful weapons of revolution and aniirrhy which were discovered 
there? What surprises me is that the members of the Swaraj party 
can stand up and refer to that resolution of a month ago without 
making one word of admission of the proofs which have been revealed 
as to the danger which is within our midst. Another speaker accused 
Government of irresponsibility. T wonder to what Government fie 
refeniug,, I doubt if bo knows himself. But taking the word 
goveynitteiii ** in its widest sense, I am not at all sure that I do 
noi^Bgree with hipi, because one really cannot understand how any 
Ooverament buf oii§ tl^oroughly imbued with irresponsibility could have 
thoughUhat tW people of this province were fit for any share at ail 
of sel^ Bvemment, if they are tp fte jndge<l by the conduct in thie 
5ouse'w so-called politicians. "But I do not, and will tibt, belidare 
that the people of J)ms province are as bad as that. Could they only 
be led By tbeir own l|Mid with sense and intelligence, could the Iftadeii 
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only make an honest attempt to work the Reforms sdfieme * then this 
piorince would be happier, be more prosperous, and 'would be well set 
out on the high-road to a further advance t^waids the final stage of 
self-government: but alas, these leaders refuse fo make that effort. 
The Reforms scheme presented a definite constructive scheme. The 
Government gave them a chance to work il^— a chance to display state^^ 
manship, but the politicians, for their own selfish ends, 1 fear^are 
trying to destroy that scheme and to min this fair province of Bengal 
by fostering racial antagonism and strife. I wish to ask all careful 
thinkers — ^all those who honestly desire to do good to their country — « 
to hesitate, before they wildly and rashly join forces with those who 
are creating disaster by voting for this resolution. * 

•If WILLOUGHBY CAREY: I had hoped, perhaps almost against 
hope, that we might have come here to-day to a different scene of 
action to that we have unfortunately had. It discourages, almost 
sickens, to find the complete lack of dignity which has characterized 
a very great deal of the debate on the part of the opposition. The 
Bengal Council was known at one time before the last elections as a 
place where you could, in spite of occasional lapses possibly common 
to all assemblies, at least discuss with reason and common-sense and 
with dignity subjects affecting the welfare of the province, but I am 
afraid the attitude of the Swaraj party has made, and is making, that 
stat» of things a thing of the past. We know* the saying tliat whom 
the gods want to destroy they first make mad. Now^ the Government 
whom we have heard reviled constantly, not only here to-day but 
iu all sorts of ^Sw'araj organs for a long time past, had no hand whatever 
in the maddening of this party. Their madness has l)een bred among 
themselve.s and is now liearing fruit. I do not wish to speak harshly. 

I apeak facts as they apfienr to men who, like myself, (‘an claim to 
have given (’ureful thought and study during the past two or three 
years to the condition of Bengal and to the condition of India as a 
whole. 

I W'ould ask the Swaraj party to believe, to listen once more to 
what they have not infrequently been told, that this is not the way 
to attain their desires. When I compare the swaraj of to-day, us 
ex^p^essed and expounded by the present leaders and their followers, 
with the swaraj which some two or three year.s ago we believed it to be 
the two things are (|uite unrecognizable. I know I am probably wasting 
breath. There is lots of evidence that the present opposition, either 
here or iu any other Council, is not open to reason. That is the reason 
that I say that they have bred their own madness, which can only lead 
them to destruction, I have plenty of other good examples from 
persons who have expressed this opinion before me, but I take the 
opportunitir once more in my own way of expressing it in this House. 

From Mr. Sen Gupta*s remarks it is quite obvious tliat the Swaraj 
party and those who follow them wish to run |»efbre they can walk. 
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walk, but it js quite impossible to assist a man who throws away 
the hand that is proffered to him and persists in tri’ing to run doa*n 
the hill from which ^ou would wish to keep him. Referring for one 
^noment only to this much-debated Regulation No. Ill and the lefer* 
ences that have been made to it, there are many good reasons why 
that resolution as passed 8i this House could not he given effect to, 
and I myself as a representative of employers of lal>our and as an 
employer of labour would most certainly, if the opportunity had risen 
at the time, have protested against any action being taken on that 
resolution, because it has l)een proved over and over again that many 
of the men who have l>een unfortunate enough to Im* restrained under 
that measure have, on being released, at once thrown their energies 
again to the stirring up of trouble and of disaffection among labour, 
which at the present time by no stretch of imagination can be called 
unhappy or down-trodden, and as such they jeopardise not only the 
interest of those who employ the labour but the general peace of the 
province and its safety. Many of the arguments used by the menvbers 
have reminded me while 1 w’as listening to them of the sort of thingis 
we used to hear in the clays of the Hymn of Hate, and these remarks 
are only intended to lead to action which can only l)e described as 
cutting off the nose to spite the face. 

The Hon'hle Mauivi A. K. FAZL^UL HUQ: I am sure the House 
will agree with me that the issues raised by this resolution kre of 
such far-reaching iini)ortanre that they should be discussed in an 
atmosphere free from passion and prejudice and with that calmness and 
sobriety of judgment wliich are demanded in considering questions of 
such vital importance. Sir, it has Wen my lot t^i earn the notoriety 
of Wing somewhat aggressive in my remarks. I do not know, Sir, what 
justification there can W for that charge, but at the present tnement 
I shall do my Wst to restrain myself. I do not know if I am really 
suffering from a weaknes.s of the kind attributed to me, but I want 
to put Wfore the House certain facts for their serious consideration 
before they caste their vote on either side. His Excellency 
the Governor has made it quite plain what the consequences will 
be if the budget Wfore the Council is actually thrown out. I will 
repeat for the Wnefit of the memWrs who may not have Wen pr^ent, 
or who may not have taken the trouble to consider the position tUbt has 
been explained to the House by His Excellency, that there are only 
two courses open to His Excellency as regard the Beserved^departments, 
namely, to restore under the powers given by the Government of India 
Act the demands that will be thrown out by the Council, or not to 
take action under those extraordinary powers. As regards the Trans* 
ferred portion, His Excellency has made it clear that it is ngt a question 
of intention str desire : His Excellency has absolutely no power under 
tke Act to restore the grants that may W refused. Considering, Sir, 
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for a moment the Reserved portion .of the budget, let us take* it for tke 
sake of argument that my friends by a majority refuse tbe grant that 
has been demanded by the Maharaja. His Excellency may or inay not 
certify it. His Excellency has said that at the present moment it is not 
possible U) say what course His Excellency is going to adopt, but this 
much is certain, and that is clear from the entire tone of His Excel- 
lency’s speech, that he is not going to pu# back the demands an their 
entirety if they are refused by the Huuse. Now, take the demand that 
has becm made by the Maharaja under Ihe head “ Land Revenue.*^ Let 
us analyse the <lemaiuls that have been made under this head. They 
include, for inntance, the pay of eeitain Deputy Collectors and SuIh 
Deputy Collectors. If tbe demand is not put back, the result will be 
that these Deputy Collectors and Sub-Deputy Collectors will not receive 
their salary, that the work in which they are engaged will not go on, 
that the peons and other members of the establishment will not be 
paid their salaries, and that so far as that particular portion of the 
administration is concerned, the work will come to an utter standstill. 
This is absolutely plain and must be so to exerj member of this 
House. The next question which I ask all my friends to consider is, 
for how long can this state of things go on? My friends might have 
the impression that ns soon as the budget is thrown out, somebody — 
either the Government of India, or the Secretary’ of State, or the 
British Parliament, or the British public — will take pity on our ship- 
wrecked condition and by some mysterious way come to our rescue. 

Mr, d, M. SEN GUPTA: Will tHke pity on the Ministers. 

TN Hon’MeMaillvi A. K. FAZUUL HUQ; I am not talking of the 
Ministers at all; they go out of the programme oltogt'ther. You need 
have no pity for them. They knew’ when they aecepte<l office that they 
were not coming to a In'd of roses, and they were prepared for all 

eventualities. Now, Sir, supjiosing that state of things is brought 

alKiut, if the Govenunent of India Act is to l)e amended or modified or 
changed, or any action taken, it must be by the British Parliament, 
because my friends have admitted that they decline to appeal to arms. 
Whatever method they may adopt must be a constitutional method of 
agitation, in onler to bring almut a modification of the Government of 
Iiidih Act. Now, the Government of India Act is a Parliamentary 
enactment. J*arlianu'nt may not be in session, and if the modified Act 
is to Ih* redmffed, it will certainly take some time. Parlia- 

ment will have to assemble, there will be some readings of 
the Act, Imth in the House of Commons and in the House 

of liords, and the whole of this ptwess must take at least soma 
months if not a whole year. During these months, may be during tke^ 
whole year,^the Deputy Collectors, Sub-Deputy Collectors, and the poor 
fphoolmasters will be writhout their salory and a portion of the admmistra^ 
will be brought to a standstill, and will be in that condition befoio 
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aiijjr action*can be taken by Parliament/ I am only placinjf my viewt 
belbre tbe House — may be absolutely wrong* — but, os I Imve said at 
Ae very bej^inning, the*question is of very great importance and I 
sincerely expect from my friends who are goingr to be tbe arbiters of 
tlfe destinies of the nation to have o little patience and to hear me. 
Sir, it seems to me that quiet talking: has ns little effn i ns a figrhting: 
speech. I l^pi only placing certain facts before the House and drawing 
your attention to the simple fact that if they succeed in bringing about 
a deadlock, the deadlock is bound to continue for months together 
before any remetly (*an l>e found. (Laughter.) I ask my friends in 
all seriousness : Is it goo<l breeding, is it gtmd manners, is it good 
sense, to be laughing at me from that corner (No, no)-— — 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Order, order! 

Mr. J. M. SEN GUPTA: Are they the mono|M)ly of GovernmentP 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. FAZL-UL-HUQ: They are the monopoly 
of those who have been brought up as gentlemen. 

Bibu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: That is nbje<t ion able. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: It is not objectionable. The hon’ble member 
must understand that if the Hon’blc Minister is not allowed to 8i)eak 
without interruption, he may bo provoked. 

Mr. C. R. DAS: Am I to understand that the Ilou'ble Minister 
has got the right of telling a member of this House that he is not a 
gentleman ? 

Hon’ble Mauivi A. K. FAZL-UL HUQ: I never said anything 
of the kind. 

Mr, PRESIDENT: Order, order! The Hon’ble Minister has said 
nothing of the kind. He is being subjected to constant interruption 
and it is impossible for him to make any speech. I am sure if Mr. Das 
were subjected to this constant stream of interruption, he would also 
lose his temper. 

Mr. C. R. DAS; I can assure you. Sir, that I would not tell any 
member of this House that he is not a gentleman, even under the 
greatest provocation. 

[Here Dr. A. Suhrawardy rose to make certain observations.] 

Mr. PRESIDENT: We do not require your intervention in this 
matter, Dr. Suhrawardy. ^ 

[At this stage the Swarajist members left the Council Chamber^ 
crying “Shame,'' ‘•“Shame."] 
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Mr. AtHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: Before I leave tilb Chamber, 

may I ask if it is permissible for tbe Hon’ble Minister to speak of 
good breeding ” of tbe members and if It, is good breeding to speak 
in tbe way that be bas done. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: These were purely rhetorical questions, 
Mr. Banerjee, and were not intended totbe personal. You must see 
that for yourself. 

The Hon’ble Mauivi A. K. FAZL-UL HUQ: I only say that it is 

the monopoly of those who have been brought up as gentlemen. I have 
said all what I had to say on the point and I do not wish to speak any 
longer.

The Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul Huq’s statement on previous di^’s 
misunderstanding. 

MINISTER in charge of DEPARTMENT of EDUCATION (the 
Hon’ble Maidvi A. K. Fazhul Huq): Before the Council takes up the 
ordinary business of the day, may 1 be j)ermitted to say a few words 
with reference to the untbHunate occurrence which c1o8«m1 the prcneed- 
ings last ni^ht ? As my friends in Council must have seen from the 
rei>ort piiblibluHl in the pai)er8 this morning' 1 never meant, by anything 
that I said, to wound the feelings of any of my friends in this House. 
It is true that, when 1 was being intenmpted by remarks, I put ques- 
tions to the effect “ if my friends could reconcile such conduct with 
good manners and good breeding,” I am told that some of ray Mends 
took objection to the words “ good breeding.” Now, as I understan»l 
the words, “ good breeding ” mean and have reference only to the 
manner in which a man has been broughfi up. It is a (wmimon phrase to 
say that a man is well bred and well brought up. Iti is in that sense 
that I understand the words and it was with that meaning that I used the 
expression “ good breeding and good manners.” 

As regards the other remarks that I made that good breeding and 
good manners are not the monopoly ^f any particular individual but 
may be the monopoly of those who have been brought up as gentlefhen, 
I submit to this Council that by this statement ncV offence could possibly 
,be meant to anybody. At the same time, however, as I have said in 
my letter which I sent tof the Press last night, if, by what I said, I, have 
offended the feelings of my friends here, I express my sincere regret and 
I hope this expression of regret will be accepted by my friends in the 
spirit in which it is made. 

Mr. PRESIDENT (the Hon’ble Mr. H. E. A. Cotton): I do not see 

Mr. C. R. Das in his place, but I feel sure that |nembers opposite wjll 
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accept the statement of the Hon’ble Minister in the spirit in which it 
Is made. I was rather hoping^ to have heard some members on the 
opposite side say so. , * 

Mr. d. M. 8Etl GUPTA: In the absence of my friend, Mr. C. E. 
Das, we appreciate the spirit! in which Mi^‘ Eazl-ul Huq has made that 
statement to-day. The less said about the matter the better. 

Mft PRESIDENT: I desire to congratulate the Council on the very 
satisfactory termination of a most unfortunate misunderstanding. I 
have one word to add. I am afraid that perhaps Dr. Suhrawardy may 
have felt aggrieved at a certain observation which fell from me yesterday 
in the heat of the moment. I hope that Dr. Suhrawardy will accept 
my asHurnnce that there was no such intentiorf on my part. The fact is 
that I have been arcustomed in the past to give and take very hard 
knocks in the course of debate, and I must confess that it did seem to 
me that undue importance was being attached to the incident which 
occurred last night. At the same time I want to n\ake it quite clear that 
Dr. Suhrawardy was quite in order in rising to a point of order yesterday 
evening.

Demandi for Grants. 

5-— Land Revenue. 

Mr, EDWARD VILLIERB: I wish, Sir, to add my voice of protest 
against the motion which is and has been, since yesterday, under dis- 
cussion. I must confess that, with Sir George Godfrey, I share 
some of the apprehension which he has voiced as to the possible 
futility of .saying anything at all or adding one> word which may instil 
some sense of the gravity of the situation into those who would appear 
to us thus recklessly to be jeopardising the future of this Province. At 
the same time. Sir, such I conceive it to be the gravity of the situation 
that I think no stone should lie left unturned — no word left unsaid that 
may possibly do its small (juota io influencing the decision which is to be 
arrived at some time during the course of this afternoon. Now, Sir, 
liefore dealing directly w’ith the situation, there are two points on which 
I crave the indulgence of the House to deal with for a short time. It 
apptNirs to me that the impression of Mr. C. R. Das and many of his 
followers is that they ore the very first to have discovered the inherent 
weakness — to put it mildly- of the diarchical system of the Reforms and 
it seems to me. Sir, that as such, they arrogate to themselves certain 
mental kudos for which I entirely fail to see their justification for so 

doing. When the Reforms were originally brought in, there were man]r 

• 
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of «• who voiced the sAine opinion that Mr. C. E. Das and Pundit 
Motilai Nehru voice to-day, viz., that the Eefonus r^lly are not mucl^ 
more than a farce. There were ‘many of us who believed it then — there 
are many of us who believe it still; the fundamental difference, how- 
ever, lies between the attitude adopted by the Swarajists and by those — 
if I might use the expressions without offence — of the saner members of 
the community, is that wherdhs we both dislike the Eeforms, we realise 
that the Eeforms are irrevocably there for the time being and that as 
such it is the only form of Government that we have got ; this being 
the case it is absolutely no use our sitting down and saying — we will 
have none of them. The Eeforms, if I may use a simile, appear to 
me to be otherwirfe. India has had designetl for her a craft which it is the 
intention of the British Government that she should ultimately sail 
herself. As I said, many of us initially conceived that craft to bo 
in no way seaworthy. Many of us went further than that and said 
that it could not lastVven the ban' minimum transitional periml for 
which it was designed. But, Sir, whereas some of the <'n*w have made 
up their mind that, bad as the craft is, unscaworthy though it may be, 
they are going to try and pilot it across the sen, others have taken up 
the attitude that it is not worth a trial and that they must have done 
with it. I entirely fail to see the logic of this attitude. Why, Sir, 
was a transitional ]H‘ri(Kl given to India at all? Was it not in order 
that in the course of time juactical proof should l)e forthcoming as 
to whether the antagonists or the protagonists of the Eeforms wdiome 
were right? Surely that was one of the princi|)ul reasons; and the 
other reason and the gix'ater reason surely was to got practical proof 
as to whether the i)eople to whom the working of the new constitu- 
tion was to be handed over were gt)ing to prove worthy or not. Sir, one 
of the things which has to be borne in mind, but which I think has 
not been sufficiently emphasised, is ibis: that the ultimate decision 
as to whether this constitution is going to suit India or not, does not 
rest with us: it neither rests with the Swarajists nor with those who are 
outside the Swarajists camp, neither with Mr. C. R. Das nor with hit 
followers. They are not the arbiters as to whether this shall or shall not 
be deemed sufficient and as to whether in the fullness of time the 
antagonists or protagonists of the Iteforras scheme are going finally to 
be proved right. The ultimate decision rests with the Parliament at 
home and those who sit in the Parliament in England and those who are 
ultimately going to decide this issue. Now, gentlemen, following this 
particular line of argument 

Mr. PRESIDENTS You must address me and not the members of 
the House. 

Mr. IDWARO ViLLIERt: I am tarry, Sir. FoUoirinff'hM parti, 
oular line e! argnmmt if it is the House of Parliament which is gDin|r 
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ultimately to accent ar condemn the Eefonns, surely we wlioiare sitting 
liere in India, if we are to expect them to take a sound view of the 
situation. Surely we should give them no ^xcuse for saying that we 
did not give them a fair chance. That is the cardinal issue we hava 
got to face here. Are we going to give the Eeforms a fair chance or 
notP Sir, many of us have a very deep dislike of this diarchical system 
of government. I personally have the stfcngest dislike of it. But it 
is just because I have got this dislike that I want them condemned fairly 
and squarely on their own demerits and that is why I ask the House to 
give them a fair chance. 

The second point that I want to raise is this — and in doing so again 
I preface my remarks by saying that my remarks should in no ^nse 
be taken in any way as savouring of a threat. It is because I conceive 
the situation to be such a serious one that I stand here to speak out 
what I have in my mind. My second point, then, deals with the 
constant and reiterated charge of insincerity is always being thrown at 
the Goveniment and therefore presumably at those who try to assist 
the Goveniment in the matter of the Eeforms. Now, Sir, I would ask 
the House to look Imck into the years when the Reforms were first 
proposed. 1 would again ask the House not to take what I say as a 
threat. I would ask the House to fare it as a jxissible issue and it is 
this: At the time that His Majesty the King Empenir made hi^ 
pronouncement of the 20th of August, the British nation was from onc^ 
point of view in no way obliged to give India any tuiilier measure of 
reform except in so far as was consistent with her ideal of the duty 
with which she was fa<e<l in India. I maintain that she gave the 
Reforms voluntarily and that it w’a.s given and admittedly given only 
because the British nation realised its duty towards India. This in 
itself should be an answer to that constant charge that one bears as 
regards the insincerity liotb of the givers of the Reforms and of those 
who try to work them. At the time when we emerged from the Great 
yar our Navy, our Army and the Air Force were stronger than before 
then there was no necessity for our advancing the Reforms. But there 
was the moral interest. The establishment of this purely moral interest, 

I maintain, gives the lie direct to the charge that the giving of the 
Ret>rm8 was based on falsity and on insincerity. 

Now, Sir, yesterday I think Babu Manmatha Nath Roy twitted the 
Government with the fact that the Reforms were advancing only in 
principle and not in practice and that, Sir, seems to me to be the keynote 
of the situation so far as my friends the Swarajists are concerned. For 
surely, Sir, the first thing to establish is principle. Instead of floimder- 
ing around and rushing blindly in every impossible and inconceivable 
direction wc should make up our minds to establish the fund^ental 
principle which should govern us. If it be the case that we are establish- 
ing here a principle then we can afford i^porarily to disregard the 
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snMBer itedb of practice which may not he in ftiU ae^||rdance with what 
wi ahonld like to see in the best interest of India. Now what ie 
going to happen in the fnture ? His Excellency in speaking yesterday 
gave ni clearly his views as to the constitufional prooedhre that might 
at all events eventuate if the budget was thrown out and my friend 
Mr. Hitter speaking eubseqn|otly gave his views quite clearly on what 
I may cidl the unconstitutional issue and how it is sure to lead to 
anarchy. Where I disagree with him is when he says that whether he 
be right or wrong the future would show. I maintain that we have hot 
got to take up any hypothetical future to answer that question. The 
future has been answered over and over again in the history of the past; 
it is^true that some in this House maintain that we already have this 
anarchy owing to the so-called Repressive Laws; I think that form of 
argument has been exploded ; one might as well argue that because there 
is a fire engine in a street therefore every house in that street is going to 
catch on fire. Sir, there will be, there may be at all events, anarchy in 
the land and if that is so it is pos^ible that certain Government officers 
and non-officials, p]uropean and Indian, may, in consequence of that 
anarchy lose their lives, but it is not going to intimidate the British 
peoples and the British Houses of Parliament into forgetting its duty or 
into surrendering to wrong principles. They are not going to be 
intimidated and anybody who thinks that the British people — that small 
race of Islanders who have established this Empire here in India— 
are going thus to be intimidated, is presumably Wtter in his oratical 
flights than in his knowledge of psycihologj'. I ask the House to realise 
that their one hope and their best ho{>e of getting for themselves a 
form of Government more suitable to India than I personally believe 
Diarchy to be is to try their best and make the Reforms a success that on 
its real merits the issue may ultimately be judged. 


MINISTER In olMrg^ of DEPARTMENTS of AGRICULTURE mnd 
INDUSTRIES and PUBLIC WORKS (tho Hon'blo HicIJi Mr. A. K. AM 
Almiod Khan diumvi) : My countrymen of the Swaraj party have put in 
motions for the reduction of the entire minor beads and eventually of the 
entire major heads in every department with the idea, I take it, to paralyse 
Government and to bring the Government down on its knees. His 
Excellency the povemor has lucidly explained to ns all what actually 
the effects of that will be and how their irresponsible and mistaken 
action will result in nothing but actual suffering and privation, of our 
own countrymen and the stoppage of onr nation-building departments. 
I! the picture so accurately visualised by His Excellency fails to daunt 
my swaraj countrymen, and even if in spite ot that they adhere to their 
determination of carrying out this most unfortunate policy o^ wrecking 
Gcvemm^ and thus laying the axe to their own feet — ^to quote a 
BengaUCoage, the logical set^uence of that can only be civil disobediencf 
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and the withhold^ of i»yinent of tases. May I ask, are i6y country 
men prepared to go to this length? I have not the least hesitation ii 
saying that the vast majority are not so prepai^d. If fhe minority aw 
so prepared then I take it that they must also be prepared for op<» 
rebellion and revolution. 

Now let us assume for argument’s sa'ke that they do succeed in 
dnwug away the British from the country, will they be prepared to

kttiiiar SHIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: I am sorry. Sir, I did not 
refer to His Excellency as liord Lytton, hut to those persons who are in 
authority be he a Governor or the whole galaxy of Ministers who may 
bring about such a situation, then I should say that they run nmook 
and behave like the mad man who first threatens the members of the 
family for not joining him in his insane pranks and then to spite them 
sets fire to his house cutting off the water conneclion at the same 
time. But that is not practical politics. I cun assure the House that 
if the head of our ndminisl ration or anybody else in the Britlsli Empire 
were to behave like that mad man he would be recalled at once, and, 
in the words of the Hon’ble Mr. Ghuznavi, sent to Bedlam. Then, Sir, 
if we cut down the supplies the use of emergency powers under section 
72D) of the Government of India Act is not the only means of carr>'- 
ing on the administration a.s usual. There are further and more elfeo- 
tive provi-^ions under sub-section (2>, section 52 (a) of the Government 
of India Act, by which the whole of Bengal coud be declared a “ back- 
ward tract *’ by the Viceroy and the administration carried on as 
before even without the help of the Legislative Council. »So, Sir, it 
is not at all likelv that as a result of our refusing the supplier the 
administration will be in the least affected. The only result aimed at 
by ns in refusing the supplies is to bring abount a constitutional criiis 
which cannot but open the eyes of our foreign masters to the realities 
ol the situation. 

Sir, we knew from their very incepfion that the Reforms were 
inadequate and we took them for a mere half-way bouse. But we ihte 
optimistic enough to hope that with the co-operation of sympathetic 
admmistrators, we would be able to work them satisfactorily, establish- 
inip liberal traditions leading on to further reforms, but the 
ofmsistent and continuous determination of the authorities to 
our considered opinions, each and every time has shattered our 
^ hopes. On every possible occasion we have been made to mlise that 
WA are impmdefit, irresponsible interlopers. We are tolera^ only so 
Ibag at we fail in with the wishes of the authorities, we are welcome 
oily m long as we bow and cringe and dime in with tha ofikiid 
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tune. But we are dubbed as enemies the moment we happibn to differ 
from them or try to represent the real mind of the country. We afe 
said to be offering advice only when we hunjour and placate; but when 
we really do advise, the back is up at once and we are said to be dicta- 
ting. Well, Sir, this is a situation which cannot be tolerated by ns 
any longer. We, the Nationalists, are determined either to work 
out the Reforms in the true spirits in ifftiich we understood them to 
have been inaugurated or to expose them in all their hideous nudity of 
foim as moulded by the authorities heie. We will no longer permit 
ourselves to be treated as mere veils to hide the clever contraption, 
but would now much rather tear off the mask and lay bare the reality. 
So, Sir, we must refuse the whole budget and it is useless to adduce 
further reasons, for we have found our reasons are no reasons,* our 
sense nonsense, and our advice dictation of enemies. So, instead of a 
sham, let the responsibility of the budget rest on those who consider 
themselves the custodians of our peace and prosperity, and on His Excel- 
lency who, free from all these impediments, can do just as he pleases. 

Sir, some timid, wavering souls scent danger in our action and their 
over-caution makes them talk of revolution as its logical sequence. 
Apparently they know not the historj" of our land nor of revolutions in 
other lands. Sir, any possibility of revolution would have obviated 
our recourse to such action. The Government would have climbed 
down the moment the opposition figures went up in the division list. 
But on the contrary', if the Government are obdurate and defiant to-day 
it is because they know that revolution is an impossibility. But we 
know and the Government know as well that as a result of our action, 
we can only compel the Government to replace this travesty of a les- 
ponsible Government by a Government of fiats, ukases and ordinances, 
a state of things which cannot but aggravate the ever-growing feeling 
of distrust and discontent. But as we still cherish some lingering hope 
that no civilised Government can afford to be spiteful, unpopular or 
retrogressive, we advocate the use of this last constitutional weapon in 
the Council to rouse the Government to a sense of responsibiliy. And 
then on the British statesmanship the ultimate result of our action 
must depend — a peaceful and prosperous country or a country seething 
with distrust and discontent. 

'latou AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: I rise to rapport the motion 
for refusal. I do so not in an angry mood, not merely because 
resolutions of tbe January session have not been given effect to, but I 
oppose this grant on a more general and fundamental ground. I do 
so as 8 protest, as a constitutional protect, against an irresponsible 
and unnatural system of government under which the Exeeutire is 
not responsible to the liegislatur© either in general theory or in actual 
practice, ^either in principle or in practice, either in broad polidee iW 
in matters of detail, a system under wbicb the budget is framed not 
jn the jnterests of the people from whom the revenue comes, but lor 
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Hii of other people and for political pnrpoeee. I oppooe this 

fr»nt because 1 feel, honestly feel, that we have not the slighteet 
fMEnUanoe of a contn^ over either the revenue or its appropriation. 
We are asked to give our assent to this grant. I do not know whether, 
it is a{^HXipriation or misappropriation, but I know this that we have 
no voice either in the appropriation or inisappropriation. 

Now, we are asked to ^ve our assent to this grant, and of ooume 
we have to give it on behalf of the people, but aie the interests of the 
peojde consulted in the framing of the budget P Are the wishes and 
feelings of the people respected at all or are the people treated with 
supreme contempt by the framers of the budget. The budget is 
submitted in theory to the vote of the Council, but 1 ask. Sir, is there 
any reality in the system and procedure? Is it after all a popular 
budget? Can the people spend the revenue according to their ideas 
and ideals? Who actually holds the key of the iron safe? That is 
the point. Have the people unfettered discretion as to how the money 
should be spent, have the people or their representatives any discretion 
whatever in the disposal of the money? These are the questicms which 
we should face. I should like to have an honest answer to these 
questions from every member before he goes to vote in either lobby. 
Do you ask yourself before going to vote whether you really have any 
control over the budget? If any body in this House honestly feels 
that he has got actual control over the finance, to him I soy his only 
honest duty is to support this budget. If on the other hand, he feels 
honestly that he has no control over the budget, then allow me to 
say this that it will be dishonest and irresponsible for him to give his 
assent to the budget. Can any self-respecting man put bis seal of 
support on the budget in such circumstances? The question is, can 
we conscientiously l)e a party to this budget? It is sacrosanct to us 
and we cannot touch it. Years ago I declared from my place in this 
House that so far as the budget is concerned, we, the non-official 
members, are so many outcastes and untouchables. That is an observa- 
tion I made about 7 or 8 years ago and I trust that observatibn is 
as true now as it was then, but there is this difference — in the pre- 
Reform days we were no parties to the budget. We came here to 
discuss and discourse but we had no voice in the matter either real 
or unreal. We had no vote on the budget. Now, however, under the 
Reforms we are asked to give our assent to the budget ; tberlfore « 
we have got some responsibility now, but that is a responsibility. I 
may say, of the most irresponsible character. Our responsibility with 
respect to the budget may well be compared with the responsibility of 
a class of people who are known in our vernacular ag Sak^hi GopaU. 
Are my friends here prepared to occupy that ignoble position ? Tou 
are nothing more than so many Sahhi GopaU. Whether you give 
your assent to these grants or not, as Kumar Shih 8hekhiuj|Fgwar Ray 
has so beautifuUy described, the executive government wiu^ carried 
as meirily as ever. 
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Mr. C. R. DASs He said more merrily/’ 

iilNi AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: My friend Hr. Baa says 

** more merrily/’ possibly more merrily, W the question ia; An 
we to be a party to it? Ijet the executive government be carried, aa 
best it can be carried on, in the name of those who actually carry it on, 
but not in the name of the peoj^e who hav# got no voioe in the adminia- 
tration. Let the truth be plainly told. 1 am here for giving my assent 
to the grant but I have no voice. I cannot imagine a more ignoble 
position than this. We are out for freedom and our fight is with 
those who are responsible for this budget — the framers of it. If at 
the present moment anybody stands in the way of our progress it is 
those gentlemen who are the framers of this budget and that ia the 
reason why we cannot induce ourselves to give our assent to this 
budget. The budget is prepared, allow me to say, by our enemies and 
when approaching us for our assent we are approached as their dear 
friends. ’’ Dear friends, here is the budget, we have prepared it for 
you. Kindly give your assent to it ” — ^knowing full well that while 
preparing the budget they prepared it with a spirit of antagonism to 
the people. Therefore, that is the position; we cannot be a party to 
such a budget. 

Now it appears to me that this invitation to the people’s represen- 
tatives to supi)oi*t the budget is a huge joke. I think that it is adding 
insult to injury; the injury is there that you do not frame it in the 
interests of the people and the insult is because you ask the repre- 
sentatives of the people to support it. That is the real position and T 
say the whole thing is a hollow mockery, just a sham tiling; that is 
the description which has been put on it by unbiassed people. I want 
to say this that it is enough that we are spectators in this unholy and 
unjust game. Let us not go further and be abettors and active parti- 
cipators in the budget. These are the general grounds and t^s is 
the general situation. This situation has been aggravated by recent 
happenings both here and at Delhi. The response that we have got 
from Government with re.spect to the demands which were put forward 
recently both here and at Delhi on behalf of the people— we know what 
that response has been — why, we wanted bread hut we have been given 
stope; we wanted the release of political prisoners and the answer from 
Government is fresh arrests. So the position is this : that instead of res- 
ponse, satisfactory or unsatisfactory, we have got from the Gh>v«Timent a 
challenge thrown on the face of the people. If that is the position, 
how can it he expected that we should be a party to this budget. Now, 
Sir, in order to capture some doubtful people, an attempt has been 
made to describe in glowing language that a disaster might happen if 
the whole budget is thrown out. It has been snggpested in some 
quarters t^J^at the Council will be dissolved and I for one will weloome 
that disaster. I cannot conceive of more welcome news id us at the 
present moment than that of the dissolution of this GouseO beoause I 
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kmiw mj people. I know this that the moment this Council is disaolTed 
1^ if mre will be a fresh election, I €«n guarantee, nay I can bet, 
that no single member will be returned to this Council who will not 
support this course — the wholesale throwing out of the budget; of 
that I am absolutely certain. So far as we are concerned, a fresh 
Section wiU result in a Price’s Purge of this House but so far as the 
Government are concerned, I am quite sure it will be from the frying 
pan into the fire.

Hon’hia Sir Hugh Staphanaon): I intervene in this deliete because it 
is, I think, the most momentous question that has ever been liefore 
the province of Bengal during my 28 A years service in it. We are 
assured by the mover of this motion that this step has been taken only 
after the most serious consideration. We cannot, theretore, discard 
this as merely a political eddy at a distance mused by a slone thrown 
at Delhi. We must pay the mover the compliment of examining the 
reasons on which he has made his motion. 

Well, Sir, what are the giomids put forward? The first ground 
was that the electorate of Bengal has deinandwl full responsible gov- 
ernment. In a recent debate I took leave to doubt that statement. I 
pointed out that one of the main objects of the transitional period was 
the training of the voter of Bengal and I doubt whether the voter of 
Bengal is trained and whether he is in a position even now to under- 
stand and discuss fully and come to a reasonable conclusion on constitu- 
tional issues of this magnitude. 

Then what is full responsible government? May I quote Mr. C. R. 
Das on the subject? He said at Gaya- 

11 to>day the British Parliement grant# provincial autonomy in the provinces #Hh . 
le^poiuibility in the Central Government, I, for one, will prot^Kt against it, beoauee thal 
wid inevitably lead to the concentration of power in the hands of the middUM^aes and I 
do not bdieve that the iniddle>elae9 will tiMm part with that power. 

The idea of full responsible govemment that the mover of this motion 
put forward, if I understood him aright, has been repudiated by 
Mr. C. R. Das. Mr. C. R. Das (I wish to be perfectly fair in my 
quotation) further in his speech gave some vague references t^what kif 
Ideas of full responsible govenunmit are. My point is that f^ respon- 
•ibie govmnment, as a<|[nmbraied by the mover of this motion, is not

The second reason put forward was the refusal of the Roui|d Tabk 
Conference. Well, Sir, this budgret is the budget of the Bengal Gov- 
ernment. The Bengal Government has nothing to do with the Round 
Table Conference. But, because of certain action on the part of the 
Secretary of State over which we hare no control, the administration of 
Bengal is to be brought to a standstill. * 

The third reason put forward was the refusal of the Government to 
accept certain resolutions passed by this Council. Babu Harendranath 
Chaudhuri among those resolutions included the one for a further 
transfer of subjects. I think it will be within the recollection of the 
House that the Secretary of State and the Government of India have 
both agreed to explore that matter further. The other resolutions 
passed were those referring to the release of political prisoners and the 
repeal of what are called repressive laws. No one on that side of the 
House, who referred to this matter, had the fairness to allude to the 
recent discovery of live bombs in a certain house in Calcutta. That, 
Sir, I think, will prove to the members of this House not the exist- 
ence of a conspiracy, which I doubt if anybody in this House has 
ever questioned, but the dangerous character of that conspiracy. It links 
it up at once to the old anarchical conspiracies with the same methods 
of terrorism and assassination. 

Sir, I do not propose to reopen the debate on Regulation III regard- 
ing the release of political prisoners. In passing, I would point out 
that this House has twice rejected a motion to release political prisoners 
and has twice passed it, so honours aie easy. As a side issue, it is 
surely rather illogical to base a claim to throw out the budget on the 
fact that Government had tiime<l down certain resolutions passed by 
this Council and then'by disregarded the wishes of this House; and in 
order to .show their resentment of that conduct, the House propose to 
put Govonnnent in a jwsition of htdiig obliged to disregard the wishes of 
this House again. But, Sir, it will be disregarding the wishes of the 
House this time in part. His Excellency has explained that there are 
some things he cannot do. He is l»ound to accept the wishes of the 
Souse as regards the turning down of the grants to local bodies and , 
certain local institutions. An attempt has been made to pooh-pooh thii 
and say that His Excellency did not moan what he said. But, Sir, the 
members who vote for throwing out the budget cannot place their respon- 
sibilities on the shoulders of Government. His Excellency has definitely 
stated that there are certain things that are not in his power to do. 
It is no good the Kumar saying that these things lie in His Excellency’s 
power. It is not the interpretation of the Swaraj party, or of the 
Independent party, or even of the eminent barrister, Mr. Sahrawardy, 
that will decide what the Governor can do. It is the opinion of the 
Governor ^fortified by his own legiil advisors which will decide what ha 
can do, what his legal powers are; Lr>t the queetiem what his discretioii 
Vill be but what his powers are ; and so far as these are boncemed^ tl 
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itvip u«e ike Swaraj party and the Independent party running away 
from the responiiibiHty. For their action on these budgets the respon* 
tilnHty will be theirs and Ihey cannot throw it on the Government by 
saying that the Governor has power to do this or that. 

Coming back to the ground on which this motion has been brought 
forward, the only question ^ich coiicenis this province is the refusal 
of the Government to accept certain resolutions passed by this House. 
The mover seems to have forgotten that this is a transitional stage. It 
is surely illogical to attack the OovArnment, because Goveniment has 
not given full self-government, and then to turn round and attack a 
particular action of the Government, liecause Government is not acting 
on the assumption that it is full .H^lf-govemment. It is admitte<l that 
it is not full responsible self-government. No one can contend that 
there is. But can you put that forward as a reason for throwing out 
the budget? It is surely not reasonable to attack Government on the 
ground that under their powers, undor their resjwnsibility in the tran- 
sitional stage they are bound to Utke certain action and to claim that 
they ought to have acted as if the lesponsibility rests with the House. 
The stage is a transitional one and at the present moment the responsi- 
bility for acting in these subjects rests with us. I should be only too 
glad to transfer my responsibility in this matter to anylwdy else; but 
there is no way of doing this; and as long as we have resjwnsibility on 
us we have got to act as we consider right. Our views may not be 
approved by this Council ; but I cldini that the House should give us 
credit for honesty in our views. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUOHURI: With vengeance. 

Tlw Hon’Ma Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: And that being so, they 
have no right to attack us for carrying otit our resptmsibility with 
honesty of purpose. 

Then, Sir, there is a small point. The mover rather seemed to imply 
that we have disregarded the wishes of the House and we have insulted 
the House by hanging up a notice or the noticje-lioard. For the lienefii 
of those members who are new to the piocedure of the Council, I might 
explain that there is no insult whatever in that procedure : it is the 
ordinary procwlure. • 

Mr. 4« Mt SEN GUPTA: May I rise to a point of personal explana* 
tion? I never meant that the Hon’ble Member in charge insulted us by 
hanging up the notice, but 1 did say that the contents of the notice 
were not in consonance with any respect to this House. 

The Hen’MeSir HUGH STEPHENSON: I misunderstood the mover. 
1 thought that he was objecting to the method in which it^as done. 

The mover has complained that the House cannot dismiss a police* 
man* hni^ Sir^ what ^ouse of Parliament in any part of the world hi# 
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]^w&t to di$mi8B a policeman — is not the business of any Eoaae. 1%e 
real basis for these motions is the dislike of the period of transitioii! 
that is the foundation of Akhil Babu’s speech, that is the foimdatioil 
of every speech that has been made, and I think it will be accepted 
that this is the basis of the desire of this House for throwings out the 
budgfet. Well, Sir, how are we to alter Ibis period of transition? It 
has been laid down by public speakers on this side of the House (point- 
ing to the left of the President) and outside and by public leaders with 
similar views, that there are only two ways of getting out of this pmriod 
of transition. One is through Parliamentary action — the action ol 
Parliament at home, and the other is revolution. Well, Sir, I leave 
it to the House to judge what the effect of throwing out the budgets *will 
1)6 in the way of expediting Parliameiii action at home (A Voice : Let 
us try it). I would remind them lhat there are many in this House 
who have a larger experience of conditions at home. Parliamentary 
Goveniment at home and the spirit in which it is conducted, and they 
do not agree with that observation. Well, Sir, the other alternative — 
revolution — has been pooh-poohed by Bab)i Sarat Chandra Basu. I want 
the House to consider what is the next step. Mr. C. R. Das, in the 
speech which I have already quoted, advised the policy of

Mfi NI8ITH CHANDRA SEN: Sir, we are deeply grateful to His 
Excellency the Govenior for the concern he has shown in us and for 
the information he lias imparted to this House. I doubt not that an 
unboimding love for the dumb millions entrusted to his care, and B 
genuine apprehension that the so-called representatives of the people 
have not quite understood the effect of this drastic action has impelled 
His Excellency to visit us yesterday. There may also have been a 
desire to preserve for us the rights and privileges accorded by the 
Reforms Act. However that may be, we appreciate the high purpose 
which made him come here; but I want to assure this Council, I want 
to assure His Excellency, and all those gentlemen, who have been show- 
ing such great oonceni in our welfare, that in deciding to take thk 
step we fully realise what lies before us. It has been said that if we 
carry out our policy, the district boards, the municipalities and some 
aided schools will not get their grants Well, we had to go without 
any grants during the period of the war when England was Agfliting 
with Germany. Surely if we could go without such grants then, we 
can go without them when we are fighting for our own salvation ^Hear, 
hear.). I think this dire prospect that has been raised before ns has 
left us absolutely undismayed. We have to fight knowing fuU well the 
ooniequeilies that will ensue, and I hope now that His Excellency and 
the members opposite know that we are determined to carry out this pnh 
Ipramme, they will understand that we are iea]jy fighting in grlni 
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«|M!|le«tDMf. After all, what 4oee it metter to a man on tho of 
dbith whether he lies on a bed of etraw or on a couohf The nation ia 
at Rf death-bed P We are*not concerned with the grant*, with the little 
granta What we want is a right to live, to exist. If, under the present 
system, that is denied to us, get rid of this system we shall. Under this 
system I find that althougln provision is made for the free treatment 
of Civil Servants on high salary by Civil Surgeons, the diarchy haa 
at any rate introduced this that the poor man who was getting free 
medicine before is now deprived of that. I find under the system that 
although Government ha.s got enouirh money to transform the grave- 
yard of Delhi into a ganleii city. It has not got money to pay for the 
sankation of the poor. I find under the system that while Govern- 
ment has enough money for the Lee Commission, for the Exhibition, 
it has no money for Education. Now, this is the sort of thing we are 
going to put an end to or put an end to ourselves. Sir, it has been 
said by our friends (»pj>osite that wo have not counted our hosts, that 
we are going to lose what has been given to us, but will our frieuda 
tell us what has been given to us? Mr. Villiers has said that the 
Reforms are a farce. I think he is absolutely correct. I quite under- 
stand an Englishman who tells me that the Reforms are a farce and 
who has the courage to say so, because we also think the same. 

Mr, EDWARD VILLIERS: Mav I, Sir, rise to a point of ])ersonal 
explanation? What I tried to make clear was that the Reforms being 
fraught with diflSculties they might be made a farce owing to the spirit 
of the non-co-operation party in which the Reforms were being worked 
by the members on the opjKMjite side of the House. 

Mr. NI8ITH CHANDRA SEN: I am glad he haa qualified hi* 
unqualified statement of liefore. Anyway, I carefully listened to hi* 
speech. I have been rej>eating the obsii vat ions of the memliers opposite 
as they seem to be very anxious for our benefit that our hopes and 
rights and privileges are preserveil. 1 was somewhat staggered — it took 
my breath away — when I heard Mr. Viliiers say that the Reforms wera 
a farce, 

Mr. EDWARD VILLIERS: Sir, I have already said what I ti^ at 
the time. 

Mf# NISITH CHANDRA SEN: I take the qualified statement, but 
T believe I heard him correctly when he said also that he was not at 
all enamoured of this form of diarchy. I believe several gentlemen on 
the other side with whom I have talked have expressed the view that 
diardhy is a failure and cannot be properly wtnked. They us very 
good advice and say : Although it is unworkable work it4e a sitccesa 
and convince the British Parliament/’ How can we w^ an unwork*- 
able eystein to racce^P Perhaps it will be better if the gontleaMtt 
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opposite will show us the way. Whut ! want to say is that if you am 
oonrinced that it is unworkable an^tbat it is a system which cannot 
be properly worked, why not, gentlemen, jbint ns and show ns ika 
courage of your conviction and say that you are going to put an end 
to this system? All that 1 have asked is that we want provincial 
autonomy to be given to us. i 

Mr. EDWARD VILLI ER8: May I remind the hon’ble member that 
I did not say what he is attributing to me ? As the member is basing 
his whole argument on an unqualihed and hypothetical argument, it 
aeems to me that he is wasting the time of the House. 

Mr, PRESIDENT: Mr. Sen, it will be convenient if you accept 
Mr. Villiers’ statement and pass on to another point. 

Mr. NI8ITH CHANDRA SEN: I fully accept the qualified state- 
ment of Mr. Villiers. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: It is usual to accept an explanation as such and 
not as a qualification. 

Mr. NISITH CHANDRA SEN: T accept the qualified statement. 
All that I say is that anylKnly who makes an unqualified statement may 
immediately get out of that difficulty by making it qualified. 

Mr, PRESIDENT: You have heard Mr. Villiers to say that he did 
not make the statement you attribute to him. May I repeat that it 
is usual for a member to accept an explanation offered by another 
member? 

Mr. NISITH CHANDRA SEN: I accept the statement. But even 
taking the statement in its qualified form — I beg his pardon — oven 
accepting the statement as it stands, 1 .isk my friend that if he believes 
that the Reforms cannot be properly worknl and that they are not suit- 
able, why should he not come over to us and help us in framing a 
scheme which will he workable. We are perfectly willing to co-operate 
with you if you will co-operate with ns, but we do not understand the 
eo-operation which merely asks for all and gives us nothing. Sir, I 
have* no doubt that there are parliamentarians, old parliamentariane, 
people who have an idea of representative institutions and an idea oi 
Oovemment. Well, if they are so solicitious of our welfare, why should 
they not come over and help us to draft a constitution. Under th# 
•waraj creed, we have not kept back either Europeans, Anglo-Indiani 
or Muhammadans (Hear, hear.) We ask all, whether they are Temporary 
Tesident or permanent residents of this country, to frame a oonsUtu- 
tion which jgill suit us, something indigenous, diarchicalor hierarchtoal^ 
give us something workable. If you are willing to work in that fadbioBi, 
I , can assure you that every member of this C^noil will williai^y 
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coN^Mrate. It is no use threatening us, it is no use telling us that il 
we oppose this motion, we will get this or that. We are {urepared for 
it. In fact, and I know af least, there is a strong rumour abroad that 
some members who are taking a leading part in organising this opposi* 
tion may not soon find themselves with free people— they may be 
spirited away — even the hackneyed begnlation itl may bo put in opera- 
tion. But that will not deter us from going on with our policy. You 
cannot dismay us in the discharge of our duties by these threats and 
I believe they will not have much effect on us. I alk the people on the 
opposite side to come and work w*th us hand in hand and frame a 
constitution. 

Another thing, Sir, we are not anxious to throw this liudgel over. We 
gave every chance to the Government. When His Excellency came here 
yesterday, I for one was anxiously and expectantly waiting to hear 
from him that something wa.s going lo be done. Well, j^eople believe in 
hopes even up to the last moment. What was itP We have been asking 
for bread and you give us stone. T thought at any rate that after 
explaining the difFirultios His Excellencv would say: “ I know that the 
people want the establishment of pnjmlar Govenimeut and in spite of 
the idiosyncracies of Government, I am going to transfer certain depart- 
ments of Government to pojiular control as has been suggested in this 
Council by the motion of Dr. Banerjea. The scheme which has been 
presented by Mr. C. It. Das is rei'eiving my anxious consideration. I 
am going to make the transferred departments real live departments.” 
But not a wonl was there and instead of that we got threats. We want 
to know how long we have to wait in hopt^s only. If the Government 
either at Delhi, here or iu England, had shown the least inclination 
to meet the aspirations of the people, there would not have bf*eu this 
obstruction. But unfortunately except vague allusions to jxiints of 
contact, departmental in(|uiriea and committees in which Indians might 
be asked to give a<lvice, tiiere is nothing more. Give us something 
definite. You cannot give vague promises and console us after the 
experience we have had of broken pledges and promises. 

MEMBER In oHargt of DEPARTMENTS of REVENUE [LAND 
REVENUE] and IRRIGATION, and DEPARTMENT of EUROPEAN 
EDUOATIM (the ths Bahadur of BitrdMm)! 

You may be pleased to recollect that at the clo.se of the general discus- 
sion of the budget I used a phrase with a certain amount of levity 
perhaps, hut having heard a certain amount of hevghmeni du tuuream 
I did not realise that dimaace du taureav was going U) follow soon on 
ita footsteps. But that i.s exactly what has happened and we find 
to-day that the Swaraj party assisted by those of the so-calltd 
Nationalist or Independent party, thoae (A Voice: Why^o-calledP) 
who now, as has been proved, have been wcdves in sheep's clothing, and 
' are really Swarajists^in disguise, desire to throw out the whole budget 
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ai a protest against the action or inaction of the Oownment of 
Bengal regarding the reeolutions renting to political prisoners and the 
repeal of Peguletion III of 1818. Now, Sir, without disrespect to my 
friend Mr. C. B. Das, the leader of the Swarajists in this Council, or 
without any idea of personal reflection on any one of that party or other, 
I curtnot lielp thinking that the party which wants to throw out the 
budget is rather like a mad bull wbicb sees red or rather shows red. 
(Hear, hear). Now, Sir, this game of rotipe et noir is a very different 
one from the rouleUe tables of Monte Carlo, or elsewhere, for on it 
depends either the prosperity of the prorince or setting back the deck- 
hand of progress. Let the responsibility of setting back the clock hand 
lie on the shoulders of those that wish to throw out the budget* (A 
Voice: We accept the challenge). But let it not be said thaf we, the 
members of the Government, or let us not be accused of the fact that 
we have framed this budget with any dishonest purpose. I say, Sir, 
it is a foul calumny. Can it for a moment be denied even by my friend, 
Mr. C. R. Das, that he want** a change in the whole system of Govern- 
ment? If he cannot deny it, I say it is asking for a white bloodless 
revolution. What is revolution, Sir. It does not simply mean blood- 
shed. It eventually hap|>ens that when you let lose the combustible 
elements it leads to bloodshed. It may be that the great leader of the 
Swarajists may have to change his opinion before very long, the opinion 
that he expressed, the admission that he made when he admitted that 
there was a revolutionan' jmrty in Bengal. But with a certain amount 
of fanfare of trumpets he said that he had got an assurance from those 
very revolutioiiories that they would not do anything violent 

Mr, C, R. DA8! May I make a per.‘*onal explanation? I neyer 
made that statement attributed to me. What I said was that some of 
those arrested under Regulation III, made this promise to me. It is not 
the revolutionary organisation or the mealbers of that organisation 
that ever made that promise to me. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: That is my recollection. 

TIM Hon’M the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR of 
BU^DWAN: I stand corrected, but it does not take away from tbo 
fact that Mr. C. R. Das thought that because there was in exisience 
a revolutionary* jiarty in Bengal, that he would do well to sound those 
gentlemen arrested, if they were for violence or not. What I say, wkat 
I mean is this : that if you throw out everything, if you tlirow out the 
present constitution that governs India, you must take the consequences 
and with these consequences you must note the fact that there are at Uie 
pment moment in this country bombs being manufactured, and thal 
there are ae the i»eeent moment sinister activities of a party with which 
I am sure Mr. Das has no sympathy. But if you take Diat fact intc 
consideration, you will have to take into consideration this fact further* 
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i|i| wiben ^on break down ereiytbing, that partj' to whicb I Save referred 
lii^ no longer listen to reason, and that that party may in the general 
come forward and see what it can gather in the general upheaval. 

I trust and hope that those who are desirous of uprooting the present 
constitution and trampling it under their feet, have carefully considered 
that side of the question. 

Now, as regards the budget itself, I have little to say because all 
the motions for reduction were withdrawn to press this motion for tife 
total refusal of the grant. It is true that my department, the depart* 
ment of Land Revenue, is a reserved one, but it is not equally true that 
His Excellency may restore everything; he can restore, but whether 
he wiD or not, that is entirely in his hands, in his power. But it is 
also true that any amount out of this revenue budget that could have 
been transferred to the transferred detmrtments, could not [possibly be 
restored. I thought that Mr. Sen Gupta l>eing a sporfsman would 
have made a sporting siieech yesterday, but I was rather disappointed 
to find that being a shrewd lawyer himself bis legal acumen played him 
false, when he drew a picture of this Legislative Council appointing 
and dismissing every public servant. From some of the siieecbes that 
I have heard, I have rather suspected a lurking spirit of a Robespierre 
or a Nero rather than that of a Garibaldi or Maxzini. When the 
Council legislators want to chastise every public servant, or every 
servant of the Government of the time, I am sure that very few servants 
of the State would like to serve in such an Utopia; if would not he an 
Utopia, but a living hell. 

Some reference has been made by the last speaker about cringing. 
Before I come to the last speaker, I should like just in passing to say 
that not even his worst enemy can accuse my friend the Kumar Sahib 
of cringing. But some day it may come that he may have to do a kind of 
cringing he never dreamt of. 

As regards the remark of Mr. N. C. Sen regarding the constructive ^ 
scheme of my friend, Mr. C. R. Das, I believe that Mr. Donald has 
already had some conversation with Mr. Das and that the matter is now 
being threshed out by the Finance Member and the proposer of that 
scheme. 

Well, Sir, that is all I have to .say, for there is nothing further to 
be said. When a whole party wants to do hara-kiri let them do it.

6.— Exoisa. 

The HOfi’Me Hadji Mr. A. K. ABU AHMED KHAN QHUZNAVIl 

I move that a sum of Rs. 11,97,000 be granted for expenditure under the 
head ** 6, — Excise.*' Turning to the budget figures for last year we 
find that there is a very considerable reduction, 1^ lakhs of rupees. 
This reduction is due to the steps taken as a result of the Retrench- 
ment Committee's proposal and an examination will show that it 
is no unworthy achievement. 

[At this stage the Hon'ble the President left the Chamber and 
the Deputy President took the Chair.] 

I would like to say at the outset that the proposals of the Retrench- 
ment Committee are likely to lead to very considerable difficulty and 
misunderstanding if taken piecemeal, a.s I am afraid some members 
are incline<l to take them. I would ask members who rely on tho 
Retrenchment Committee’s report to consider the retrenchment pro- 
posals in the Excise Department as a whole and not piecemeal, for 
otherwise the position cannot be properly understood. Let me giro 
an instance or two of what I mean. It may siave time when we oomo 
to the discussions, if we ever do, which are to follow in the next two 
hours. In paragraph 21 of their report the committee recommended 
a very sweeping change in the whole of the Excise administration, 
namely, the return to the system in existence before 1915, when there 
was no separate excise senuce and the district and subdivisiooal 
officers administered tbe excise work of the districts. Assuming that 
this recommendation were accepted the committee deduced that certain 
consequential retrenchments would be immediately possible. Thus two 
paragraphs later on they point out that one Deputy Commissioner for 
the whole Province would be sufficient. 

There can be little doubt that if we returned to tbe system ot 
1915 we might be able to dispense with all tbe Deputy Commissionere 
of Excise except one. On the other hand if we do not, for any 
reason, accept the recommendation in paragrah 21 the whole posflion . 
in regard to paragraph 23 is altered. I take this as an instance, but 
the report is full of such cases. Xow what I want to warn members 
against is tbe tendency to turn to a single paragraph like paragraidi 
23 and press for the retrenchment in that paragraph without any rel^- 
ence to tbe paragraphs on which it is dependent. I shall deal with 
these cases in detail as and when and if they arise, but I mention the 
matter here in the hope that members who intend to deaLwith the 
retrenchment proposals may perhaps reconsider the qnesnona they 
intend to raise, for I realise that there are members who hare been 
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looking forward to this budget with eagerness to see to what eiKteat 
the recommendations of the Retrenchment Committee have been |Wit 
into operation and there will be discussion^ on these proposals. 

The Excise Department has claimed for itself that its administration 
is annually improving and that its control over alcohol and drugs is 
increasing and 1 think there can l)e little doubt that this claim is 
justihed. The expanding revenue of the department I am glad to 
think is not due to increased consumption but to better administration. 
If it were due to increased consumption I should be the last person in * 
this Council to speak of it with satisfaction, but I hope that the increas- 
ing excise revenue is a reflection not of any increasing vice in the country 
but of increasing efficiency in the department. 

The first minor head of this demand is Superintendence 6A. Here 
the budget figures for 1923-24 were Rs. 1,90,000 -and the revised esti- 
mate Rs. 2,03,000. For 1924-25 the demand is Rs. 1,55,000 a decrease 
of 26 per cent, of the revised estimate for the current year. Surely 
everyone will admit that a retrenchment of this extent is a very 
remarkable achievement especially when it is affected in spite of the 
fact that our staff is generally on an incremental scale of pay which 
would normally add to our expenditure for some time to come. As 
we look down the various items under this head — 6A — we find with 
one single exception, and that only an apparent exception, reduction, 
as compared with the estimates original and revised of the current 
year. Thus officers' pay, the pay of establishment, allowance, con- 
tingencies all show reductions. In rewards alone does there appear 
to he an increase, but the increase is only a transfer of rewards from 
another minor head to this particular head. 

Under 6B. — Presidency Establishment " there is a reduction of 
Rs. 65,000 or nearly 25 per cent, on the current year's original eeti- 
mate of Rs, 2,82,000 and there would have been nmre had the current 
year's original estimate been a complete estimate, which it was not, 
for there was probably no provision in it for the temporary establiflb- 
ment introduced during the course of the year for the more efllcient 
control of tari. It the provision of this establishment and the 
existence of the incremental scales and the readjustment of staff 
consequent on retrenchment and as a result of whicffi some staff was 
brqugbt from elsewhere to the Presidency that are respoltsible for 
the increase compared to the revised estimate. 

Under the head ** 6C. — District Executive Establishment " we 
have reductions too compared to last year's estimate, but n<^ to suoh 
a large proportion. Tbe whole staff of the districts is on an inem- 
mental scale and although we have appreciable reductions of staff, 
the existence of incremental scales counteracts to some extent the 
savings due to reduction. Nevertheless the position is aa^ehiotofx 
and no dne can charge us with extravagance in staff or expendhtine 
in the districts. 
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; Wd ** 6D. — ^Distilleries slioVs a decrease of Rs. 95,000 
djptipaxed to original estimate of the current year, but for the reasons 
dbiilar to those 1 have mentioned in dealing with the othet minor 
heads we have to make provision for somewhat more than our revised 
estimate of the current year. 

The demand that was presented last year was nearly Rs. 1} lakhs 
less than that of the year pluvious and the demand which I am putting 
forward now is further Rs. lakhs le^^s than that. Therefore^ the 
total reduction in the last two years since we began to retrench, has 
^ been a reduction of over 20 per cent., and this has been effected in 
spite of the improved scale of jwy for the staff ; and it has been accom- 
panied by an increased efficiency, decreased consumption but increased 
control. Sir, I may here be permitted to .anticipate possible develop- 
ments of the debate which will follow- To those who have tlie interest 
of temperance at heart and who would like to abolish excise by legis- 
lation I offer my heart-felt sympathy. 1 am absolutely at one with 
them. I cannot but abhor the traffic in intoxicating liquors and drugs, 
belonging as I do to the Greatest Temperance Federation of the world, 
and I made this quite clear in my speech on the general discussion of 
the budget. Rut there are limitations to which I cannot »lmt my 
eyes. To abolish excise by legislation will mean a lo.ss at once of 
one-fifth of our revenue and this would effectively paralyse Govern- 
ment; and until our agriculture and industries can give \\» increased 
returns to compensate this loss, total prohibition cannot Ik* within 
the range of practical politics. Even Islam sanctions the taking of 
alcohol as medicine when the question of life and death is involved. 
To save a human life alcohol may be administered as medicine. 
Thus as alcohol in an emergency is necessary for the physical 
body so is the Excise Department at present necpssnrj^ for 
the body politic of the Government of Bengal. Within these limita- 
tions which we all must recognise — and T feel sure that the Council 
will believe me — a Hadji — when I say that I shall spare no effort 
towards reform. I shall welcome every suggestion which will help 
towards improving this department eradicating evil and vice and edu- 
cating people up to that standard of thinking which must precede 
the final disappearance of the scourge of alcohol and drugs. To tbose, 
however, who wish to do away with this Department merely to 
emlmiTasB the administration in the belief that this will accelerate *tho 
pace of our approach to swaraj, I ran only say that this will have 
exactly the opposite effect. Far from embarrassing the Government 
it ean only embarrass our people, cause privation and misery to 
thousands of families whose bread-winners receive salaries from this 
Department. The flood gates of illicit importaiion and manufacturo 
will bo flung open , and a deluge of death will sweep over the country. 
T^e sacred cause of temperance itself will thus suffer. Tl^mforo I 
tppeal to you and beseech you to pause and ponder before pluii^niT 
your own countrymen into such a calamity.

SHAH 8YED EMDADUL HAQ spoke in Bengali in support of tbe 
motion. 

[At this stage the Hon'blc the President returned to the Chair.] 

Mauivi 8AYEDUL HOQUE: In supporting the motion for the 
refusal of the total demand for grant under the head ** Excise/* I 
wish to make it perfectly clear that the maintenance of this depart- 
ment is gradually and most remarkably falling out of date. To 
mention one example only, w'ithout referring to the Islamic countries, 
the United States of America has forbidden the drinking of liqudrs 
by legislation. But look here, the excise revenue of the Government 
of Bengal swells by more than 19 lakhs within these three or four 
years; and it would have been some lakhs more had it not been due 
to the non-co-operation movement as has been expressed by our Hon'ble 
Friend the Finance Member. Our Bengal Government is employing 
improved means of administiation to see that tbe Jiquor shops are 
kept open even after the sunset and also to offer every chance and 
opportunity to the people to get free access into the liquor shops. 
This spirit of things cannot be tolerated a moment longer. By 
refusing this demand, wo, the jioople’s lepre'icntntives here, have 
decided to express in clearest possible terms that the people emphati- 
cally disapprove the present system of Government, which is more after 
the interest of others than those who subscribe to tiie funds of the 
Government. How can a people support the Government which never 
cares to give effect to the resolu'tions carried by an overwhelming 
majority in the Council? On the contrary, to the peojde’s amaxement 
new persons are bound down by those regulations which have been 
passed by this Council to be immediately repealed. If the people’s 
confidence is to be regained, there is no other way left for the people 
to ‘express its highest indignation towards the attitude of the present 
Government but to emphatically declare that unless and until the Gov- 
ernment concedes to the people’s demand, the people’s representatives 
cannot lend their support to any demand made by tbe Government. 
The ,last point to which I wish to draw the attention of the hon’ble 
members of tbe House is a religious one. It may be or may not be 
of any importance to others but sincere and faithful Hindus and Mussal- 
mans would not«at all like to see liquor shops and the like briskly faring 
but would very much like aU such machinery setting all the liqour 
shops at work standing still, I am confident that all members of the. 
House will share the same opinion with me. I know not of any religiioii 
which encourages the drinking of intoxicating liquors. So I find no 
reason why Hindus, Mussalmans, Christians and all should not oorn^ne 
together and make it a common cause to see the working of tkii 
irreligious department dosed down and forbid ih^ use of oB kinds ol 
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i |^t(»doati]ig drugs By legislation. WitB these words 1 support the 
Jiotion. 

Bibll SARAT CHANDRA BA8U: After what has happened in the 
debate on the last subject I do not consider it necessary to say anything 
at any length upon the matter which we have now got in hand. This 
is one of the transferred Aibjects and therefore it re<|uires graver con- 
sideration from the members of the House than the last one. Yesterday 
His Excellency tho Governor told us as to what consequences might 
follow if these grants are disallowed by the House; and one of the 
consequences that had been reiterated by His Excellency "was that with 
reference to the transferred subjects ho had no jwwer to deal with the 
expenditure that are juit forth for the consitlemtion of the House. 
We have been told to-day that this is the legal advice that has been 
given to the Government on tho subject. Mr. President, you will kindly 
permit me to read the two provisos to section 7i?D of the Government of 
India Act. The first proviso says that “The Ix)cal Government shall 
have power in relation to any such demand, to act as if it had Iwen assented 
to, notwithstanding the withholding of such assent or the reduction of 
the amount therein referred to, if the demand rtdatcs to a reser\*ed subject, 
and the Governor certifies that the expenditure provided for by the 
demand is essential to the discharge of his responsibility for the subject,*^ 
and we had it from His Excellency that with reference to the reserved 
subjects he has got ample jurisdiction to authorise any expeiuliture that 
he may deem neoessarj'. Then proviso (b) says that “The Government 
shall have power, in cases of emergency, to authorise such expenditure as 
may be, in his opinion, necessary for the safety or tranquillity of the Prov- 
ince, or for the carrying on of any department.” Now under this proviso 
His Excellency has told us that he is pow’erless. I for myself, 
Mr. President, do not see how His Excellency the Governor is shorn of hia 
jurisdiction w’ith reference to the transferred subjects. The section 
authorises the Governor, in cases of emergency, to order any expenditure 
that may be necessary for the carrjdng on of any department. There haa 
been no definition of the word “department,” nor has there been any 
qualification or restriction of that word. A department is a department 
of Government and the ordinary diciionaiy’ meaning is thot it is a branch 
and in ease of Government it is a branch of Government. If an exj^endi- 
ture relating to the transferred subjects be exj>enditure which a Govern- 
ment is called upon to meet, it will be well within the department of Gov- 
ernment with respect to which His Excellency will have all possible juris- 
diction to authorise if he considers fit, 1 cannot agree with the legal 
advice that has been given to the Government on the subject, namely, that 
ibia ^‘department** haa got a restricted meaning. Mr. President, yon will 
know, Sir, that in reading a Statute you must read it as it is. Yon 
oamiot incorporate words there which do not find a place: S# that whan 
we have got Ibe word “ department ** we know for certain that wi^n that 
irord would come ii^all possible departments of the Government in the 
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absence of any restrictiye clause to limit, qualify or cut down the meaning 
of that word. I for myself, therefore, have no apprehension that the 
hands of the Government will be fettered if any of the demands regarding 
the transferred subjects be disallowed by the House, and I agree with my 
friend, the Kumar Sahib, that the Government will go merrily along 
with these subjects as if there had been no vdle one way or the other, and 
if the opinion of the Government legal advisor be to the contrary, I must 
say that I cannot congratulate the Government on the advice thus given, 

SECRETARY to GOVERNMENT, DEPARTMENT of AGRICUL- 
TURE and INDUSTRIES (Mr. «l. T. Donovan): Sir, are we now dis- 
cussing the Excise budget or the legal advisors of Government? • 

Mr. PRESIDENT: We are now discussing the motion thai the 
demand for Excise be refused. Mr. Basu as a legal practitioner must 
know that legal opinion is not always accepted as correct and that even 
his own advice may not be sometimes accepted as correct. 

Babli SARAT CHANDRA BASU: What I submit to you is 
that by rejecting a demand for a transferred subject, there need 
not be any apprehension that any of the matters which call for 
expenditure will be at a standstill. So we need not have any apprehen- 
sion that there will be any obstacle in the way of giving grants-in-aid 
to schools or to such institutions as the Dacca University which may 
especially appeal to my Muhammadan friends in the House and I con- 
sider, therefore, that without the slightest apprehension of untoward con- 
sequences, we may do away with the diarchical system and leave the 
Government to go on as it pleases with reference to these matters. 
Upon these considerations, Mr. President, I for myself would call upon 
the House to accept the motion and reject the grant, 

Mr. 8i Ct MUKERJI: I think it is quite definitely known that 1 
have definite views about Excise and the excise policy of Government 
and I have expressed them in no uncertain terms. But I have also 
made it clear that I am never in favour of introducing any revolutionary 
or (^stic change — a change which will bring the administrative 
machinery to a standstill. But, Sir, in this Council in this session we 
are not discussing the budget on its merits — we are not discussing land 
revenue or excise or education or sanitation or anything of fbe kind 
on their merits. The whole budget is being discussed and fought out 
on one particular constitutional issue and that constitutional issue is 
whether the present system of administration should be allowed to go 
on 6r whether it should be smashed into atoms. That is the clear issuo 
before thia House and therefore I do not wish to enter into the excise 
policy ol Government. I wish to make my position perfectly dear so 
that my position may not be misconstrued and xpisinterpreled the 
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^e^niry at large. I do not really understand the force of logic of eome 
of my friends opposite. .That wonderful logic consists in this: Let us 
go on throwing out the budget in toU> but let His Excellency be on his 
guard and be rery Tery careful not to throw out everything but to take 
every care to restore wherj it is possible to restore anything. Really, 
Sir, this logic does not appeal to me. Either I am too obtuse — too 
dull to understand the force of this logic or otherwise it seems to me 
that the throwing out of the budget is a big hollow sham. Throw out 
the budget saying that you are convinced that this budget ought to 
be thrown out, that deadlock must l>e brought into existence and that 
the administrative machinery must be brought to a standstill. But 
at ^he same time to ho{)e that His Excellency will come to your rescue 
and take the transferred dejxirtments in his hands and to appeal to His 
Excellency that he should take good precious care to restore everything 
where such restoration is f>o8siblo under the Government of India Act 
shows a mentality wdiich is any thing but explicable. I cannot conceive 
of anything more farcical and more nonsensical. 

Mauivi ABDUL GAFUR: I would only say a few words with regard 
to the subject-matter under discussion. My friend on the other side 
has charged us with inconsistency. He also does not see any logic in 
our programme. We may assure my friend that we, the Swarajitti, 
have no desire to create a deadlock in the administrative machinery 
of the Government. Such a deadlock, I may assure my friend opposite, 
will never be brought about, becau.se His Excellency the Governor haa 
got power to run the administration as ho likes. Therefore, by our 
obstructive policy we will be able to show that the administration of 
the Government is not carried on with the wishes and assistance of the 
people. This is our programme definite, consistent and logical. 
Therefore, I appeal to the members of the House, and particularly to 
my Muhammadan friends — and I am confident that my Bpi)eal lb them 
will not go in vain — to reject this demand for excise altogether. The 
Quoran says it i.s Haram. 

Mr. d. CAMPBELL FORRESTERS I have followed closely this 
debate and I personally do not think anything can be gained by a 
show of temper. Perhaps yesterday, the Hon'blc Mauivi Fael-uldEuq 
remembered the old saying that men blush not for the injuries which 
they inflict but for those which they receive. Therefore the only way 
to act was to return them tit for tat. The attitude of the opposition 
reminds me of ** a child who whenever his mother thwarted him said, 
ah ! 1 see it is mother, that is naughty *' and I fear that is the logical 
position of the opposition although hot expressed with such simplicity. 
It hi sad to reflect how often by simply doing good to one another, man 
might attain with facility objects which they attain with inlnite difll* 
cniiy and sometimes entirely fail to attain by wronging one another. 
Mr. Smi Gupta has said he will not be a party to diarchy but wishes a 
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Bound-Table Conference. I fear the method that is being practised to 
attain that object will entirely defeat its puipose. Let me inform the 
members opposite that it is not India that will grant yon full respon* 
sible Government but Britain and they are watching carefully the 
present agitation — they are watching the policy of obstruction— they 
are taking note of the refusal of the Swarajists to help to carry on the 
present Government. The Britisher is noted throughout the world as 
being a true sport. He hates injustice and if an injustice is done it is 
remedied in time, but he will not be coerced, and let me appeal to the 
members opposite to change their tactics before it is too late. Had 
Mr. C. R .Das formed a Ministry when he was asked by His Excellency, 
he would have taken one oLthe greatest steps forward towards rehlis- 
ing his ambition than has up to now been taken by the Swarajist party. 
The great British-speaking races would have applauded their sense of 
appreciation, would have been touched and the opportunity thus given 
them to show their power could have been carefully and diplomatically 
used — until that great British-speaking race would with one accord 
allowed you, full self-government. If you dispassionately look at the 
position— eradicate self from the scene and think only of the millions 
and what is best for them. Surely your party cannot honestly say that 
they are fitted by practical experience to carry on succesfully the great 
ramifications of the Government of such vast dominions. Why, Sir, 
if you take our big mercantile firms here in Calcutta, they by a careful 
process have gradually built up these huge business concerns, see how 
carefully they guard them— do you think they w’ould put a person at 
the head of these establishments w’ho had only a few years* experience. 
No. It generally takes about a quarter of a century before the Com- 
panies consider that their men are fit to take complete control. If that 
is so in a Merchants’ business — I would ask you, are the British Govern- 
ment doing you a grave injustice by asking you to wait ten years before 
taking control of this great Country ? See what is means — you have an 
unsurmountable caste system. We, in Europe, have about 60 tongues 
spoken on the Continent of Europe. One cannot by any stretch of ima- 
gination conceive a vast varied continent being ruled by an inexperi- 
enced Government nor even an experienced Government successfully. 
In India, here you have over a hundred and forty different tongues over 
and above that you have at least three hundr^ dialects which are so 
distinct that for all purposes they may be called different tongues. Sir, 
do the Swarajist party mean to state seriously that they have knowledge 
and power to successfully govern this wonderful vast varied colloaal 
country covering more than one million eight hundred and thirty-five 
thousand square miles? Sir, I think the House will agree with me 
when I say it is not so much self-government that the people want — ^but 
education^ irrigation, and railways. When I hear the members in oppo* 
eition talking so glibly about the democracy wanting self-detenninatioii, 
mind travpls to the field, and I see the vast In^n raiyats peacefiill]r 
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jdjiMlfbiiig their fields and perhaps in the majority of the case have not 
h«ued about the clever and enthusiastic Mr. C. R. Das. The majority^ 
of thoxn. know little and nothing of the strife that is going on around* 
Uiex|i and if they did they would not understand it when they are arti^ 
culate, then I am sure this House will listen with the keenest interest 
to what the democracy has fo say. But surely you cannot expect u* 
to be much impressed with the word “ democracy in India at present 
where only 6 per cent, of the Indian population can read and wTite and’ 
less than 3 per cent, can be classed as educated. 

Sir, I have heard so frequently in this House how frequently the-* 
British have treated the Indians unjustly bufTl shows what a tolerant 
race*we are when we seldom or ever have shown how Indians unjustly 
treat the British. Here is one illustration of how the jute business is* 
carried on in some up-country agencies and perhaps it is somewhat 
appropriate to bring it in now that I understand the Swarajists ait) stating' 
that they have shown the raiyats how to make profits out of jute by 
restricting sowing evidently forgetting that the prosperity of the jute- 
trade depends entirely on its cheapness. It is practically the wrapping 
material of the world and you can understand wrapping material must 
not be expensive, otherwise other wrapping material would take ite- 
place. It is said that Europeans exploit the cultivators. Never WMf 
there a greater fallacy. The Europeans who have up-country agencies 
where they buy the jute from the raiyats or rather the Beparia will 
enter into an arrangement with these Beparies whereby he agrees to- 
bring the European merchants so many maunds of jute at a price. If 
the market remains stationary, the Europeans will get his Jufe. ShouI(f 
it fall then they bring more than the quantity arranged for, but should 
the market jump up Re : 1 per mauud you neither see the Beparies^, 
your advance money, nor your jute. 

Mr. PRESIDENTS You need not go into those details. 

Mr. d« CAMPBELL FORRESTERS I am sorry Sir, I was elahorating* 
my point. I appeal to the Swaraj party. I know I will appeal in vain, but 
there is no man who thinks out the present problem who loves his fellow* 
man, but must raise his voice in protest against the actions of the Swaraj- 
ist party for whatever may be said. We know where they will ultimateljr 
lead to. I fear it will lead to a position that will be pregnant with 
misery of every kind, perhaps its footsteps will be marked with blood,, 
slaughter, persecution and devastation, and when the end comes the mis* 
ehief that has been done will recoil on the unhappy people of the country 
and lld^t will they have to say to those who have been the instrumenta 
by wSieh ibis terrible state of affairs were brought about. Let mw* 
lemind the Swarajist that the best Government is that which Reaches 
to govern ourselves. Voltaire has said a republle is not founded om 
virtue but on the ambition of iia citiaena. 
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May I say to Mr. C. R. Das tliat to preserve the life of%itisenB is 
ihe greatest virtue in the father of his Country and in the charge of 
^Government. The poor seldom change anything except the name of 
their masters. 


I cannot conceive that a party with #uch traditions especially the 
followers of Buddha who proclaimed the equality and the brotherhood 
•of man and suppression of all passions by temperance, chastity, kind- 
ness, brotherly love, the body and the senses are brought under subjec- 
tion, should foster these conditions that are sowing racial feeling and 
liatred. I would ask him to go cautiously and remember they may be 
^approaching rocks whereon the greatest men have often been wrecked. 

Babll dOGINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI; I entirely agree 
•with my friend who just spoke that the question we are considering 
an this House is purely a constitutional one as to whether we should 
pass this budget or not. One of my friends has made the point per- 
fectly clear that we are not discussing the budget on its merits but we 
aire discussing the constitutional issue involved in it. I think that is 
^he proper view that should be taken when considering the motions for 
refusal of grants. Sir, in connection with the transferred departments, 

41 question has been raised as to what would happen if this Council 
■would choose to reject the budget grants on those departments. We 
Tiave had the advantage of listening to a very interesting speech of His 
Excellency the Governor yesterday afternoon. His Excellency Has made 
1:he point perfectly clear to us that, under the Act, as it stands, His 
Excellency has certain powers, and that, with regard to the reserved 
tsubjects, he can restore every single grant in the budget. With 
regard to the transferred subjects, His Excellency has no power To 
restore a single grant, although he shall have power in case of emer- 
^ncy to authorise such expenditure as may, in bis opinion, be necessary. 
tSir, the question resolves itself into this: As to whether the ultimate 
■object, which it has been repeatedly stated is the object of Swarajists 
to attain, viz., to bring about a paralysis in the Government, can Be 
■attained in the way in which they want to proceed in this House. W^, 
1Sir, I would remind my friends in this House that at the time when 
thq Swarajists determined to enter the Councils and issued a certain 
manilasto, it was given out in that manifesto, that it would be tEeir 
principle to obstruct the Government, whenever necessary, for the 
purpose of bringing about a jsaralysis, if possible. We all remembm' 
ihat at that time a person of no less eminence than His Exoellenoy the 
Tioeroy distinctly announced that it was an idle speculation on thd 
part of the Swarajists to think that they could bring about a dipBook 
In the administrative machinery of the Government. Nothinjg of the 
land wo%ld come to pass. The administration must go on. We all 
Icnow that — we all know what the consequences may be. The Hon’ftde 
iSir Hugh Stephenson has also said to-day that in certain respecta tiw # 
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O 0 if#nor lias certain powers and in other respects he has nol got that 
pow«r. 

As regards reference to the constitutional position thal may he 
brought about by any action that this House may choose To tate, as 
has been explained to us, mgy I ask on whose shoulders The respon* 
sijbility of that calamity, if any, will lie? We have heard the Hon^ble 
the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan also on this point. He said 
that the responsibility would be upon the Members of this Council. I 
fail to understand how that can he. Sir, I say the raalter is quite 
clear. We, the elected Indian inemWs, have no bund in the framing 
of th|i budget. We have no control over it. We have no power to 
make or unmake it. Therefore, may 1 ask the members of this Council— * 
may I ask the members in the Government Benches, how can it* be 
argued that there can be any responsibility without any jxiwer? We 
cannot make or unmake the budget and therefore I leave it lo the 
judgment of this House to decide as to whether it can be argued with 
any degree of force that we can have any resjwnsibility whatever, as 
we have no hand either in the making or in the unmaking of the 
budget. As it is we are determined to throw out the budge! merely 
upon a constitutional point — merely for the purjiose of e.stablislung 
a question of constitutional issue. Sir, this is the underlying prin- 
ciple on which we stand. 

Sir, there is another point to which I shall refer. I ask my Euro|iean 
friends in this House to consider this aspect of question from our point 
of view. Sir, a good deal of criticisms have been thrown at the 
Swarajya party; and our leader-in-chief, Mr. C. R. Das, has lieen made 
the target of attack from all sides. I would only ask our friends to 
consider what else could we have done — what could they have done if 
they had been in our position ? In other words what is the object thal 
is being pursued in this House with regard to this matter in the budget? 
The object is just to show that we want to lodge a protest against the 
view that Government is canning on its administration with due regard 
to the hopes and aspirations and the rights of the nation. That is the 
only object that we have in view in throwing out the budget. It hat 
been said that we cannot paralyse the Government. Perhaps we caniy^t. 

[f we cannot paralyse the Government, there is another aspect of it 
which cannot be ignored and that is this that the theory that the Oor- 
smment is being carried on with due regard to the wishes, hopes and 
lajttrations of the people is ex^doded. If the Oovemmen'l goes against 
the accredited representatives of the people at large it will lose its 
moral strength. That is the underlying principle why we are diSer- 
DOined to throw out the budget and this decision has been arrived at aftwr 
s full and mature deliberation. These are the points, Sir, whil^h I ask 
3ie members of the House to consider very carefully before making any 
litaok upon the party that is responsible for Ihrowing out the budget* 
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There is another point which requires an answer. My friend or0r 
there has just now mentioned that he does not see any logic in tiie 
conduct of these who want to throw out the budget but al the same 
time cherishes the hope that His Excellency would come in and rescue 
some of the departments which would thus be imperilled by the acfion 
of certain members of this House. WeH, Sir, I can assure my friend 
on the opposite side that there is a section in this House — a seclion 
which knows perfectly well that such a contingency would never anse. 
Whether His Excellency comes in and rescues the transferred depart- 
ments or not is a matter which does not concern us in the least. We 
have outlined our |)olicy after mature deliberation and we are going 
to act up to it. I appeal to the members of the House to consider as 
to what would be the effect if the budget is thrown out? It will only 
have a moral effect and nothing more over the Government which is 
not re8p<)nsible to the people over whom it administers. Well, Sir, if 
you turn to the pn)gress of events in India and pass from l>elhi tb 
Bombay, from Bombay to Madras, from Madras to Nagpur, from 
Nagpur to Bengal, from Bengal to Assam, and from Assam to Burma, 
you will find the same feeling, the same wave passing everywhere. 
Any one who cares to read the signs of the times may note — and this 
has been said by several speakers in this House — that the people of the 
country have lost all faith in the system of Government we are having 
here in this country and even the Right Hon^ble Srinfvasa Sastri also 
said the very same thing in the jnesence of the Viceroy. These ore 
Joints which we cannot ignore in considering the question as to whether 
the budget grants which are being demanded from us should be voted 
or not. These, Sir, are my reasons and I appeal to the members of tnis 
House to reject the grant. 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi Md. CHOINUDDIN : Two Muhammadan mem- 
bers of the Swaraj party, my friends Shah Syed Emdadul Huq and 
Abdul Gafur have supported the motion dor refusing the Excise grant on 
two grounds. The first ground is that as the Excise Department en^ 
courages drunkenness and intemperance amongst the people, it should 
forthwith be abolished and no grant should be allowed to carry on the 
work of this abominable department. I am sure, Sir, Government, too, 
does not like that our people should be intemperate but they cannot 
take any drastic action as suggested by my friends, for obvious reasons. 
Perhaps my friends are not aware that the Excise Department brings 
to the coffers of Government, T think, more than 2 crores of rupees as 
revenue. If this Department is abolished where is this Excise Revenue 
of 2 crores to cosae from? At present the Exdse tax touches the 
pockets of a particular section of the people, i.e., those who are in the 
habit o& taking opium or ganja or liquor. Now if this particular taxa- 
tion which touches the pockets of only a small section ol the peofik 
is abolished and replaced by a tax whidf wili ^jffeot the podEets of tlis 
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wiiw^pofRil^tian of Bengal, I am sure a bue and ory will be raised in 
dieiepitntry. So it is a difficulty which, the Government will have to 
ooniider in abolishing the Encise Department. I will ask my friends to 
remember that no Government, no legislation, however stringent, can 
make a nation or a people moral unless they are made moral by culture, 
religion or moranty. We haie got the Penal Code which makes the 
taking of bribes criminal, but I think it is an open secret known to 
edl that almost in every office corruption reigns rami^ant. The Penal 
Dode has not been able to stop corruption. That being so, I think it 
will not be possible for Government to stop drunkenness or intem]M?r- 
ince altogether by abolishing the Excise Department or abolishing the 
Elxcis^ laws. Government is therefore conijxdled to have recourse to 
>ther means of dealing with this evil, that is by taxing tlio consumers 
excisable articles very very heavily; by thus putting a restraint upon 
iheir bad habit Government have Wn trying to miniini.se this evil us 
much as possible. 


You are all aware that America has been declared dry. JiPgislution 
aas prohibited the taking of liquor there but still smuggling and the 
Uicit consumption of licjuor are going on there in full force. This is 
ilso the case with China. For several years we Imve ceased sending 
my opium to China under a Treaty with China, hut the Chinese people 
lave not given up the habit of smoking opium. Even Government 
ifficials are secretly managing to have opium by any means they c^m. 
>ome of them are even said to bo connectcnl with the secret manufacture 
rf opium. So what I mean to say is this: Intemperance and dninken- 
less are all moral evils and as such they should be checked, hut it will 
lot be possiWe for Government to abolish this had habit unless and 
mtil my Muhammadan and Hindu friends — in fact, all my eountry- 
nen — co-operate with Government in removing the evil. Government 
0 tpring to minimise tho evil by taxing heavily those who arc in the 
mbit of taking excisable articles, at the same time they should also 
sooperate with Government in starting temperanco movements. Then 
mly may it be possible to do away with the evil. 


The woond ground on which my friends have supported 

bis motion for refusing the Excise grant is that if they throw 

mt the Excise budget, as they are determined to do, in tlie 

ase of all the other budgets they will Iw able to make Gov* 

fmment more resjonsive to their demands. They will get swaraj very 
oon. But there is a proverb in Bengal hesi cheeple leto hoi; 
riich means If you press a lemon too bard it will give a bitter 
aste.” Tbere'is a limit. If you go on vUlifying the Government in 
eaeon and out of season, if you always abuse Government, terrorise 
hm, bully them and brow-beat them, Government will not h»dga an 
ildl; Thai sort of obeiruction will make them more adamantine-^ 
iwms obduimte. They mil not listen to your demand* at all. We hate 
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already read in the newspapera that the opinion of erery action of the 
British people is that they cannot be coerced by India to do what they 
like them to do. Sir, the Labour Party, the grwt champions of 
Fraternity, Equality and Liberty have said in unmistakable terms — 
You, IndianB, come nearer to ue, do not keep yourselves aloof from us. Co*<^»«rat# 
with us and you will gradually get what you desire ^ have. 

Here also our Governor did not give us any hope that he would yield. 
From what he said yesterday, from what Lord Olivier said in England, 
and from what the Hon’ble Sir Malcolm Hailey said in the Legislative 
Assembly, we are now certain that the policy of obetruction wUl not 
make any impression upon the mind of the Government. If that is so, 
if this policy will produce no good, is it not politic to give it up and 
♦hink of some other means of achieving your ends? 1 think Mr. Das, 
the leader of the Swaraj party must have understood in his heart of 
hearts that he has made a blunder in choosing this particular means to 
achieve his end, but having once committed himself he is now only 
showing zid to save bis face and keep his reputation in tact, and with 
that object in view he is having recourse to all sorts of questionable 
means to secure votes on his side. Sir, it is not a fact that the Muham* 
madan who have joined the banner of the Swaraj party have done so 
out of a- sincere belief in the oulti of swaraj. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I must ask you to withdraw the word zid. It 
is not a proper expression to use. 

Khm Bahadur Mautvi Md. CHOINUDDIN; AU right, Sir, I with- 
draw the word. I have great rekpect for Mr. Das,/ who is a shrewd law- 
yer and a great patriot. I think he will manage his policy in such a 
way that his patriotism may not be unpatriotic. If he is satisfied that 
the game is up, that it will not be of any use, let him throw out his 
policy of obstruction instead of throwing out the budget, and let him 
co-operate with the Government. Mr. Das is a man of great intellect 
and is also a great patriot. If he brings forward his resolutions with 
arguments, facts and figures, I am sure he will be able to make an 
impression upon Go\^ment, and will gradually have more and more 
rights and privileges which we are so anxious to obtain. As matters 
stand at present, as long as the Government of India Act is in force— 
an(i this Act was brought into operation only ^ years ago— I fail to 
Understand why we should not follow that Act. It is said that this 
Act has been enacted for 10 years only and tbai after 10 years it will 
be recxmsidered and revised. I do not understand why they should show 
so much impatience to throw away the Act which was passed only 
years ago. 

Before I sit down, Sir, I wish to refer to one remaik whidi was 
by Babu ^arat Chandra Bose. He seems to think that even if we ihiww 
out the entire budget owr people need not be afraid ol losing tlieir 
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becMise His £xoeUenoy will exercise hia special power under 
72^ of the Government of India Act and restore what we threw^ 
out. But may I ask my friend Mr. Bose to explain to me whether Gov*- 
ernmmit is bound to restore it ? Does the section say that His Excellencjr 
is bound to restore the grants if we disallow them? I pause for an 
answer from my lawyer friend in this connection. Let him satisfy me^ 
that Government is bound to if store the rejected grants. The law only 
gives him power either to restore a lost demand or to bow to the deci- 
sion of this House. The decision of the House is that the budget should 
be thrown out and if he chooses to bow to this decision what will be* 
the fate of those poor officers in the Excise Department, who would not. 
get their salaries? I say if His Excellency chooses to keep quiet with- 
out restoring the what will be their fate? I think they will go- 
over to the house of Mr. Das and Mr. Bose and if they do not leave their 
doors unless and until they are paid their salaries, what do you think of 
that situation? 


With these words I oppose the motion. 

[At this stage the Council was adjourned for 15 minutes.] 
[After the adjournment.] 


BMIni BORODA PR08AD DEY: I had no intention of speaking^ 
the subject of Excise grant this evening, but my friend, Mr. S. C. 
Mukerji, for whom I have the greatest respect, is my excuse for doing- 
so. It is with some pain that we have seen the great change that has* 
come over my friend since he came to the Council this se8sion~-a change 
which, I think, is not desirable even from his own point of view. How- 
ever, I was not prepared, even with the change that we have observed' 
in him, for this evening’s vehement outburst from him in regard to this 
particular question. Knowing as we do and as I myself do, his pro- 
nounced views in regards to the excise question, I never thought that 
because this question has been brought on by a certain party with whom 
he does not see eye to eye, he should think of speaking against the- 
motion, for throwing out at least this~ budget demand under Excise. 

However, there are some phases of the debate that has taken place* 
here which I have observed with some regret and one is this : A oertain 
argument is put into the mouth of a oertain person, which he nei^pr^ 
used, and that arguments is smashed with satisfaction to the speaker.. 
Sir, it has heen said by many speakers, and my friend is one of them, 
that the log^o ol the members who have brought in tiiese motions and 
who think that the lost grants will be restored, cannot be understood. 
Well, Sir, I can tell the House that the Swarajiste— or by what name' 
you may be pleased to call them, for there are other members who are as* 
much interested in this discussion — have Won^t in these motions not 
lor the purpoee of poisoning the minds ol the people. It is not lihrtainly 
with (he object of paralysing the Government that these motions hav#* 
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Jbeeu brought by that party. They are convinced and they 6xe prepared 
to challenge that if a re-efection is held upon all these points, then the 
•opinion of the country will be given in no imoertain terms in favour ol 
them. They have not brought in these motions in a sullen mood. They 
^o not care in the least what the ultimate or final effect of all these 
moiions will be. So far as the Governor's power of restoration is con- 
•cerued, it was never said from this side of the House that if we threw 
out the budget we did so with the hope that His Excellency would 
•exercise his privilege of certification. It was never said in that way 
from this quarter. His Excellency himself said certain things about 
his power of restoring the grants disallowed by us. * It is no duty of 
ours to see whether there is a distinction between the reserved and' trans- 
ferred departments. We never said that the transfqrred depart fhents 
budget should be restored just as much as that of the^ reserved depart- 
ments. Nor, when the Kumar Sahib said that the Government would 
go on merrily as usual, did he want the Government to go on in that 
way. And Mr. S. C. Basu only gave his own reading of the Act. 
The |>oint is that we object to these items in the budget because the 
-country wants us to do so. 

Sir, some 8|>eakers have shown solicitude about the poor clerks who 
wi# be without their salaries if these motions are ewried. If they 
would at all care to go to them they will be pleased to learn that they 
have patriotism, even the poor clerks under Government, have patriotism 
enough to go without their salaries for a few months if they can then 
bring on a better state of things in the system of their Government. 
But, Sir, that is only a side issue. 

Another phase has been always to take the name of the revered 
leader of the Swaraj party as if he is running the whole thing, as if he 
is bringing on all these motions, as' if there is no opinion in the country 
behind the motion that the party has l)een bringing forward in the 
‘Council. It is not so, Sir. If the* members of this Council as well as 
those who are not so, care to go into the country, they will learn the 
real mind of the cx>untry, and they will be convinced that the views 
which the Swaraj party express here in this Tjegislative Council are not 
only their own but their country's as well. 

I will not take much time on this subject of the grant which has 
beqn dealt with by many others, but I will only say this. Sir, that other 
considerations apart, excise business is a vicious one, and in looking 
at it I would ask my friends to be pleased to look at it upon its merits 
and not from the point of view that it has been brought forward by a 
particular section of the House, namely, the Swaraj party. So I hope 
that the members of tbis House will join us in this matter and throw out 
this budget grant.

MINISTER in dwrge of DEPARTMENT of EDUCATION (tho 
Hon’ble Mauivi A. K. Fazl-ul Huq): I move that a sum of Rs. 18,49,000 
be granted under the head “ 9. — Registration." 

I need not, I think, dwell at any great length on the utility of the 
Registration Department to the general public. The system of the 
registration of documents in Bengal is nearly as old as the Permanent 
Settlement, Inning l>een introduce<l by Regulation XXXIV of 1793. 
Perhajis the greatest advantage of the registration system is that a man 
who proix)8e8 to purchase a property is enabled to ascertain before doing 
so how far the property is already burdened with debts or other encum- 
brances. That the protection afforded by the work of the department 
has^een appreciated by the public is proved by the fact that the Gov- 
ernment had to open 409 registration offices in Bengal and that the 
average number of documents registered in each of the 3 years 1919- 
1920, 1920-1921, and 1921-1922 amounted to 1,900,811. The 

feoeipts for the year 1922-23 amounted to Rs. 24,66,000 against the 
total expenditure in the same year of Rs. 17,57,000, giving a balanoe 
in favour of Government of over Rs. 7,00,000. The present budget 
has bvei^ framed with strict regard to economy. The recommendatiom 
of tbb Retrenchment Committee regarding the Registration Department 
aomewhat drastic. They |m>posed the abolition of, the poBt of 
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liM InfpectoroGeneral and the transfer of the department to the obar^ 
of the Commissioner of Excise. This recommendation Government was 
unable to accept for two reasons. In the first place, the Commissioner 
of Excise is already fully occupied with excise work and is unable to 
take any more on his sho^der. In the second place, the Inspector 
General of Re^iristration is also fully occu|iied. Government have 
satisfied themselves that it is absolutely necessary to have a whole time 
officer in charge of the Department of Registration. The other joints 
that arise in connection with this demand need not now be dealt with 
unless specific motions for reduction or refusal are moved by membera 
of this Council. 

With these few words I introduce the demand under this head.

Dr. KUMUD 8ANKAR RAY: I have great pleasure in moving the 
motion that the demand of Rs. 18,49,(MK) under the bend ” 9. — Regis- 
tration ” be refused. 

I oppose it on the principle which has been discussed at length for 
the last two days and I do not propose to waste the time of the House. 
I simply beg to move the motion that stands in my name. 

Mailivi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: We have come here 
ta give a burial to the diarchical system in the Ganges.

[At this stage the President left the Chamber and the Deputy Presi- 
dent took the Chair.] 

This motion undoubtedly relates to the revenue account. On 
referring to the loan account, head be seen that there taa 

been estimated a credit to the extent of Rs. 3,12,000. But as the 
expenditure under the revenue account is adjusted by deduction under 
head 55, it is clear therefore that if this sum of R». 1,35,000 is less 
•pent on works (Joming under head 16, the loan account will not suiter. 
If that be the case, then I do not see any reason w-hy the revenue head 
should spent more to accommodate the loan account. For, of the 
of Rs. 3,12,000 for Rs. 1,77,000 the works on loans mU get 
namely. Re. 1,62,000 as credit for the working of two dredgers 
end Re. 15,000 for 2ai^ rents. R is tEerefore apparent that works will 
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not suffer if Rs. 1,35,000 is less spent on the works under hmd 16, 
i.e., the rerenue account and to that extent 1 propose to reduce tile 
denuind for expenditure under the revenue account head. 

The Hon'ble the MAHARAJADHIRAdA BAHADUR ef 
BURDWAN: I did not follow what flai Harendranath Ohandhuri 
said in connection with the revenue account. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: H I be allowed to make 
another speech, I may say that all the expenditure under the head 
‘‘ Irrigation ** are totalled under two heads, some under revenue 
account and some under loan account.

Dfa KUMUD 8ANKAR RAY* Sir, is the member making anotlmr^ 
speech or saying something in personal explanation ? 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT (Major Hastan Suhrawardy)! Dr. 

Bay, please do not interrupt the mover. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: This motion, Sir, 
undoubtedly relates to the revenue account. But on refening to the 
loan account, head 55, it will be seen that there has been estimated 
a credit to the extent of Ks. 3,12,000. Now, as the expenditure under 
the revenue account is adjusted by deduction under head 55, it is clear 
that if this sum of Its. 1,35,000 is less spent on works coming under 
head 16, the loan account will not .suffer. If that be the case, then I 
do not see any reason why the revenue head should spend more to 
aoootnmodate the loan account. E'or, of the .sum of Rs. 3,12,000 for 
Rs. 1,77,000 the works on loans will >ret credit namely, Rs. 1,62,000 as 
rredit for the workiufr of two dredgers and Rs. 15.000 for land rents. 

It is therefore clear that works will not suffer if Rs. 1,35,000 is less 
spent on the works under head 16, and to that extent I propose to 
reiluce the demand for expenditure under the revenue account head. 

SECRETARY and CHIEF ENGINEER to GOVERNMENT, 
IRRIGATION DEPARTMENT (Mr. C. Addoms* Williams): The 

member who has just spoken is absolutely confused in the accounts; 
he talks of a credit— a minus ffgure. He’said that the sum has been 
taken from the Revenue Account. The figures represent the receipts 
under caintal for the depreciation of the dredgers. Five per cent, 
on the capital cost of the dredgers is chargeable to revenue under head 
" 16.— Working Expenses.” On the other hand 5 per cent, must be 
credited to the Capital Account. This system is nothing more or 1ms 
than is adopted in every account of any industrial ooncem and the 
entries are plus and minus entries. That amount has not been 
from the revenue heed. It is an amount which is properly charged to 
the Capital Account ; in regard to the Rs. 16,000 for land, I do not 1^ 
what he means unless he means a credit for the Grand TrnXk 
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'vrlncb does not fall under head 16, but under head 35, which ia not 
the head which is now being discussed. I would, however, add thbt 
the item of Ils. 15,000 is on account of rents and miscenaneoug revenue 
collected from land already acquired for the Grand Trunk Canal and 
that amount cannot be crefited to anv other head whatsoever. 

MiUlvi WANED HOSSAni: On this subject, Sir, I should like to 
make one observation. My friend Bai Hnrendranath Chaudhuri has 
given certain figures from which he has shown that a reduction of 
Bs. 1,36,000 will not be an unreasonable amount. Whether that amounf. 
is reasonable or unreasonable is a different question, but what I beg 
to point out is this — whether the whole of this amount is spent on works 
of utility or the major portion of it is devoted to the involumeuts of 
those officers who in the name of doing work, draw their salarie.s and 
keep up an establishment. In certain cases I know that this sort of 
establishment is kept up not for the purpose of doing that amount of 
work which the public expects from it, but simply to keep up an estab- 
lishment in order to go on with some sort of work. Now, there is noth- 
ing to show either in the budget or in the detailed accounts how the 
whole of this amount is spent and I think if there l)e a reduction of 
Bs. 1,35,000 it will not be an unreasonable amount. I therefore l)eg 
to support this amendment which has been moved by Bai Harendranath 
Chaudhuri. 

Mr. C. ADOAMS-WILLIAMS: This question of establishment is 
purely a question of distribution under various heads as a pro rata 
charge; it is not the actual cost of the establishment employed on a 
particular work. There is a certain amount of establishment employed 
by the Irrigation Department and the total of our estimate for the 
next year amounts to Bs, 10,32,000. A portion of that establishment 
which is employed in collecting tolls or in collecting water rates is 
charged direct to the work on which that establishment in employed, 
but the Engineering establishment is charged over the whole of the 
works looked after By the Irrigation Department on a pro rata basis. 
The figure of Bs. 2,88,000 under this head is distributed in that way and 
as I have said it is purely a pro rata charge.

MEMBER in oliargeof POLITICAL DEPARTMENT (tin HorPble 
Sir Hugh Btephenion): I move that a sum of Rs. 96,83,000 be granted 
for ex|ienditure under the head “ 22. — General Administration.” 

The following motion standing in the name of Babu Bejoy Krishna 
Bose was called but not moved. 

” That the demand of Rs. 6,000 under the head ” 22. — Staff and 
Household of the Governor — Private Secretary — ^Travelling Allowance,' 
be reduced by Rs. 1,000." 

Babu MANMOHAN NEOCI: I move that the demand for 
Rs. 3,000 for Hill and Dacca allowances under the head ” 22A.— Staff 
and Household of the Governor — Private Secretary ” be refused. 

Now, Sir, the public has no sympathy with this question of exodus. 
This exodus is, in our opinion, altogether, unnecessary and uncaRed for. 
W e^do not get money when the question of the supply of pure drinking 
water is concerned and the nation-building departments are starved and 
crippled ; but all the same these ofl&cers go to> the hills and we believe no 
useful purpose is served by this exodus. I therefore beg to submit that 
this extravagance for their luxury should not be allowed and I move 
that this demand be rejected. 

MNUlli MkL NURUL HUQ OHAUDHURYs I beg to support the 
motion of my friend Babu Manmohon Neogi. In this connection 1 
would like to point out that this Dacca and Hill allowance that is 
given to the Privite Secretary

Mr. PREtlDENT: It is tkr liis efitabliskment, Maulvi Sahib. Nona 
of it goes into the pocket of the Private Secretary. 

Mauivi UNI. NURUL HUQ OHAUDHURIt I mean the establish* 
ment; the allowance that is given is an additional income to them. The 
exodns of His Excellency the Oovernor and his staff to Dacca and 
Darjeeling does not in any way compensate the country. The reason 
for this, is this : in order to placate the feelings of the Eastern Bengal 
Muhammadans^ the Governor decided that he would go to Dacca and 
stay there for two months, and for some time past the meetings of 
this Council used to be held at Dacca for one Session ; but This has been 
abandoned for good and we the people from East Bengal welcomed it. 
The allowances that are l)eing poid are not worth providing for, and at 
the same time the country* does not want that any travelling allowance 
should be given to the staff or the establishment of the Private Secretary 
to the Governor. With these words, I supjiort the motion. 

Babu KHAGBNDRA NATH CANCULYt In supporting Uie motion 
of my friend Babu Manmohon Neogi, I beg to say that it is an utter 
shame that the members of this House should be asked to sanction ibis 
expenditure. We who pose ourselves as representatives of the people 
ought to voice the feelings of the people. In fact, the people as a 
whole regard this exodus as a huge paraphernalia of bureaucratic folly. 
This exodus shows the grandeur of the British Koj, but the jieople who 
know what things are, know that these things are nothing short of a 
huge mockery. If the Burra Sahibs of mercantile firms and the High 
Court Judges can afford to live in the plains in the summer, why should 
these people go to the hills to enjoy at the cost of the State and why 
should we be asked to allow money for them to go to the bills to enjoy 
the Bummuf season there In a budget in which the grants for anti* 
malarial measures are of a most scanty nature, we are asked to provide 
large amounts of money for the hill exodus. I say it is a huge sham 
and as such we should not provide for it. 

Bibu BB^OY KRISHNA BOB! I 1 am in favour of the total 
Tefuaa] 

Mr. RRBBIDINTS Mr. Bose, do you then ask for leave to withcfraw 
imendment No. 262 . 

BMm BBdOY KRISHNA BOBBt Yes, Sir. 
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Tlie following motion was then, by leave of the Council, withdrawn^ — 

** That the demand of Es. 3,000 under the head * 22 A. — Staff and 
Household of the Governor — Private Secretary — ^Hill and Dacca allow- 
ances ' be reduced by Es. 1,000.” 

Balm BEdOY KRISHNA BOSE: I am'in favour of the tot^^litsal 
of this demand of Rs. 3,000 under the head ” Hill and Dacca allowances 
of the staff of the Private Secretary to His Excellency the Governor.” 
As the mover of this motion has impressed upon the House, it is a part 
of the general policy, which we pursue, to stop the Hill and Dacca 
allowances and the contingencies of the Private Secretary and other 
Government officers. In this budget we find that the total amount of 
contingencies come up to several lakhs of rupees and the travelling 
allowance to nearly 42 lakhs. Though the item under consideration is 
only a small amount of Rs. 3,000 for the use of the Private Secretary 
but we attack it on general principle, because we do not like that His 
Excellency the Governor along with these people should stay away from 
Calcutta for a long time. As a Governor, he ought to remain at 
Calcutta. Of course, he might he allowed to go to Darjeeling for a 
change for a few weeks only, but that is no reason why he should be 
away from Calcutta, the capital of Bengal, for a long time. For this 
reason, I think, this motion has been tabled and I heartily support it. 

Oft KUMUD 8ANKAR RAY: In supporting this motion I beg 
to say that I support it on general principles which our party has 
established. Besides the arguments in favour of the motion which have 
been adduced by my friend, Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose, I should like 
to point out that those of us who have personal knowledge of the 
visits of the Governor — I do not mean any disrespect to the person of 
His Excellency — know that when these visits are paid, the people of 
the locality are asked to subscribe to welcome and things of that sort. 
This is one of the net results that we get out of these visits. There are 
also other things, for instance, certain formalities are observed, 
addresses are presented 

The Hon’Ma the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR of 
BUROWAN: On a point of order. Sir, may I inquire what that has got 
to do with the hill allowance at Darjeeling ? 

Mr* PRESIDENT: Dr, Ray, this demand has no concern with the 
cjeremonial visit of His Excellency to Pabna or any other place. It 
is the question of hill and Dacca allowances, which is involved and if 
3 rou wish to oppose it on general grounds, you may do so. 

Dr. KUMUD SANKAR RAY: I am referring to Dacca wheia F 
live. I have stated the general principles, and these addresses aie 
preaented—— 
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Mf. PRStlOINTi But we hikve got nothing to do with that now 
^bncauio the amendment refers to the regular visits of the Oovemor to 
Dacca and the hills, and* no addresses are presented to him upon such 
oooasiona. 

Dr* KUMUD SANKAI^RAYl I stand corrected. With these words 
I hiyiport the motion. 

Mitfliri MUHAMMAD YASINs Sir, I cannot understand why so 
much money is to be wasted in this way. When we ask for money 
for the supply of pure drinking water in the rural areas, we are told 
there is no money. We get only Rs. 50,000 for the whole of Bengal for 
the supply of pure drinking water, whilst there is so much simple waste 
of public money in all other directions; this I do not understand. I 
submit that the money which is realised as Government revenue is 
nothing but the blood of the people living in the rural areas mercilessly 
wrung out from their hearts. You know what a rupee means to a poor 
peasant ; it means more than an ounce of blood, and I submit that this 
blood should not be wasted in this fashion. The people who contribute 
the huge revenue are entitled to its full Wnefit. With these words I 
submit that the demand be rejected. , 

Mr. NIRMAL CHANDRA CHUNDER: It is a very small amount, 
only Rs, 3,000; but a very big question of principle is involve<f in it^ 
It is this; the time was when everybody expected that we might sanction 
this grant; but the time is when we look on all men as equal, what* 
ever differences there may be, whether intellectual or moral. This is 
a paraphernalia which we know the Governor must surround itself wi^h 
and it is therefore necessarv' that we should reject thl.s demand. In 
1924, there is no case for a girant for the hill and Dacca allowances of 
the staff and household of the Governor. If the Governor goes to 
Dacca or to the hills, he mu.st go there only with his Private Secretary 
and pay for it just as any other private individual does. There is no 
reason why the State should pay. With these words, I support the 
motion. 


Mr* J. A. JONESs I gather, Mr. President, that the party opposite 
are basing their ideas on the principle established by their friends, the 
Bolshevists of Russia. May I appeal to them on that ground ; if they 
desire to do away with the para^emalia, because they think this is 
inconsistent with the simple and the revolutionary style of Government 
which they want to establish, may I remind them that their illustrious 
chief, the late Mr. Lenin, when he was buried he was buried with the 
utmost pomp—not less than that of any other European Monarch? I 
suggest therefore that the party opposite are highly inconsistent ia 
^ attitude they have taken up. If they want to be Bolsherists, let 
them be thorough^ Bolshevists. To come here and {ucless BoLAetik 
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principles, and to run away from the practice of Bolshevism appears 
to me an inconsistency against which as a political observer I am bound 
to caution. • 

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: Mr. Jones’ observations with 
regard to the party opposite meaning the Swaraj party and the Jnde* 
pendent party and his comparison of these two parties with the 
vists of Europe are whoDy without any foundation whatsoever, such* 
as all statements coming from Mr. Jones always are. Mr. Jones, if 
anything, is out to vilify the Swarajists as well as the Independents, 
and Mr. Jones knows very well that these two parties are here by the 
sanction of a very large majority of their countrymen and not like 
Mr. Jones, who represents none but himself. (Laughter.) 

Mr. J. At ilONESs I represent the Presidency and Burdwan Division 
European Constituency. 

Mr. AiHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: Oh, Mr. Jones represents 
somebody in the Burdwan Division. Well, for the few voters he repre- 
sents, we represent a very large majority of the people of the country — 
(Voices: Question, question.) Question? I challenge my friends who 
voted against popular demands to go again to the polls and come back 
here elected to vote as they had been doing. My friend, Mr. Jones 
has said that if we are to be Bolshevists at all, we ought to be thorough. 
He stated that the Bolshevists at the time of the burial of Mr. Lenin 
went in for such pomp as attaches to the burial of the monarchs of 
Europe; so we ought to allow, whatever it may cost for the pomp and 
grandeur of the Ministers and of the Governor. We do not believe 
that the Bolshevists would allow any expenditure under the head of 
f pomp, whether for Mr. Lenin or anybody else, except when he was 
buried. When it comes to burying diarchy, we can assure Mr. Jones 
that we shall bury it with all the pomp necessary. In this very Hall — 

I remember 1 read in the papers when very young — many members of 
the European community and a leading member of the Calcutfa Bar, 

I believe it was the Standing Counsel, though I do not remember his 
name at the present moment, were opposed to a large expenditure, year 
after year by reason of the exodus to the hills, by the Governor or by 
the GN>vernor-General. Somehow or other the Europeans have changed 
their attitude and they are now for spending money on the exodus to the 
hills. If there is to be an exodus at all, it should not be at the 
expense of the ratepayers or the taxpayers ; it should be at the expense 
of those who want the change. I know there are Europeans 
who want a change, for instance, the High Court Judges; 
if they want a change^ they get it at their own exp^ise; their 
travelling allowance even is not paid by the State ; and sindlariy with 
regard to other men. If any change is necessai^ for the heated baraine 
of the Ministers because by living in the plains their brains m upeei 
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and in order to bring abont tbeir mentid equilibrinm it is necessary, • 
Tory well, let them bare that change; but it must be at tbeir own 
expense and not of the taxpayers. This question bas been discussed 
time after time and 1 do not tbink 1 need go into tbe figures to show 
that tbe tax is not paid and intended for tbe additional pomp of the 
Governor. Tbe Governor is eery well*paid and tbe Ministers are well- 
i^d tooi If they want tbe pomp, let them have it by all means, but not 
at tbe expense of tbe taxpayers. 

BMbu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTAs We are deaHng with tbs bUl 

allowances. I for one thought that this was a question on which 
possibly there was no difference of opinion between this side and that 
side of tbe House. At all events we did not expect an opposition like 
this from tbe European merchants who also live here down in tbs 
plains in the summer season. I do not understand on what principle 
these gentlenfen justify this expenditure while their own conduct shows 
that this is an unnecessary luxury. I wonder if the only reason why . 
this motion is being opposed is this : that as the proposal has emanated 
from the Swaraj party, therefore, it must be opposed. I wonder if 
this psychological process goes on, at no distant future we might find 
these gentlemen walked with their legs up because the Swarajist 
people are walking with their legs below. There are questions and 
questions. This is a question on which there should not be any differ* 
ence of opinion. Mr. Jones thinks that there shotild bo pomp and 
grandeur. Pomp and grandeur in a country like India ! I think wo 
ought to be ashamed of pomp and grandeur. When Rome is burning, 
Nero thinks of fiddling! If you have money enough, by all means 
indulge in luxuries. When the people are starving, when we are 
badly in need of money for expenditure in what is called the nation- 
building departments, you are seriously and solemnly speaking of pomp 
and grandeur. 

Rabu SARAT CHANDRA BASUs Mr. President, this is a very small 
item, in fact, we may say an insignificant one, and I do not think that 
the time that we are «spending over the matter is worth the amount 
which forms the subject matter under issue. I quite share the surprise 
expressed by my friend Akhil Babu that this is a motion in which 
there should be a division amongst the members of this House. Fgo 
a step further. Knowing fully well my respect for the Governor and 
those concerned with the Government of the cottntr>% knowing fully well 
how anxious they are for retrenchment in every branch, I am almost 
sure that if His Excellency himself had been here he would have voted 
with us for reducing this travelling allowance. I would therefore sug- 
gest very respectfully to His Excellency that he should himself take 
this matter up for the purpose of showing a reduction in all quarters 
and begin with his own home. We would humbly ask His Excelleney 
to give an example to all other breaches by putting bis own house in 
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• order. I therefore Bubmit for the acceptance of the members of this 
House that as it a master with which His Excellency himself is concern- 
«d, he will be showing an example to the .other branches by making a 
reduction, however small it might be, in his own household. 

With these words I support the moti^. 

Babu MANMATHA NATH ROY s It seems that there is a misappi^ 
' hension that this amendment involves a ver>' small amount and that 
therefore we are using the time of this House very improperly. But 
that misapprehension is not well founded. This amendment raises a 
question of principle and the principle involves an expenditure not 
merely of this small sum but of a very large amount. I have been 
looking into the budget under this head “ General Administration ** 
and page after page, I find that there are demands for hill allowances. 
On the same page we have another demand for Rs. 3jf60. At page 
62 there is a demand for Rs. 2,000, at page 55 we find a demand for 
Rs. 13.600, at page 68 a similar demand for Rs. 4,500, at page 60 
another demand for Rs. 1,250 and so on. T need not state all the 
items, but the total amount in respect of these hill allowances is bound 
to come up to several thousands of rupees. I hope this House will vote 
upon this amendment on that general principle. 


The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: After listening to the 
debate in this House for the last two days during which we have been 
told that it is the fixed intention of the members of the Swaraj party 
and the Independent party to which every speaker who has spoken on 
this motion excepting Mr. Jones belongs, to throw out the budget. I 
think, Sir, the House will hardly expect me to take these motions 
eeriously. I may, therefore, be pardoned if I come to the conclusion 
that the moving of these motions is merely a tactical manoeuvre and 
that it suits the party for the time being to spin out the debate. I 
do not think that I shall be justified in wasting the time of this House 
by discussing the matter in detail. I shall only say, therefore, that 
this is the first time, so far as I know that the necessity of His Excel- 
lency the Oovemoiw-who has to stay here for five years without any 
leave at all— going to the hills has been questioned.

Mr# PRESIDENT I Certain Muhammadan members have made a 
representation to me that it would be very inconvenient to attend the 
Council on Saturday. I have brought the matter to the notice of His 
Excellency and His Excellency has been pleased to agree that the 
Council need not sit on Saturday. Therefore when we adjourn to-day, 
we shall adjourn until Monday at 3 o’colck. 

BMni HEMANTA KUMAR SARKAR: In the absence of Babu 
Monmohan Neogi I beg to move that the demand for Rs. 3,760 for 
Hill and Dacca allowances under the head “22 A. — Staff and Household 
of the Governor — Military Secretary “ be refused. 

I know my resolution is sure to meet with a defeat and yet I am 
going to move it. I knew such a thing ns “ Hill Diarrhoea “ but I 
first now come to know that there is also such a thing as “ Hill Allow- 
ance ” and “ Dacca allowance “ too. I do not understan'ff what these 
things mean and if Dacca allowances are allowed then why should not 
Krishnagore or Calcutta allowance be allowed. I do not want to 
insult His Excellency by asserting that he cannot pay for his staff or 
his household. He is given a handsome pay and out of that he can 
easily pay those people whom he likes to have with him. So I think 
this demand is an insult to His Excellency. This means that His 
Excellency is a poor man and that he cannot pay for his staff and his 
household.

in himself the charateristics of a certain character in Dickens, namely, 
Mr. Dicks. Mr. C. K. Das is always in his head but to-day he has 
changed his front and like a newspaper editor any political catchword 
is good enough for him, and in this morning’s pa|)er 

Mri PRESIDENT: We are not concerned in the least with what 
appeared in this morning’s paper. 

Babu BE JOY KRISHNA BOSEt I would ask your indulgence for 
half a minute to explain the matter. I am sony Mr. Jones should have 
made some disgraceful insinuations against his friends opposite, t 
was just submitting to the House that in connection with these motions 
Mr. Jones insinuated that we were Bolshevists and that even the 
Bolshevists gave pompous burial to their chief, the late Mr. Lenin. 
That was a disgraceful insinuation for which my friend ought to be 
ashamed. 

With regard to this particular motion, I contend that the Military 
Secretary' should not get a hill allowance or Dacca allowance. If we 
have got a costly administration like the English administration, thero^ 
must be these allowances. But I should like to point out that al no time 
during the reign of Hindu and Muhammadan rulers these allowances 
were ever asked for the personal staff of the rulers. 

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: This is not an allowance 
for the Military Secretary but for his staff.

These allowances are for the Military' Secretary’s 
staff and clerks and not for the Military Secretary himself.

The HeiPMe Sir HUGH BTEPHiNBOIIl Of course I accept Babu 
Bejoy Krishna Bose’s declaration that he is in earnest in moving this 
reduction and that he does so as a matter of princij^e. But I*am sure, 
he will excuse me if»iu view of the fact that he has steadily voted for 
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e'very proposal for refusal of a granl s&d that he has eyery intmtion 
of doing so under this head also, if in these circumstances 1 decline to 
waste the time of the Council by arguing the question. If, Sir, Babu 
Hemanta Kumar Sarkar desires the House to believe the same of 1dm, 
I would suggest that he should study som^ of the arguments on which 
he bases his motion and then perhaps he might be able to convince the 
House that he has understood the outside fringe of the matter. I 
have nothing further to add, Sir.

BaImi BEJOY KRISHNA BOSEt That the demand of Rs. 3,750 
under the head * 22A, — Staff and Household of the Governor — Military 
Secretary — Hill and Dacca allowances* be reduced by Rs. 1,250.'* 

Babu HEM CHANDRA NASKERs I move that the demand of 
Rs, 30,000 for removal of furniture and carpets under the head ‘‘22A. — ' 
Staff and Household of the Governor — Militar}^ Secretary '* be refused. 

It is not known to many of the Hon'ble members of this Council 
that year before last a demand for Rs. 60,000 for a similar item wa* 
demanded and assented to by the Council. It was then exjdained that 
the sum of Rs. 50,000 was not a recurring demand but is made once 
in five years when a new Governor comes. But now we see a fresh 
demand of Rs. 30.000 is ogain made. Sir, it requires no strong reasoit 
to support this amendment. A Government, which cv)uld not meet the 
ordinary expenses of its administration and was C4>mpelled to pasa 
three taxation Bills one after another in the same session, should not 
indulge in such luxuries. A Government, which is so impovenshedT 
that it cannot grant more than Rs. 50,000 for rural water-supplj^ in 
the whole presidency, nor can it afford to pay more than Rs. 32,000 
for higher education, should not expect that this Council will (five 
its^agubnt to such demands. With these words, Sir, I commend this 
amendhieDt for the aecepianoe of the House. 

libu BEdOY KRISHNA BOBEl May I make a suggestion to ihm 
Hon'ble Sir Hugh Stephenson f My friend Mr. Nasker has moyed^ his 
motion for the refusal of the demand of Be. 30,000. Sir, Hit 
kncy undoubtedly knows the volume of feeling in the country witli 
r^nrd to the very sipall grant of Be. 50,000 for water*tnpply and^ 
He. 50,000 for combating malaria and other epidemic diteasee. Along' 
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With these we are asked to pay Rs. 30,000 for the renewal of carpets 
and furniture for the Militwy Secretary’s* office. This money is not 
for the purchase but for the renewal. Migrht not these articles of 
furniture be renewed next year and mi^ I not expect the Hon’ble 
Member to accept this motion in defer^ce to the popular demand? 

I hope the Hon’ble Member will accept my suggestion in the spirit 
in which I make it. 

The Hofl’Me Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: I was fnfortunately 
unable to hear the arguments of Babu Hem Chandra Nasker. The 
replies I have made on the two previous motions apply in thir case 
also. 

With regard to Babu Be joy Krishna Bose’s suggestion, I entirely 
accept the spirit in which it is made, and I would therefore like to 
explain to the Council what the actual position is. There is, as the 
House is aware, a considerable amount of furniture which is the pro-, 
perty of the Province, in Government Houses. This does not belong 
to the Governor but to the Province. It is obvious, therefore, that 
that block of furniture must be maintained in the same way as an 
ordinary firm maintains its block account. After a considerable dis- 
cussion lasting for some years wherein various provinces put forward 
demands for various amounts to kwp up their furniture, Mr. Hammond, 
now Chief Secretary to the Bihar and Orissa Government, was placed 
on special duty to examine all the Government Houses in India and 
to arrive at a decision as to the value of the furniture and what was the 
right percentage to be allowed yearly for the upkeep of that block 
account. The percentage was fixed at TJ and it was decided that 2} 
per cent, out of 7J per cent, would be paid every year for the renewal 
of furniture and that 6 per cent, should be accumulated for the whole 
term of Governor’s office and should be at the disposal of his successor 
for the renewal of carpets and other articles of furniture. The total 
amount of 5 per cent, thus accumulated during five years of Lord 
Ronaldshay’s terms of office is Rs. 90,000 which is at the disposal 
of His Excellency the Governor for any expenditure on this account 
at any time during the term of his office. In most cases this money 
is spent during the first two years because every Governor naturally 
wishes to renew a certain amount of furniture, carpets, etc., ai the 
start of lus term of office. After Lord Ronaldshay’s term this Rs, 90,000 
was ^available for his successor to spend at any time. In 1922-23 
out fil this Rs. 90,000, Rs. 18,000 was actually spent. LasT^ 
we budgeted for Rs. 30,000 out of which Rs. 20,000 only was spent, y 
This year the MSitary Secretary has asked us to provide Rs. 30,900: 
8o^ it does not matter when that money is spent whether it is spent 
this jear or next year. It Ls the accumulated saving during the five 
year/ of Lord Ronaldshay’s office. Therefore if we do not meet it 
t^ year it, means that we shall have to pay double the amount next 
yhai^. I think this will explain matters to the mdver.

Once we liad been proud of our beloved leaders as forerunners and 
champions (»f freedom but now we are ashamed of them, perhaps most 
correctly, to think that those very persons are now trying their level 
best to set back the wheel of the country’s progress towards freedom. 
Ohj how much anguish I feel to think tliat these thiee sixty-four thous- 
ands have bereaved us of our best leaders and have bereaved the country 
of her best sons. Indians prayed for Home Rule, shed their blood in

How beautiful a structure it seems to one who looks from a far-off gallery 
but \o a cl(»8e observer it is nothing but a huge mockery^ intended to out- 
wit the Indian dead and dying by holding out sugar-<M)ated stones when 
we 80 earnestly prayed for loaves of bread. The count ly' is to-day deter- 
mined to stand vindicated before the world with all her flouted honours 
and she is going to reclaim and recover her sons by striking at the very 
root of the vicuous tree, the tempting and alluring fruits of which have 
so long been poisoning recklessly right and left. We are not going to 
allow this state of affairs a moment longer. We have had enough of it. 

Our friends on the opposite side will say that they are working out 
the countiy’’'8 salvation in the way they choose to be best. But, I think,. 
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I ikall not be wrong in 8a3ring the love for one’s own coontiy is one 
filing end the lo?e for mon^y is altogether a different thing. (^rwheUn* 
lag majority in expressing their non-confidence in the Ministen of the 
Oentral Provinces Legislative Council could not unhinge the minds of the 
Hinisters from their love for country, but the reduction of their salaries 
wiotiderfully worked in them. They stood aloof from the 4 )ountry’s cause 
in that particular manner that veiy' moment, when their love for the 
country would not bring in princely amounts. Perhaps, to all the love 
of country is not always the end but a means to the end. Soifie of our 
friends on the opposite side are ver>' very anxious for Islam and others 
are for Hinduism. Sir, religion was always a thing out of which much 
capital was made. I cannot reconcile myself with the idea that the 
perpetuation of liquor shops and the furtherance of the use of inioxL 
eating drugs will in any way better the cause of Islam. I cannot drink 
merrily and preach from the Holy Koran at the same breath. Sweet 
sixty-four thousands far exceed everything in the world in excellence and 
beauty. Here lies the salvation of the country to nmny but not to us, 
we, p^ple of meagre understanding. We have no charm for it rather 
We out to end the diart*hy by refusing these three sixty-four thousands 
if we can. 

A few words more and I have done. We have been warned over 
and over again of the constitutional issues that are awaiting us. But, 
Sir, before I resume my seat I want to make clear that my friends 
would do us good by making it a point that we are here to welcx)me 
that constitutional issue and we shall consider our attempts fniitless 
if we fail to create that .state of affairs of which we are so much warned.

I would suggest for the convenience of the members and 
also for the despatch of the business of this House ^at the members who 
move their motions do speak, if they wish on the wKole question of the 
Ministers* salary. That will be convenient, and a good deal of time 
will be saved. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: I am content for the moment 
simply to move my amendment. 

Babu HEM CHANDRA NA8KER: I move that the demand of 
Rs. 1,92,000 for the pay of Ministers under the head “ 22E. — Ministers ** 
be reduced by Rs. 1,50,000. 

This matter has been talked over and over in the last Council and I 
do not think much can be said on this subject. In England the Ministers 
have now themselves taken a reduced salary’ and there can be no earthly 
reason why our Ministers should not accept a reduced pay. One of the 
Ministers who has since been unseated openly declared to his constituen- 
cy his willingness to serve the country a! a pay of Rs. 1,000 only. 
Consequently, Sir. when such an able gentleman was willing To accept 
a pay of Rs. 1,000 only I do not see why his colleagues should demand 
more. With {hese words I support the amendment.

He spoke in Bengali in support of his motion, the transla- 
tion of which is as follows : — 

A lot of heated discussion, Sir, took place in the Council in the past 
regarding Ministers* salaries. In 1921 I put in a mofion in this Council 
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liteommeading the sakrief to be Rs. 1«000 a month, but it waa then 
dUmed to be an object ot ridicule. '!%oi a single m^nber contented 
to give Sis vote for me. And even their salary' to the extent of 
Ri. 3,000 a month was not approved of by the Council. Then, again, 
there was further dist^ussion about this in this very Hall. During the 
discussion of the last Budget grant a motion was moved by me fixing 
the salaries of the Ministers at Rs. 4.000 i>er mensem and that waa 
not carried. It is true that the District Magistrates and Deputy Magis- 
trates get salaries ranging from Rs. 1.500 and Rs. 300, respectively, 
and arguments have been advanced that a lower salary than what these 
officers get would not he consistent with the dignity of a Minister. 
But if we refer to highly civilised countries, such as Japan and America, 
what do we find? Their Ministers get a nominal salary, not a fat one 
like the Ministers of Bengal and in a ]KK)r country like Bengal. It 
is not the question of the determination of the |>ay from the jKiint of 
view of the salaries of these executive officers, it is a question of 
principle only. If the Chairmen of the District Boards who also 
devote their time and energy without getting any remuneration whatso- 
ever can work honorary, why should not the Ministers come forward 
with this altruistic view and serve the country with a small salary? 
To my mind, Sii, the present Ministers and their smcessors will be 
jjrepared to a(H honorarily. Sir, it has bt*en decidtsl hy the Indian 
Congress Committee that the status of the Ministers should he on the 
some level with that of the Executive Meml)ers, and perhaps for that 
reaw>n their salaries and [Kwition have been accordingly detenithied m 
the Government of India Act. At joxiseut the salaries of divisional 
commissioners and the sesTctaries to Govt*rniuent are not less than 
Rs. 3,000, and, as such, questions may arise that the position of Ministers 
on a lower scale of pay will he jeopardised and will not l>e in cousounnce 
with the circumstances of the time. We have no hand in cutting the 
salaries of these commissioners and secretaries, but we are {K>ssess6d with 
plenary powers in so far as the salaries of the Ministers are concerned. 
If you reduce the Mini-sters’ salaries that will serve as an object lesson 
to the other high officials of Government, and we can demand the 
reduction of their salaries on the basis of the Ministers. It has lieen 
decided on a conference of the Swarajists and Independents that ^he 
whole Budget should be rejected. Personally speaking I am not in 
favour of this proposition. I hove argued in the past that the iiieniWrs 
of this Couneil do travel in third class and charge double first class 
from the Government and as a matter of fact a vernacular new'spajier 
has stated that the Haq Sahib has disclosed the haq hatha in the Council. 
The Swarajists are, no doubt, taking a keen interests in the work of 
their country and it will be all the more evidenced when the question 
of their travelling allowance comes- The total refusal of the Ministers^ 
salaries is an easy las|( for them for it does not concern them in the least. 
I have never been subjected to any infiuence by tbe Oovemment or 
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the Nationalist party, and what will be deemed expedient and propmr 
by me I will carry out. To my mind, Sir, the total refttSj^ of the 
Ministers' salaries is unfair and unjust, and I may add that the Council 
will do well if they vote for my motion.

Mr. PRESIDENT: Maulvi Saheb, it would be us well if you moved

Maulvi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: Very well, Sir, I beg 
to move that the demand of lis. 2,20,000 under the head 2.— —Minis- 
ters “ be reduced by Rs. 2,19,999. 

Sir, the policy of my party has been demonstrated on a previous 
occasion in this Council that we should refuse the budget in toto. Ex- 
cept in two cases, that is Registration and Excise, we have imt been 
successful. Sir, this Council knows that iny friend, Mr. J. M. Sen 
Gupta, some time ago sent in a resolution to the Hon’ble the President 
in which he wanted to move a vote of non-confidence on the Ministers, 
but the President disallowed it saying that at the time when the Minis- 
ters’ salary would come up liefore the Council if the Council would pass 
a resolution refusing the whole demand, it would be taken as a vote of 
censure on the Ministers or rather a vote of no-confidence in the Minis- 
ters^* We take this opportunity of showing our dissatisfaction in the 
present Ministrj^ and if it is passed it would be tantamount to a vote of 
censure or no-confidence on the Ministers. In this case I have not been 
moved by any personal jealousies or by any other considerations, but I 
have been moved with the principle and spirit of the programme which 
has been laid down by my party. The Hon'ble Maulvi Fail-ul Huq is 
a personal friend of mine and I have had the honour of doing some work 
with him in the courts, and I can say that he is an extremely amiable 
gentleman. I know he is a very competent man himself and a very able 
man too, but because I moved this resolution it shovld not be taken that 
1 have become Jealous of him owing to his becoming a Minister. Far 
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it, I tlunk the object of my friend in getting the Minieterehip ie to 
^t what he wanted in hia life^ either a Ministership or a Judgeship in 
the High Court. 

Mr* PRESIDENT* Order! Order! You cannot discuss the motive 
of any member in accepting office as a Minister. 


Maulvi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURYz My Hon’ble Friends 
, ambition has been fulfilled. In dealing with this question we have to 
consider two points and what are theyK Frst of all the nietubers of my 
community here inside the Council and outside the Council are told that 
this year we have got two Muhammadan Ministei's : the memWrs of the 
Swaraj party and of the Independent party are deliberately trying to 
oust them so that the Independent members may take their place and 
two Hindu Ministers might come in. That is a matter which greatly 
weighs with my community. Those who were members of the last Coun- 
cil know that there was a proposal to reduce the salary of the Ministers 
but the voice of those gentlemen who imived the mluction was a feeble 
one and they could not even carry the modest resolution to reduce the 
salary to Rs. 400 a month. But I shcmld like to say that we have md l>een 
moved by the consideiation that there uie two Muhammadan niemlM^rs 
and that they should be turned out. If there had Wen Hindu Ministers 
the same resolution would have been brought up and moved in this 
Council. (Hear, hear.) If such a resolution had been moved, I am cer- 
tain that the Muhammadan members on the other side of the House 
would have come and voted with the Hindu memWrs who had brought 
forward that motion because at that time they would have g(d an opjKjr* 
tunity of saying that they should turn out the three Hindu Ministers and 
would get an opportunity of getting the Ministerships for themselves. 
However, Sir, there is the other consideration and that is that the Fast 
Benj^I Government was given as a sop to the Muhammadans. When the 
partition was annulled, the settled fa<’t was unsettled, the Muhammadans 
had^had no opportunity to improve their condition and now by having 
two Muhammadan Ministers the Muhammadans who lost ground would 
regain their lost ground at least for three years to come. In this case I 
do not cast any reflection on my friend the Hon’ble Mr. Ghuznavi— and 
I do not know how far it is true— I am told that lately mme appointments 
have been made and that none of them have gone to the members of my 
community. If that be the case, then the Hon’ble Mr. Ghiiznavi appoint- 
ed certain people who are not Muhammadans although my community 
was given to understand that they would get much more appiiintments 
under him. I am fold also that a professor of philosophy had been 
appointed under my friend, Maulvi Fasl-ul Huq, and although there 
were many qualified Muhammadan candidates it has not gone to any 
Muhammadan. So far as I see by their becoming Ministers they have 
not in any way beqffited my community and rather my community have 
become losers. If ^.here had been Hindu Ministers they would have 
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thought that the Muhammadans ought to get some appointments imd 
perhaps our dues would not have been so tnuch disregarded as have 
been done by the members of my community. The motion for refusal 
■is tantamount to a motion of no-confidence and we want to know how far 
the country is with us and how far the country is with our friends. This 
is a supreme test between the elected representatives of the country and 
Ihe servants of the Crown or rather of the bureaucratic Government 
and to-day we have come for the final struggle to see whether the country 
is with us or whether these nominated or these elected members or the 
officials carry the day. We want to see that the country is with us and 
if we can demonstrate by refusing the salary of the Ministers or by reduc- 
ing it, then we will be able to go to the country and say that we have 
shown that the Ministers do not enjoy the confidence to the House. I 
say again that we do not want to turn them out because they are Muham- 
madans, but we want to do away with the diarchical form of Govern- 
ment. So long as Government will find men to run the transferred 
departments it is impossible to get. swaraj and the Muhammadan mem- 
bers of my party also think the same. e have got no personal grudge 
against, any of the Ministers but we have come here to move that this 
diarchy should go.

Besides the sum of Rs. 1,92,0(K1 there is some 
provision for travelling allowances, hill allowance and so forth which 
I think not advisable to sanction. When I drafted this motion the idea 
prevalent in my mind was that a Minister of the Government— I mean 
a life Minister— not an ex-Minister, or would-be Minister, that is to say 
my friend. Babu Surendru Nath Mallik declared that he was quite 
willing to continue as Minister on Rs. 1,000 a month. I have heard, 
Sir, from one or two of my friends that it was more an election maiu« 
feet© than something what he really intended to take. As a personal 
of Mr, Mallik for a quarter of a century, I kn^w very well thai he 
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Ira man who means what he says and that he was willing to accept the 
t'poflt of Minister on Rs. r,000. If he'was willing to do so, I do not see 
Irhy the other two Ministers would not accept and carry on the adminis- 
tration with Rs. 1,000. That is the first ground upon which I drafted 
my motion. 

The second ground which I want to make clear after the obserration 
which has fallen from my friend Shah Syed Kmadadul Haq, is that this 
resolution is not meant to convey any slur upon any communit}' or upon 
any gentlemen. Everybody knows that in the last Council when there 
were two Hindu Ministers and one Muhammadan Minister the members 
of the last Council who were neither Swarajists nor Nationalists moved 
several times resolutions for the reduction of the pay of the Ministers 
and if it be said that this resolution has any intention of casting a slur 
upon the two present Muhammadan Ministers^ my reply is this that we, 
Swarajists, have combined^ and have already driven out a Minister who 
is a Hindu, namely rny friend Mi. Mallik. We had combined in such 
a manner that it was impossible for the Minister to get himself return- 
ed. So it cannot be said by any stretch of imagination that we intend 
to do any harm to my friends, the present Ministers simply, because 
they belong to the Muhammadan community. On these two grounds I 
move this resolution and hope that the Council will accept it. 

The following motions were called but not moved: — 

Mauivi Md. ABDUL JUBBAR PAHLOWAN: ** Thai the demand 
of Us. 2,20,000 under the head ‘ 22E. — Ministers,’ l>e reduced by 
Hi. 1 , 80 , 000 .” 

Babu BARODA PR08AD DEY: ” That the demand of Rs. 2,20.000 
under the head ‘ 22E.~- Ministers,’ l>e reduced by Rs. 1,06,000.” 

TIm Hadji Mr. A. K. ABU AHMED KHAN CHUZNAVl! 

I wonder if I can appeal to the sense of fairness of this House with any 
prospect of a response to that appeal. If I cannot, then there is little 
use in my attempt to argue this case. I only ask that members should 
listen to me in a spirit of fairness and giye me a fair hearing. That i^. 
not much to ask but in these days of political excitement it is often a 
good deal to give. Well, I know my own people of Bengal and I lylieve 
that the majority of them are endowed with fundamental sentiments of 
fairness and justice, and I believe that in their innermost hearts, in 
the intimate reoes.ses which each one of our opposition friends can alone 
explore for himself, I believe and I hope there is a desire to be fair and 
just, and reljdng upon that sense of justice, which I am sure exists, I 
trust myself to them. I am sure that their better feelings will iriuMph 
and that those who lead them will wish that their better feelings may 
be uppermost. 

I aide them fii^of all to realise the di£Bculty of our position. It is 
ac|,aasy and so tempting to misrepresent ns, to taunt us with cheap 
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foeers of being self-seeking. My first demand on that sense of faimesa 
and justice of which I have spoken, is that the difficulty of our position 
may be realized, that I may not be misrepresented and that I may be 
given the credit of being sincere. I do not speak here pleadmg for 
myself, as bargaining for more gold. 1 thank the merciful Allah who 
has provided for my needs so that I can speak with independence on 
this question. My profession is not the profession of a Minister, my 
livelihood does not depend upon it. Yet, nevertheless, I argue that ^ 
this Council should not reduce the salaries of Ministers. We have to 
go back to the origin of the Reforms and their inauguration in discus- 
sing again this threadbare question, for, as we have been told, and as 
we know, it has been discussed threadbare within these very walls and 
in the country. We have to consider the scheme of the Reforms. I 
know my opponents refuse alino'^t to recognir.e the Reforms, but how 
can we close our eyes to facts? The Reformed Constitution is here 
and it is a fact. It is a fa(;t which among many people in this country 
was welcomed with gratitude and enthusiasm, whatever may be the 
changes in the minds of some in regard to it now. It divided the 
Government into the portions, one of which we may perhaps for want 
of a better term describe as a (continuation of the system which preceded 
the Reforms, and the other an advance on the line of popular govern- 
ment and democratic control. It was an offer to the people of this 
country inviting them to show their capacity for self-government aQd 
one part of the new government was to be entirely their own. I^t it 
not be thought that because a certain se<’tion claiming to represent the 
country says we will not have it, it is not now the country’s own. For 
all practical purposes it is. 

Now, Sir, when this constitution came the major section of the 
people welcomed it. Some may have changed since but most of them 
are still I'onsidous of the trust and opportunities it gives. Every shade 
of political opinion was represented before the Joint Committee of 
both Houses of Parliament and it was unanimously agreed that the 
Ministers should in status and in every way be the equal of the Executive 
Council Members. Had they been less in status the people felt that 
there would have been inferionty in their own part of the Government, 
And were they less in status to-day the people would feel the same. 
Those' stalwarts of the Indian National Congress Mr. V. J. Patel and 
Dewan V. P. Madhava Rao said it, and why did they say it? Boea 
any one insinuate that they said so in order to ensure the existence of 
highly paid posts for themselves or their friends. Surely not. They 
said so for the reason I have given. There could have been no othm^ 
rei^n. My point is this that in saying this, these men, who are la 
the forefront of public life of India, were laying down a principle. 
That principle has not changed and to try to avoid it in order to under- 
mine 1^1 the principles that are at the root of our (^nstitutiim may be 
good tactics on the part of those who wish to wreox the machine, bulb 
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I im 8 iur« the people of Bengal do not in their heart of hearta with to 
arlfack the Reforms. They wish to iipprove them perhaps, but thia 
10 not the way. 

This question was threshed out every year, and every year tho 
Council reached the same decision. 

And now, Sir, let me here citenny friend the Kumar Sahib who 
spoke on this ver\’ question in 1921— a year in which the finances of 
this country were much worse than now. He opposed the motion for 
reduction of the salaries of Ministers. He asked if it would be proper 
or if it would add to “ our prestige and dignity ” if this were done. 
He maintained with all the foive of his eloquence and at great length 
that the salaries of Ministers should not l>e reduced. Let me quoto 
from his speech on that oi'casion : — 

It would not be out of place if I lay before the House the views expressed by differ* 
eot public bodies in Indie on the matter of e Minister's salary when those l>odies apeoi* 
ally aseetnbled some two years back to consider the Reforms Report, and 1 hope their 
opinions would cAiry weight with the House. At the special session of the Congroes held 
at Bombay in September, 1918, under the presidency of Mr. Hassan Imam, the following 
resolution was p assed on the motion of Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya The statue 
and salary of the Ministers shall he the same aui those of the Meinliers of the Executive 
Council.” Sir. this motion, amongst others, was supported by the Ute Lokemanya Tilak 
and Pandit Motilal Nehru. 

Again, at the spe<’ial conference of the Moderates, held at Bombay in November,. 
1918, under the Presidency of Sir Surendra Nath Banerjea. on the motion of the Hon'bla 
Mr. Srinivasa Shastn, the following resolution was passed : — ** Status and emolumenta 
of the Ministers should be identical with those of the Executive Councillors.” 

Again at the special session of the AlMndts Moslem Le.ague, held also at Bombay ilk 
September, 1918, under the presidency of the Hon 'hie the Raja of Mahniudabad the 
following resolution was passed ” The status and salary of the Ministers shall he the- 
same as that of the Members of the Executive Council," 

Now, Sir, there are reasons why a Minister should have this pay 
apart from the principle to which I have referred. These reasons^ 
however, had been, and had better dealt with by others. If I havt> 
had difficulty and embarrassment in dealing with this question l>ecau»^ 

I am ntyvself a Minister, my difficulty and embarrassment would 
naturally be greater if I entered into these matters. 

I turn to the reason why a Minister should have no pay. Sir, the- 
reasons why a Minister of the Government of Bengal to-day should get 
no pay is because the Swarajya party wish to wreck the Reforms, *and 
there is positively no other reason if we go to the bottom of the matter.. 
They have endeavoured in ever>' way to wrwk the Reforms. They 
have abstained from taking office themselves. They have hounded the* 
erstwhile tribunes of the people from public life because they had taken 
office. And yet two men have been found ready to face the odium 
which they would create for Ministers. They have found that there 
nre two of us ready to accept the responsibility, ready to work the* 
Reforms, ready to ^deavour to do some good for the people, reikdy to 
♦wrve Islam apd pron^te the best interests of all communities in oerving’ 
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their common motherlasd. Therefore, these unfortunate Ministers 
must be hounded out. Newspaper campai^s having failed no weapon 
is to be left untried. On the most specious of pleas, on no plea at all, 
the Council is asked to refuse to vote the salaries of Ministers. So the 
question cornea back again to the one dominating question of the politi- 
<;al crisis through which we are now passing, viz. — Shall the Reforms 
he wrecked? 

It has however l>een pressed upon us by our friends and supporters 
that there is at the present moment a considerable feeling in the 
oountr>" that the Ministers should set the example of economy in 
expenditure by accepting a reduced salary. However much we may 
disagree in principle with views of this character purely on the ground 
that it involves a departure with regard to different scales of pay as 
between Ministers and Members of the Council, we are prepared to 
defer to the wishes of our friends and supporters by accepting their 
auggestion. We are, therefore, without committing ourselves in any 
way as regards the merits of the controversy, prepared to accept the 
position, namely, that the demand for Ministers* salary be reduced 
from Rs. 1,92,0*00 to Rs. 1,44,000. 

The Hon'ble Maulvt A. K. FAZL-gt HUQ: After what has fallen from 
my colleague, the Hon’ble Mr. Ghuznavi ; I do not wish to detain the 
Council at any great length. I may begin by explaining what my friend 
means by what he has said at the close of his speech that out of deference 
to the wishes of our friends and supporters we are prepared to accept the 
position that the demand for the pay of Ministers be reduced from 
Rs. 1,92,000 to Rs, 1,44,000. The Council will observe that in the demand 
made by the Hon’ble Sir Hugh Stephenson under the head “ 22. — General 
Administration ** there is an item of Rs. 1,92,000 under the head “ Pay of 
Ministers.’* The idea is to accept a reduction of salary from Rs. 64,000 
4o Rs, 48,000 a year, namely, Rs. 4,000 a month, and on that basis the 
pay of the three Ministers would work out at Rs. 1,44,000. The sugges- 
tion, therefore, is that if the Hon’ble Member is pleased to accept the de- 
mand at the proper time of Rs. 1.44.000 instead oT Rs. 1,92,000, as far 
tw we are concerned, we will be prepared to accept it. 

,Ab regards the merits of the question it has been pointed out by the 
Hon'ble Mr. Ghuznavi that this question was not only discussed several 
limes in this Council but at the time of the ver>' inception of the Reforms 
hy the Indian National Congress and in the All-India Moslem Ijeague. 
All the leaders of the Congress were unanimous in suggesting that the 
pay and status of the Ministers should be in no way inferior to that of 
the Members of the Executive Council, This view was held by leaders 
<»f political thought not only in the Indian National Congress but in the 
All-India Moslem League, and I remember, I myself seconded a resolu- 
tion at the special session of the Congress at Boml^ in 1918, w^ch waa 
moved by Pundit Madan Mohan Malaviya to the meet that the pay and 
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•lAtus of Ministers should be the same as that of the Executive Coun- 
cillors. From that positioft, personally* I have never resiled. At the 
present moment it seems a very delicate question for me to support a 
proposition that the pay of the Ministers must be fixed at a figure at 
vrhiili the pay of the Executive Councillors has been fixed. If I say 
ihese few words, it is only to correct a common misapprehension that I 
have always been in favour of a I'eduction of pay and at the present 
moment out of selfish considerations, I stick to the figure of Rs. 64,000. 
I wish it to be clearly undersUwd that I have always held that the pay 
of Ministers should be the same as that of the Executive Councillors, but 
as I have explained, and for the reasons given by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Ghuxnavi, we are prepared to defer to popular opinion and accept a 
reduced salaiy. Now, Sir, what should that saluiy be? We have a 
motion of Maulvi Sayedal Hoque; he proposes to allow us no salary. I 
know there are Honorary Magistrates in this country, and if the idea is 
to have Honorary Ministers, I have no objertion. If that is the view 
of the majority of the members of this Council, and if I feel that I have 
to remain as a Minister, I am perfectly prepared to work as an Honorary 
Minister. Now, from no salary the scale g(»es up to He. 1, Ks. 1,(KK) a 
year, then by a jump to Rs. 2.(KM) and then to the genen>us salary piiCK 
posed by my friend Shah Syed Kmc^dul Hat] which works up to Rs. d,500 
a month, I do not know what view the Council will take ; it may be that 
the majority will hold the view that the Minister's shall have no salary; 
if that i.s the decision of the Council, we shall have to consider whether 
we shall have to work gratis or we have to walk out to make r<H)m for 
philanthiopic Ministers. 

It has Wn said that the result of this division will Ire something like 
the verdict of the country on the supreme struggle between the repre- 
sentatives of the jreople and the bureaucracy. I, for my.self, cannot take 
it in that light. The result of the division is sometimes arbitrary; some- 
times the supporters of the Swaraj party are in the majority, and they 
carry; sometimes our supporters turn up, and we defeat the Swarajists. 
TV^inning and losing are matters of such uncertain chance that it cannot 
be said whether the success or the failure is the verdict of the country on 
a particular iH.sue. However, whatever the result of the division may be, 
it is necessary that I should clear up one point of misapprehension w^ich 
has arisen regarding the manner in which I have discharged the duties of 
the office during the short time I assumed charge. 

My friend Maulvi Md. Nunil Huq Chau<|hury has charged me with 
having filled some high appointments with members of the Hindu com- 
munity in utter disregard of the legitimate claims of the Muhammadan 
candidates. In the first place, I do not see any great sin in appointing a 
qualified Hindu to a post in the public service. Merely because he is a 
Hindu I do not think he ought to be shut out. As a matter of fact, per- 
aoually 1 would not exclude anyone because he is a Hindu, I would not 
include anyone meiw because be is a Muhammadan. But I do not 
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remember baving given away posts to Hindu gentlemen in disregard of 
the legitimate claims of Muhammadan citndidates. The only post in 
the filling up of which I had any hand was the post of the Director of 
Public Instruction to which the late Dr. Dunn was appointed. Here it 
was no question of Hindus or Muhammadans. I did my best to select a 
suitable Indian for the post, but an Indian couK not be appointed as it 
would have meant overlooking the claims of more than two dosens com- 
petent officers. That was a contingency which could not be thought of, 
and the appointment was given to Dr. Dunn. 

The other post which I had filled up was the post of the Principal of 
the Sanskrit College; it was given to a Hindu gentleman as conceivably 
it could not be given to a Muhammadan. These are the only two posts 
which I know of, and I cannot understand how a charge like this can 
have been levelled against me. 

Much has been said as to the necessity of reduction in the pay of 
Ministers. I have already made it clear, whatever our individual views 
might be on the merits of the question, we are prepared to accept a re- 
duced salary ; what that salary ought to be is a matter to be decided by 
this Council. But I can assure this Council, that so far as the post of 
Minister is concerned, I have ceased to have any love for it. I feel it ia 
not a post, under present conditions^for a gentleman ; at any rate, Sir, 
it is not a post which ought to be accepted by anyone who has the least 
pretensions to any sense of self-respect. Therefore, Sir, if the contin- 
gency does arise and I am forced t(» withdraw, 1 will do so without the 
least regret. Let my friends make their minds easy on that point; I am 
not clinging to the office or the salary it carries, but I am only defending 
the salary of Ministers on a question of principle. I have always said it 
should not be less than that of the Executive Councillors, and I stick to 
that view, but personally, having regard to the views expressed by my 
friends and supporters, I am prepared to accept a lesser pay. As I have 
said, what that salary^ should be must be determined by this, Council. 

One of my friends has put the querj’ : “ Why cannot you serve on 
Rs. 1,00()?” It is veiy* difficult to answer that question. W’hen that 
salary is fixed by the Council, it will be for us to state whether we can 
serve or not. If we can, we will do so; if we cannot, we go away. I do 
not think I can take up the time of the Council. I think I have made it 
quite clear, whatever our individual views may be on the merits of the 
question, we are prepared to accept the lower salary. 

[At this stage Babu Sarat Chandra Basu rose to address the Council.} 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Mr. Basu, the debate is now closed, you cannot 
address the Council after the Ministers have spoken. 

Tilt Htn^Mt Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: On a point of order, Sir; thia 
ii a demand, whieh concerns my portfolio. The Ministers sue merely 
speaking on the demand. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Very well, Mr. Basu, you/may go on. 
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■Mte MEAT CHANDRA SAiUl Enowing the i^solattouf that have 
Mae up for to-day’s discuMion when I came here I thought that there 
would have been no necessity for a speech. As for myself, I can say, 
und the feeling is shared by many of us here, that to-day we have come 
uoi to bury the Ministers but to praise them. I have been considerably 
moved by the speeches just now delivere<l by the two Ministers, and I 
felt the weight of the speeches and was considerably moved. I for myself 
can declare that 1 am deeply grateful to the Ministers for having accepted 
office. I also feel, belonging to the profession that I do, that we cannot 
expect honest work from honorary business. But at the same time we 
have got various things to consider and various duties to perform, and 
if I rise to support the motion, it is on account of considerations that are 
of very deep interest to the country at large. In so far as the personnel 
of the Ministers is concerned, we have got everything that we can desire, 
we have got two honourable gentlemen who I am sure will perform their 
duties honestly to the best of their ability, and to the satisfaction of the 
country. Under those cin'umstances I thought — it might have been a 
mistake on my part — that the Ministers themselves would not speak any- 
thing about it, but would leave it to the menil)ers of the Council to discuss 
and decide. One thing, Mr. l^resident, wbii'h actuates me to say some- 
thing is that. I have heard, and I, have read considerable disiMissions 
regarding the matter both in the Tress and outside. One chief reason 
that is advocated for keeping the pay of the Ministers as it is, is that they 
should have the same pay as the Members of the Executive Council; I 
am sure that there is considerable force in this argument, but at the same 
time we know our country is poor, we also know that the pay of officers 
in this country are not always fixed after due consideration and by 
balancing well the pay that is given to others. I may be excused for 
giving an instance, although I feel that all comparisons are odious, but 
in this case to convince the members of the House here, 1 may mention 
that there are the Hon’ble Judges of the High Court who are content 
with Rs. 50,000 a year, while the Members of the Executive Council and 
the Ministers are drawing a pay much higher than that. The coarse, 
Mr. President, we are going to adopt, although it may not look very 
well on many occasions, is by following the wisdom of the adage that 
prevails in our language that we beat the jhee (daughter) for the purpose 
of teaching the how (daughter-in-law). We feel that some of ^hese 
officers, the Ministers and Members of the Executive Council are very 
highly paid, and we feel that there ought to be a wholesale reduction in 
ibis respect. But in so far as the pay of the Members of the Executive 
Council is concerned, we are powerless; and therefore we are attempting 
to cut down the pay of our own Ministers, over which we have got some 
contrd, and we are making this attempt with the confidence that the 
Ministem themselves will join with us and help ns in reducing that 
pay. If we can succeed in reducing th<) pay of the Ministers, in some 
near future we maj^ succeed in reducing the pay of the Members of 
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the Executive Council, theieby bringing the pay of the two sets of 
officers on a par ae it ought to be. Under those circametaiioeey 
Mr. President, I do not think that we would be doing any particular 
harm in this instance in bringing on a temporary disparity between the 
pay of the Members of the Executive Council and that of the Ministers. 
I am deeply grateful to the Ministers for showing the way by them- 
selves proposing a reduction, a considerable reduction that would make 
their pay lower than that of the 31ember8 of the Executive Council, and 
1 am sure that my countrymen will feel deeply grateful to the Ministers 
for the suggestion. But at the same time I think we should give them 
some pay if we have got to give them any pay at all. One of the 
Ministers has just given us to understand that he is quite willing to 
do it as an honorary work. If they do that, they will earn the gratitude 
of the whole country, but if they cannot afford to do that, then other 
considerations will arise as to what their pay will be. I believe, knowing 
the Ministers are perfectly willing to oo the honorary work, they will 
consent to a substantial reduction in their pay, far more substantial than 
has already been proposed in order to enable them to go on with the work, 
and at the same time show' to the country, the Government, and the 
world at large, that the officers in this country are paid exceedingly high 
and that officers of equal calibre to perform equally onerous duties can 
be obtained for much less pay. I hope as the Ministers are the n*pre- 
sentatives of the people, at least they ought to be, they should them- 
selves declare that they would go on with the work and do their oneious 
duties, the same onerous duties as the Members of the Executive 
Council have got to perform, at a pay considerably less than what the 
Members of the Executive Council aie at present enjoying. Under 
these circumstances we have got to support the motion put forward, as 
that is the only way of bringing things to a head, he<'au8e with refer- 
ence to cutting down the pay to a particular figure, it is very difficult 
to come to a consensus of opinion. Let us first begin with no pay, and 
then in some near future we shall try to go up and give our friends an 
adequate though a substantially reduced pay. With these words I 
support the motion. 

Mr> A* ilONCSt 1 feel it on my conscience not to allow the 
fallacies in which the last speaker indulged to pass unchallenged. It 
is a matter perfectly established in history that however poor a country 
may be, it pays it to have well-paid Ministers, because badly-paid 
Ministers, take care to make the country poorer still. It is a perfectly 
well-known fact that in all the wretched misgoverned countries in the 
world, the Ministers receive either no salaries, as the hon’ble member 
wishea, or very small salaries, and they make it up by means so well 
known to every member of this House. I do not know whether that 
will be the kind of ideal which the hon’ble member wishes to establish 
under swaraj. ill I can soy is that I am very so^y for the country, 
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above all, sorry for the poor when they find themselvea in the gtip 
ol lfiiiisters who are without salary and wjio have got to live. Now, Sir, 
w^flher you deal with Ministers or with armies, or whether you deal 
with any kind of officers, when you give them powers of exaction, it 
is surely wise to mutxle them with a good salary. It is the only safe 
plan. That is why in all civilised countries you find the members of 
Government receiving comparatively hi^ pay. It is not altogether 
a measure of generosity: it is a measure of self-protection, and I would 
commend to the last speaker the prudence of revising the policy which 
he has expounded on that subject. I cannot understand the logic of 
the gentlemen opposite. Mr. Ghusnavi has read resolutions adopted 
by innumerable congresses and leagues, in which they have expressly 
laid down the proposition that the Ministers ought to receive the same 
salary as the Members of the Executive Council. That I understand 
they are Indians and why should Indians be less paid than foreigners. 
But it has been reserved for the Swarajists in the Council to heap 
insult and contumely upon their own countrymen by making ridiculoua 
propositions that they should be paid He. 1 a year or Rs. 10 a year, as if 

are dealing in a jocose spirit with chaprassis, pviulahs and people 
of that kind. This may he a dignified way of conducting public busi- 
ness. I do not know how some of the more respectable members of the 
party opposite can sit without blushing for their confederates. There 
are respectable men there on the opposite side. (Laughter.) 

MrrPRESIOENT: I am afraid, Mr. Jones, that was lost on the 
<hair. 

Mr. J. A. JONES: It is not worth repeating. 

Now if you have got that proposition established by the voice of 
the people — because I understand the Congress expresses the voice of 
the people, if you have it established by the Moslem l^eague — because 
I understand the Moslem l^eague expres-ses the views of the people, then 
by what sort of right do gentlemen who pose as representatives of the 
people bring forward ridiculous propositions in this House and oppose 
the will of the people by reducing the salaries of the Ministers K How 
would they justify themselves? Where is the logic? Now, if as 1 
suspected, the real object is, as the speakers have practically admitted, 
to make an attack upon the Members of the Council, I am surprised 
that the large amount of ingenuity which exists on the other side did 
not suggest to them a much* better and profitable plan of humiliating 
them, because it must have occurred to some that if instead of propos- 
ing a reduction of salary of the Ministers, it had been proposed to fix 
a salary of Bs. 6,000 or Bs. 10,000 a month, you would have shown in 
the moat satisfactory way your contempt for the Members of the Execu- 
tive Council. I am afraid it is too late now to assist the party opposite 
by moving an amendment to that effect, and I can only condole wiili 
them for having lost^^is opportunity. 
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Mm OEBi PROtAO KNAITANi I rise to speak a lew ir<MrdB in 
the course of this debate. 1 am glad to £nd that the Hon’ble Minkten, 
in deference to the wishes of their friends and supporters, haye agreed 
to draw a salary of Bs. 4,000 a month instead of Bs. 5,333. I fear, 
however. Sir, that the Ministers have done themselves injustice by 
saying that they themselves do not believe in it, and in order to support 
that feeling of theirs, they have referred to certain debates in the 
Congress and in the Moslem League, where resolutions were passed de- 
manding that the status and salary of the Ministers should be the same 
as the status and salary of the Members of the Executive Council. Sir, 
it is in one sense a source of gratification to find that even the Hon’ble 
Ministers are relying on debates held in houses which are represented by 
the Swaraj party in this Council. That shows that there is union in the 
country. But at the same time my friends, the Hon’ble Ministers, 
forget Ihe change that has come upon the country between the time 
that those demands were made in the Congress and the Moslem League 
and the present time. At that time it used to be thought that unless 
the salary of the Ministers was the same as that of the Members of the 
Executive Council, the Ministers would be placed in an inferior position 
and that they would not be able to carry weight in the joint deliberations 
of Government. Bince then a great change has taken place in the 
atmosphere of the country and it now appears that the prestige of the 
Ministers is enhanced by their voluntarily offering to accept a reduced 
salary in order to show the way to economy and retrenchment and 
thereby relieve much of the distress that exists in the country. Sir, 
if my friends, the Hon’ble Ministers, had based their amendment on 
that ground, they would have earned still greater gratitude of the coun- 
try, though they have already earned the gratitude of the country, 
because when they have agreed to receive a smaller salary, namely, 
Bs. 4,000 the people will feel that the Ministers are not so much 
actuated by love of money in continuing in their posts as for serving the 
country. 

Khtii Bahidiir Kixl ZAHIRUL HAQ: I have had varied experiences 
in this House, often accompanied with surprises, so very varied and 
coming in such a quick succession that, I must confess, that my acqui- 
sition within this short period of less than three months have been much 
larger in number and more sobering in effect (for I came here with high 
hopes, not with the hope of becoming a Minister, 1 assure you, I am 
quite happy with my daUroti) than what 1 may claim to have gained 
during the 55 years and 6 months of my past life. Such things, you will 
allow, Sir, must prove bewildering pusxles to a weak brain, but clear out 
of this tangle stands the one hard fact that the code of morality in use 
here is different from what obtains in the outside world. 

Permit me. Sir, to explain my position which will show how this 
particular motion had to pass through various stages of evolution before 
it came into being. y

Was he actually ready to give up his 
fight for liberty if the Hon’hle Mr. Donald were to place that amount 
fti his hands on l)ehalf of Government? Well, perhaps he was carried 
away by the enthusiaHin of his master stroke of ])olicy and forgot his 
creed for the moment. “ No will some of my hon’ble colleagues cry 
out in emphatic protest. ** No, )'ou laymen don’t understand this. It 
is Lila Devatar, Lila Khela, the inscrutable prank of a demi-god.” 

Again during the passing of the llent Hill I heard, we all heard 
some of the iiiemliers speaking in clear terms against it, hut so rigid 
is party discipline, that at division time they had to go to the opiM)site 
lobby, may be for the sake of the pledge given by the leader to 
Dr. Moreno. 

And yet again, when Khan Hahadur Musharruf Hossain stood up 
to place his memorable motion before the House he was re<*eived w^ith 
coiiimendahle merriment, and the House was provided with cheap enter- 
tainment free of admission fee and tax, the most delectable portion of 
it having been provided by Mr. Das himself. 

To think of the Desh Bandhu whom Bengal is proud to hold up as 
the model of Bengal’s manhood, who is sung in far off England hy the 
Indian students there, who with his coiii|>cliing fascinatiem could mould 
the consciences of his followers into any shape he liked, to think of his 
climbing down from his high pedestal and, far from checking these 
unprovoked hilarities, taking part, a regrettably prominent j>art In 
them. It is indeed l»eyond the grasp of an addled brain like mine. 
But after all, he is a man and it is only a rejxjtition of the old, old ifiory 
of Abel and Cain. 

And now comes the motion on the salary of the Ministers — a rupee . 
per annum to be divided among three of them. I am afraid, the cur- 
rency office will henceforward l>e ref|uired to isene a new coin in cowriee 
ami the Imperial Bank to immediately call for tenders for the conetruc- 
tieii of ft new strong room for their safe ensiody, not to speak of the 
launenae w or r y and trouble it will add to the already overworked brain 
0i the poor Accountant General in adjusting the exact amount to be 
ftM to % Hon'ble lHtiii8terB of Bengal month by month, I dareeay 
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^18 particular account alieet, prepared at our inatanee, will form 
good guide for economy to the future swaraj, in spite of our mlui; 
dilinquencies. 

But to speak seriously, Sir, I do not understand why the rulee c 
this Council should not extend their protection to all the memhei 
equally. We are not permitted even to name a member in this Houim 
elected or nominated,* official or non-official, in terms of famiiiant^ 
not to #my of disrespect and yet we are quite at liberty to hurl insult 
uix)n the Ministers with impunity. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: No, Khan Bahadur, you are not. It is quite 
delusion on your part. 

Khun Bahadur Nazi lAHIRUL HAQ: It seems to l)e an insult, fa 
motions like the one before the House mean nothing but shameles 
insults, and give evidence of the most pitiably degraded mentality 
Why, Sir, are not the Ministers the chosen representatives of th 
country P Are they not entitled to equal rights and privileges with othe 
membersP We are very careful in diawing our own travelling allow 
anco bills quite ac.c^urately, w'ithout leaving a pie out of account, am 
yet we dure to throw a few cowries towards these l>eggarly — I sa; 

dare ” for the very instinct of a gentleman will revolt against sucl 
an idea. 

And what are the Ministers? Are they not our owni representative 
in the higher Councils of the (Government? Do we want them to stain 
outside the (’ommittee rcnmi in the rank of the orderlies, or to worl 
shoulder to shoulder on an equal f<K)ting with other members? If th 
former con<litioii were desired and achieved, w'e will have qualified our 
selves fully for self-government, for will it not W a conclusive proof o: 
the absolute self-negation of our represen tilt ives? Our rulers would ihei 
of their own H(‘coid leaie the country, quite satisfied with thi 
result of their 187 yewilrs of labours. Why then swaraj will assume thi 
form of a plum, a regular plum, no thorns, no plucking, ripe and reaib 
to fall into our mouths with a bang. Bravo, my bon’ble colleagues 
bow cleverly they hove la^en playing their jmrts? The world is IcH^inf 
on gith inten^st! 

Tilt HOfl’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON : We have debated this ques 
tioii of Ministers’ salaries on very many oi^caaions since the institution ot 
the Reforms, and I do not think that the debate to-day has a Ided ver\ 
much to what has lieen said before. These motions before the House een 
lie regarded from three points of views— firstly, that of constitulioi 
wrecking which is, I venture to say, the main idea underlying, end sofei 
as that is eoncerihed, we have had so many debates on this aspeei of Ihf 
question th|it I do not propose to add anything further to it. Beoondfy, 
that of want* of confidence in the Ministers. Wlieaever thm Bto ti oin 
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forward we ere elwsyi told that there is nothiiif pmomri 
although the speakers generally go on to add aometiting 
peraonal, but 1 think we may take it from the s^ieechee thie altemomi 
ihat these are not to be regarded as a vote of no<confidenoe in the 
iCmisters. So far as the Ministers have been attacked at all this attain 
noiMiy it has been for upholding the constitution. The third jmint of 
view from which the matter can l>e ('onsidered is •as a bona attempt 
to fix a suitable pay for MinistcTs in this Piesidency. I think, Sir^ 
that so far as these motions are concerned, there has lieen no 
Intna attempt, There arc two main conHideraiions which have 
always influenced the Council so far in fixing the pay of the 
Ministers — the one has been that it should l>e the same as that of the 
Executive Councillors and the other has lieen that it should be such 
as will enable this Province to obtain men of suitable calibre for the 
work. That imint has not Wn inentioneil inw'h this afternoon. Hut, 
Sir, I would bring it forcibly before the House that if you arc going 
in for a deiiHK-ratic ctinstitutioii, you must so fix the pay of your 
Ministers that it will not only l)e the rich that can he Ministers. That 
has been the principle of all deincK’rncies. You must give the Ministers 
a salary which will enable yon to obtain men of the calibre you want 
and which will enable you to bak for them in more than one grade of 
society. 

Well, Sir, the Ministers have ' iiitiniat«Hl tliat they are preparwl to 
accept a salary of Kh. 4,tK)() a month. I shall try to explain exaetly b«)w 
that wish of theirs cun be curried out. In the first place, it lepemls upon 
all these motions l)eing rejected. If all these motions are rejwted, then 
nt the end of the debate on the (ieneral Administration, I '•hall move 
for the total sum I have asked for, less a sum of Its. 48, IKK) to l>e granted. 
This sum of Rs. 48, (MK) will return to the provincial balance, and I have 
no doubt that Government will consider as to how this sum should be 
apeiit. 

The motion of Manlvi Md. Nurul Hmi Chaudhury was then put and 
a division was claimed and calle<l.

Dr. H. W. B. MORENO: I move that the demand for 
Rs. 92,ld,(HM) un<ler (he liead “ 22. — General Administration — 
(Res^Mved)” be reduced by Rs. 100. 

At the outset I may say that a motion of tliis kind is not intended 
to precipitate any crisis. AnylM)dy can see that a cut of Rs. 100 in a 
demand of Rs. 92 lakhs can effect very little. I desire, however, to hanf^f 
U|>on that pe^^, H(»iiie of the ^^rievances of the community that I represent 
in order that those ^'rievances may be brou^dit to prominem^e, ^^rievances 
that the Aiif^lo-lndian community are suffering from. There is not 
tiie least doubt that in India there is to be a gradual Indianisation not 
only of the Government but of the Services. In the preamble of the great 
Act embodying the Refonm^ we find these words in support : — 

It is Uw dcK'IaroU |K)licy of Parlmmont to provide for tho inrroaaing asHooiation of 
Indiana in every tiranoh of tho Indian adndniatration for tho gradual development of 
iielf-govoniing institutions with n view to tho progreesive realisation of reefionHihle 
Government in Hritish India as on integral |>art of the nritish Empire. 

It ha.s lKH*n definitely held that so far as tlu‘ St*rviees are concerned the 
Anglo-Indians are recognised as Indians. Thert‘ is section G of dd and J14, 
Yii’toriu, (dmpter III, which lays down the principle that should guide 
the community ns to its status. The Section reads: — 

A native of India eholl inoludo any pereon domkiled within the dominions of His 
Majesty of |)enton« fiahiiuaUy reeidont in India and not eetablitdied there for temporary 
only. 

Thai should (‘onvince the people of India that in the IndianiHatiun of the 
Services and of the Government the Anglo-Indians cannot lie excluded. 
It is found, however, that in most of tlie services under Governmeiil 
whereas Anglo-Indians held once very* prominent [msiiions of trust and 
resiMmsibility they now found in diminishing numbers in such posi- 
tions of influence and affluence. 

That the community has talent and ability is evidenced from its 
past history. The tHimmunity could once boast of men of the type of 
Colonel Skinner, C. B., Major Hessing, Captain Doveion and men of the 
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g flity of H. L. y. Derosio, Palmer, the prince of merchants, the Gar- 
ners — to mention only^ very few names — to convince the people that 
there was no lack of talent in the cominuinty in the past; nor is there a 
lack even at present time. But I note that while other communities 
have enjoyed pood pen^entapes of employment under Government, in 
some way or other the Anplo-Indian community has In^en excluded to a 
very large extent and is suffering considerably thereby. The community 
has come down steadily from bud to worse and now is in a state lK>r<lerinp 
on pauperism — if I may use that stnmp expr<*ssion. There has lM*en 
poinp on a gradual process of deterioration in the connuunity till it has 
been reduced to its jiresent condition of din' penury and distress. 

In the l^overty (^nnniission Report of IHJXi an iiupiiry was made 
into the condition (»f the community and it wnis discovert'd that 19 per 
cent of the comniuiiity wen* in receipt of charity. That means that out 
of every 5 persons one was a pauper in the year 189f). Very recently in 
the year 1918-19 an in<|uirv was hebl here as to the conditi«in of this c«»m* 
munity of Calcutta. Calcutta may be taken as a general index of the 
state of the community which has spread over the length and breadth of 
India. In this city the irujuiry show’ed that about 19 jmt cent of the 
community obtained direct assistam’c from charities and that over 1‘1 jH^r 
cent, were in receipt (»f direct assistance from schools ineduding fn*e iKiard* 
ing grants. This shows that about 2o per cent. (»f the people — to speak 
in round numbers — were in receipt of ebarity in the year 1918, so that 
one in every 4 was in receipt of some form of charity at tin* time. There 
is not the least doubt that as things now stand the figure has eonsiderubly 
risen and will, perhaps, be no exaggeration to say that at the present 
moment one in every three in the community is in receipt of cdiariiy. 
This is enough to show how by the force of circumstances and during the 
flux of time the Anglo-Indian community has come dc»wn to its present 
deplorable positicui. It may be harrowing to give such details here, but 
it ahcmld be enough to convince the people how the community has siiffer- 
e<l right through. 

Now, we are told that there is to Ik* the Indian isat ion of the Services 
and the Indianisation of the Ooverniiient as w'ell. We are not opposed, 
Sir, to this principle laid down by an Act of Parliament. Wc* do feel and 
we do think, however, that while great things were taking place we^wero 
somehow or other being overlooked so far as our claims for recognition 
hy the Government is concerned. I understand there are standing orders 
in the Government »Serretariat — I sjieak subjwt to correfdion on this 
point — that a certain peiventage of apiKiintments should he held hy 
Anglo-Indians and we were also told that those percentages were b) be 
steadily maintained in the various Government offices. But, 8ir, what is 
the present position? We find that though the letter of the law is there, 
ike spirit is broken, and the Anglo-Indians are not found in such numbers 
which therefore, merits serious criticism to the contrary. In the Rail- 
wnye, eepecially State Bailways^most of the Railways are going to be 
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BOOH OoTeramentised— they are losing the positions they once held and 
are now in a state of disadvantage. The posilk>ns they once held in the 
Customs Department, in the Indian Medical Department, in the Military 
Services are now being gradually lost to them. Somehow or other 
their claims have been overlooked, because the community is a minority 
community and is not loud enough in it claims for preference. We 
urge upon the Government a serious consideration of the present state 
of affairs, we urge upon the Government the necessity of considering 
whether or not ampler provision should n(»t be made for the employment 
of Anglo-Indians in its offices. 

1 would ttls(» urge upon the Government the necessity of employing 
Anglo-Indian ladies as typists and shorthand typists in its offices. There 
is not the least doubt at those posts are very humble ones in the way 
of the eonduments they offer, but they will certainly offer some sort of 
atti-nction to Anglo-Indian ladies, who I am sure will do credit to them- 
selves if ejnployed under Government as shorthand writers or typists. 
They are emfd(»yed in men'aiitilc offices and prove a valuable asset there. 

I think, Sir, the Government might with advantage copy the example of 
the merchants in this respeet and employ such Anglo-Indian lady-typists 
and shorthand writers 

As I have already said, Sir, it is md, at all, my intention to precipi- 
tate anything in the w’ay of a crisis by moving tliis motion, but I desire 
to take the o|>porlunity to bring home to th(‘ powers that be the necessity 
of some definite provision being made for us in the future. It has been 
said, Sir^ that the fii*st step in the degradation of a community is its lack 
of competition with other communities. We have seen how the Anglo- 
Indian has been somehow or other unable to keep pace with the greater 
communities of India in this competition feu* appointments. The next 
step in the process of degradation is poverty and in its present position 
the eommuiiity is not fur removed from that point. In the public papei's 
we have had large rails made for charity <m behalf of this eommunity 
and His Kxeelleney the Governor of Iboigal has given a noble example 
by initiating a sidieme for the relief of the members of the community 
that are distivssed ; but tbe mere giving out of doles in the way of charity 
canno^ solve for all time the gn»wing burden of unemployment found 
esp(H’iiilly in the Anglo-Indian <’ommunity. 

Furthermore, if the present state of the eommunity is overlooked you 
will have to face erimiimlity <m the part of the eommunity in the near 
futuit'* for that is the last stage of degradation. If you continue to over- 
IcHik the aspinitions of the eommunity and bring it down to a state of 
abject iienury and distn'ss you w'ill have to face criminality in the 
next generation. That the Goveniment of India had long before fore- 
seen such a future for the community w^ill be evident if I read an extract 
or two from persons in authority who had real sympathy with the aspira- 
tions of the (H)inmuiiity. In 1859, l/)rd Canning reviewing the whole 
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gllililloB o{ the commvhity gBTe vent to these wemoKble irer^ 

it be long before It (tbe An^- Indian cNcmiinanity) ean be ealled a elaM diiifer* 
mpito the State, but a very lew yeare will make it, if negSeotod, a glaring reproach to 
the Clovwninont. On the other hand if oared for betimee, it will be a eouroe of etrongth 
to Britudi rule and of uaefulneee to India. 'Die Eurasian daas (an they wore known 
then, now they are known as Anglo- Indiami) have spootal claims u|>on the Britiidi 
OoTwmmont who have called them into lieing. 

Lord Canning realised the responsibility that fell iijM>n the shoulderB of 
the British Government in regard to the Anglo-Indian eoniiminity and he 
fearlessly expressed it. Twenty-tw(» years later Ijord Lytton in his fam- 
ous Despateh on Kuropean Education gave vent to similar feelings in 
very striking words wherrhe said: — 

It has been rightly sai l that one very sfMS'ial reason why (lom^mincnt cannot afford 
to ignore the growth in India of an uninstructod Etiro|»cah |H>|nilation is that in the case 
of the European his capacity of wdf- maintenance dejMmdH entirely ufion the eiiucation lie 
rectnves. He cannot su(»fvort himself in this country as a day- lalmurer, or hy mlopting 
the vocation of a Native (Indian) ixMvsant An uncHlucaieiJ Kuro^ioan ulmoal lusHMsarily 
Iwcomes an idle, and often a dangt'rous, moiuln'r of tin' community ; on the other hand, 
it must be rememliored, that ho or his English ancestor was hronght to India originally 
'to do tlie work that could lie done only by the Kuro|)ean, a fact wliiidi m itaidf gives 
him some claim to consideration. The ciimaUt is uncongenial to him, the cost of living 
IS necessarily disfiroportionato to his moans, and he is doprivinl, at the same lime, of tluMie 
e<lucational of)|K)rtuiuties that are now avaiiahle at home t4> the iKHin^t of the working 
olaas. In oil these resfKM'ts the Euro|>ean {Nmeit is placed at a disadvantage and it thus 
liecoines nocesaary for the (iovoniinont to come to his asMistance. 

These words were wriHeii long ago, but they are us true to-tlay aa 
when they were firs! given expn‘ssion lo. Sir, Ihe loyalty of the com- 
munity has been unquestioned from the very iiM*eption of the l•omlnunity 
in India, over 2tM) years ago. It has sttKid nobly and devotedly by those 
who are in authority. It has given <if its best whenever it has l)een 
asked; but “ sufferance is the badge of all our trila*.” When there is any 
seriou.s disturbance the eommunity is ealletl upon as (’ivil Guards (o pro- 
tect the interests of the citizens. During the late Great War we were 
asked to give our (juota and we gave it willingly and devotedly in the 
interests of the Goveniiiient and the country. Hut, Sir, somehow or other 
when i>oace once mon* smiled other ('onsiderations were taken into aeeoutii 
and our elaiins were overlooked. 1 ap]MMil then to the Gov<>rnment to 
see that some pnivision he made for the Anglo-Indian commuiiiiy in view 
of its present distressful state. I apjienl ul.so to thow» who have the hiter- 
ests of India at heart that the ambitions of such a worthy community, 
though it 1m* in the nienority, are protected at any cost. I appeal to the 
Government in the name of my community Wause I feel that the aching 
wound of the distress is still within us. We are loyal and will continue 
to be HO to the ver>’ end, but we do pray and Iiojm* that, when rewanls and 
honours are to be divided, the Anglo-Indian community will not l>e over- 
looked. 

It is for this purpose that I ha%’e moved my amendment, in order that 
the acute distress of the comniuiiity may be brought forward and exposed 
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to riew in order that aome proviaion may be made for it, becftnae it Ms 
stood nobly by Government in the maintenance of law and order as it has 
stood by the other great communities of India in their great constitutional 
struggle for liberty v^d enfranchisement. 

Mr. H. BARTON: It is a matter of deep regret that my friend 
Gr. Moreno, has seen fit to put forward such a motion before the Council 
at such an inopportune time. I thought the cut epidemic was confined 
to only one party in this House but I now find that he has become infect- 
ed. In his 8i)eech Dr. Moreno will have ample opi)ortunity of defending 
the community when the educational demand:# comes up, but to intro- 
duce a resolution of this sort while the atmosphere of the House is what 
it is, is to my miiid rather bad form. Is it the Anglo-Indian community 
alone that is suffering from unemployment and from poverty P There 
are other communities who are similarly suffering. We know that Gov- 
ernment is in a very difficult jKisiiion so far as finding employment or 
relief for them is concerned. To make the question of unemployment 
a reason for tabling a motion for a cut when the position of the HousC 
has l)een already determined for and against the cuts is beyond my con- 
ception. 8o I am sorry I cannot lend my supj)ort to the proposal of my 
supposed colleague, Dr. Moreno. 

Tht Hofi'blu Sir HUGH STEPHENSON; I take it that this 
motion is intended as the mover says, to call attention to certain potnta 
and to elicit au answer fi-om Government. So far as this motion is cx>n- 
cerned it is restricted within the limits of general administration. I 
cannot follow him into the question of the railways or any other employ- 
ment under the Government of India. So far as employment under the 
local Government is concerned there are two forms within this budget — 
employment in the Setrretariat or district offices and employment in the 
services. As regards employment in the district offices I am sure the 
mover will agree that there are insuperable difficulties. So far as 
ap|K)intmeut in tlie Secretariat is concerned the matter has been under 
discussion since liord Cur«on’s time. As the mover has }K>inied out the 
Anglo-Indians have clearly been driven gradually out to a certain e&tent 
by the growing competition of other communities. In 1901 a proposal 
was made ttj have a sjiecial cadn* in the Bengal Secretariat consisting of 
Kuropeans and Anglo-Indians, By 1907 it was found that it would not 
work as there wei^* administrative and other difficulties and the Account- 
anMlenenil said it was impossible to nin a cadre of that kind. That 
separate cadre was therefore abandoned and an attempt was made to 
obtain a suitable proportion of Europeans and Anglo-Indian darks in the 
Secretariat by iio^ii nation and it was laid down in the rules that 
third vacancy should be given to a European or Anglo-Indian until tl^ 
auitable uumber each office could take was obtained. That is nominally 
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the present position but there again there are difficulties. It is practi- 
cally impossible, I think the mover will agree, to get suitable Europeans 
or Anglo-Indians right at the bottom of the low’er division of the Secre- 
tariat. Therefore, the percentage must be counted not on the total 
number of appointments in the Secretariat but on the upper division 
posts. But there again further difficulty came in because after the 
McAlpin Committee’s recommendations were c arried out and the Secre- 
tariat w'as divided into upper and lower divisioiiN a certain number of 
those who entered the lower division were entitled to procc*ed to the high- 
er division if they were fit for it b(*(*ause they entered the lower division 
in the Secretariat in that hope. Therefore', their claims struck across 
the claims of those wlio would be rec-ruited direct to tlie upper division. 
A few years ago the block was m) bad that 1 thifik Sir Henry Wheeler 
ordered that in the Secretariat no outsider should be taken until the 
lower division clerks have rec'eived their reasonable divisions. That, Sir, 
is the reason wdiy the present nuinlKT is somewhat b‘ss than the ju*oj>or- 
tion laid down hy the Government. I can only assure the mover that 
the Govcrninent are as sympathetic to his community as to other minor- 
ity conimuiiities and that they will do their best to do what he dc'sires 
that we should do. I suggest that in view of this explanation the 
mover will withdraw his motion. 


Mr. H. W. B. MORENO: My real object in moving this motion 
was to evoke a discussion on the subject. Sir, and in spite of the many 
ungenerou> remarks made, I maintain my ohjcM t has Wn fulfilled. I 
beg leave then to withdraw the motion. 

The motion wa.s tlien, hy leave* of the t^»un^•il, withdrawn. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Homes Bahu, the words “as amcuided hy the 
Council ” should be inserted after the words “ General Administration." 

Babu ROMES CHANDRA BAGCHI: Very well. Sir, I beg to 
move that the demand of Hs.

24.— Administration of Justioa. 

MEMBER in ohw'ge of JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT (the Hon*lili 
Sir Abdmr-Rahim): I move that a sum of Rs. 94,7d,(XK) be granted fpr 
expenditure under the head *'24. — Administration of Justice.” 

It is not necessary for me nor is it desirable, Sir. that 1 should make 
a speech on this occasion. All that I wish to say is that this budget 
provides for the difteicfit (5)urts of .lust ire and thidr auxiliary establijh- 
ments in this Province. Whether hon’ble members think that these 
courts ought to be maintained or whether an Utopia would be estubliBhod 
by sweeping away these <*ourts from the Province, it is for them to 
decide. I find Mr. (\ H. Das, the lender of the Swaraj party, is very 
^ happy at the pro.spect that all tlie courts will be swept away. So far as he 
him.self is concerned it is his lo(»k-out. But 1 belie vi^ that there liro 
other members of the learned profession who would seriously conaidfl* 
whether the courts in which they practise and from which some of them 
rush into the Cluunher in order to vote down the Government should not 
be kept up.

Tht Hon’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM: 1 may point out to the mover 
that Hie grant was voted and not refused. 

MaulYi Md« NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY formally supported the 
motion. 

Bibu HEM CHANDRA NA8KER: The hoirhle inernWs who 
have already addressed the Council on this subject were not in the old 
CoiUKil and hence I take the lila'rty of placing the historv of the Paper 
Book question in a nutshell. In the first year of the Reforms a demand 
was for the first time made for the preparation of the Paper Book in 

14 a 
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Bpite of strong opposition from the litigants, eipressed through the press 
and from the platforms and in spite of vehement protests of the vakils 
of the Calcutta High ('ourt and of various bars throughout the Province. 
The demand was rejected by the Council and the Governor did not at first 
restore it but His Excellency afterwards did it at the intervention of the 
Government of India under which (he High Court is placed. Sir, at 
the time of the demand it was indicated by the Hon’ble Member iu 
charge that (he demand will be recouped from the* litigants. 

In (he subse<iuen( year again a demand for Rs. 50,000 was made but 
nothing was shown in the revenue side of the budget estimate. The 
Council again refused it but in a siipplementarj^ demand the Council 
gave its assent to the demand. 

East year a demand was made under a (|uite different name but for 
a PaiH'r Hook and wliy, the Hon’ble Member in charge will explain. This 
year again that convenient couim* arlopted last year has been abandoned 
and I thunk (lie Hon’ble Member for it. 

The Coui (-fo(‘s Act has been aiiMMided which has sei’iously affected 
the litigiints and if this newly introd\i(*ed system be allowed to continue 
with tlie a^sis(ance of (rovernnient revenue tlie litigaiits will be shut out 
iroin tlie highest tjibunal of the c(»untiT. Let the litigants be directed' 
to supply (heir (»wn Pnjier Hooks to be pre])ared under rigid rules laid 
down by (he High ('ourts as was dofie since the establishment of the 
High (^»u^t till 1020. 

I have only one woid to add, A committee was appointed for 
retrenehing the exiienees of the High Couit. That Committee has sub- 
mitted its n‘port and it is rumour(*d that the (Nunmittee suggested to 
maintain the Hajier H(M)k depai tmeiit for one year and if after the end of 
one year the (h*partineiit be not self-siipp(»r(ing it should be abolished. 
I cannot vouch to the accuracy of this statement but the Hon’ble Member 
or Mr. Sureiidra Nath Kay, a iihuiiIm*!- (d the Committee, may contradict 
this statement. 

Ajiart from all other (questions this demand ought to be refused on 
the simple ground of economy. I a.sked the hon'ble members of this 
Council to refuse their assent. Several Chief Justices beginning 
with Sir Barnes Peacock and ending with Sir Lawrence Jenkins and 
other Judges like Mr. Justice Dwarkanath Mitter, Sir Romesh Chandra 
Milter, Sir Chandra Madhab Ghosh, Sir GoonKxlas Banerjee and other 
eminent Judges did not ask for this expensive system, expensive to both 
the litigants and the Government. I am sure this refusal will not affect 
the quality of judgment, 

Th« Hon’ble Sir ABD-UIT-RAHIM: This question, Sir, has been de- 
bated often, but Maulvi Wahed Hossain was mistaken in tellid^ the 
Council that on the last occasion when the matter was brought up it was 
refused ; it was just the other way. 
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I do not like to go into the history of tbe matter. All that I wish to 
toll the House, or those members who feel the responsibility of deciding 
the question, that this is a matter which ought to be left to the discretion 
of the Hon^ble Judges of the High Court, as they alone after all are res- 
ponsible for the administration of justice, and I take it that if they think 
strongly that the Paper Books, f.e., the books containing the documents 
necessary for dealing with the appeals submitted to their Txirdships ought 
to be prepared under the supervision of the High Court, I submit to this 
House that Hon’ble Members will not interfen^ with their discretion. 
There is one matter, however, which I think it would be right on my 
part to bring to the special attention of the Council and it is that the 
Government has made it a condition from the very beginning that the 
cost of the preparation of the Paper Bmiks in the appeals should not fall 
on the general revenues of the provinee ; they must met by the parti- 
cular litigants who wish to conduct their appeals in the High Court. I 
think that is all we are eoneerned with in this matter. The Retrench- 
ment Committee which dealt with the question enme to the comdusion 
that the High (-ourt should be given some time in order to make Hieir 
arrangements in such a way as to make the department entirely self- 
supporting, and 1 wish to inform the House that the High Court haa 
very much reduced the expenditure under this head. The (lovernnient 
of India which controls the High (\mrt of Bengal has decided that 
another year hhould be given in (*rder to see that this department is made 
self-supporting. I therefore submit that it is not too much to ask hon’hlo 
members to let thi^ department go on until we are satisfied that it will 
not l>e a charge on the general revennes of the Pn>vinee.

The Hon’ble Sir ABD*UR-RAHIM: T shall not attempt to try to 
understand the mentality of the members of the Swaraj party. It is 
beyond my poor <*omprehensjon as it is past the comprehension of many 
other members of this ITousr, \Ve have had debates on home Hpecific 
items. W’hy thes4‘ hpefdtie items were debuted, it is <lifticult {(tr me to 
understand, unless it be for the purpose of .sei uriiif; a favourubb‘ division; 
of any other jmrpose I am totally ignorant. Mr. ('. It. Das and his party 
know more than I do. Hut I cannot allow this matter to jjo to a division 
without sayiiifT just a few w<irds. I do not belonj.; t») a profession which 
WMue of the inembeiN d(», where continually watching, day after day, 
hour after hour tin* stru^^^'le between life and death has tended to develop 
in some hr)irble membei- a faculty for levity. I belong on the other han4 
to the profession of law where we take the courts of justice most seriously^ 
where many of the memliei's who are such prominent figures in this 
House, prominent either for ^'■(hmI or for evil it will be for the country 
to decide, earn their daily living, where they learn that skill and power 
of debate of which they make such display in this House. These eourtA 
of justice have existed in this jirovince for many a year, more than a 
eentury, and I should have thoujrhl that our educated, men of llenjral 
who talk so ebxjuVntly of free<lom and of the sanctity of men’s liberty, 
would have s<»me respect at least for the courts. We hear<l the other day, 
and we have heard almost every <lay since, f^reut declamutirms and di^hia 
of oratory on liejirulution III of 1S18; that Regulation has lieen* con- 
demned, hut on what jrruund!'' Mainly on the ^rround that the men oujrht 
to be tried in the courts of justice. Now it is seriously proposed, by a 
very lar^e section of the members in this House, to clow down the«e 
courts. Well, it means this : that while in one breath you are protesting 
that Wo man ought to W restrained or his personal liln^rty taken away 
unless he has been tried by a court of justice, you are in the same breath 
asking this House seriously to withhold the funds by whic*,h theae 
court* of jtwiiee can be maintained. I submit this is not a matter of 
levity." I appeal to all the members of this House, especially the mem- 
bers on the right, to stop this sort of game; we have not come here to 
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play at a farce, we are here to exercise serious functions, in a very 
•erious matter.

Demands for Grants. 

25. — Jails and Convict Settlements, 

MEMBER in charge of DEPARTMENT of REVENUE [ JAILS] 
(tho Hon’ble Sir Hugh Stephenson); I move that a sum of Ks. 35, 89.000 
be jfraiited for exiK'uditure under the bead “ 25. — ,Tails and Convict 
Settlements.” 

This sum is made up of Rs. 25,57,000 under Jails and 
Rs. 9,82,000 under Jail Manufactures and Rs. 50,000 under Eb.ss by 
Plxchanjfe. The provision under Jails is practically the same as that 
of this year, hut it is nearly one lakh hip^her than the revised this year. 
That is due to tlie fact that this year we had an abnormally small number 
of prisoners in tho jails, and therefore the cost has pone down. As 
repards the Jail ManufucFures, that, as the members wdll be aware, is 
counter-balanced by the receipts from Jail Manufactures. We are 
budpetinp this year Rs. 9,82,(K)0 as apainst Rs. 10,53,000 in the current 
year. This demand apain depends uiwn the number of prisoners we 
have. The sole object of the Jail Manufactures is to employ the pri- 
soners and if there are fewer prisoners there is smaller expenditure on 
Jail Manufactures and there is consequently a smaller receipl on the 
receipts side. 
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In the Jail Department we have given effect, as far as we to 
the recommendations of the Jail Committee in so far as these can be 
given effect to without very heavy iiicrease<l expenditure. The main 
recommendations of the Jail CommitttM> involving the se|>ara'tion of 
halntuals from others, the starting of a Borstal institution, the con- 
version of district into subsidiary jails and so forth involve very heavy 
capital expenditure which this Province is at present unable to face. 

As regards the recimnnendations of the Retrenchment Committee, 
we have deci<led to provide more c‘t*nlral jails and to conv€*rt district 
jails into sub.sidiar> jails. This, again, would involve heavy initial 
ex|>enditiire. We have during the current year converted the Baraset 
District Jail into a subsidiary jail and we have now under c(»ntempltttioH 
the conversion of Noakbali jail into a subsidiary jail. Lust year there 
were some objections raised (»n account of the defalcations in the Jail 
Department. We had imiuiries made into the jwrticular defalcations 
and punish«*d tlu‘ oHicers comerned. AVe have also taken stei>s to 
introduce a commercial .system of accounts into our Jail Manufaclure 
])e|)artment which, wc tiust. will obviate the jiossihility of thesi' doTai- 
cations in tlie future. In the Press and Forms Bnincli we have accepted 
the recommendations of the Retrenchment Committee. We have a 
S|vcial Otiicer on duty reducing the numl)er of forms, the numl>er of 
different kinds of pa|>er and eiiveloiK's, and generally introducing 
ci'onomies in that Branch, and we ho|H> to save (piiie a coiisiderubi© 
amount ov<*r that. AVe are also introducing another thing on which 
the Ret renclinuMit (’ominittee laid si>ecial stress and that is the costing 
system. 

Ill conclusion I should like* to (juote as evidence of the succes.s of the 
Jail administration in the matter of the health of the prisonerH, the 
com|xirative death-rates hetwcH*n the jail ]H>puluti»m and the free jMipu- 
lation for the last three years. In P120 the death-rate in jails was 21 
fier mille as against Tt iK*r mille outside jail. In Lt21 it was 10 jHJr mille 
as against dO |x»r mille outside. In 1922 it was 19 jx*r mille as against 
*25 outside and last year, Sir, it was 15 jht mille inside. I think, 
Sir, that those figure.s are com lusiw ns to the cure which is taken of 
the pri.soners in the jail.

The rejection of 
this (lemaJul, tlKMcfore, means that the jails will he denmled of tTieir 
warders and staff and that we should have to employ |¥»r.sons whoae 
salaries are on the n«ui*vot(‘d list for the purpose of looking* after the jails, 
and even then we shall not have money to provide fcKul for the jail prison- 
ers. But 1 ma\ assume that this motion is merely one of the many H(e|Xi 
down the hill which the (’(Hincil has taken so far, and from that jHunt 
of view* it ]HMhaj>s usele.ss to bring forwanl anv further uigumen! to 
try and stay their faiule descent to Avermis.

MEMBER in charge of POLICE DEPARTMENT (the Hon’ble Sir 
Hugh Stephenson): I move that a sum of Rs. 1,70,47,000 be granted 
for exjxuiditure under the liead “ 2G. — Police. ” 

As, Sir, tliero are indications that a considerable jxution of the 
House docs not wish to debate this subject or any subject that comes 
before the ('ouncil, 1 should like to take tliis ()|H)ortiniity of giving a 
few figures with regard to certain statements that have been made in 
the Press of late as to the crime in Calcutta and the steps that have 
been taken to reduce it. I have seen recently an account of a meeting 
of our friends, the Marwaris, which gave voice to certain complaints 
regarding the condition even now in Riirralnizar, and while admitting 
that the jxdice force in Calcutta was not adeejuate to deal with the crime, 
they complained that sufficient has not been done, and they apjwar to 
bo under a misapprehension as to what the actual facts were. 

Well, Sir, I will give very briefly a few figures. The House will 
rememlxM* that the Goonda Act was intnnluced and came into force 
actually about last June. There has been no ca.se of robbery in Burra- 
baaar in the whole of the last quarter of the last year. There baa been 
one case during the present quarter, but there are reasons for believing 
that that is not a true case. The percentage of detection in Calcutta 
crimes last year in cases reported was 83 ;4 which was the highest that 
I can find it has ever been. There was a decrease of Rs. 6 lakhs in the 
amount of property stolen lost year. The true cognisable caseB ffll

to bring these facts to the notice of this House and of the public because 
as 1 say there has been a good deal of misunderstanding as lb what Uie 
actual present condition regarding the crime in Calcutta is, and as ll 
sec^s likely that most of the motions on which I might have sfioken 
on this point will probably not be pursued, I have taken this op|)ortunity 
in my opening speech of doing so. 

Now, Sir, I can well understand that the jjorty which wishes to 
wreck the constitution would have a jiarticular [deasure in throwing out . 
the police budget, but, Sir, at the risk of rejietition, 1 would ask the 
House to consider seriously what it means. Carriwl to its logical 
conclusion it would mean the dismissal of something like 25,000 pt^rsons 
which would mean the withdraw'al of all protection from the whole of 
Bengal and must newssarily lead to anarchy. 1 am aware, Sir, llml 
most, if not all, of those who projiose to vote for the injection of the 
grant are doing so in the exju'ctation that their vote will make ""no 
difference. I have already dealt with that argument as being an exceed- 
ingly illogical one. The House complain that (Government have not 
attended to their wishes and yet they go on forcing Government into 
a position when they cannot attend. to their wishes. But, Sir, I would 
ask the House to consider what oomes next. l>oe.s the Swaraj |>arty — 

1 am not speaking of the Independents — does the Swaraj party intend 
to stand still — can the Swaraj party stand still? Mr. Das has informed 
us that he proposes as soon as the Council is finished, to get the Pact 
accepted in every village in Bengal. Well, Sir, what d(x»8 that mean? 

Mr. 0. R. DA8: May I rise to a point of personal explanation P I 
did not say in every village of Bengal but all over Bengal. 


TIM HOfi’Mo Sir HUGH STEPHINtON: 1 am very glad, that 

Mr. Das intends to leave some villages alone. But in all seriousness: 
what does this mean ? It means an intensive compaign throughout the 
mulassal — a campaign directed against the Government, not on tke 
eonsiitutional issue, because, as 1 have already said, on several occa- 
sions, the voters of Bengal do not understand and cannot, at the present 
aHmient, understand the present constitutional issue. The camiwigii 
will be against the Government as such and the fact that the Budgei 
kaa to be thrown out ami the very fact that the Government goei on 
will be used M an additional argument for arousing disconteni and 
dislike of ike Gov^niaeiit* Wkat do tke House tkink will be tke residi 

U 
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oi a campaign of that kind? It is perhaps an interesting Goincidenae 
that in a manifesto issued by one M. N. Roy from Berlin, addressed 
to the Congress, the destruction of the Councils from within was placed 
as one of the items of the prog^rome, the other item including the 
aanulment of all debts, the confiscation without compensation of all 
land, and class warfare. I do not for a moment accuse the leaders of 
the Swaraj party of intending to carry out the other items of the pro- 
gramme. But, Sir, what 1 do say is that, if an intensive campaign 
is started in Bengal, circumstances will be too strong for the Swaraj 
party, they will l)e unable to stop it. It is obvious that the logical 
se()uel to throwing out the budget by this Council is a campaign for the 
non-payment of taxes. In Bengal, Sir, that cam|)aign can only have one 
result. It must at once be deflected into a camimign for the non-pay- 
ment of rent, because the average agriculturist and people living in the 
district do not pay direct taxes. But they do i)ay direct rent. In 
spite of all the endeavours of Babu Anilbaran Hay, who stated the 
other day that tlu' Swaraj jiarty would endeavour to prevent disorder — 
in spite of that, circumstances will be too strong for them. If they sthi't 
that (^amjmign they will almost inevitably bo faced with a cam]mign 
for the non-iwyment of rent. I have little hojie that anything I siiy 
will influence those who have come to the Council with the detei ini- 
tiation to wreck the constitution so fur as it lies in their |K>wer. But 
I will venture on a jirophecy and that is that many of those who will 
vote to-day for throwing out the budget will he very glad of the protec- 
tion of the |>olice in the years of disorder which they are doing their 
l>esi to inaugurate.

Kumm SHIB SHEKHARESWAR RAY: I move that the demand 
for Rs. 1,65,300 under the head “ 26. — Presidency Police — ('Calcutta 
Police — Paj of Inspectors ” Ih» reductnl by Rs. 41,325. 

Before I enter into details of this particular demand 1 think I 
should place before the House the jreneral remarks made by the 
Retrenchment (’ommittw on the (’alcutta police force. Sir, in para* 
frraph 179 of the Retrenchment ('ommittee’s Ro|>ort, we find alM)ut the 
Calcutta pfdice the following remarks — 

The PoHoe Force is too large and too scattered. The Police Force of 

QIaagow numbers 2,000 and it should not he necessary to maintain a force of mom than 
2t times that nurnlwr for Calcutta. We have not up-to-date figures of the Police Forres 
of Bombay and Madras cities, but those that are available sliow that in reference to area 
and population the Calcutta staff is the highest. 

Perhaps the House is aware thot the Retrenchment Tommittee was prc- 
.sided over by Sir R. N. Mookherji and consisted of iSir (’amplndl 
Rhodes, Mr. S. N. Mallik and Rai Abinash (’hundra IWierjcn* Bahadur. 
They are all loyal and most moderate people and not extremists and 
their report, I bej? to submit, was unanimous. They have dealt with 
inspectors to which my amendment refers in fjora^raph 192 of their 
re|K>rt. Commenting on the sudden inerease of the numWr of inspec- 
tors in 1921 they remarked — • 

Wo think that the increase has been too generous and that the number of Inspectors 
shottld not exceed 10 per cent, of the oomhined strength of Buh-lnspectors and 
Sargeanta. 

In 1914, Sir, that is in the pre-war days, we employed about 2M inspec- 
tors in the Calcutta isdice. This numbc*r continued till 1920 when 
suddenly the numlier was doubled and the budffet of thot year pro- 
vided for 56 inspectors, and the reason for this increase is given by the 
Retrenchment Committee as follows: — 

We have been in/ormed that this large increase*’ was mwle in order to provide e 
esfeer for the o E toere of the Force. 
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These are very peculiar reasons for saddling the taxpayers with incmBed 
expenditure, and in this connection it is important to rmnember that 
every superfluous officer costs, in addition to his pay, a large recurring 
sum for his accommodation, for an Inspector of Police in Calcutta is 
entitled to a fn^e house allowance in the town. Then comes his innu* 
inerahle allowances, costs of his kit and charges for his orderlies. Sir, 
the committee have recommended that the number of inspectors should 
not exceed 15 jier cent, of the combined strength of sub-inspectors ami 
sergeants. The total number of sub-inspectors and sergeants in 
(?ah;utta excluding si)ecial departments is about 243, and 16 per cent, 
of this niimlH*r is ulsmt 30. But the next year’s budget for which this 
demand is made provides for 51 inspectors. I thert‘fore by my amenTl- 
inent propose a rediK’tion of 25 j)er cent, in the demand which will 
bring down the number of ins|S‘ctorH to 39» a mimlK^r whieb even ex- 
ceeds the (/ommittee’s recommendation by 5. The Government deci- 
sion in the matter is disupiKHiiting. They say that an examination 
has Ihmmi made of the duties on which each insiK‘ctor is employed and 
it is found tluit the numl>er cannot reduced without loss of efficiency. 
I do not know in what resjK»ets the |»olice have bc^eome more efficient 
since 1918 after the doulding of the numl)er of insi^ectors. At least 
that is still a invsferv to us. If the force could l>e managed with 
efficiency with half the present number of inM|)e(dors in 1918, I abso- 
lutely fail to understand why 15 ]>(*r cent, incrc^ase now, as proposed by 
me, cannot also maintain the same efficiency. From my i>ast exjjeri- 
enc«» of the elasticity of the Government deimrtments, I can further 
assure the l!ous<» that if my amendment is carried to-day it will not in 
the least affect the effieieney of the jxdice force in (^dcutta. I there- 
torcc^ commend my amendment to the acceptan(^e of the House. 

Th® Hun’bl# Sir HUGH STEPHENSONS In justice to those niom- 
hc>irs of the House who are pre|Mired to discuss the budget as it is, I 
wish to give (juite briefly the reasoiis why it is impossible to carry out 
the Kumar Sahib’s recommendation. It is admittedly based on the 
recommeiidufion of the lUdnuichment Committee. The Retrenchment 
CemmittiH ’s recommendations are made in one paragraph and they do 
n<il go into the ()U08tion at all Ix'yoiul saying that “ We have been 
iiifomml that this larg«* increase was made in order to provide a caret*r 
for the offict^rs of the forf^.” They also say “we think that the 
increase has Ihmui t(»o generous and that the numl)er of insyiectors should 
not exctHMl 15 jwr cent, of the comhine<l strength of sub-inspectors and 
sergeants. It will 1 h» remembered that last year, discussing (be 
qm^tion of the lU'trenchnient Committee’s proposals, as regards the 
pidice, I ixnuted out that, owing to the method adopted by the Retrench- 
ment Otunmitiee, it was impossible for Government to accept their 
recommendation without the fullest examination. We do not know who 
inh>nned the Retrenchment Committee of thiS) wo do not ki^w what 
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tikvj^ the Beirencluneiit Committee took to inveatigate the question «• 
to how many inspectors were necessary for Calcutta. As regards the 
16 ipat cent, we do not know on what it Is Wsed. It is merely a figure 
in the air for which no justification has Wn put forw^ard. In Bombay 
the actual percentage of insjiectors, sergeants and sub-inspectors is 
33 per cent., which is considerably over our jiercentage. Well, Sir, it 
is quite true that in 1914 and in 1920 a considerable addition was made 
in the nuinl»er of insiiectors but the mover has omitted to state that a 
corres]>ondiiig nunil>er of w^rgeants and sub-ins|HH‘tors was redm^d 
and I- think the House will agree that, although it has Wn put by the 
mover it would Im* unjustifiable 

Kurntr 8HIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: May 1 interrupt for a 
moment, Sir 1 submit that the numlaM' of sub-insivctors and ser- 
geants has not IxH'n decreaH<‘d. I find that in 1914 there were 81 sul>- 
iiisjjectors and in 11122-23 tliere were 100. As regards serg<‘ants 1 find 
that in 1914 there were 186 and 1922-23, 162. So I submit that there 
has Wn no decrea.so in the numlx'r of these officers.

But as it is apparent that we have little regard for 
many hoary iiistitutions and ideas now, 1 hope Sir Hugh Stephenson 
will excuse us if ive are disposed to show less regard for the hoary shil)* 
holeth underlying such arguments for the rt^teniioii of sergeants on a 
large scale. Sir, what we contend is this: that if Indians can fill with 
distinction the higher posts in the Police Service — |M»sts of Superinten- 
dents and Deputy Superintendents 1 cannot umlerstand why the humbl- 
er duties of sergeants cannot l>e discdiaiged and dischargiul well — by 
the India ns, I mean trained and qualified linliiins. We know. Sir, 
thal ( alrntta, being a large port is freqnenied hy foreign sailors and 
it is also a refuge for many foreign criininals. That may he the case. 
But, Sir, there are many couiihies in th(‘ woihl which have go< large 
jMJits friHjuenfcd hv foreign sailors and large jifics where many foreign 
(‘liniinuls congregate, yet th(»se counliii's do not entertain such an im- 
|Hute<l agency to deal with such clcmcnfs. Undci thcs(‘ ciHiiiiistaiices 
I Is'g to submit that our <‘ou!itrv should not he made an exception in this 
case. Indians, 1 am (piite sure, will 1m* ahh* to ilischarge this W(»rk as 
cfliciehtly as s«*rgcants ami ceitainly at a h‘ss co'it, and therefore 1 pro- 
p<*se to reduce this item of expciidituer hv half. 

Mr. NISITH CHANDRA SENS 1 do not sup|>osc 1 am absolutely 
dense, hut 1 fiiiid it veiy ditfo ult to discovci why the Hoii’ble Sir Hugh 
S(e))heii*^oit brought in the name of Mr. M. N. lto^\^ in introducing the 
grant to the police budget. 1 noticed his saying that it was a curious 
(•(‘incidencf- that one of the items in Mr. M. N. Hoy's manifesto (Muncid- 
e<l with the programme that has been adopted hy this (’ouncil, namely, 
obstruction from within the Council. Perhaps Sir Hugh is not a vora- 
cious reader of newHpajM'rs or lie iIim's not lake much notice of the deli- 
berations of the Congrt'HH ; if he did, he would have known that as early as 
1917 at a special session of the Congress in Calcutta when the question 
of entry into the Council was di.scusscd the leader of the Swaraj party 
even then pnqK>He<l that noii-co-oj>eralio!i should take the form of oli- 
striu'tion within the Council, so that it is not the leader cf the Swaraj 
party who has borrowed the idea from Mr. M. N. l?oy, hut {lerhaps it 
was the latter who borrowed from the formerT It is a coincidence 
that Mr. M. N. Roy's manifesto was issued long after this was discuss- 
ed in Calcutta, Now, there is an idea in the minds of the members of 
Govei iimeiit us well ns of many Europeans that w'«* arc against having 
the police in this country. Nobody knows lietter than we do that the 
jwlice force is one of the vital forces w'hich are necesHury for the gfXMl 
government in every country. We are not opposed to the 
pdiee force, hut what we do want is a stnmg, efficient and honest 
police force; we do not want a pampered sen* ice, pampered not 
only with rejgard to their pay and pros^HHls but pampered 
also with power. Any one who has to do with the police

knows that in this country the police are the pampered children of the 
Government. You will notice this that whereas there is no anxiety to 
give htmse or quarters to Deputy Magistrates or other ofBcers, who are 
equally u limb of Government, or even to the Civil Serviot, the Govern- 
ment is always anxious to provide the police officers with quarters. If 
you want mosquito curtains, it must be for the police, as if the other 
subordinate officers of Government are never bitten by mosquitos. At 
the same time everything must be done by the police — it is this which 
we object to. We are not against providing comforts to the police, but 
we want tlu» police to be provided with the same comforts that we do 
give t(» the postal and civil court peons. Why should they be specially 
favoured by Government P Why should not the other Government 
servants be given equal facilities? They are not more important than 
postal peons or telegraph peons. Let it not be thought that we -are 
against providing comforts to the pi>or constables. If we are going 
to provide houses and quarters 

The HoffMe Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: Das it anything to do with 
the pn>viflion for pay of sergeants? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I prefer that we should take up the whole matter 
now us it will save time. 

Mr. NISITH CHANDRA SEN: Now the IlonTde Member objects 
to my talking generally. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Not generally, because y<m were discussing the 
mosquito curtains, 

Mr. NISITH CHANDRA SEN: That is an instance of the (Mimper- 
ing of the police only. I cannot touch on that restdution as yet but when 
the time comes I will do it. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Y o\i cannot make a second speech about the mos- 
quito (‘urtains. You can discuss it now. 

Mr. NISITH CHANDRA SEN: 1 must obey your ruling. 

What I do say is this; we always find that a grant is asked for the 
indice in all Hha|>e aud form. Now, take the question of sergeants. 
Lost * year this vei^ question came up and we had to find 
money h»r many highly ]>aid sergeants in Calcutta. The Hon*ble 
Member said at that time that Calcutta being a port w^here people of all 
nationalities congregated, it was neee.s8ary to have a large number of 
police sergeants. 1 could understand this, if the police sergeants were 
always employed for that purpose, that is to say, keeping guard over 
criminal of different nationalities who congregate in Calcutta. Aa a 
matter of fact we find that |»olice sergeants were usually kept tor in- 
offensive people. We find a large number of them walking along the 
corridors of the High Court; we find an equally large number peram- 
bulating in the Council premises. 1 take it that although there are 
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numbers al different nationality bore they do not want watching ever 
Tery much. At any rate 1 do not think that we want protection in these 
preioises. However, these sergeants can easily be done away with; 
they can easily be replactMl by ordinary constables. I think all of ns 
are very peaceful citisens and we shall olwy the direi'tion of a constable 
jnst as much as the direi'tion of a sergeant. I am giving an illustratitni 
as to how these highly paid officers are employed on work which can 
be equally well managed by a subordinate staff. Now as my friend 
Kumar Shib Shekhareswar Hay has p<unted out from year to year we 
find an increase in the number of police .sergeants; we have yel to l)e told 
what the increased duty has been since 1914. Any <me who goes to 
cinemas and theatres will find that there again a large number t)f police 
sergeants congregate, I do not kn(»w whether they go there to see the 
tamasha or to ccmtnd the crowd. They are also found usually in the 
European quarters where, I suppose, the gentlemen are nu>re amenable 
to law and order. I can understand their bidng at Hurrabaxar where 
they are badly wanted t(» check goondaism, that is just the place for 
sergeants. We find them in Thowringhee and Park Street, where our 
highly civilized friends live. I am sure they will repudiate the charge 
that they arc more offensive than the Indian population and that they 
require watching in the interest of law and order. 1 do not know what 
the Hoirble Member’s answer this time will be, but I do hope that ho 
will make (Uit a case and show us by facts and figures why sued) a large 
number of i>olice sergeants are reipiired. Another placi* where they are 
u.sually empbiyed is the Port (’ornmissioners’ ferry ghat. There again 
you have the daily passengers who are walking to th(‘ boats or landing 
from the boats on their way to offices. That is u j)lace where sergeants 
are hardly necessary. A pahratrallah is (juite capable of doifig the busi- 
ness th<*re that is done by a sergeant. In a po(»r <’ountrv where (Jovern- 
ment cannot find money for useful work, is it necessary to employ highly- 
piii 4 l sergeants to d(» the work of ordinary (Minstables and if my friends 
do admit that they are not necessary, I hope they will not make it a 
party question, and that they will not vote merely at the bidding cd 
their piiity but that they will vote on reasonable grounds. 

I find here a member who sat on the Iletreiichment thunmittee, I mean 
Rai Abinash ('handra Panerjee Hahadur, who himself said that ^lere 
nought to be retrenchment in the police sergeants, gladly walking into 
the other lobby and 1 hope that the memf>ers who accuse us <if voting 
at the bidding of the Swaraj leader, and of c<»urse w’e deny this, will 
sometimes act up t(» their prim'iple and vote at the bididng of their 
constience and in accordance with their written statements in reports, 
and not vote merely al the bidding of the (jovernment whips. 

Bitel AKHIL CHANDRA DATTAl Is there any Government whipf 
To whom does my friend refer? 

Mr. FREBIOENTs 1 do not know. 1 know nothing of any whips. 
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Mr. W, L. TRAVERSt Hr. Sen drawe on hio own imagination. 

Dr. H. W. B. MORENOi I cannot allow to pass unchallenged 
some of the remarks made by Mr. Nisith Chandra Sen as regards the 
ptdice force. He spoke of the force as being pampered by Government. 
Sir, there are several Anglo-Indian gentlemen working as sergeants in 
the police service. From personal conversation with them I know that 
far from being pampered, they are running the risk of their prospects 
being yearly seriously jeopardised. After all. Sir, it does, not matter 
what other people may say of the police force. When the people who 
are conctuiied themselves grumble about their position, that is the best 
reply that can be given to comments of this nature. Then, again, 
Mr. Sen said that he thought that the High (.’ouii did not require the 
presence of sergeants. If Mr. Sen will go into the history of the High 
(\>urt he will probably know that not very long ago a dastardly murder 
took place in the very precincts of the High Vonri — I believe, the murder 
of Mr. Justice Norman just as he was coming out of the Ctmrt; so that 
for the protection of the Judges some sort (jf adecpmte provision for the 
safety of their lives should be made, and therefore you will require res- 
ponsible men for a work of this kind. Mr. Sen also spoke of sergeants 
wandering on the pantiums where ferries come and go across the river. 
He is, perhaps, aw'are that <»w^ing to order being not properly kept there 
by some of the Indian constables in charge on more than one occasion, 
there has been serious loss of life. Sir, we should not deal lightly with 
this subject. I think that if G<»vernmcnt have to make some sort of 
provision for this purpose they should .see that the provision they make 
is adequate; and I dephue the introduction of racial questions into the 
discussions to contmvert the actions of the (ioveniment. Mr. Sen has 
also said of the members opposite to him, namely, the people on this 
side of the House, that they do not vote according to their conscience 
and c(»nviction. In this <‘onnectioii 1 should like to a.ssure him that sj)eak- 
ing for myself, I have always vote<l according to my conscience arid 
convictions. 

Mr. H. BARTON: I am sorry to take up the time of the House but 
I wonder why the last speaker, that is, Mr. Sen, should have gone out 
of his way when dealing with the poli<’e service to drag in postal and 
telegraph ]H»ons and claim for them that they should l>e equally entitled 
to house accomnuHlation us th(* (sdice sergeants. I am afraid that 
Mr. Sen has been very badly informed, because as a matter of fact, postal 
und telegraph |)eons are provided w'ith quarters w’heii they are available, 
and if not available, they draw house rent allowance in lieu. 

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERdEE: In connection with this 
motion I should like to make one or two observation whidi I feel will 
impress the House that in voting for the refusal of the grants we are 
not actuated by any other consideration than to see the police service in 
this country improved. Sir, the police in this country believe that they 
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are not the serrants iof the peof^e but their nastere. My Iriend, 
Mr. Moreno, has told us that because there happen to be a certain number 
M men whom he describes as Aiif^hwfndian gentlemen as sergeants — 
although I do not agree with him in tlus description of his 

Mr. H. BARTOH: May I rise to a pi>int of onlerP Are nt)t we 
gentlemen P 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Please try to avoid this (piestion, Mr. Baiierjee; 
you need not pursue the matter further. 

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERJEE: Because then' are a c'ertain 
number of Anglo-Indians in the police service their interests are to 
be protected ! It matters not whether the ptdice i>fficers we emphiy are 
European, Anglo-Indian or Indian, we want them to realise an<l appre- 
ciate the fa< t that th(‘y are not the masters of the i)eople but their ser- 
vants. We find in the country a pampered police service — a jwdice 
service pampored hy the (lovernment although it does not at all enjoy 
the confidence of the people. 

Let us come to the question of the Eurof)ean and Anglo-Indian ser- 
geants. I wish to site one instance of their doings at all events as one 
of my reasons for refusing this grunt. We all remember hoa* nearly a 
couple of years ago the ('ivil (luards known in some (|uurters hy another 
name joined the sergeants, hammered the pe(»ple of Entally and inend- 
lessly killed one or two, when they were reejuired to give protection ti> 
the j>eoplc of <he locality. (A VoiCK : They were acquitted.) Yes, the 
men were accpiitted and ac<|uiited — I ilo not hesiiutt* to say — on a 
failure to apjucciate the testimony adduced in the case. 

Dr. H. W. B. MORENO: Is the hon’ble member in order in making 
such a statement, SirP 

Mr. PRESIDENT ; You are a little carried away, Mr. Banerjee. 
I can understand the warmth of your f€»eliiig in a matter which affected 
your constituency hut phnise do not 1k» carried away hy it. 

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: The case is not mb jmlice. 
Sir, and when a ca.se has heen tried in a ('ourt of law and decision has 
been arrived at, 1 think the public or u memluT (d the public are etititled 
to criticise that decision. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: No, Mr. Banerjee. When a man has heen tried 
mud ac*quitte<l under pr<»jK*r form of law and hy a com|»etent (’ourt of 
Justice, I think it is the duty of every meml>er of the public to accept 
that verdict. 

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: I'nless T am out of onler, Btr, 
with due defereiue to the Chair 1 say this that I do not acr*.ept the ver- 
dict as just. That is my opinion and the opinion of my countryman, 
although the opinion of Europeans may be the reverse. Though the 
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jury con»iflt€<l of a majority of Indians I say, Sir, that the jury gave 
a perverse verdict. 

Mrt H. BARTON: But they were Indians. 

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERJEE: There are perverse Indians 
just as there are just Europeans and Anp^lo-Indians. In view of what 
I have stated I exh(»rt my friends, whether bi*long:inff to the Independent 
or the Swaraj party — in fact all who are friends of India, to vote 
against this demand. 

Dr. H. W. B. MORENO: tin a point of personal explanation, was 
the last speaker in order in doubting that the Anglo-Indian sergeant is a 
gentleman ? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I am not going to allow you to re-open that 
matter, 

tHAH 8YED EMDADUL HAQ uIno Hjtoko in licnHi the trauHia- 
tion of which is as follows:* - 

Much has Ihhui said by tlie previous sjK*akcrH on this motion so 1 
do not like to go over the same ground again. Persrmally Bi>eaking 
I do not see there is any marked diffen‘nce between European 
sergeants and the liulian constables. Ileiu'e there cannot be any justi- 
fication for such an ifi< reu.Me in the Euro|H*an sc*igenats’ |>ay. It is for 
this reason that the (J(»vernment are losing the confi<lence of the people. 


The Hon*ble8ir HUGH 8TEPHEN80N: With regard to the speech 
of Mr. Nisith ('handra Sen I should like to point out that it does not 
make the slightest difference the argument I adduce when introducing 
this budget whether Mr. (’. 11. Das or Mr. M. N. Roy originated the 
idea. It is entirely immaterial as to whose idea it is. 

As regards Mr. A. V. Banerj<H'*s speech I decline to aci’ept the view 
he takes of the Entally o<‘currence. 

For the rest I am sure the mover will pardon me if in view of the 
stuUunent he made at tlie iH'ginning of the budget debate and of the 
fact t>f the absence on their side of any intention of basing their vole on 
the budget as a whole i>n reasonable grounds I decline to be drawn into 
a discussion which, I think the House will agree with me, will be futile.

Kuimr SHIB SHEKHARESWAR RAY: I move that the demand 
for Rs. 46, (MK) under the hea<l 26A.

This cut refers to only a small iK^rtion of the hu^rc demand, namely, 
uUnit Rs. 1,50,000, requirt»d for the maintenance of a magnificent branch 
of the Calcutta jiolice w'hich, in this hall, was once characterised as an 
equestrian api>eiulage to the ('ulrutta iK>lice force. In plain language, 
it means the C’alcutta mounted police. It now consists of abou^ 60 
horsemen Imth Indian and Eui-opean. We do not know what their 
duties are, but they may lie seen on the Strand Road near almut the 
Eden Cardens in the evenings taking exercise on their stately horses 
and sometimes galloping after a motor car which might have met with 
the misfortune of having one of its electric bulbs damaged. Prior to 
1922, we had a small sectii»n of the mounted imlice in Calcutta consist- 
ing of about 18 sowars. Their .services were utilised in controlling big 
crowds at the football matches and the race-course. In December, 1921’, 
when despite their prohibition, we were having innumerable non-eu- 
operation meetinga, in Calcutta, the Hon'We Sir Henry Wheeler, the 
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Member in Charge, suddenly hit upon the idea of diapenaing thoae 
naMdings with the help of mounted p^icemen. Only 18 aowara, of 
wiMMn the force then consisted, were found too small to cope with the 
new occupation which was found for them. He at once brought a 
supfdementary demand l)efore the Council to give about 40 more men 
and horses as a temjwniry measure.

Subsequently, in July, 1922, after n lecture from His Exndlency, the 
official ingenuity made us eat the humble pie. and gocnl l>oys as we 
were in those days we |xisse<l the grant.

Tn the nature of the traffic in Calcutta, the 
mounted police is not essentially necessary for the safety of the town. 
It mav he of some .service during the football wnmon to ke<q> the large 
crowds und<T control, hut certainly that does not justify n recurring 
expenditure of Rs. 1,50,000 annually from our general revenues. What 
T therefore suggest is that on surh oenssions if it lx* found nhsolufelv 
neeessarv', the service*, mav he utilisful of His Excellency’s Bodygiiard 
who have practically no work t(» d«> on OO.*! out of 005 days in a year. 
Til is will. T an» f.iire, give them some work as well as a litth* luxilthy 
exercise. 

Tht Hofi’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: The same remarks I lyive 
made on a previous occasion apply to this motitm also and even the 
extraordinarilx inaccurate s|peech of the mover will not tem|>t me to 
expose the inaccuracies.

Mfa PRESIDENT: Certainly not. 

Babu SATYENDRA CHANDRA MITRA: Before ,>assinK your 
opinion as to whether I showed any lack of responsibility, I respect- 
fully request that you will hear what I have to say. The reason why 
after I demanded a division I did not vote is that I’did so on principle, 
as some Muhammadan members were then saying their prayers. I 
believe the British Government have accepted the freedom of wligious 
practices, and as true Muhamnuidans are law-abiding they are also 
loyal to (Jod. It is strictly enjoined on every Muhammadan to say 
his prayers at certain times and 1 exixict that my Muhammadan 
brethren will Ik? allowed to say their prayers in jirojK^r time. On that 
principle, therefore, I did not vote. Otherwise I would have been very 
glad to vote. ^ 


Mr. PRESIDENT: I quite understand your jwsilion and accept 
what you say. I must now make clear once for all my jHMitlon with 
regard to this matter about prayers. My predecessor in the office 
President was an orthodox Muhammadan gentleman. It was 
through his instrumentality that the adjournment for 16 minutes take, 
place every evening at sundown in order to enable Moslem mewbers 
to say their evening prayers. During the whole time the Nawab Sahib 
was in the Chair not one Muhammadan member even reisml the queSion 
of having a further adjournment. When I succeeded to the Chair, I 
carried out the system of adjournment introduced by the Nawab Sahib 
«nd from the moipent the system was introduced up to the tiresent 
no question has been raised of having a further adjournment. I desire 
further to say that I made inquiries and found that one and only one 
Mubansmadaii member was upstairs in the prayer room. 


SHAN BYED EMOAOUL HAQ addressed the Council in BengaB 
about the adjournment for prayer. 
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Mr. PRESIDENTS That is a very long speech, Shah Sahib. How- 
ever, I will Ask the Deputy President to make a statement; he is a 
Muhammadan and is entitled to answer you. 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT (Major Hassan Si^aMrardy ) : I have 

only just arrived, but I gather that there is a demand for the adjourn- 
ment of the House for the Asar prayer. 

Mr. C. R. DAS: There is no demand for adjournment. 

Kumar SHIB 8HEKHARESWAR RAY; We wanted that the 
members who are at prayer might be permitted to vote without being 
in the Chamber. 

Mr, PRESIDENT; You recjuested me to adjourn taking the division. 
That is an adjournment of the business of the House. 

Kumar SHIB 8HEKHARESWAR RAY; Those persons who are 
outside the Chamber offering their prayers should be allowed to 
vote after finishing their prayers; that was the alternative suggestion. 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT; A similar request was made to me a 
few days ago when I w'as in the Chair. I did not make a statement to 
the members of the House then; 1 shall make u statement now. The 
time of the Asar prayer extends from 4 o’clock to sundown and any 
member who wishes to say his prayers can easily leave the House for 
that purjiose. There is no /prohibition on the part of the Council 
authorities in this direction, but for the whole business of the House 
to be adjourned and a division held up several times during the course 
of the day is not j>08sible. W’e have an adjournment of the House for 
prayers, as everyone know^s, and there is enough time allowed then for 
the Muhammadan members to say their Matjhrah prayer. The time 
occupied by tin* .l.'for prayer is very short, as 1 told one or two members 
on the lust occasion, and I do iu»t think that the business Of the House 
should l>e brought to a standstill unless all the Muslim meml)ers wish 
to say their prayers in a lK)dy. People who are very keen about saying 
their i>rnyers and are also tHpially keen about worldly affairs, 
remind me of the words of Mowlana Kumi — Ham Klu^a Khahi-o-Ham 
Du§ia-i-Dooi\. In Khayal ast-o-Mohal ast-o-Janun — “You want God 
and jnirsue the knowledge of truth : you also run after this mean and ^ 
wicked world. It is an imywssibility. It is a delusion and madness.’' 

I think my friend the Shah Sahib will agree with me. 

Mr. C. R. DAS; May I make a statement ? 

Mr. PRESIDENT! Yes, Mr. Das. 

Mr. C. R. DAS; I think there is some misapprehension with regard 
to the question raised. It is not that we wanted an interval. It so 
happens that at a ]iarticular hour a Muhammadan member is entitled 
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-Id offer his prayers is his hounden duty to say his prayer. It jxmt 
before a division a Jnuhammadan member sits down to say his prayers, 
and if a division is called for at that moment, is it a veiy unreasonable 
request to make to the President of the House that the taking of votes 
should be carried on in such a manner that it might not interfere with 
the religious practices of Muhammadans, that he may not suffer by 
reason of his being at prayer in any wayP That is the whole question; 
it is not a question of interval or adjournment; it is just ns if a man 
eannot go through (he ** Aye ” or “ No lobby, and his vote is taken 
in the Chamber. When a member is engaged in prayer, there ought 
to be some power in the President to arrange matters in such a way that 
his vote may be taken. We are not following the procedure of the 
House of Common.s in every respect, hut there is such a thing as 
commonsense and reason, and I do protest most emphatically against 
the disability created by this procedure again.'^l the Muhammndana 
saying their prayers according to their religion. 

The Hon’ble Mauivi A. K. FAZL-UL HUQ: If you will jx nuit me 
to stiy a few words, 1 may mention that as has htM*n ]K)inted out by 
Major Suhrawardy, the time for the Asar prater at the pr<»Si*nt season 
of the year extends from 4 to G o’clock, and within these two hours we 
can go and offer our prayers which takes about 5 minutes. In this 
particular case, I thouglit this was an opjiortune time for mo to go and 
say my jirayers; I went and about half a dozen of my friends followed 
me. I hud just finished, when I heard the division bell ringing and I 
ran into the ChamlKU’, hut my friends who Imd already lH*gun to say 
their prayers could not leave. I think that in this partii’ular case it 
is rather hard on the memlHUs of the House who wer<‘ already saying 
their prayers, that they should be shut out from the privilege of voting. 
It is very difficult when many divisions are taken in tlTe course of an 
hour for a member to auticiimte when a division will U* takc^i and 
those of ray friends who went to say their prayers hml no imlication 
that a division would l)e called at that time. However, 1 upjx^al to all 
my friends to forget this unfortunate incident that has happened, 
because I understand there was no intention on the ixul of the Presi- 
dent or anyone else to deprive any member of the privilege of his vote. 
The less said about this unfortunate incident, the lad ter. • 

Mr. PRESIDENT: We now have it that the ja^riod for saying the 
Asar prayer extends from 4 to G o’clock; it will therefore 1x3 obvious 
that it may ver> well happtMi that we shall have a constunf flow of 
Muhammadan members saying their praters from 4 to G o’clock. I 
cannot be exjiected to know when u division is (^alled that there are 
Muhammadan meinliers saying their prayers. It is not ixissible for 
me to know this; and I cannot bold a division uj> on the mere chance 
that some of the Muhammadan memWrs arc saying their prayers. 1 
think it must be plain to the Council, if I am asked to hold up a division,

However, if members when calling a division will be good enough to 
satisfy themselves that there are no Muhammadan members in the 
jjrayer room — I cannot be expected to know this — it will help a grwit 
deal, because once I have begun to take a division, I cannot adjourn it 
or postpone it. ITie obvious way is for the debate to be continued a 
little longer by having a speaker or speakers ready so that when the 
division is called it can be taken when nobody is sa^jing his prayers. 

Mauivi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: It was brought to the 
notice of the President that a member was saying Eis prayers. Thia 
sort of thing has not taken place on several occasions during the past 
two or three months. Since I am here, I think only on one or two occa- 
sions such a thing has hapj^ened and it was brought to the notice of the 
President. As in the case of TTmesh llabii, I think it would be better 
if the President would allow the meml)er who may at the time of the 
divison l)e offering his prayers to have his vote recorded on his return 
to the^Chamber. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: There is a great difference between the two cases. 
Umesh Bnbu is sitting in the House and his vote is taken here, but 
when a menilK*r is outside the Chamber, it is not possible to have his 
vote recorded ; I cannot possibly agree to that. Members must be in the 
House when a division is taken. I must In? ]>erfectly sure that the 
mein ber whose vote is taken has gone through the lobby.

It will l)e apjxirent. Sir, from the amount of the cut proposed by 
my aiiK ialment that it is not my intention to press this amend- 
ment to a division and create further ditficulties in the Council. My 
intention is to bring to the notice of the House the huge sum that 
we annually pay as house rents ff)r the accommodation of the police 
in Calcutta. lt<\sides these huge recurring grants, every year we 
spend something like 7 or 8 lakhs of rupees, an amount which, though 
of a non-recurring character, has become an annual demand, as every 
year we find some building or other being put up as being of immediate 
necessity for which fumls mint U* touiid. Thus we siiend about 12 
lakhs a year on building activities in the Police Department from 
our current revenue. My suggestion in this connection is that instead 
el spending such big sums from our revenues, we should go in foi 
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« loan for the parpoae' of police buildings in CalcutU for which a 
nitable sinking fund can be found from a portion of the aum which 
are annually spend at present on police buildings under construcfiun 
and house rents. 

[At this stage the Hon’ble the President left the Chamber, and 
the Deputy President took the Chair.] 

The Hon*ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: The Kumar Sahib and 
the Retrenchment Committee are perfectly correct that our rent bills 
are extravagant and the only way of reducing them is to build houses 
of our own and thereby cutting down rents. I shall therefore claim

to provide funds for the construction of police buildings- in Calcutta.

Kumv SHIS SHEKHARESWAR RAY; “ That the demand for 
Rs. ;!I,65,100 under the head ‘ 26A.-- Presidency Police,’ be redueed by 
Rs. 40,300.” 

Babu HEMANTA KUMAR SARKAR asked in Bengali for ja-r- 
mission to address the Council in Bengali. 

•ir. DEPUTY PRESIDENT: Hemauta Babu, you are not entitled 
to speak in Bengali; you must speak in English. You are not one 
ci those whose Pame is on the list as being permitted to speak in 
Bengali 
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[Continuing in Bengali Babu Hemanta Kumar Sarkar asked wliat 
bis punishment would be if he addressed the House in Bengali.] 

Mfi DEPUTY PRESIDENT: Then you will have to sit down. 

The member then resumed his seat. 

SHAH SYED EMDADUL HAQ moved that the demand of 
Rs. 26,800 under the head “ 26B. — Superintendence — Inspector-General 
and Deputy Inspector-General ** be refused. 

He addressed the Council in Bengali. 

The Hon’ble Sif HUGH STEPHENSON: Sir, this particular pro- 
vision is with regard to the pay of the Deputy Insf)ector-General who 
happened to bo recruited in India. I hope the Shah Sahib will with- 
draw his motion. 

The motion was, by leave of the Council, withdrawn. 

The following motion was called but not moved: - 

Babu MANMOHAN NEOCI: “That the demand of lls. 15,000 
for training allowanre under the head * 20B.— Superintendence ' be 
reduced by Rs. 8,750.” 

PRAMATHANATH BANERJEAs I move that the demand 
of Its. 1,97,500 under * Detailed A('count ^o. 2()B. — Su|K*iintendence ” 
l>e reduced by Rs. 1,00,000, 

I h<* total ('ost under this head comes uj) to tin* huge figure of 
Rs. 3,83,000, nearly 4 lakhs of rupees, and this sum is utilised in paying 
the salaries of one Insi>ector-Oeneral, five Deputy Ius|>ector8-General, 
two other gazetted officers, besides the Registrar, clerks and servants, 
and there is also a steam-launch establishment and there are travelling 
allowance and hill allowances and various other allowances. The ques- 
tion now is- “ Do we get gotal reiuni for this amount?'' It seems to 
me that the principle adopted in the Police Department is too much of 
superintendence and too little of actual work. While there are these 
highly-paid officers seeing through files, disposing of case after case 
in their office room, crime goes on undetected in the country. The 
time has come when such a .state of things should be put a stop to, 
and the request which I make is a very modest one. I want a cut 
of one lakh of rupees out of a demand of 2 lakhs, and I hope the Council 
will carry this motion. 

Ril HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI : I beg to support the motion 
moved by Dr. Pramathanath Banerjea. The Retrenchment Copmittee 
recommended that under the head “ 26.— Police ” there should be a 
out to the extent of about a lakh of rupees so far as the pay of the 
Deputy Tnspectors-Oeneral and Assistant Inspeetors-General is con- 
cerned. But as these item.s ai'e placed beyond the vote of this Council 
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•nd yet we cannot allow such an extraTagance to go on. I also propose 
lo reduce the demand under the head “ 26B, — Superintendence ** by a 
lakh of rupees, that to that extent to which the recommendation 
of the Retrenchment Committee goes. That is the only i>oint I wish 
to add in supporting the motion of Dr. Banerjea. 


Babu BORODA PR08AD DEY: 1 beg to support the motion. It 
has been found in the Police Department, as also in all other depart- 
ments of Government, that we have more inspection than actual work. 
Actually the Inspectors and Sub-Insi>ectors are the officeiti whose 
services are requisitioned by the people and who actually render use- 
ful service to the people in their requirements. But we find that 
there are more of exjK*nses for Su|>i»rintendents, Dt'puty Insjiectors- 
General and Iu8{>eotor-General and all those officers who are practi- 
cally the ornamental heads of tlTe department without doing much 
useful work that is exj^ected of them. So I hojx* that this .notion 
will be carried by the House, a.s we find that the Police De|>ai’iment is 
a top-heavy department and it i.s in thi.s Department that the servic^JS 
of the junior officers are the services which arc really needed and 
welcomed by th(‘ p#‘ople. I therefore whole-heart(Hllv support this 
motion. 

Babu JOCINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI: I support the 
motion which has been movcil just now’, and in doing so 1 would draw 
the attention of the members of this House to a |K)int at page 93 
of the bu<lget. Whnt 1 desire to point out is this: this is au item 
on SujK’riiiteiidcMice and the amount of the grant which is asked for 
is Its. I that is only the voted portion of it. Besides this, 

there is another portion under ** Superintendence ” and that is the 
non-voted |K)ition w'hich amounts to Its. 1, 85, (KH). Therefore, in con- 
sidering the question of the amount that is bring demanded fn»m 
this Council of a grant of Its. 1,97,000, and also at the same time 
the question as to whether the motion for reduction is one which 
should be accepted or not, the House will be pleased to remember 
wbat the total amount that is being spent on the head “ Superinten- 
dence ” is, that is, nearly 4 lakhs of rupees. Now, Sir, on a |>oint Bke 
this one cannot forget the fact which has lx*en emphasised year after year 
in this Council as well as outside, namely, the tendency of an enT>rmous 
increase in police expenditure in this countr\. As one of our friends 
just now remarked, one feels inclined to questmn whnt is the return 
that we get from this enormou.s increase in police expenditure. So 
far as the budget is concerned, I do not know whether there will be 
any practical result by our offering any obstruction to the posing of 
any particular item, particularly in this Police budget, because so far 
aa we have seen the tendency in the last Council and in the preaent 
Council, there is hardly anv chance of our advice being accepted by 
Hioae wbo are responsible for the police administration. Certainly 
nobody in this House can possibly question the responsibility of the 
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Government bo far ae the maintenance of law and order is concerned, 
but at the same time one naturally feels inclined to know as to how 
this law and order is being maintained and at what coat to the peoplo 
who pay taxes and supply the revenue for the maintenance of the admin* 
istration of the country. Roughly speaking, so far as I can make out 
there is under the head “ Police ” a voted amount of Its. 1,70,47,000 
ai\d the non-voted portion comes to Rs. 14,21,000, that is to say 
R«. 1,84,68,000 is the total under the head Police.*^ Before the 
Council can be asked to pass their vote on the police grant, one would 
naturally stop to inquire as to whether it would he just and proper 
for the members of this House to vote for the whole amouut that is 
asked for merely because the plea is put forward that the maintenance 
pf law and order requires such an extraordinary expenditure under this 
head. That is a point which we cannot forget, and apart from the 
question as to whether a section of the members of this House feels 
inclined to go on with the policy of obstruction, when you come really 
to consider the question on its merits, these are the points which stand 
prominently out, the points which cannot be left out in considering 
any question regarding fhe pdlice expenditure. Therefore in view of 
all these circumstances, I do hope that the Council will consider whether 
the grant which is being asked for should he passed or not. The 
motion that has been brought forward is really to mv mind a very 
moderate one, viz., that out of the total demand of Rs. 1,97,500 under 
the head “ Suj)erintendence,** curtailment is demanded to the extent 
of one lakh of rupees only. T do not think T need take up any more 
time of the (Vincil hut I support this motion wliole-heartedly and I 
hope the memWrs of this House will carry this motion. 

Babu ANILBARAN RAY" Mr. President, it has been my singular 
fortune or rather misfortune that whenever I have spoken in this House, 
there is somebody who makes use of my speech or any words that I may 
use to have a fling at my jwirty : so I have the greatest hesitation in 
speaking anything here, hut as the subject before us is of the gravest 
importanee, I think T cannot possibly remain silent, hut I shall he 
very careful in my expression. 

Sir, the Hon’hle Sir Hugh Stephenson has spoken to us about the 
Bolshevik bogey, and the Indians, the majority of our people, I may 
assure you, are afraid of Bolshevism, but. Sir, Bolshevists are far away 
from us and their menace is not real, but the menace of fhe police is 
very near us. As we stand out for liberty we find that this police system 
which we are asked to maintain, which we are asked to find funds for — 
this police system, this police administration, has been a great menace to 
our lil>erty, and if you will allow me a few words. Sir, I will explain to 
you what I mean. Now, Sir, whenever we make any attempt to arouse 
the national sentiment or the patriotic feelings in the country, whenever 
we try to make any organivsation to serve the people of our land, we 
always find the police very near us, but when we are robbed by robbm. 
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nAim ve are mordered, when the purity of our sisters apd Mothers ha» 
Ibea tampered with, we do not find the police very near us, I do not 
say that the police are not vigilant — I do not say that the police force in 
India are particularly inefficient — I do not like to bring any speei^n 
charge of corruption against the police as a whole, but my complaint 
is that they are more mindful about the maintenance of law and order 
than about the safety of the people. With the Government under which 
we live, of course, “ the safety of the Republic is (he first law, wn 
understand that. What we object to is the use which is made of the- 
police and the reason is this. The police are not at all responsible to th# 
people. They know that if they serve the interest 4)f the bureaucracy 
and if they serve the int»*rest <»f law and order, whether negligence they 
may show in other directions will be forgiven and they will 
be supported — (A Voice: Promoted”) — and my friend saya 
promoted. But their negligence in other directions or even their 
miw'onduct are not coiisidennl by the bureaucracy sufficieui 
for holding a decent inquiry. This system, this attitude of Government 
causes great corruption in the police and that is to which wc object and 
we should not be a party in supporting such a ptdicc who on account 
of the existing system degenerate themselves and at the same time 
become a menace to the country. It is not only the pe4>plc who suffer, 
but I may toll you that the persons who join the i>oli(’e force have alw> 
to suffer from the system under which they work. The polii e are trained 
in such a manner that the noble w*niimcnts an' rcioted out from them* 
How hard hearted they are, how they do not respond to the ordinary 
sentiments of the humanity — we ’have had ample proof of these in the 
days of the non-co-operation movement. We have seen how the police 
carry out repression without the slightest hesitation against non-violent 
people, and this would not have been possible but for the special train- 
ing they had in the hands of their masters. Sir, do you ask ns to 
support this system to go on? I do not like to take much time of this 
House in dealing with this matter about which the feeling in this country 
is very keen, Y(ui say the police are for the safety of the peojde, hut T 
can tell yf»u that the j»eople are not fond of the police. 'riH‘y know that 
the police are to pi event datoities, miinlers and any breach of peace 
and still why are they so afraid of the police? You do not know how 
the villagers live in a reign of terror. I admit that the police has*im- 
proved to a certain extent in recent years, hut the improvement has l)een 
on the other side; but as regards our national demand we find there haa 
been no improvement. If you form any organisation, if you try to 
speak freely, if you try to «er\'e your rountrv honestly, you will always 
be the objerd of attention of the police. I say he is a great menace. 
If yon try to check the national aspirations of the people by this arti- 
ficial me^ns of increasing the expenditure on police I will say that is 
not the proper remedy — make the p#dice responsible to the people, mako 
the police feel that the people are their masters, they have to serve the 
people and not the bureaucracy. The other day when 1 spoke about the 
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ctrtiBcial meania of thwarting the natural desire of the people for swaraj 
of independence some members of this House, I find, have interpreted 
my speech as a threat as if 1 threatened the Government and the British 
p^ple and the officials that if you do not submit to our wishes you will 
have to pay for it and that there will be violence in the country. But, 
Sir, my intention was far from that. I would like to explain that if 
there be an outbreak of violence in the country who would be the worst 
eufferers — the j^eople would be the worst sufferers. Don’t we know ' 
about the condition in Ireland? Don’t we know the reprisals taken 
by the police there ? If there is one murder by some misguided person 
we know the sort of reprisal that follow. So, I say in the case of any 
outbreak, we, the people, would be the worst sufferers. According to 
the injunctions of Mahatma Gandhi, we always try to preserve non- 
violence, but this non-violence will not be preserved by en- 
couraging the police in all sorts of repression. And when we find that 
even in the case of misconduct on their part, they are supported, en- 
couraged and pampered, we do not think that that is the proper way 
of preventing violence. Our point of view is that the discontent which 
prevails is due to economic conditions as well as to other reasons one 
o{ which is the desire for liberty that has grown in the people’s mind. 
These things taken together fonii the real danger. The? Government 
should guide this desire for liberty into the proper channel, and if it can 
do this, it will Ik) a wonder in history'. The Government has got that 
chance before it to-day, and in this matter it will get our heartiest co- 
operation. 

[At this stngt' the Uoirble the President n^tiinied to the Chair.] 

8o when we say that by (he present methods you will not be able to 
meet the violence on the part of the people, we do not mean that as a 
threat : that is only a sort of prayer. I conclude by saying that the 
real way of preventing any outburst or any violence in the country is to 
guide the natural aspirations of the people into proper channels and to 
let them have swaraj, their birth right, as soon as possible. The best 
way is to take into confidence the leaders of the people and not to 

flout their advice.

^ Dfi BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: In spite of the charge that has been 
levelled at us that we are not prepared to go into the merits of the sub- 
ject-matter under discussion, I can assure the Hon’ble Member in charge 
that I have made pjitient incjuiries so far as figures go and so far as 
information could bo had from the publications. I tried to find out on 
what j>rinciple the items under this head have been put forward. For 
iustnnce, I find under the first heading there is the voted charge of 
Rs. 25,800. The next under travelling allowance I find an item of 
Rs. 15,000. I find the figure is the same as in the budget estimate of 
1928-24, I do not know what the revised estimate will be — probably 
the figures are not available. The item on which I want infonnatioa 
is in regard to house rent and other allowances. I find in 1922-23 the 
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^•Jiiouiit of Toted house rent and other allowances was Bs. 16,486 and 
Ae non-voted figure was Rs. 700. This year I find that the figures aW 
Be. 3,600 and Rs. 8,400, respectively.* What I should like to know in 
whether there is any principle which guides the Government with regard 
to allowing allowances and house rent to the members of the police 
force, who, as far as I know, live in houses rented by Government fot 
which I find Its. 5,140 has been provided, and secondly, why a portion of 
these allowances, the major portion of these allowances for the next 
year has been put under the non-voted head us against the similar figure 
under the voted head. I have tried to calculate by looking at the Civil 
List and the amount of allowances supposed to be drawn by individual 
ofiicers as mentioned in the Civil List, but the more I tried to calculate 
the more my effort became puzzle. I multiplied, subtracted and added 
but without any avail and I hope the Ilon’ble Sir Hugh Stephenson will 
kindly enlighten the members of the House with regard to these figures. 

Tlw Hofl’blA Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: I hasten to give the 
information which the last speaker has asked for so far as I could 
understand him. I would have been glad to give him the 
information if he had asked for it before. I have already 
explained that the sum of Its. 25,80(1 represents the pay of the 
Deputy Inspector-General who happened to be recnuled oiiginully in 
India. Therefore under the existing rules, this amount comes under 
voted. The travelling allowance of lls. 15,000 is the travelling allow- 
ance of the Inspector-General and the 5 Deputy Inspectors-General of 
this IVovince. Travelling allowance is purely a guess, and, ns has been 
explained to the Council before, during the current year we cut doM*n 
touring very consideraiily, in order to make as much saving ns possible 
under this head. .Vs regards house rent and other allowances, there 
are vartous oHicers who are entitled to fixed house rent allowances. 
The question of division between voted and non-voted is entirely accord- 
ing to the criterion laid down, viz., wliether the actual holder wa» 
recruited in India or not. 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: May I ask a question? Am 1 
to understand that in the year 1922-23 the proportion of European 
recruited officers to Indian officers happen<*d to be as 4 to 1 or 6 to 1 
as against the proportion between European and Indian officer* next 
year which will be 1 to 2. I find Rs. 16,486 has been put down as voted" 
for 1922-23. Am I to understand that the large bulk of Inspector-Gene- 
ral and Deputy Inspectors-General were recruited in India in that year 
against this year ? 

Tha Hon’Me Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: No, Sir, there is no ques- 
tion here of Europeans or Indians. The only question is whether these 
ofiicers were recruited in India or recruited by the Secretary of State 
in England. If they are recruited in England their pay and allowancee 
are non-voted and recruited in India, whether European or Indian, under 
the present practice theiy allowances are voted. 
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Sir, I entirely agree with Babu Jogendra Chandra Chakravorti that 
before the Council vote the demand, they are entitled to raise questions 
upon it, and I think those members who were in the last Council woiUd 
<lo me the justice to say that I have always endeavoured to explain any 
item in the budget either before the budget comes on or during the 
budget discussion. But when, Sir, it is the intention of the members 
of the House who raise these questions to throw out the whole police 
budget which is now before us, they will surely excuse us if we decline 
to take up the time of the House in discussing portions of the budget 
which will disappear along with the whole budget. If they want the 
whole police force to be done away with, which I understand is their 
present attitude, then I do not think that it will be respectful to the 
House to take up its time in discussing a portion of the force which they 
propose subsequently to throw out en bloc. 

With regard to Babu Anilbaran Ray’s speech, it was on more 
general lines, but, Sir, I am in entire agreement with him that the 
police force is not a remedy for unemployment or for discontent: it is 
purely a palliative as long as discontent or unemployment or so forth 
goes on. But if he or anybody else could put forward a scheme, for 
removing middle class unemplyment in Bengal, he would deserve the 
thanks not only of Government but of the whole country, and I am 
perfectly certain that he will have the full co-operation of Government 
in carrying it out. 

The inotifm was then put and a division claimed.

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Bibll AKHIL CHANDRA DATTAs I move that the demand for 
Bs. 53,880 for pay of European constables under the head^ ** 26C. — 
District Executive Force/’ be reduced by Bs. 26,940. 

I find from the White Book that the pay of these European constables 
is Bs. 135 — 175. I also find that a SuWnspector’s pay is Bs. 80 — 130. 
While the Sub-Inspector is to begin from Bs. 80 the European con- 
stable begins on Bs. 135. Assistant Sub-Inspectors, of course they 
are Indians, begin from Bs. 25 whereas the European constables begin 
from Bs. 135. As regards Indian constables they begin on Rs. 16 
rising up to Bs. 20. These figures speah for themselves. I feel 
inclined to say that all this is simply outrageous. It is difficxilt to 
understand why a constable merely because he happens to be a European 
draws Bs. 135 — 175 whereas the maximum pay of a Sub-Inspector is 
only 130. I wonder if the authorities seriously and sincerely believe 
that the work which is done by these Europt'an constables cannot be 
done by the Indian constables? In any case the only moral of this is 
this: here in India it is a disquiilification to be an Indian. I have, 
however, as will upi)ear from the terms of the amendment, not suggested 
that the whole thing should be refused. I have only said that the 
amount bo reduced by half. That is all my contention and if that is 
adopted the result will be that the |>ay of a Eurojx^an constable will be 
about Bs. 70, that is ecjual to the pay of a Rul>-Inspector even after 
this proposed reduction. I, therefore, think that unless blood is thicker 
than water the Euroiiean members wiU accept this amendment. 

Oft PRAMATHANATH BANERJEA: I l>eg to support the motion 
and I do so on two grounds. In the first place I support it on the 
ground of economy. Sir, the European constable costs us ten times 
as much as an Indian constable. In these days when we hear so much 
about e(|uality, is it right that the European constable should take ten 
times the i>ay of an Indian constable? 

In the second placo I support the motion on the ground that the 
European constables not only do not do much work but their behaviour 
is very rude and they are used in oppressing the people. I hope there- 
fore the Council will carry this motion. 

Bfhu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: I also support the motion, simply 
on the ground that at page 94 of the budget I find that Bs. 53,880 is 
the pay of 33 European cx>nstables. Sir, there are 26 districts in Bengal 
and I do not see why there should be 33 European constables in Bengal 
costing u.s Bs. 33,880 annually. 

t TIm Hofl’bto Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: I can hardly acquit the 
mover of the motion of the desire to pull the leg of this House. 
Dr. Pmniathanath Banerjea has said he knows all about these European 
constables — they are used for oppressing the peojde. Therefore, he 
certainly can be acquitted of the desire to pull the leg of the House* 
The hon’ble mover recently, quite a short time ago, asked zne where 
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these men were employed and who they were and I gave him the infor- 
mation that they were sergeants employed in the Bengal mufassal police 
and I certainly thought he fully understood. Now when he tells the 
House that the European constables do the same work as the Indian 
constables do, I think he is trying to- — 

Btbu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: On a personal explanation. 
I never suggested that they do the same work. I said that the work 
that is entrusted to these people can certainly l>e done by Indian 
constables. 

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: That certainly means that 
a portion of their work anyhow can be done by ordinary Indian con- 
stables. 

Well, Sir, in spite of what I have frequently said in regard to 
answering individual itcm.s in this budget by sym|>athy with the ignor- 
ance of a certain jwirt of this House induces mo to try to enlighten 
them on the subject of Euroi>c*an constables. I admit it is a misnomer 
like many of these things, but it has got into the budget and stiekf 
there and no one understands what it means. 

Dr. PRAMATHANATH BANERJEA: Why not remove it ? 

Tha HOfl’Me Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: There are many things 
that are very difficult to remove in India. The KuroixMin constable is 
the counterfxirt of the Enroiiean sergeant in the t’ub utta jK)lico. He 
is employed in the raufassal on certain duties for whicli he is jmrticularly 
adapted. I do not know why it w’us said that it was a curious thing 
that for 26 districts there w’ere 33 Eurojjean constables. I'he Euroi>ean 
constable is not there to run the whole district. He is a man wlu> has 
served his time in the army and has come out with a first class educa^ 
tional certificate and with the rank of a non-commissioned officer. He 
is recruited for certain definite work the main portion of which is drilling 
the armed guards in the districts. I have a list here of how they are 
employed. Four of them are employinl in the 24-Parganus, two in 
Burdwan, two in Hughli, two in Midnapore, seven in Howrah, nine 
in Dacca, two in Chittagong and two in Darjeeling. I think the House 
will realise that this is not a racial question of emjdoying a Eumpean 
where an Indian constable can be employed.

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: I move that tin* demand 
for Its. 1,45,000 under the head “ 2GC. — l)istri(‘t ExiH’utivo Force for 
Police Training School,” W reduced by Its. 50,000. 

If there be one dejwirt merit with regard to which the n^commenda- 
tions of the Itetreiuliment (\)inmitt(H' have Ix'en thrown into the scrap- 
heap it is the Police Department. The Itetrenchment ComnuttiH' after 
considering all the depurtnients recoinmendeil a total reduidion of 
Its. 1,90,00,000. Of thi.s total, the cuts in the Polic<‘ lh*i)urtment 
alone amount to — Its. 26,28,800 under the head Ikuigal Police plu» 
Rs. 8,13,500 — Its- 34,42,300. In other words, the suggested cuts in 
the Police Department form more than one-sixth of the total rtdrench- 
ments covered by their recommondations. But how have* these recom- 
mendations been treated? Well, with the utmost contempt and almost 
wholesale rejection. For the Government could see their way to accept 
reductions to the extent of only 4J lakhs and could give immediate 
effect to cuts amounting to 34 lakhs only. In a word, the Government 
could not accept even one-eighth of the recommendations of the 
Retrenchment Committee with regard to the Police Dejmrtment. And 
this is the Government which is asking us to deal with the police budget 
on its merits. 

Now, Sir, one of the recommendations of the Retrenchment Committee 
with regard to police expenditure was to this effect. In paragraph 140 
of the Report the sane and sober members of the Committee olmerve : — 

In addition to tho Sardah College there were two contablos* training schools, one at 
Ferhampore and the other at Dacca. The Berhampore school was closed in January, 
1922, and it has been decided to close the Dacca school also, tranforring fhe woric don# 
thace to Sardah. The Scuxiah College provides training for assistant superintendents of 
poli<^, deputy superintendents, sub -inspectors, assistant sub-inspectors and oonstables. 

Then, the Committee go on to observe: — 

But apart from the training of oonstables we do not eonrider the expenditure oan be 
Jiutifled in p rese n t conditions. Hie Bombay Government have closed Uietr central 
training ecbool at Nasik od grounds of eoonomy, and we think this is a direction in 
which retrenohment oan legitimately be made. 
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The Committee further say : — 

We have recommended that the coMtablee of the Calcutta Police nhoiild lie traineif 
at Sardah. Until financial condition* juttify it being re-opened we oonMdor that the 
college ihould be cloned except for the training of con»Ublo«. 

Yet we find that a provision of Rs. 1,60,000 has been made for 
police training school and what is more it is proposed to retain for the 
Sardah College a principal with a salary of Rs. 1,150 a month and 
the instructing staff instead of being reduced is going to be further 
strengthened, I therefore propose that the provision for the police 
training school should, in view of the recommendation of the Retrench* 
ment Committee, be immediately reduced by Rs. 50,0(K), und police 
training, I believe, will still have a larger provision for it than what 
was intended by the Retrenchment Committee. 

I have one word more to say in this connection and I have done. 
Last time during the voting of grants when we were repeatedly press- 
ing upon the Government the recommendations of the Retrenchment 
Committee we were taken more than once to task, Sir, for not talcing 
seriously the Government promise for consideration of the recommenda- 
tions of tlio Committee. But now we find, Sir, we were i^erfectl,^ justi- 
fied in our sceptic attitude. For this is at least one of the items of 
police exi)enditure wifh regard to which the Ilon’ble Member in charge 
observed : — 

I may repeat that I hop* wa shall ba able to reduce it still further. 

But what do we find that instead of Rs. 1,60,000 budgeted under 
the head on the last occasion, a sum of Rs. 1,60,(KX) has been provided 
for in the present budget and this is what Government assuranee 

means. 


Mhi DEBI PR08AD KHAITAN: In discussing the budget in ihie 
House we are really in a difficult position because many of the amead- 
ments that have been tabled on the agenda paper are in pursuance of 
the obstructive policy adopted by the Swaraj Party. But, Sir, there 
can be no doubt that some of the motions tabled on the agenda paper 
are due to a desire not to olKstruct Government but a sinoere desire 
effect economy. As regards this motion which is now under discus- 
sion it is supported by the findings of the Retrenchment Committee* 
The Hon’ble the Finance Member in introducing the budget stated that 
the finances of the province are not quite satisfactory having regard to 
the fact that a sum of Rs. 63 lakhs that were remitted to Bengal cannot 
be remitted after the lapse of a year. Government had put forward 
two satisfactory proposals by which they intend to meet this defioi^of 
Rs. 63 lakhs if the remission is not made for the next year. I do not 
know, Sir, what proposal Government has got to effect retrenchment 
and economy and I think that the best course would be to effect 
economy in all directions. As this motion is supported by the Retrench-^ 
xnent Committee, I heartily support it. 
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« M|r. PRCSI DENTS Bejay Babu, will you more your motion No. 573?* 

BNNi BEaOY KRISHNA SOSE: Sir, 1 would like to move it after* 
the voting on motion No. 572. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: It is on the same head and same subject as tbe 
other one. The previous motion is for n partial reduction whereas 
your motion is for the total refusal of the demand. If your motiom 
is carried I shall not put the other motion. 

Babu BEdOY KRISHNA BOSE: My point is that if motion No. 57^ 
is not carried, I may not move No. 573. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Very well, Mr. Bose. 

Mr. W. L. TRAVERS: Several months ago I hud an opiH)rtunity 
of staying three days at the Sardah Training School, and 1 am glad 
to have this opiwrtunity of testifying to the exctdlcnt work that is 
done that school. All those who are under instruction, constables^ 
assfstant sub-inspectors, assistant superintendents, all work very hartii 
nnd very strenuously, both mentally and physically. Now, Sir, during 
the budget debate of the last two days a good deal has been said by 
the members to the effect that the police do not realise their respon- 
sibilities as senonts of the public. Now, Sir, I would like to point out 
that at Sardah there are frequent lectures to instil into the minds of 
the students that their work does not finish at the mere detection or* 
even prevention of crime. They are taught their general duties to 
help the public in every way possible, and especially the poor. The- 
ideal that was placed before the students at Sardah was that of the 
British policeman. There may be some members of this Council who* 
wilbfemember the words of a comic song sung in England a few years 
hack of which the chorus is — " If you want to know the time, ask the- 
policeman.” The words of this song express in somewhat vulgar 
language the general respect and, I mav almost say, affection whiclr 
exist between the public and the policemen in England, and I take it 
that it is the wish of every member of this Council, whatever may be 
his politics, that that ideal of sincere co-operation may in due etturse- 
be introduced into this province also. I wish to declare from what I 
saw in Sardah that there is do doubt that the police school is doing 
good work towards that end. In fact, I saw there and read a fMimphlei 
issued by the police school which laid down the principle that it was* 
one^pf the chief duties of the police to assist the public in every way 
imaginable, and I think I am correct in stating that that psimphlet was 
adopted by the Government of Bengal, printed and sent to every police- 
officer in this jM-ovinco with orders as to the spirit in which the pamphlet 
was to be observed. I venture to remind the members of this House- 
that the good training and education that is being given at Sardah is the- 
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the rough basis of the efficiency of the police force in this prp- 
Tince, and if you are going to take away, decrease that efficiency, it 
will have a disastrous effect, an effect that will be felt by the people 
•of the province, and above all by the poor of the province. I venture 
to suggest that instead of the members moving a reduction of the ^ 
, grant to the police school, they should first of all themselves take 
my example and go to the police school and see the training and good 
Work that is being done there, and I am certain that no reduction of 
the grant for the police school would be suggested which would do a 
;gTeat disservice to the people of Bengal. 

Mr. 8. C. MUKERJI: I would never have got up to speak if it 
were not for the speech delivered by my esteemed friend Babu Debi 
Prosad Khaitan. 1 think we have understood from the very beginning 
*of the discussion on this budget that this budget is not being dis- 
•cussed on its own merits. There is one clear-cut issue before this 
Rouse and that issue is that diarchy must be ended, that the present 
system of administration must be brought to a standstill. , If the 
^budget were discussed on its own merits, there are many here in Miis 
House who would have taken up a different attitude towards the dis-^ 
•cussion of the budget. (A Voice: “ Take it now.” ) No, we aie 
not going to take it. l^et my Swaraji.st friends say that they have 
.given up their own attitude and that they are prepared to take up 
.another attitude; let them come forward and say clearly and frankly 
that they are prepared to discuss the budget on its own merits, and 
•we are prepared to face that issue. So far as that issue is before the 
House, let there be no misunderstanding, no confusion, and let the 
-country know distinctly and clearly that we are discussing thivS budget 
•on one issue, and one issue alone, namely, whether the present system 
is to continue or not. That is the issue before the House and on, fbat 
issue we are voting, 

BMlU BEJOY KRISHNA B08Es I would not have stood up to 
Tflay anything at the pi-esent moment had it not been for the speech 
just delivered by my friend opposite. He is determined to make 
diimself famous, and I am not going to endorse that determination to 
'inak4 him famous, but there is one theme in season and out of season 
which he is mentioning in this Council for the last few days, and 
I believe outside as well, that the Swarajists are determined to end 
•diarchy and therefore whatever resolutions, whatever motion^ might 
be put up for discussion, he would oppose. That shows how obtuse 
my friend is. He will never consider any question on its menta. 
Mere is the police budget upon which hundreds of motions have been 
brought in, and my friend will not consider them on their meiits, 
because some Swarajists have taken him into their confidence and told 
him that we are determined lo put an end to the present system of 
<Jovernment. But, who is that friend, may I inquire? The only one 
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who associates with my friend opposite outside this Council is rayself* 
\ associate with him at Alipore and 1 have never taken him into ray 
confidence. I want to know who is that friend who h# token him 
into confidence and told him that we are determined to do this thing 
and that thing. As fur as I can recall, 1 have brought in 01 motions, 
and I can assure you that I have nevtM- con'Jiiltt'il anylKnly on either 
side of the House on any of these motions since 1 sent them in. I 
would not have said anything, but my friend is determined not to 
consider any question on its merits. My fiieml Mr. Khaitan was 
kind enough to see eye to eye with us in this matter and have referred 
to the reiKjrt of the Retrem hmenf ('ommiHee The arguments 
advanced are unanxwerable, my friend iloe^i not reinle those arguments, 
therefore he make> general obMu vution>. In thm ie|H)rt 1 find that 
as far as the Sardah Scdiool is rtnuvrned, tin* Retreiichmeiit Committeo 
state that it imjmrts discijditie, prunmtes the phxsical ilevelopment of 
recruifs, gives in'-!! lO'tion in law. police procediiie and methods, and 
to European olticeiN in^ti net ion jilst) in the vernacular. 

No\^*, bext to m.\ fnend llabu Akhil Chamha Dattu. 1 ( laim that I 
‘ails' the only menihcr of this House who has intimat»‘ knowledge of the 
jKjlice, Iwtth Jtengal and ('alculta. I do not use it in a ba<l sense; 1 liave 
lieen associated with these |M»opl(‘ for the lust ‘.id years and I can assme 
yen, that so far as disripline is eoiKerioMl, they may Ih‘ very got>d dis* 
ciplinarians belore their su|vriors, they may be very grasl mandiers 
Wfore their sii|H>riors. imt so far as the public is (a)neein*‘d I want to 
know wliere that discipline is. f knou there aie hundred^ id n*MjM*rtable 
gentlemen who would not lodge one word of protest to the ('onslables 
on the streets for fear they would be taken to the* thana and charged for 
attempting to rescue a prisoner, false charges. That is the disr ipline 
imparted at the Sardah School and for that a principal on a puv of 
Rs. 1,150 is employed at Saidah. Wliy not enijdoy deputy su|)erinten- 
dents of police for the purpose of imparting lessons in discipline to these 
constables? As for their instruction in law, J woiihl in\ife Sir Ifugh 
Stephenson to go with me in coqntto into thi' courts in Calcutta an<l 
outside, and watch wliat knowledge of law and procedure is {KHsessed 
by all these suleiiiH|»e(‘tors and court iiispect(»rs ; it is a v(*r\ p<HU know- 
ledge; they are not even go(Hl enough to stand against mukht<*ui#, and 
for that puqxise we are grdng to sjiend several lakhs of mjx'es f(U' the 
purpose of giving in.stniotion in law. 

As to giving instructions to European offieers in the venmcular, I 
have come acros** many auperintendents and assistrtttf superintendents, 
and excepting one or two, T have not met anyone who has got even a 
fair knowledge of the vernacular. They may know Hindi but of tbe 
vernacular they know nothing. Thev have not got such knowledge of 
the vernacular as would enable them to understand and appreciate 
atateraenti. In fact, a knowledge of the vernacular is essential in a 
police offficer, and I can assure the House that even if witnesses moke 
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their statements iu the vemaciiiar, they wauld not bo able to understand 
it thoroughly. Therefore, the sooner this college is closed ^down the 
better. P 

My friend Rai Harendranath Chaudhuri has read certain portions 
from the repoit of the Retrenchment Committee,, but he omitted to read 
the last few lines, and so far as this resolution is concerned, I would 
draw the attention of the House to these few lines : — 

W© do not know what gtaflf will b© nece^ia&ry for thin, but it should be in the charge 
of an ©xfierienced inspe^-tor, or deputy 8’j|)ennt‘ndent, and only the miniinum staff 
necessary for efficieney should be retained. The training required by other ranks now 
attending Sarda may be given in tne diitnr'ts. 

We have heard yesterday from Sir Hugh Stephenson that there are 
dd sergeants, retired military otticers, employed as sergeants in order to 
give tiaiiiing to these constahles in the districts. I believe these con- 
stables do have their training in the districts; therefore, so far as the 
Princijial and ^taff of IMJ insjieetors at Sardali is concerned, they are very 
costly, casting almost Rs. 75,904, and they may be dispensed with and 
the institution closed down. With these words, I supix>rt the motion 
for reduction. 

Tho HOfl’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: (in a iniint of order. Sir, 
may I imiuire whether the menil)er has moved his motion No. 573. 

Mr, PRESIDENT: I guthei irom >oin remaiks, Mr. Bose, that you 
are in favc ir of closing the Saidah College altogether, so you may move 
yiiur amendment as well. 

Bibu BEilOY KRISHNA BOSE: I withdraw the motion that stands 
in my name. 

The following motion was then, b\ leave of the Council, withdrawn : — 

“ That the demand of Rs. 1,45,000 for Police Training Schind under 
the head ‘ 20 C, — Ihstrict Executive Force ’ be refused.” 

Mr. S. C. MUKERJI: May I say a word of [jersonal explanation ? 
My esteemed friend wanted to know wbo are the Swarajist friends who 
t(K>k me into their confidence. My reply is that 1 always associate 
with True and genuine Swarajists and not with those who pose as 
Swarajists. 

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: On a imint of order, is that an 
explanation or an abuse? 

.BMhi AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: The attitude of the Swarajists 
with respect to this motion is considered to be two- fold. First of all a 
jxdiey of destruction, throwing out the entire budget, total refusal, 
that is one part of the swaraj programme. The other part of the pro- 
gramme i.s the various motions for reduction on the merits. Now, Sir, 
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tile attitude of our good friend over there, Mr. S. C. Mukerji, this, 
that as the.^swarajists have put in some motions for total refusal of the 
grant, therefore, he will oppose the other motions, although on the 
merits he thinks he should supixirt them. Now. it oi cui.s to me Jf the 
Swarajists were to advocate two things in this House, namely, (1) to 
overthrow the entire budget, ami t‘2) not to steal, not to commit a 
murder, am I to uiidei.vtand that Wcaii.se the Swarajists say that you 
should throw out the entii'e budget, therefore on the other measure, 
do not steal, do not commit a mui'der.” Mr. Mukerji .shall say “ No, 
I shall commit theft and murder?** That is the simjde position. 

Mf. EDWARD VILLIER8: On a point of order, Sir. Are the.se 
remarks gennaiie to the matter under dis<‘ussion? 

Mf. PRESIDENT: They are \eiy vague. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA; It apjH^ars to me the position is

T sliould like to know, 
at tlie end of fhfll day when he retire** to his IkmI and takes sto< k of wluit 
he has done during the day, when his cons(i«oice will ask him. “ ITuvo 
you supiKrrfed those motions which on their meiits \ou ought to have 
suppqjfed?”

iedge of the pcdice as my friend Habu Hej<»y Krishna liose has, but T 
<an tell you oi one exj>eiieiice which I have hud of the jK>li<’e to slntw 
what idea.s of discipline they gain at the Sardah school. I think 
Mr. Travers ha.s said that they get very gocnl training in discipline at 
that .school . He has two advantages over us. In the first place hia 
skin is white and in the second place he wears a hat. On one occasion 
I happened to go to the station wearing a dhoti. There was a sergeant 
and an Indian policeman on duty and I was promptly refused entrance. 
I saw another gentleman coming behind me; he was about ten ihadea 
darker than me with a hat on; he we.s albmed entrance. Another 
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gentlei^an in dhoti accompanied him but when he was refused admit- 
tunre, he said “ I have come with that gentleman in hat ’’ and 
he was allowed to go in. The point is that it is possible that 
Mr. Travers and men like him who go about in hats and coats and 
troupers do not and cannot observe the want of discipline among the 
polic emen, because in addition to what my friend Babu Bejoy Krishna 
Bose has said, the policemen some way or other show more respfect to 
the white skin and a greater respect to the man who has got a topee on. 
This is the actual slate of affairs which create such a dislike towards 
the policemen and this i*. the complaint which we have against the police- 
men. Simply because 1 happen tci liave a different skin and different 
mode of dress why should I not have tlif* same privileges as the Euro- 
pean or why should I be placed at a disadvantage? Therefore, so long 
as ilie mode of education is carried on in these lines, so long as our 
policemen are not taught to respect the people where respect is due, but 
only to ies])ect cohmr and custom, I d») ii(3t think that the discipline 
that is l(^i^)artcd at the Sardah sch(>ol is enougli for us to grant a large 
sum for their t raining at that school. 

AVith these woids 1 support tlie motion. 

Mauivi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY S I kiiow very well the 
traitiing which is given to oui j)olicemen. 1 would state an imddent 
which relates t(» this Fhamlxua AVhen we enter this (’ouncil hall, we 
fiml that the Euro])ean sergeants downstairs, when tliey sec* the Euro- 
jH'an lumbers coming in or the ITo’nble Members of the Executive 
Council and the Ministers, they at onct* rise up and show their respect; 
hut wlien tin* fswarajist.s or othet Indians who are Ichu k in enjour come 
in, they never stand up. The Ministers ludd a ])osition, and therefore 
tlu‘se sergeants must show' their respect to the Ministers. They show 
their respect to the European gentlemen, because they belong to their 
ow n race. As regards the other members of the Counc il who are black 
and wear hha<hlar and at the same time cannot come to the Council in 
motors, these sergeant.s never show them any respect. If this is the 
case in respect of the sergeants who are the best men according to Sir 
Hugh Stephenson and who are .sent down there to show their superior 
strcMigth ami discipline, I think the discipline that is given to the police 
men at the Saixlah Tncining College is still worse. Hence and with 
these words I supixui, the motion. 

Babu HEMANTA KUMAR 8ARKAR: Shall I he in order if I deli- 
ver a speech against this motion, hut vote for the motion? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: That is a matter for you to decide with your 
conscience. You will not he out of order if you speak against the 
motion hut vote for it, hut your si^eech must be connected with the 
poliee gnint and not with jails or matters of that description. 

•Mni HEMANTA KUMAR SARKAR: Sir. I was not very attentive in 
listening to the .speeches of the Hon'ble members. I believe it i,s a motion 
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ibr r^uction of the grant for the Police Training School at Safdah, 
I think that training school ought to be preserved and the whole amount 
demanded should be granted, and not a pie reduced, because if that 
institution is closed down, I believe the wh(*le of the bureaucracy will have 
to pack up bag and baggage and go from this country; that is the 
chief genn-prcKiucing centre for the bureaucracy, and if the police are 
not trained in that way. they will have a very muI time of it here. I 
have had some experience of this police training. I will just show 
how the police is efficient, and without that training that efficiency 
would be nowhere. I had the audacity to sell hhaddar in broad daylight 
on the streets of Burra bozar some two or three years ago and one gentle- 
man, I believe a sergeant, came to me and arrested me without ask- 
ing me any question; very gently he took me to the thnna and gave 
me some nice dishes. I believe that due to the training in this .schocd 
and I am thankful to him. That gentleman was called as a witness 
when I was brought before the 4th Presidency Magistrate. After kiss- 
ing the Bible — I believe he is a ('hristian — he said that he had arrested 
me as I was causing obstruction in public road and identified me. 
Another sergeant next < ante in and said that he had arrested me as well. 

I put a (juestioii askiiiir lu*w two gentlemen (’oiild arrest me at the 
same time, but the difficiilty must be solved as both t»f them w^ere 
Christians ami they made this statement after kissing the Bible 

Mr. PRESIDENT: ‘inanta Babu, it is lud in order to diwuiss the 
religious opinions of anylKKly in this Council: if d(K*s not matter what 
his rtdigion is. 

Babu HEMANTA KUMAR 8ARKAR: They must have told the truth 
after kissing the Bible that b(>th of them arrested me. I do not want 
to discuss any religious question 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I have warned }ou not to discus.s anylKMly's rtdi- 
gious opinions. 

Babu H€MANTA KUMAR 8ARKAR : I bow to \oui' decision, but 
the problem was h(»w could two gentlemen arrest me at one and the same 
time; so I came to their rescue and said that both (d them did arrest 
me one by the right arm and the other by the left. Again, th<^<ither 
day when I went to the Sessions (Niiirt to see the trial of Oopi Nath 
Saha, I sent in mv card ti» the Deputy Cominission«*r of Police 
Mr. Wilson 

Mr. PRESIDENT: This is not relevant to this motion. It is not 
relevant to the (juestion of discipline that you sent in a card to the 
Deputy Commissioner; you must pass on to another point. 

BSSi HEMAMtA KUMAR SARKAR: I am just going to «how 
bow disciplined these police officers are. 
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Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWAROY: Mr. Wilson left for 
England a year ago. 

8ftbu HEMANTA KUMAR SARKAR: My friend Mr. Suhrawardy 
reminds me that Mr. Wilson left for England a year ago. It must be 
another ofiBcer, so I leave that matter alone. But when I was inside 
the room one police officer came to me and asked me to cigar out, 
because I was in Jchaddar; that also shows what training he had in this 
scIkk)!. Then again, the other day when His Excellency entered this 
(’ouncil Chamber, I was stopped at the upper end of the staircase by an 
Inspector of Police ; I told him I was a member of the Council, but he 
would not let me go in. 

Then I referred the whole matter to His Excellency, and His Excel- 
lency wrote to me a very courteous letter and the Private Secretary 
informed me that the officer had to do an obvious duty. This sense 
of duty was perhaps acquired at Sardah, and such an useful institution 
must be preserved at any cost, and I do not know why my colleagues 
are cutting down the amount. I am rather for increasing the demand. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD YA8IN: With regard to the (piestion now 
bi’fore the House, I respectfully beg to submit that I want to place 
before the House my experience about these p()lice officers gained dur- 
ing the last 2') years. We find in the mufassal that in cases of theft 
and r(»bbery, the police want the owner of the house to detect the cul- 
prits and procure all the witnesses. Other wise the case cannot be detect- 
ed, 1 kn(»w my friend, the Hon’ble Mr. A. K. Fazl-ul Huq, some time 
ago in this House (hdivered a speecdi and in that speech he gave out 
his experience whih* he was a Deputy Magistrate. He told us that 
in the police ref)orts he generally found that cei-tain polic e officers used 
to write in the charge sheet — “ t'asc* true. n(» clue. (Sd.) Kalimuddin.” 
I submit if you go to the mufassal, you will find the police practically 
doing no work. They send up innocent people and they always come 
forward with fabricated evidence 

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: Is the hoiAle member 
in order in saying that the wdiole police always come forwanl with 
fabricated evidence? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: It is a very sweeping charge to accuse the whole 
lorce. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD YASIN: I stand correct cm! . What I meant 
to say was that a very large number of them do it. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Even that is very sweeping. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD YASIN: I submit that prSctically we get no 
justice there, ^and we find, Sir, that in many cases these police officon 
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go tke length of trying to influence the trying magistrates. That is 
the worst of it, I can tell you from my own experience—— 

PRESIDENT; That does not arise. We are not discussing the 
trying magistrates, we are discussing the Sardah Training School. 

YASINs I Ik>w to your ruling, but my point 
is that the .sort of training these people get is that they even try to 
influence the trying magistiates when there is no evidenc e in. a case. I 
submit that it is absolutely useless to maintain a c'ollege like this. 
If you want to maintain a polite college, let us have the best teachers 
there, and let the police have a far better training, so that when they 
come out, they may prove themselves worthy of the knowledge they 
get there. 

Mr. EDWARD VILLIER8: I move that the question be now put. 
Mr. President then called ujx>n Mr. Haider to sjH»ak. 

Mr. 8. N. HALOAR • I myself for my own j^jcrt liad no desire to 
sjX'ak on tliis lesolution at all, but with regard to the remarks of some 
of the gentlemen Ihmc^ who have bc‘eii saying that this college should 1 h* 
kept up in view of the' womletttil tiaiuing that n giscoi there, I would, 
for tlie delectation of tho.^e memlK^rii and for tlie information of the 
Hon’ble Sir Hugh Stephenson, give some samples of the sort of training 
they receive tliere. 1 would read from a judgment in a ease recently 
tried in Pabna regarding tlie conduct of a 8ub-insjH*ctor of jK>lire. who, 
I believe, recedved hi*^ training In this c'ollege, 

Mr. PRE8IDENT: I do not think a cjiiotation from u judgment 
delivered at Pabna i^ redevant. 

Mr. 8. N. HALDAR: I am ijuoting this for the* purfiose of showing 
what sort of training they get at Suidah. 

Mr. PRE8IDENT: I luid Ixom hoping for something stimulating in 
your iiiaiden *<j»ee( h. Ycm are quite eupahle of drdiig that. 

Mr. 8. N. HALDAR: May I give the niinip of ihp rasp? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: That is Bot necessary. • 

Mr. 8. N. HALOAR: Tn th is ca«e the Hul>-in.H|H*ctor took the dying 
declaration of a man in hospital and sent up two men on a chargf* of 
murder. The Sessions Judge ('ommented on the conduct of the 
sub-inspector and said that the whole of the evidence given by the sul>- 
inapector was fabricated and he recommended this man for punishment. 

Tli« H0ft*bl6 Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: Do I understand the 
hon*ble member to mean that the Sardub College teaches tb<^«e men to 
fabricate evidence? 
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Mr. t. M. HALDAR: That is the sort of training that they get 
there. 

The HOfi’Me Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: 1 imagine that the mover 
of this motion had it in his mind to tempt me by the bitterness of his 
taunts into treating this motion as a constructive one. But, Sir, Akhil 
Babu has told us that the pcdicy of the Swaraj party is to thro#out the 
budget, and if by chance they cannot do that, they will do as much as 
ti.ev ain( in the matter of re<luction. That cannot be called a construc- 
tive ]>olicy. 1 entirely accept Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose’s statement 
that be sent in his 20, 40 or 60 motions for reduction entirely off his 
own hat wiihout consultation or help of anybody else. But, Sir, that 
must hfive l)een before the Independent party to which he helong.s had 
entcrefl into an alliatice with the Swaraj party to throw out the 
budget. (A VoiM-. : He belongs to the Swaiaj j)aity.'l Then as bis 
puHy had decided to throw out the budget, I cannot understand why 
he sent in th(»s(‘ uioticuis knowing tlu* whole time tliat the swarajisls 
intended to throw out the whole budget. But if I was tempted to be 
drawn into a discussion on this subject. T should l>e. I am afraid, badly 
put by the fact that although I sjxvke at some length only a short 
time ag(' during the budget debate on the subject of the i^olicc retrench- 
ments in accordance with the recommendations of the Retrenchment 
(/ommittee, and in fwrticulur mentioned all the facts regarding the 
Sardah School, the mover has come forward with a speech so full of 
inaccuracies that he could neither have l)een present nor taken the 
trouble to read <'itl er that speech or any sjH*ech I made at the last year’s 
debate. But, Sir, for the benefit of Mr. Khaitan wlio has api>arentlv 
l>t‘en d(‘hided into taking this as a motion of constnictive pditics, I 
should like to meiitKm one or two thing*'. Firstly, Sir, the Retrench- 
ment CV>mmitte<* recommended that out of the Sardah College a sum — I 
think it came to about IN. I.ft7,0()() — might he retienclied. They admit- 
ted that the Sardali College was doing exj elleni woik and that as .soon as 
funds were available its full work should be taken up again. There 
was no (juestion of the Retrenchment Committee H^ommeiiding a 
diminution of the cost or the abolition of the Sanlah College on the 
ground that it was not doing work that was woiili doing. Their only 
point was tliat if we hiol got to make savings in the expenditure of the 
province, some retrenchment might he made there, but that when better 
times came, the college might l)e restored to its full working order. 
They (juoted the Bomlmv Schmd aiiTl 1 have no doubt that they took their 
idea fn>m what ha]>ptMjed in Bombay. They misunderstood entirely 
what hnpptmed in Bomhav. In Bombay the (ollege was temporarily 
closed ns there were no sub-ins{»ectors to train. It wa.s j)artly reopened 
last year and reopened in full from the 1st .January this year. Well, Sir* 
out of this Rs. 1,97,000 which the Retrenchment Committee thought 
might be saved and might l)e cut, we did cut Rs. 1,64,000 and that ia 
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«till cut. Therefore, I claim that we have followed the recommendatioua 
of the Retrenchment Committee to the utmoet. 

Then, Sir, lest he might be misled by the somewhat inaccurate state- 
ment of the mover as regards the retrenchments generally in the police, I 
would inform the House that the Police Department has retrenched 
more in proportion than any other department. The retrenchments of 
the Polfce Department on the recommendations of the Retren<‘hment 
Committee amount to just under Rs. C lakhs, and as I bad occasion to 
point out before, the statement that the Retrenchment C/omrnittee 
recommended a cut of Rs. 34 lakhs out of the jxdice is entirely inaccu* 
rate. I have said over and over again that even if everything had been 
done as the Retiendinient Committee had leeoniniended, the savinga 
would have come to less than 25 lakhs at the most. Therefore, we can? 
.say that we have made a cut of more than 25 ]ht cent, of the sum leeom- 
mende<l by the Retrenchment Committee.

[At (his s(aKe the ITon’hle the President left the Chauiher and 
Kumar Shih Shekhareswar Ray took the chair.] 

In moviuir this motion. Sir, I hei^ to draw the attention of the 
House to some of the facts which I base taken from the budg'd volume. 
Now, Sii, it appeal’s fr-om that Imok that in the coui’se of the last 
thi'ee years the expenditure under Travelling Allow’aiices and other 
allowances” has gone up by Rs. 9 lakhs, i e., in 1919-20 the expendi- 
ture was IN. 92 lakhs, in 1920-21 it was Rs. 94 lakhs and in. 1921-22 
it was IN. 41 lakhs. ( nder this head the Retremhment Committee 
recommended n cut of Rs. 4 lakhs, hut instead of thei'e l>eing a decieade, 
1he exj)enditure is on the increase. The estimate of the next year shows 
an iiu'rease over the present by over IN. 1,10,0{X). So it api>ear8 that 
Goveniment has not done anything to re<iuce exjienditure under this 
Read. So my [rmposal is that the exppnditiin* under this head should 
be 25 per rent. less. 

W,4h these few words I move this amendment. 

B9tu JOGINDRA GHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI: I would like to 
'offer a few remarks on this motion which has h<*en brought forward by 
Bahu Manmohon Neogi. And my rea.son for doing so is to draw special 
attention to the nieml>er.s of the Hou.-iie to some jwrticular feature.^ of 
the police expenditurt* so far as the Distric t Police Force is concerned. 
Sir, I think one word of explanation may be ue<'essary as to why I am 
•▼ising to speak on an amendment of this defK?ription when it has been 
eaid over and over again that dis^mssion on the.se amendments on their 
merits would be useless because the portx to which I belong has already

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nade up its mind to throw odt the entire budget. I have been in 
Calcutta for the last few days and I >ee that the work of the Calcutta 
Improvement Trust is going on all round and the work of demolition 
is going on at a very rapid pace. The work of demolition that is 
going on is being pursued with a certain objet't in view, ri.;., to con- 
struct new buildings and to make improvements in the existing state 
of things. That is certainly the object underlying the whole procedure; 
and, therefore, I should think that, if T discuss the merits of this budget 
it is with this obje(*t in view that any lemarks made may 1 h* made use 
of for the purpose of any constructive scheme that may W brought 
forward by any party— it doex not matter by which j>iirty ami they 
may be of some advantage and profit tr the Government. With that 
end in view I venture to put forward my remarks on the subject. 


It will be found on h»okiuir at the bmlget figure'^ tbut luuler the 
head “ District Police travelling ,illowam“e,’* we find tliat the vote<l 
amount is Its. 17,0().(H)0 and the non-voted, It*'. dv.lMH). In this con- 
nection we cannot fail to notice the staft for which this provision for 
travelling has been juovided tor. 'fhe Hon*ble Meinl>er in ( liargt^ will 
be jileased to see that, so tai as the district staff is (‘oncerniHl. there is 
provision for 38 .'^upeniitemlents, .*)‘i Assistant Supenntcmlents and 
25 Deputy Su|H'rintemlent.N. These su|H*rior othrerN take up. under the 
head “ Salary, ” an amount of Rs. S,f>tj,0O<) and the travelling allow- 
ance comes up to Rs. 12,32,000. The travelling allowance, I take it, 
include.s not only the travelling allowance of the 8UjH‘rior police force 
but also that of the other members of that force. VVe have l>eeu told 
over and over again by the Ilon’ble Memlxir in charge that very Inist 
efforts have been made to give effect to the recommendations of the 
Retrenchment Committee ami that the sugge'<tions whiili have Iw^en 
made from time to time in the lust Council hy tin* memlH'is hav(* also 
b(*en given effect to as far as possible We find. Sir, (bat on lisdcing 
at the budget so far uh the superinr police foice in the distric t is 
concenied, there has lK*en no n* trench meat. As a matU'r of fact in 
*1923-24 we had Su|)erintemlent.s ; the numlw*! of Su]H*iintemIent.M i.s 
the same in 1924-25; we had in 1923-24 50 Assistant Superintendents 
and the provision for next year is 52. Thus you see, Sir, here is an 
an increase. As regards the Deputy Superintendents we had 24 and 
we havd now 25. Here is another increase. Therefore, ajMut J’robi any 
attempt at retrenchment, we find that there has lieeu a tendency towards 
an increase. Sir, any one who lives in the districts, as I do, must feel 
it a matter of deep concern n‘gardiug the manner in whicdi the police 
administration is going on in the distiiits. It is well known to every 
one and I need not repeat the fact ai:y more that the distrii*! polioa 
force, at any rate, as far as my knowledge goes, do not enjov any 
reputation so far as their honesty is concerned. And therefore, 8ir, it 
is no wonder if one cannot resist the temptation of inf|uiring as to 
what progress regarding the honesty of the yiolice officers has been 
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achieved by increasing the number 6f these flipervmng oiBcera — the 
Superintendents, Assistant Superintendenti and Deputy Superinten- 
dents who, as I have already said, co' le up to 38 + 52 + 25 officen and 
take away this large sum of money — Rs. 8,66,000 as salaries. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN (Kumar 8Kib Shakhareewv Riy): Order, order. 

I think we are discussing the question of travelling allowance. You had 
better confine your remarks to the subject-matter of discussion. 

Bibu JOCINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI: Are we not dis- 
cussing the whole thing, that is to say, on all these amendments? 

Mr. CHAIRMAN (Kumar 8hib Shekharaawar Ray); No, Jogindra 
Balm — we are not. Will you please confine your remarks to the subject 
under discussion? 

Babu JOCINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI: The point really 
comes to this that such a large sum of money amounting to Rs. 12,32,000 
is 8i)ent largtdy for 38 +52 +25 officors. That is how my point as to 
the honesty and efficiency and the n urn her of superior officers came in. 
"However, 1 say that it is a matter of deep concern to eveiT one who lives 
in the districts as to how this large part of revenue is being swallowed 
up by the superior police officers only as travelling allowances given to 
them. So far as 1 can make out, it is surely a sum which seems 
to be very’ unjustifiable having regard to the revenue which the Govern- 
ment has at its command. 

Well, Sir, if I may l>e permitted to make one more remark — I am 
of course sj>eakiiig from re<‘ollwtioTi, and I may not be very accurate 
in this mutter — 1 will refer to a certain lemark which my most esteemed 
friend, the Hon’hle Mr. A. K. Fa/l ul llmj (I see he is not now in 
this H(mse) made in connection with the budget that, if he were in 
charge of the Police Department, he w.'uld Ik* in a position to run the 
wh(de depuiiment at one-fouHli or half the cost of the amount esti- 
mate<!. Now, Sir, he is a Member of the (tovernment ; and although 
he is not in ehargt* of tlii** braiieh f»f administralkm, I take it that 
aa a Minister, he had s(une part in the prefKiration of {his budget, but 
we do not find that his advice ha.« l>ee?i of any advantage to the Hon’ble 
Memlier in eliarge of the Police Department. This question of reduc- 
ing exjienditure on travelling allowance to jmlice officers is surely one 
which is of very great inip<»rtan(‘e to the whole country and I do, there- * 
fore, most earnestly suppoH this amendment which stands in the name 
of Babu Manmohou Neogi for the retluction of travelling allowances 
of the district police. 

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERJEE: In discussing this matter of 
travelling allowances to l>e given to the police, 1 would like to place 
before the House a few facts which are known to many of my hon'ble 
friends here who come fiom the mufassal. The idea of giving the police 
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aUowanoea for "travellinpr is to enable the police to jro into the interior 

the districts to make investigations witli regard to cases and other 
matters. But, Sir, is it not known to the House or to the Hon’ble 
Member in charge that the j>oliee do not ordinarily have to pay any- 
thing out of their allowances? They are the guests of the villages 
through which they pass. Even their (art hire and carriage hire are 
borne by the villagers whose cases they (to to investigate and very often 
they take money fix>m both sides. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN (Kumar Shib Sbekhareaiivar Ray): You should not 
make such a sweeping statement. 

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERdEE: 1 said ver> often not always. 
The police goes to the })roseoutor and charges him for all his expenses 
in spite of what he draws fnjm the (h vernment which is pai«l from the 
taxpayers’ money. They also ask the accused to give them something. 
In these circumstances, are we justified in asking the taxpayers to pay 
doubly? The police takes montn- irnm both sides and we are again 
called upon to spend all this money whicli is mentioned in the demand 
for grant. Sir, it is inequitous vluit we should bt‘ callcMl u{H)n to 
.sjH*nd any money at all under thi^ head. 

Dr, BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I must c'onfess that whenever any 
argument has been introduced by any member in this House that the 
Retrenchment Committee has stat(‘d such and sm h with regar<l to such 
and such subject, the Hon’ble Member in rhargi* invariably replies — at 
least he has done so -rejilied on two occasions that tlie Retronchnient 
Committee had not sufheient materials Wfore tlnun for forming their 
opinions with regard to certain subjects. It that be .so — I was not a 
Member of the Council at the tiiiu^ when the Retrem hment Committee 
was appointed— I do not know what help hud Government given them 
during the progress of their investigations? 

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: It will help matters a good 
deal if I explain at this stage that Dr. Hoy has miscjuoted what 1 have 
said on two ooeasions. fhi both the oec’asions I said not that the 
Retrenchment Committee did not obtain sufficient materials to cn^ic to a 
judgment but that the procedure th^y udopttMl juevented Government 
from knowing on what materials they had come to the conclusion. We 
bavft, therefore, in every case had to examine the matters afresh. 

Dr, BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: What I mean to say is this: that 
there ought to have been some kind (»f co-operation between the work of 
the Retrenchment Committee and the Government in order to enable the 
Committee to arrive at right eoiK'lusions. a matter of fact with 
regard to the allowances that are lieing demanded now. I may say that 
I am personally opposed to every form of allowances whether these are 
halting ellowaii(‘es, travelling allowances or duty allowances. A» a 
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matter of fact if we look into the Civil List we £nd that there are 
practically seven or eif^ht kinds of allowances and I know of certain 
gentlemen who draw five different allowances. The reason is obvious. 
I would rather pay a man a higher salary and let him know exactly 
what he has got to get at the end of the month than put him — shall I say 
— in the way of temptation by letting him look forward to certain sums 
of money which he might earn at the end of the month by touring. As 
Mr. Banerjee has pointed out in the majority of cases of tours we find 
from our own experience, that the travelling allowances which are given 
to police officers are not spent at all. 

[At this stage the President returned to the Chair.] 

As far as I can gather most of these allowances are often accumulated 
and not spent. Therefore, if we find that a particular officer is worth to 
get a particular sum he should rather be given that sum in a lump by 
way of salary than allowing him to make it up by various allowances. 
He looks to the allowances more ns a sort of fixed pay than anything else. 
Therefore, I oppose this particular item being granted. 

MmM A8IMUDDIN AHAMAD spoke in Bengali in supjwrt of 
the motion. The translation of his speech is as follows : — 

It is always said that the police have been kept for the maintenance 
of law and order; but we find and learn from the newspapers, etc., that 
it is the police who create various kinds of unrest and oppressions; and 
I can mention by name and sa\ that the inliuiuun oppressions jierpetrated 
by the jiolice on the harmless villagers at Mahini, Naljhari and Char- 
manair can not really be forgtitten. 

Mfi PRESIDENT: Maiilvi Sahib, the Cbaniiannir case is auh juchce: 
any discussion on this subject now will not be proper. 

Maulvi A8IMUDDIN AHAMAD: We always find that it is when 
the haniilcs.s, illiterate villagers have caught thieves, robbers or other 
classes of offenders and sent infonnation to the police or produced the 
accused before them, tliat the police take up the cases. The police are 
very rarely seen to anest any thief, robber or any other offender by 
themselves. T fail to understand why then the police expenditure is 
being increased daily. 

If the Government have Wome unpopular with the public their 
unpopularity is in n great measure due solely to the conduct of the jxilice. 

Government are only putting down or punishing the offenders: but 
they take no notice at all of the reasons why they commit the offences. 

The police officers never give any wholesome advice to the people to 
persuade them not to commit any offence; they only provide for their 
punishment when they commit any offence. 

The people go without food and clothing; they are constantly dying 
of starvation, want of sleep, cholera, malaria and kala-azar; they some- 
how pass their lives, lying down like dogs and jackals on the aides of the 
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roifds, in the sun and the rains and during severe cold. The Govern- 
ment are perfectly indifferent in these matters, while lakhs of rupees 
being spent for providing cots and mosquito-curtains and allowances for 
the police. 

If, instead of spending such extravagant ^ums of money for the 
Police Department, Government spent the money for instructing the 
people and removing the causes for the offences, there would then have 
been no need for maintaining such a largt» number of police. 

It is for these reasons that I can not agree to the police budget. 

Dr. MOHINI MOHAN DAS rose to speak. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Dr. Das, before you liegin with your speech, I 
would remind you that last time you w’ere a good deal out of order. I 
would, therefore, request you not to trangress Wyond the subject-matter* 
of discussion thi.s time. Do not trj’ to do so on the supposition that I do 
not understand Bengali. 

Dr. MOHINI MOHAN DAS .s]K)ke in Bengali. The translation of 
hi.s speech i.s as follows : — 

The expenditure under the police head is as.stiming such a seriou* 
proportion that it has become to us an object of grave concern. The 
Kevenue ( f Bengal is 11 ciores of nipces hut on a retercne to the 
police budget f(»i the last years we are led to come to the irresistible 
conclusion that the whole (d the revenue will be exhausted 
on police alone within the next 25 years. It is tnie that when 
a foreign Government has to run its administration in an alien country, 
it has to do .so by certain devices and tacts, namely, the conferment of 
titles, the giving of appointment.s, etc., but when their policy turns out 
to W a failure the [wlice will have to Ij© treated with grandfatherly 
interest particularly when the thousands and thousands of our country- 
men are dying of stnnation, reeking with indigence and l)ecoiije an easy 
prey to malaria, kala-azar, cholera, etc. We find that this pet police 
of Government is even eyed with suspicion and this fact has been made 
patent in the Police Conference that took place in Calcutta some time 
ago. It happens oftentimes that these police officers who are not* con- 
versant with the manners and habits of living in this country, are 
imjwrted from England and a.«surae responsibility over those whose 
social position and standing are much siipericir to them. The result is 
that the poiiee officers in this country lack responsibility and energy to 
a certain extent. When we closely analyse the temperament of these 
police officers we find that they do not think for a single moment that 
thev are the servants of public and the custodians of their peace. As 
a matter of fact they think themselves to he the monarchs of all they 
survey; as a result of which they are treated in this country with scorn 
and contempt. The Criminal Investigation Department officers of thin 
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country g«neially torment their fellow countrymen. While the Crimi- 
naf Investigation Department officers are loved and respected for their 
work in other countries they in turn lose the confidence of the public 
here. Nearly 95 per cent, of the population of this country are 
villagers, why should these villagers pay for the maintenance of these 
police officers who have lost their confidence? Sir, if there exists 
any faction or party which is filled with discontent let the Govern- 
ment mend matters. lUit why should the money sucked from the 
life blocKl of the mass be spent on such a police which is an object 
of terror to the villagers and agriculturists? Why should our country 
men’s money spent for our countr>’men’s dissatisfaction? One word 
more, the bulk of the police is kept for the prevention of crime in this 
country?. Remove the Errors w'hich instil into the hearts of our 
countrymen and their dire wants and crime will automatically dis- 
appear. Prevention, Sir, is better than cure, 

Btbu BORODA PR08AD DEY: You know. Sir, that I am not given 
to much speaking, though I feel called upon to speak a few words on 
this occasion. It has been .said by the Ilon’ble Meml)er in charge of 
this department that Government i.s not going to give effect, or, at 
least, that amount of effect tliat it should give, to the recommenda- 
tions of the Retrenchment Committee, because it was not in a position 
to know on what materials the Retrenchment Committee worked. In 
the Retrenchment Committee there was Mr, Spry, who was Financial 
Secietary to the Government, and there was the President of the ('bom- 
ber of (’ominerce. The ('oinmittee was pri'sided over by Sir Rajendra 
Nath Mukherji, wdio is held in the highest esteem by the Government 
and its officers. If all thes^nembers of tlie Retrenchment Committee 
ciuild not ascertain the real facts or the correct materials upon which 
they proceeded, I am at a loss to understand what other committee 
coulvl there have been wdiich could he expected to do justice to the >ub- 
ject placed in their charge? 

As regards the spe('ific question (jf travelling allowance, of course, 
it g(»e.‘» without saying that officers who have g(»t to go to other places 
should be piiid their proper travelling allowances. If these are not paid 
the ciiances are that would not do much work. If they are expected 
to meet the expenses of their travelling from their own pay, or if suffi- 
cieut travelling allowance is not paid to them, they may be induced to 
shirk their duty or they may try to obtain money by unfair means. So 
travelling allowance is an incidence of expenditure whkii is a very 
necessary one but what we object to is this : that the nature of travel- 
ling done by the police officers in regard to the investigation of cases 
may very well be improved. We have our own experience to say that 
an inspector or a sub-inspector is sent out to investigate a certain case ; 
then perhaps he is taken away l>efore he fini.sbes that case and sent out 
to another case and another police officer is sent in his place 
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take up that case. In this way not one officer but severll^cers are 
filit out one after another or perhaps two or three at a time to inveeti- 
gate a certain case. While they are inrestigatinj^ that case the Deputy 
Superintendent or the Superintendent makes frequent visits to 8U|>t^. 
vise the investigation. In many cases they unsettle more than help 
the investigation, and the travelling allowances has gt>t to be paid to 
them all. Our objection to the travelling allowance is in the method 
of travelling more than to the travelling allowani^ itself. 

Tht Hon*bie Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: From the speech of Babu 
Boroda Prosad Dey it will appear that there is still some nnsapprehen- 
sion with regard to what I have said concerning the Retrenchment (\)m- 
mittee’s pro<-edure and I should like to make it clear to the House that 
the Retrenchment Committee, when they first mot, laid it down that 
the evidence of witnesses .should not he puhlished, that nothing should 
be kept on record and that the list of witnesses should not he publishecK 
and that neither the (rovernmeut nor the public nor anybody else should 
know either, what witnesses were examined or what the witnesses said. 
When the report came out <a great deal of it has been quoted this after- 
noon) it gave not the nnisons but only the decisions it arrived at. As 
the decision in the matter of retremdiment rested with (Jovernment, 
Government could not ])a,ss its responsibility on to the (\)mmittee of 
whdse reason it knows nothing and of whose evidence it has no 
knowledge. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: When the Retrenchment 
Committee decided to take the evidenee in camera did they decide it 
with the approval of Government or without the ai>proval of (iovenimeniy 

Mr. PRESIDENT: The Hon’ble Member cannot answer that (jnestion. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: I wanted to know if he 
knew. 

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: G. >vernment had nothing 
whatever to do with it. 

Babu BORODA PROSAD DEY: Tliere was a ditTerenco of ophiion 
between the Government and the (’ommittee. 

lift PRESIDENT: The Hon’ble MemlM»r has said that the Committee 
came to their decision quite indej>endently. 

The HOfi’bie Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: T gave to the House my 
own personal opinion, that it was a mistake. I have attempted 
to make it clear that we could not hliiully accept the recommendationi 
of the Retrenchment Committee; we could only take tUem as suggea- 
liona and we had ourselves to go into each case and decide for ourselves 
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on the facte and figures before us what the right course was. Well, 
Sir, I am not convinced by the charming analogy of Babu Jogindra 
Chandra Chakravorti as to the effect on the rural mind * coining to 
Calcutta of the stupendous work of the Improvement Trust, because, 
although, as he says, the work of the Improvement Trust 
begins with destruction, it ends in construction — that is the whole 
pointr— I am unable to convince myself that the motions of the Swaraj 
party go further than the first stage, namely, destruction. 

Babu JOCINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI: Construction later 
on. 


The Hon*ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: Therefore I maintain the 
attitude I have taken up with regard to other motions. I should be only 
too happy to give any explanation of the figures of the budget to some 
of the members who have rather puzzled themselves and put a wrong 
explanation on them. I should like to draw attention at once to the 
fact that out of the sum of 12 lakhs lakhs is the pony allowance 
and bicycle allowance of the sub-inspectors and assistant su ^inspectors. 
Therefore, that is a fixed allowance, fixed for all sub-inspectors and 
head constables who are entitled to it. Therefore, there is no possibility 
of retrenching that without abolishing the whole system of house allow- 
ance. When, therefore, we talk about 12 lakhs being an enormous 
sum and suggest that it is possible to reduce it by 1, 2 or 3 lakhs, we 
must rememlwr that we have [wovided for ordinary’ travelling not 
Rs. 12,00,000 but Ils. 6,60,000 only. 

Tlie motion that the demand of Rs. 12,00,000 for travelling allow- 
ance under the head ‘‘ 260.

shine. Be that as it may, let me try to explain why we are gwng tO 
move motions for total refusal as well as to press motions for reduo* 
tion. Sir, the motions for total refusal of certain demands stand on a 
different footing from the motions for reduction. As has been clearly 
stated by. more than one speaker, and as I understand it, the motions 
for total refusal are being moved on account of a constitutional issue— 
it is just to enter an emphatic protest against some of the decisions of 
the Government and their unyielding attitude that these motions are 
being brought forward. They are also moved in order to mend or end 
the present system of administration — the system known as diarchy. 
But, so far as the motions for reductions are concerned, they are being 
moved, as I have said, on altogether different grounds. These motions 
are Ixdng urged on economic and financial grounds. I have yet to know, 
Sir, that heeaiise we have chosen to move motions for total refusal on 
conslitutional issuers, we are precluded from bringing foiward motions 
on economic and financial grounds; I have jet to know the logical 
standjK)int of those members who profess this sort of logic. Now, 
apart from these observations, I proceed to discuss the motion in 
question. 

Sir, I do not know if, in the opinion of the Government, all the 
recommeinlutions of the Retrenchment Committee are based on wrong 
materials or on wrong grounds, but I find that in paragraph 4()4 of their 
re|K)rt, the Committee says: —

observe, “due in j^tirt to the increase of railway fares,” etc., but “of the 
increase of 9 lakhs in the last two years, the Police — the District 
Executive Force — are responsible for no less than Rs. 3,53,000.” Sir, 
luy motion relates to the sum that has been provided for travelling 
allowances under this head — a sum which appears to us extravagant. 
It has also reference to certain other items under this head, as for 
example “ Rewards,” 

With rofersnee to this item the Retrenchment Committee made eoroe oomment. 
Thus in fuiragraph 450 fc) they remarit— The district Expenditure on police rewards 
increased by more than 60 per cent, in the two 3 rears following the provincialisation of 
the grant. 

Such items, therefore, I mean to attack. Even if my motion be 
aoceptetl by the Council, I do not think the administration will in any 
way be seriously Itandicapped, as it will still have a provision of 17 
lakbs under this ht^d. With these observations, I beg to commend 
my motion to the acceptance of the Council. 
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tate BEJOY KRISHHA EOSEt I believe, Sir, we are here in thw 

Council all interested in economy. My objection to the items in tbe 
pdbce bndgfet is this that the amounts budgeted for these ditfercmt 
jaub*heads of the Police Department are extremely extravag^ant. May 
I, Sir, request the Hon’ble Member in charge to give me the infor- 
mation as to whether in preparing the budget he consulted the Ministers, 
I believe he did not— because under the constitution he is not bound to 
do so. I believe these items in the police butlgi*t were all prepared in 
the reserved side by the Meml)er of the Executive Council. If he had 
consulted the Hon ble Ministers, I l)elieve, he could have made various 
cuts on various items of this budget. Ifi making these observations, 
Sir, I have in my mind a speech which wa** delivered by one of the 
Ministers at a very momentous occasimi, vir., in 19 '^ 0 , when the 
Eeforms were inuugurate<l and the Council met for the firs! time. I 
have got this quotation from a speech of the Hon’ ble Mr. FasUul 
Huq :--r- 

T&ko for instanco, the oas" of the PoIk'O Department. The member of Ooverntnent 
in charge of thU Department is now Sir Henry Wheeler, one of the ablest members of 
the Indian Civil Service. The budget of exjienditure for this department during 1020 21 
is a little over a crore and half. Now I do not mind declaring ojienly that 1 look upon 
all this expenditure as most unjustifiable and most extravagant. If Sir Henry Wheeler 
■were good enough to hand over to me his portfolio regarding this department for one 
year only I could easily show him that the work of this department could lie done twice 
as efficiently with only half of their ex{)enditure. This is no vam boast but a challenge 
which I am prepared to make good to the very letter. 

My friend opi>osite, Sir, wa.s then [)revsi(ling over the Midnapore Session 
of the Bengal Provincial Conference. 

Kumar SHIS 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: He wus noT a Minister 
then. 

Babu BEilOY KRISHNA BOSE: He was then speaking from the 
Presidential Chair as a res|K)n»ible member of the public. He did not 
make a vain boa*»t, but challenged the Government to make over the 
Police Dejiartment for one year and that he would l>e able to manage it 
twice efficiently at half the cost. I ap|>eal to the memliers opijosite— 
they are often appealing to us. Would they agree to consult the 
Hon’ble Ministers? We are all interested in economy. Would the 
members on the oppo.site side, Europeans and Indians, nominated or 
elected, agree with me that there is no harm in Sir Hugh Stephenson 
holding a consultation with the Hon’ble Mr. Fasl-ul Huq and try to 
reduce the police budget? We are all interested in economy. If from 
one crore seventy lal^ the budget could be reduced by lakhs that 
would be for the benefit of tbe province. This morning I found out 
the speech and I remember it though it was delivered long ago because 
I was present gt the Conference. How, I hop© that he, as a Minister, 
lias not changed his mind — he says “ no.” That is an additional 
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ground for which I make an appeal to the members opposite io" throw 
out the entire budget and every item of the police grant and then after 
holding a consultation with my friend bring out a fresh budget on the 
police head. 

The Hofi’Me Mauivi Ai K. FAZL-UL HUQ: This is not the first 

time that my friend Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose has done me the honour 
of (jiioting some of my speeches delivered in unguarded moments of 
irresponsibility (loud laughter). 

Bttou BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: We were comrades in arms then. 

The Hon'ble Mwlvi A. K. FAZL-UL HUQ: Under conditions much 
different from those of to-day. At the .same time, Sir, I am free to 
admit that I still adhere to the view that the police budget is somewhat 
extravagant. I l>elieve, Sir, that the budget could reasonably be cut down 
materially and without impairing the efficiency of the Dej)artment. It 
is true that I .said that if the jiortfolio were handed over to me I could 
run the administration at half the cost and with double the efficiency. 
I do not know if I can actually keep to the exact figure; biit I feel that 
if the [>ortfolio were really banded over to me I miglit make an afferapt 
and make good the boast that I once made. But when all is said and 
done, Sir, I do not agree that each and every item in the budget is un- 
necessary or unjustified and ought to be indiscriminately thrown out. 
There is much of extravagance on both sides. There is extravagance 
on the ymrt of the opjxisition, if my friends will pardon me — they are 
also going to the other extreme of exhibiting extravagance in sugge.st- 
ing economy by throwing out y>e entire budget. What I feel, Sir, 
is that this budget is a budget in the preparation of which we had 
ab8olut(dy no hand and I have repeateflly said we have not had a chance 
yet. Ijet me have the ojiportunity to make good that boasf, and I do 
not think it is fair to a.sk me to moke good that boast if I am not given 
that chance. If my friends would give me the opporfunity I might 
try, but if I do not get the chance I cannot. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY: I hope, Sir, that the 
remarks of the Hon’ble Mr. A. K. Fazl-ul Huq to-day have not been 
uttered in the same spirit of irresponsibility in which the speaker made 
the remarks long ago and the time may come when we may have the 
opportunity of confronting him with the self-same remarks and ask him 
to make good his boast in attempting to reduce the police budget. 

TIM Hon'bit 8ir HUGH 8TEPHEN80N: 1 very much admire the 
cleverness of the Swaraj party who always have a second line of defence 
whep they are driven from the first. After defeating them on two occa- 
tioni on the travelling allowances, we find that they have a third line 
of defence in another motion carefully and cunningly hidden away in 
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•notlier pa|re which will cnikble theoi \o put to the teet again the eamt 
inbject. When they Bnd that there is no chance of the motions for 
total redactions being successful, they know that they/ will still hare 
an opportunity of voting on the same subject when the motion fcwr 
the demand is put; and they have ('onverte<i these tactics to an exaoi 
science. If one looks through the programme of the debate one will 
find that there are successive stages thereby if they are defeateil on 
the main motion, they still ho()e to lop off a little more or little less, 
and so on down the scale. That, Sir, will help Rai Harondranath 
Chaudhuri to realise how it is that I cannot understand the mentality 
of those who put forward a motion to reject the whole of the police 
budget and then are seriously I believe quite w'liously — taken aba(*.k 
or rather annoyed that (lovernment does not in detail argue with them 
over the cuts on smaller matters which, if they had their way, would 
be consigned with the rest to the hmho of the past. Therefore, this 
motion is again one of tho.se motions on which I alistuin from replying-.

He siM>ke in Bengali. The translation of his sixjecb is as follows: — 

I have incessantly protested agai^t items of this description, but 
my protests have l)een cries in the wilderness. In this country 
thousands and thousands of jK^ople are dying of malaria and kala<^Ear, 
cholera, small-f)ox and other pi even tilde diseases. The jx^ople have 
been reduced to skeletons for w’unt of sufficient nourishment. A.s a 
matter of fact they do not know what two meals a day mean. Scarcity 
of drinking water in villages is also a dominant feature. While the 
country is being devantated from one end to another from nialariii and 
while the people of the country are dying in millions for want of 
medic4il treatment and proper food the (lovernment conlemjdale pro- 
viding the Calcutta Police with iron cots and mosquito riirtaina such 
indeed is the irony of fate. The apiKirtionment of the Budget Estimate 
in such a just and equitable manner — if it can lie designated as just 
and e(|uifahle at all — would have created a thrill of horror and indigna- 
tion in any other independent countries, hut here, in India, such an 
item is not regarded seriously. When the question of the Police Budget 
is taken up by the Oovemraeut the Government prodigally allots any 
amount of money necessary for their amenities of life. But alas, 
ifhen the question for the eradication of malaria, dissemination of 
education, improvement of sanitation, sufficiency of water-supply 
arises, Government pose themselves as bankrupt It would be pru- 
dent on the part of the Government to disallow this item of expenditure 
having regard to the stiaitened circumstances of the people of this 
country. I appeal to the Government mo.^f sincerely most devoutly not 
to pass this expenditure. It is ridiculously alwmrd I repeat again to 
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provide for this sum when the country especially at a time is seething 
with discontent consequent on their unemployment and want of food. 

Bibu BORODA PR08AD DEY: I beg to move that the demand of 
Rs. 1,00,000 for the supply of iron cots and moskuito curtains to the 
Police Force under the head ‘ 26C. — District Executive Force * be / 
refused. 

I do not propose to insult the intelligence of this House by making 
any speech on this motion. The members have seen what ridiculously 
small sums have been provided for combating malaria, the scarcity 
of water-supply and other necessary things. So practically it comes to 
this that all nation-building departments have been starved, and the 
Police Department which is looked upon by the people ns the nation- 
destructing department has been served "with funds. 

Babu MANMOHON NEOCI: I beg to support the motion. I 
should like to draw the attention of the House to one aspect of the 
question and that is this: I fear it will ])e a recurring exi>enditure for 
the future years, because these mosquito curtains and cots are required 
for the whole fon'e and from the way in which the amount is pro- 
posed to l)e spent this year it is apparent that we will Ik* called upon 
to sanction a giant every year. So it becomes a recurring expenditure, 
and from that point of view I hoj^ the House will reject the demand. 

Mtuivi WANED H08SAIN: I beg to support this motion, and in 
doing so J would like to make a few observations. The othei day 
some memliers remarked that we were grudging the elementary com- 
forts of life to the jmlice officers, and some of ihem asked whether 
the police offic>*rs and the police servants were not human l>eings and 
whether they did not lequire the most elementary' comforts of life, 
such as iron cots to sleep on and mosquito curtains to protect their 
persons from the attack of mosquitoes. I would point out one thing 
more: I think some of the meinWs may argue that some time ago 
the Corporation of Calcutta took it into its head to maintain a Mos- 
quito Brigade, and as fur as I am aware some provi.sion was made for 
that purjKise, but only recently the work of the brigade has been 
stopped for w'ant of fund. Now, if such a thing is allowed in other 
departments, what is the harm, it may be asked, to allow a lakh of 
rupees for cots and mosquito curtains for the police? To that my 
answer is this: there are Government servants in various departmetits, 
but to none of them are allowed such elementary comforts of life 
as to the police officers. Mav I ask whether they are not as faithfi^ 
Government servants as the police and whether they do not disclnirge 
the same sort of public duties ns the police officers? And yet if any 
allowance is given to them for their comforts, it is gradually deducted 
from their pay. Is this justice to all classes of Government servantaP 
Why should this sort of indulgence be given to one class of Government

nervants and refused to others ? I may say without fear of contradio* 
tion that there has been a volume of feeling agajnst it in the country 
and some heart-burning among the* Government eemrants of other 
departments who look upon this sort of indulgence with suspicion. I 
cannot understand the attitude of Government in giving this sort of 
indulgence to one particular class of oihoers, and unless this attitude 
is explained, the suspicion will remain and the hearl-burining vfill 
continue. As^to the Mosquito Brigade, I may point out that, apart 
from the question whether it is right or wrong, the projwsal was made 
for the good of all classes of people without any invidious distinction 
The work that was to l)e done by the Mosquito Brigade was meant fnr 
the people at large and not for any imrticular class. Now, Sir, the 
police expenditure is increasing year after year, and yet further 
provisions are made in the budget for an additional indulgence to be 
given to the fwlice officers and servants only. The invidious distino* 
tion smacks favouritism and creates heart-burning that prevails among 
several classes of tlie Government servants. This is not good for the 
administration itself. With these words I support the motion nod 
ask the House to refuse the grant. 

[At this stage the Council was adjourned for 16 minutes.] 

[After the adjoui'^ineivt . ] 

HAdl LAL MAHAMMED addressed the (\>uncil in vernacular. 

Mauivi EKRAMUt HUQ; I rise to sup])ort the motion. The 
demand is for iron cot.s and mosquito nets. I would like to know if 
these things actually existed before; if so, I think the police ought to 
be in a position to manage with their old things. If these did not exist, 
let them wait for another year, and in the meantime this imuiey can he 
devoted towards the inqu’oveinent of the rural water-.Mi[)ply. This is 
the submission that I have to make, and we ought to vote against the 
demand. 

Babu MANMATHA NATH ROY: It is .‘'aiil in the statement annexed 
to the budget that thi^ exfienditure on iron cols ami inoM|nito curtain.s is 
necessary for the maintenance of an improved stundanl of health of the 
members of the police. We have li.stened in this Hall to-day to many 
glorious records of the activitie.^ (»f the members of the p(di< e force, and 
we mu.st take it, in their present shattered conditions of healtli. Speak- 
ing for myself, in order to secure the sjifely of my own person and that 
of my countrymen, I am not inclined to vote for this expenditure in 
order to enable the police to add to their activities or to thoir glorious 
record*. 

TIm Hon’bto Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: As 1 stated in my s[>eech 
on the budget, there has l>een a very great deal of misapprehension and 
misrepresentation regarding this provision of Rs. 1,00,000 for iron cots 
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asd mosquito curtains for the police. This is not a flew policy; it is not 
a new proTision that has been entered into the budget for the first time. 
The policy has been definitely undertaken from the year 1914, and it was 
then laid down, just before the war, that it was the duty of Go^mmeiit 
to provide their police officers, the men they take away from their homes 
into malarious districts and keep in dilapidated or badly constructed 
buildings which are neither rain, nor storm, nor wind-proof, with iron 
cots and mosquito curtains. It was then laid down as ^ policy that 
Government should provide their police officers in the mufassal, not in 
Calcutta but in the mufassal, with iron cots and mosquito curtains — the 
iton cots, because it was considered, fiom the point of view of their 
health, undesirable to allow them to sleep on the bare earth. It was 
more economical to provide iron cots, which cost about Rs. 17 each and 
last for years rather than bamboo charpoys which would get destroyed 
and would have to be replaced every few months. The iron cots were 
not provided for reasons of luxury but for reasons of economy. It was 
agreed that we should provide our police officers with something to 
sleep on and therefore we provided them with iron cots. 

The mosquito curtains were considered necessary under the advice of 
the medical health officers in order to reduce the sick rate amonjf^ the 
police force. As I explained, the sick rate of the police force is a dead 
loss; we have to keep up a reserve, because a very large portion of the 
police are constantly down with fever in certain districts and our health 
officers advised that the provision of mosquito curtains might keep down 
the sick rate and be more e<'onomical. Government accejded that policy 
in 1914 and provided a certain sum of money. As one member, I think 
Babu Manmohon Neogi, has pointed out. it is quite true that it will be 
recurring expenditure. The original idea was that there should be a 
certain fixed sum of money in the budget every year* for mosquito 
curtains, but not for iron cots; mosquito curtains do not last very long; 
they last at most years. The idea was to provide mos(]uito curtaina ^ 
for all thanas and to provide a recurring sum for their replacement every 
year. That was the f)olicy of Government and, a.s I have said, it waa 
startetl in 1914. Then came the War, and all expenditure was cut 
down. In 191(1 we provided a further sum, but in 1917 it was again cut 
down. I think twice during the last four years — I si)eak subject to 
correction- -we provided this sum. I am pretty certain that last year 
the Council passed this sum, but I say I have not got the exact figure 
before me at present. Therefore, it is not the case that Government 
callously and deliberately cut down the provision for water-supply in 
order to provide raostjuito curtains and cots for the police. It is in 
pursuance of the policy which goes back to the year 1914 when it was 
initiated at the instance of the health officers. I am not prepared at ijl 
to question the fairness of the policy; I think it is a sound policy and a 
right policy. 
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» willy gfromtd, I think, on which the prwrition 
§t all ia that wo haTw not in tha past regularly provided the mOMy'lUki^ 
^ot a&rd it for the present year.' That is the only point on which' 
fttiUBk the House has any reason to attack this provision. But it oan> 
not be said that it is merely because there is some money availaUe thi« 
year that we have provided this sum ; as I have said, we adopted the 
health officers’ report in 1914. It is not a provision which any humane 
Government can cavil at. It is purely a j)rovision for economy and 
health, and from that point of view I still a.sk the House to provide the 
sum. The question whether it is the right year in which to put jt 
fo^ard must, I admit, be decided by the opinion of the supporters of 
OoTernment.

Sir, I do not wish to take up the time of the Council unnecessarily by 
going into details, but I wish to offer a few words of explanation regard- 
ing these various items in the demand for grant. 
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As regards the Aidatic Society I may lale it that the work of this 
learned body is well known to scholars not only in Bengal but practically 
throughout the world. .i\* 

The grant made to it includes provision for the publication ol its 
catalogue of Sanskrit manuscripts and for the publication of Persian 
and Arabic manuscripts of historical interest. Members who come 
from northern Bengal must know something of the valuable researches 
that hare been carried out by the Varendra Research Society of Raj- 
shahi, and Dacca is proud of its well-managed Museum. The demand is 
merely for the grants which have been paid in previous years and it 
would be unjust to deprive these institutions of the little assistance which 
Government can afford to give them and on which they rely for the 
maintenance of their activities.

Rut l>efi»re I resume my seat I wish to • 
remind the rneinhers of this Counrul of the warning which His Excellency 
has given them. Whatever expenditure His Exeellenry may autho- 
rise, it is impossible for him to authorise the payment o,f grant® to aided 
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institutiona or local bodies. As examples of the -grants which will not

These grants alone total almost half a crore of rupees. Is this sura to 
be lost to Education in Bengal? Will this Council deliberately produce 
chaos in our educational system?

Babu HEMANTA KUMAR 8ARKAR: I beg to move that the 
demand of 1,38,330 under the head “ 31 B. — Education Reserved — 
Pay of officers ” he refused. 

Sir, I was one of the butchers of the educational slaughter house 
going by the luvine of University and as an educationist I think I am 
entitled to speak with some authority on this subject n^ an “ expert.” 

Mft PRESIDENT* Do you say ” butcher ”? 

B^bu HEMANTA KUMAR SARKARs les, Sir. My connection 
with the University however was not long but only for over a year. 
Sir, I have noticed carriages being reserved, police being reserved and 
various other things being reserved, but it is only here. Sir, that I bear 
of Education being reserved — of course for whom and by whom and for 
what purpose it should be reserved I do not know. 

Mr* PRESIDENT* By an Act of Parliament. 

Bsbu HEMANTA KUMAR SARKARs I am not a mathematician, 
Sir, but when the figure.s in respect of Education “ reserved ” given in 
the budget estimate are taken together we find that for each European 
and Anglo-Indian student something like Rs. 26 is spent and for every 
Indian sTudent — I mean the black coloured student 

ThR Hoii*ble the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR Sf 
BURDWAN! I rise to a point of order, Sir. On an individual and 
specific resolution like this, should the mover be allowed to have a 
general discussion on European education? That is what I want your 
ruling" about, Sir. 

Mr* PRESIDENT* Yes, Maharaja Bahadur. As it saves further 
Bpeeches, I think .it is better that a member who wishes to speak on a 
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particular motion should speak on the whole subject of European Edu* 
eation instead of rising repeatedly to speak on individual items. 

Tha Hon’bla the MAHARAJADHIRAdA BAHADUR of BURD* 
WAN: But we shall have an opportunity of discussing the general 
question of European Education at the end, namely, when mdlion 
No. 724 is taken up. 

Mr* PRESIDENT: We shall have an opportunity no doubt, but 
I look to those member.s who choose to make a general speech on the 
whole subject on a specific motion like this not to cover that ground 
again. 

The Hon’ble the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR of BURD« 
WAN; W ere we not given an opportunity of discussing the whole 
question of European Education at the time of the general budget dis- 
cussion, Sir? 

Mr* PRESIDENT: Certainly. The general discussion ranged over 
the whole budget of this Government. Maharaja Bahadur. But the point 
now is a general discussion of European Education only, which is a 
branch of the said budget. 

The Hon*ble the MAHARAJADHIRAdA BAHADUR of BURD- 
WAN: If you look up th^ old proceedings, Sir, European Education or 
any other general subject like that was <liscussed when the general 
budget discussion was taking place. What I w’anted to know, Sir, was 
wliether on a specific item like this — namely, pay of officers you were 
going to allow a general discussion on the whole subject of European 
Educafion. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Yes, Maharaja Bahadur. As I have said, it 
wdll save further speeches from those members who have once spoken 
generally. They cannot again speak on motion No. 724 which 
really gives us an opportunity of debating the whole (juestion of Edu- 
cation Re.served." If Ilemanta Bahu, for instance, nf»w makes a 
general speech, I look to him to refrain from speaking on motion 
No. 724, although I think the temptation to do so will he great for him, 
his name being down on the list as one of the movers of that resolution. 

Jllbu MANMATHA NATH ROY; I rise to a point of order, Sir, 
When an amendment is moved is it not the general rule that the amend- 
ment and the principal motion are both open to discussion ? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: We are not on that point now. The Maharaja 
Bahadur's inquiry is whether in moving an amendment the member is in 
order in going into a general discussion of the whole subject of which 
that amendment is only a branch ; 
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Bibu MANMATHA NATH ROY: My point of order relates exact- 
ly to the same point. My point is that when an amendnient is moved the 
aineiidinent jumI the motion to which it an amendment are both open to 
discussion at the same time. 

Mr, PRESIDENT: That is not the procedure that I have adopted 
with rej^ard to tli*‘ l^ud^^et. We have a number of amendments dowm on 
the ag(*nda paper and when they are disposed of we shall come to the 
main question. If you turn to motion No. 724 you wdll find that it is 
the main head and motions Nos. tiS8 — 723 are amendments to that main 
question. We must dispose of the amendments first and then come to 
No. 724. That is the procedure with regard to the budget.

2(i was spent upon <‘ach individual wheIea^ some i^tnas 
thiee only was spent for every black boy in this (‘ountry. 

Kumar 8HIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: On a point of order, Sir. 
He ought to say “ per mensem/' 

Mr. PRE8IDENT: Y oil can both correct and lebuke him after- 
wards, Kumar Sahidi. 

Babu HEMANTA KUMAR 8ARKAR; The only difference is that 
it is per mensem instead of per annum, but as tlie llon’ble Miunber does 
not like me to speak generally on this subject any further, for I am neither 
a specialist in Education “ Reserved ", nor my>elf a Eurojiean nor an 
Anglo-Indian — I am obliged to take my seat. 

Tba Hon’ble the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR ft 
BURDWAN: I am glad that the di.scussion has been short for this reaso^ 
that T do not in any way wish to have a di.scussion of the general ; piin- ' 
ciples underlying European Education on this motion and sirtWlt Js 
possible to allow’ a general discussion under another motion for the total 
refusal of the grunt 1 shall not make a lengthy statement now’, but J why 
point out to Hemanta Babu and those who have supported this motioft fi 
to what this figure stands for. This sum of Rs. 1,38,330— Pay of Officers 
—represents the pay of the teaching staff employed in the Victoria and 
Dow If ill Schools at Kurseong and if Government accepts the motion the 
result will be the immediate dismissal of the staff and the closing of the 
BchiKils in question. These schools are directly maintained by the Gov- 
ernment of Bengal for the children of its poorer European and Anglo- 
Indian officers and it is not possible for Government to neglect the 
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eblig^tions they hare assumed in reg-ard to this class. This is the pay of 
the officers, I may repeat, employed in the Victoria and Dow Hill Sch.)ols 
«t Kurseong, and therefore it is quite clear that the Government cannot 
accept the refusal proposed.

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: 1 move that the demand for 
Rs. 2,56,000 (recurring) for direi’t grants to non-Government Secondary 
S<’hools for Europeans and Anglo-Indians under the head ** ‘»1B.

At very out.set, Sir. I am anxious to say one thing, namely, that I do 
not grudge any grant for the education of the Europeans and Anglo- 
Indians merely because the grant is for Anglo-Indian and European Edu- 
cation. Nothing is further fi-om my intention than thi-j. What I do 
resent however is this; that the pi-oportion l)etween the grant for Indian 
education and European and Anglo-Indian education is ( ne to w}uch 
exception can certainly be taken. I think. Sir. I am not guilty of any 
exaggeration whatsoever if I state that so far as the Europeans and Anglo- 
Indians are concerned literacy is the rule and non-literacy is the excepliou. 
On the contrary. Sir, so far as the Indians are concerned it will not bf 
an exaggeration to say that illiteracy is the rule and literacy the excep- 
tion. Having regard to the fact and also to the fact that, sj>eaking 
generally, the Eluropeans and Anglo-Indians are financially much better 
off than the average Indian — in view of all these facts, I think that there 
should be no preferential treatment meted out to the Europeap) and 
Anglo-Indians in respect of grants for their education. We have got to 
remember in this connection that the cost of education for every European 
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and Anglo-Indian boy is, speaking roughly, about a hundred times great- 
er than that of everj* Indian boy. That being so, Sir, I think the Indians 
can very justly resent this disposal of money. Spare more money if you 
ran for European education, but please do not do .so at the <osi of Indian 
education — that is our grievance. Sir, there a time when our petipla 
did not inquire al)out these things as to what amount of money was spent 
on Eurf)pean education and what amount on Indian education. They had 
then implicit faith in the (loveinmeut and they newr dreamed for a 
motneui that there wa.s any mnn for anv gr:o»*ance in the.n* respects, hut 
that lime is gone. Now the jieople aiv wule awake, they lia\e begun to 
inquire as to how these things arc being mu!uig»*d and the moment they 
know, Sir, that the average cost of education in the case of the Kuropt'ans 
and Anglo-Indians is a hundred time.N greater than the average eost of 
education in the ease of an Indian lM>y, <*un anybo.ly take them to task if 
there is a feeling of resentment among>t theniF After all, Sir, the 
Indians are all human being.N and therefore siu h feelings of lesentment i.s 
inevitable. It is only human, it is only natural. 

1 know, Sir, the only point that was pu' forvaid bv the Muhaiaja 
last year by way of justifieati<»n of this grunt — if 1 rememher aright — 
was the argument of the difference in the '<tylc of living of tin* Kuropeans 
and Anglo-Indians and in their system of educati(m. This is n ])lausihle 
argument. If these arguments are analysed what do we hnd.^ We find 
that because they are very wealth) they can manage to li\e a 1 (tter life; 
because we are poor we must live in a poor style. That is the main and 
decisive reason why more and more money must be given for their edu- 
cation ! There is a homely vernacular proverb I'rhi mathai Irl ilao aJit 
i.e., to pour oil on an oily bead. Sir, we read the other day in the news- 
papers a reiwrt that a very large amount of money W’as being raised at tho 
present moment for maintaining these institutions for the Eurnix'nn and 
Anglo-Indian boys. The other day I saw a very considerable amount of 
nrione)* was being raised by .subscription amongst (he Kuropeans. It is 
p'issible for them to do so for they are very rich, well to-do and are in a 
position to raise money like that. Is there any reason, Sir, why iBor^ 
money should be spent on their eilucution than rm that r)f the poor Indians 
— the children of the soil? That is an argument which is very difficult 
to appreciate and I .say, Sir, that the time mov gone when the people 
did not know these things; so we should now recast our ideas about these 
mtttteis instead of going on like this as before. Otherwise the result is 
1>ound to be disastrous. 

They speak of the non-co-operation movement but, Sir, if they weie 
in our position and we in theirs, I think they would have bi^come non-co- 
operators long, long ago. Therefore, Sir, in the interests of both the. 
Indians and Kuropeans in this country* it is necessary Ur make a readjust 
ment of the amounts spent for the education of Europeans and Anglo- 
Indians and Indians.

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Now, Sir, I am anxious to tell the House precisely what my amend- 
ment is. As it stands, Sir, the amendment is not for refusal. It is only 
for reduction and. Sir, according to the proportion of the grants for Euro- 
pean and Indian education, namely, 100 times — a much greater reduction 
might have been equitable and well justified, but I have suggested a 
••eduction of the grant by only half the amount. That is my amendment. 
Sir, and I cannot persuade myself to believe that anybody can consider 
my request to be excessive, and therefore, on this ground although it is a 
somewhat delicate matter, I think, without going into any racial questioOf 
It is only proper that this very modest amendment of mine should be 
accepted. 

Mauivi WANED H088AIN: I rise to support the motion which has 
been so ably moved by my friend Babu Akhil Chandra Datta. I think. 
Sir, that the reduction proposed by the mover seems to me to be a 
reasonable one. Taking the total amount of grants made for Indian and* 
European and Anglo-Indian education, respectively, one cannot shut his 
eyes to the glaring disproportion of the grants allotted to the Indian . 
and Anglo-Indian communities. It is needles.s for me to point out that 
the grant has been disproportionate as les> than four annas per head has 
been allotted to Indian boys whereas the grant for Kuroj)ean and AA.ngIo- 
Indian boys is more than Rs. 2G per head. I simply ask i.s this ju>tiee 
or is it fairness? The mover of the motion referred to the last year's 
speech of the Hon’ble the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan, but as 
far as I can remember he (d)served this year during the budget discussion 
that the grant for European education was higher because the European 
community has been paying more t(. keep their educational institutions 
in a better state of efficiency. Of (‘uuise I do n(»t mean to say that these 
weie the exact words that he used, but he said something to this effect. 
SiK'h argument seems to suggest that certain philanthro])hic European 
gentbunen have made munificent donations and are paying more for 
the cost of education of their children and, therefore, they are entitled 
to leceive larger grants. It is true that some philanthropic Europeans 
have made munificent donations for the education of their children. 
But may I ask whether there are not Indian philanthropists who have 
made similar munificent donations for the education of the Indian 
children. Is not the Mohsin endowment a magnificent donation for 
education? Is not Sir Tarak Palit’s donation for the Science College 
a magnificent endowment for scientific education? Is not Sir Eash 
Behari Ohose’s donation of 12 lakhs for national education a magnificent 
endounnent? Is not the endowment for the Tagore Law I^ectureship 
a magnificent endowment for legal education? There is another fact 
to which I wish to refer. Look at large number of schools and colleges 
started all over Bengal by the Indians, and take into account the vast 
amount of money required for their initial cost and maintenance charges. 

It 18 also well known that the number of private schools and colleges faf 
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«xc«ed8 that of European schools and colleges. Yet the Hon'ble Member, 
in justifying the higher grant for European education, did not show 
the same consideration to the Indians as he did to the Europeans. I 
therefore support the motion on the ground that the allotment of granta 
is disproportionate, unjust and iniquitous. 

BMmi ANILBARAN RAY: I may say at the beginning that 1 do not 
grudge the European and Anglo-Indian boys the facilities that have been 
given to them for education. I do think, Sir, that not less but more, 
if possible, ought to be spent on their education. As a matter of fact, 
Sir, I read from reports that in England the facilities for education 
afforded to boys and girls are much greater than here us I hope presently 
to show to the members in this Council, If I support this motion fdr 
reduction, it is not because I want to hurt the cause of education in the 
least but because it is my <‘onviction that the system of edu< ation here 
is only a particular branch of a system which is really not supplying but 
robbing India of education. That is my idea and from that point of 
view and nof tis an antagonist or opponent of education that I support 
this motion for reduction. The Ilon’ble Member, when introducing the 
budget, expected us t(> be keenly interested in the provisions made to 
meet the nation-building departments. Really, Sir, I do not know 
whether by this he meant to add insult to injury. The provision that 
has been made, viz., one crore and a few lakhs of ru[)ees, for the educa- 
tion of a Province consisting of n population of 4J (Tores of people — 
nation-building indeed! O Sir, let me give this Council some idea as to 
how the Rritish people manage their own education at home, and 1 hope 
it will not be considered irrelevant if I show the arrangements they 
propose to make in this count ly and also the difference between the provi- 
sions made for the rich Anglo-Indian and European hoys and the poor 
Indian hoys. I shall take for instance, the case of London. The London 
County Council is the hjcal authority responsible for promoting the 
general co-ordination of all forms of educuition within the county of 
London. Under this Council there are about 2,(K)0 schools and they 
teach about 1 million children, and the total cost is over 9 million 
pounds, i.e., over ,£*9 per head. Thus, for London only, the T^ondon 
County Council spends 9 million pounds or 1*15 millions of rujjees or 
L3i croies of rupees. Mr. Donald’s fioverninent jToposcs to sj)cnd one 
crore for the whole of Ilengal. Sir, thi.s is nation-building with 
vengeance. In London this tremendous cost on education is borne half 
by Government and half by the County Council. Then the G(»verriment 
helps the County Council not only with money but also with all sorts 
of suitable legislations in order to make education available to all and 
to perfect the system. I mention these things to show that the English , 
people who are ruling over us know what is meant by education and 
what is the utility of education. I also want to show bow with their 
knowledge of education they are providing for the education of the people 
whom, they say, God ba.s entrusted to their bands.' There primary

education is free and compulsory for all — not only children of normal 
health are given education, but every attempt is made to educate those 
also who are physically and mentally defective. There are in London 
alone 88 separate schools for these children and children to the number 
of 7,200 receive instruction in the mentally defective special schools, 
‘and 3,700 in the physically defective special schools and three hospitals. 
I quote these figures to show with what thoroughness they provide for 
the education of their own children and there they do not complain of 
the lack of funds or of means. For tuberculous and pretuberculous 
children the Council has provided open air schools. All the boys and 
girls in the elementary schools are examined by the medical officers and 
then they are sorted out and distributed among the various institutions 
mentioned before and only the healthy ones are retained in the ordinary 
schools. The result of this system is that no effort or expense is spared 
to turn out all bad material into useful stuff and at the same time good 
stuff is saved from contamination. Sir, this is nation-building in right 
earnest — do we find any such attempt made in India? So, I think when 
the Hon 'hie Member uttered the word nation-building ifN^eemed that it 
stuck in his mouth. Is it not a fact that by far the greater portion of 
our good stuff is allowed to rot and waste for want of proper care and 
bringing up? Sir, 1 am not at all enamoured of the Western ideas of 
education, but 1 cannot but have the greatest admiration for the thorough 
a!id unflinching manner in whicdi they carry out their own ideas about 
file good of their peop]»‘ and my heart bleeds when we find them forget- 
ting all those noble ideas when they come to deal with us whom they 
say God has entrusted to their care. If it is a trust, are they honestly 
carrying out that trust? dapan which has not been entrusted to the 
care of tlie British can already boast of over 90 i)er cent, of their people 
as literate, while in India after two ceiituries of benign British rule mf)re 
then 94 per cent, of the population are not able to read and write. 

Mr. PRESIDENT. Anil Babu, 1 am afraid I have to interrupt you. I 
do not follow the drift of your argument. I should like to understand 
what you are leading up to. Do you bring up the contribution of the 
London County Coumdl towards education as a suggestion that the Bengal 
G(»vernment should spend l‘H crores of rupees on ediu'ation? What is 
the relevancy of it ? Unless you bring that illustration up as an argu- 
ment that Rs. 13^ crores should be spent on education in Bengal, it has 
no relevancy. 

Babu ANILBARAN RAY: I was coming to that, Sir. Perhaps it 
is an eternal plea that there is lack of funds. But my point is and my 
sincere lielief is that there is no want of money in India. The Govern- 
ment of Iiylia are not at all poor. The Government of India have 
sufficient funds, but these funds are not available for the welfare of the 
people. Thitt is my complaint. Sir, as you have kindly called my 
attention to the question of funds, let me say a few words about this 
question 
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Mr. PRESIDENTS Anil Babtt, let me point out to you that you are 
speaking on a motion for reduction by a sum of Rs. 1 lakh 2S thousand. 
That will not go very far. 

Eabu ANILBARAN RAYS I understand, Sir, that the question is for 
the reduction of the provision made for certain institutions where 
European and Anglo-Indian students receive their education. But, Sir, 
you will see that in order to deal with the question fully or in a proper 
manner, I think I ought to refer to some general principles, otherwise it 
is impossible for me to confine myself to the particular point at issue. 
Now, what I was pointing out was this — I was coming to the question 
of funds — I do not grudge the sum which has l>een provided (or European 
and Anglo-Indian students. As I have said, I will support any grant 
for education. In England no energy or money is spared to give every 
child rich or poor, healthy and mentally or physically defective the 
Messing of education. Not only they give proper education, but as I 
undei-stand from the reports, there are organisations attached to these 
institutions by which the students, boys and girls, after leaving the 
institutions are helped to secure employment. I point to these things, 
Sir, only to show the thoroughness with which they tackle the problem 
of education at home. xVs you know, Sir, nobody take> any notice of the 
thousands of our boys and yrmngmen who leave our schools and colleges 
every year and wander about for want of empl(»yment. Had the (Govern- 
ment taken sufficient care or encouraged organisations for helping these 
students to find employment, T could tell you that you (ould have 
effectively checked the secret societies <»f whi<*h the (Government i.^ in 
so much dread aiid the assasinations and murders. I sincerely believe 
that if Gopinath Shah had found a suitable employment, he would not 
have fallen a prey to dangerous dreams. 1 mention all these things to 
show what care they take in England of every boy and girl in finding 
6uita!)le employment and that is what is really nation-huibling. ])o they 
take such care here? Of course. Sir, the (lue.stion is of funds. T 
understand that more than GO per cent, of the reveTicc-* of tlo* country 
is spent on maintaining the Military Department 

Mr. PRESIDENT: You cannot go into military expenditure. 
We are not concerned with that at all. You must erideavmn to bring 
yourself within the motion under discussion. You have alrea<ly travelled 
very wide. 

Babu ANILBARAN RAY: With your permission, Sir 

Mr. PRESIDENT. It is absolutely beyond the subject under dis^’us- 
sion. 

BiImi ANILBARAN RAY: I accept your ruling, Sir. Coming U 
the queation of funds, suppose the sum available i.s only Rs. KK) and if 
I point out to you that out of the sum, only rupee one fs available for 
•dueation and rupees 99 for other purposes and I refer to the purpoa# 
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for which that sum of Es. 99 is spent. If that be not allowed, it is 
not possible for me to go into the matter. The Government of India ia 
purposely neglecting the interests of the people and the interests of the 
country. What for do they maintain the military 

Mr. PRESIDENT: My difficulty is that we are not discussing the 
revenues of the Government of India at all. We have no concern with 
that. We are discussing a very simple and more modest matter — the 
budget of the Government of Bengal — and incidentally we are discuss* 
ing a motion that a demand for a grant to non-government secondary 
schools be reduced by a certain sum . 

Bibu ANILBARAN RAY: I bow to your ruling, Sir. Suppose I 
take for granted that funds are available. Deshabandhu Chittaranjan 
Das said that he wcmld give you 5 crores of rupees but what was the 
answer given to that ? So, I need not quarrel about funds. The Hon’ble 
the Finance Member said that they had no schemes and that even if they 
had the money they would not be able to spend it. So, I need not quanel 
about funds. 

[At this stage the member reached the time-limit.] 

BabU JOCENDRA CHANDRA CHAKRA VORTI: The motion now 
before the Council seems to me to be a very modest one, and if I rise to 
nmke a few observations on thih motion, it is merely for the purpose of 
drawing the attention of the members of this House to certain figures 
with regard to the provisions made for European and Anglo-Indian edu- 
cation generally. Sir, my friend, Babu Akhil Chandra Datta, has only 
moved for the reduction regarding certain grants for European and 
Anglo -Indian education. I may state, in the beginning, that I have 
no quarrel whatever with any provision that may be made for education ^ 
be it for Europeans or Anglo-Indians or for any other race; that is not 
the question before us. Indeed, the question of reduction or otherwise 
comes only when we consider the total funds that have been made avail- 
able for the purpose of expenditure under the head “ h^ducation.” We 
find from the budget Bgures given to us that under the head “ Education 
the total funds under the voted head are Rs. 1,15,95,000 and under the 
noil-voted head Rs, (»,41,(K)0 making a total of Ks. l,2'lj'‘^JO,000. Now, Sir^ 
it cannot surely be denied that one of the foremost and the primary 
duties of the State is to remove the ignorance of the people as fai as 
possible. The hon’ble members of this House will be pleased to consider 
whether an honest attempt is being made by the Government to dis- 
charge its primary duties. The provision with regard to education 
seems to my mind to be very trifling indeed, because when we b ok at the 
population of Bengal what we find is this: that the Indian population 
comes up to soinething like 47,547,482 and the European and Anglo- 
Indian population comes up to the figure 44,980 and the total 
provision made for Anglo-Indian and European education b(*th under 
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the voted and non-voted heads, cdmes to Re. M, 66, 000, that is to say, for 
a population of 44,980, a provision of Rs. 13^66, (KK) is made ; whereas for 
the Indian population of 47,547,482, the provision both under the voted 
and non-voted heads, comes up to Rs. 1,08,72,000. Anybody win work 
out the projwrtion and working it out, he will find that the expenditure 
per head on the Indian population for education comes to about 8 anntu 
and 10 pies or something like it. Now, Sir, the question that is raised-— 
and I think very forcibly raised, by looking into these figures, is whether 
there is or is not sufficient ground for asking the Gtjvernnient to make 
any reduction regarding these grants. Therefore, it seems to me that 
the motion which is ikjw before the Council f<»r the redm tion of certain 
grants for Eunjpean and Anglo-Indian education is undoubtedly a very' 
modest one. The TIon’Me the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan has 
told us just now .something regarding the maintenance of certain schools 
at Kurseong for Euorpfan and Anglo-Indian education. \Vell, Sir, 
with your permission, I will just for one moment refer to the olnervations 
of the Retrenchment C<»mmittce with regard to these schools, and, in 
fact, European education generally. This is what the Committee say : — 

We thmk there is a pood case for the education in the hill* of European children 
of the class for which these schoiils rater. On prounds of health they could not livfr 
in the plains all the year round, and to increase the fees would l»e to take with one 
hand, and to make it net-eswiry to pive with the other hand in the form of increased 
emoluments to the parents. We are not sure there is an equally pood rase for thw 
education m the hills of Anplo indian children. The Kurseonp s<’ho«»ls are admittedly 
more ex]>eniii\e to maintain than schools in the plains and we ((‘el that it is dilDcult to 
justify the larger exfiendilure on Account of Anplo-Jndian chidren. 

We have no solution to offer, hut we suppests the question should be considered. 

Then, the Committee go on to other matters. The (jiiestion — surely 
the most important question for everybody here in this (’oiincil to con- 
sider as well as Tor the Oovemment to consider, is whether or not a seriou* 
curtailment is pusNible in tlie case of European and Anglo-Indian educa- 
tion. Sir, it is well known that ignorance is chronic in tliis Province. 
It is needless now to repeat, that the Government is not doing what it 
should do for the purpose of removing ignorance from the Provim'e. 
One point to which I may refer in this connection is the provision that 
has been made for primary education and secondary education under 
the Transferred head in the next year’s budget estimates. The figure*

The United States took over charge in 1897, and now more 
than 50 per cent, of the population are educated, and this took the 
United States only 25 years. The Province of Bengal is the oldest 
province which came under British rule, and my district, the district 
of Chittagong, as well as the district of Midnapore came under the 
British rule from the very beginning of the British Empire. But we 
have been kept in ignorance as we never were before, and I can say thid 
that before the annexation of Chittagong and Midnapore and other 
places from the Dewani of Bengal, we could boast of more education 
and enlightenment. Considering the fact that we were more educated 
and enlightened before the advent of British rule in the Province, the 
progress that we have made in education during the last century and 
a half is negligible. I know even if the House carries this motion that 
Rs. 1,28,(M)0 be cut out of the demand for Rs. 2,56,(K)0, it is sure to be 
restored by His Excellency by his power of certification, but we must 
say what we feel so that His Excellency might think twice before he 
certifies. We are after all Indians, and Indians have got hearts; they 
are not cnllous to their surroundings although according to their 
white masters they have neither heads nor hearts. We are often told 
that the English Government is carrying the black man’s burden; I say 
rather that we are carrj'ing the white man’s burden. May we not ask 
the Hon’ble Member in charge whether it is due to them or due to us? 
We ask why is not more money provided for our own education? Can- 
not a portion of the police budget be curtailed, say by about 50 lakhs, 
and devoted to the education of the children of the soil? May we not 
ask the Hon'ble Member in charge of Jails and Convict Settlements to 
curtail some expenditure in that direction and spend it on education? 
Can we not ask the Hon’ble Member in charge of the General Adminis- 
tration to cut down a portion of the money from that demand and spend 
it on education? If the policy of giving Indians a thorough education 
in every direction had been steadily pursued, perhaps there would not 
have been a cry of unemployment among Indians and even among the 
Anglo-Indians. My friend Mr. Barton as well as Dr. Moreno the othef 
day bitterly complained about unemployment in their community: I 
also make the same complaint about my community; and my Hindu 
friends make the self-same complaint. What is the rea.son? The 
reason is this that our masters, our Sovereign, those who bear the black- 
man’s burden, they are more responsible for this state of things than 
we ourselves. Taxes have increa'^ed and we are providing more money 
to run this irresponsible Government ; we even pay taxes when we go 
tb the theatres and cinemas; large amounts of monev that are being 
T^lised as taxes in betting and other taxes. If all these amounts had 
Wn put aside for our education, then we would have thanked our rulers 
but such is not going to be the case with us for years to come. There 
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is an increased tax on litigation^ that is the stiCmp revenue hat been 
incre^d, court fees have been increased ^ 

•Mr. PRESIDENT: 1 have allowed you to go on for a long 
time, but you are now making a speech on the general discussion of the 
budget. ,Jf you cannot confine your speech to the subject under discus* 
sion, if you go on to discu.ss income tax, stamp revenue and such matters 
as may have been relevant to a general discussion of the budget, I 
must ask you to resume your seat. Please leave that line of argument, 
which is absolutely irrelevant, and come to the subject-niatter under 
discussion. It is quite out of order. 

Milllvi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: I was just going to show 
by an illustration 

. Mh PRESIDENT: You are abusing the right of illustration. Tou 
are hiiaking a speech which deals with the whole of the budget not only 
of the Government of Bengal, but of the Government of India, and I 
rule that you are out of order. 

MauivI Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: I must say that I am not 
a Parliamentarian and am not so qualified as to understand this as you 
can do. At the same time English is not my mother tongue hence it is 
difficult for me to distinguish between a right illustration and abuse of 
illustration. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I must a^k }ou to come to the pf)int. 

Maulvi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: The point is this that if 
more money can be foun<i from stamps and other revenue and be get 
apart for the purpose of education, then the Government could not say 
that there was no money for the education of Indians. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I ask you, Maulvi Sahib, what has that got to do 
with the subject-matter of the motion which relates to the reduction of 
the grant to Anglo-Indian and European schools? It has nothing what- 
ever to do with this subject. I must ask you to obey my ruling. 

Maulvi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: What I mean to say is 
that if this money which is being spent in other direction.s can be set 
apart for 

[At this stage the member reached the time-limit.] 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Maul vi Sahib, you have reached your time-limit; 
I cannot allow you to go on, and in order to enable the Muhammaden 
members to gay their prayers, I adjourn the Council for 10 minuteg. 

[At ibis stage the Council was adjourned for 10 minutes,] 

[After the adjournment.] 
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ThtVHon’ble the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADU|n Of 
BURDWAN.) have myself been bo much confused with all the argtl- 
ments that the Bpeakers on the motion for reduction have brought in, 
that I have found some difficulty as to the exact objection to the amount 
provided for in the budget for distribution. The amount is 
Rb. 2,56,000 for maintenance and other recurring grants to hon-Govern- 
ment secondary schools for Europeans and Anglo-Indians. 

[At this stage the Hon’ble the President left the Chamber and the 
Deputy President took the Chair.] 

Comparisons in matters relating to schools and institutions of a ^ 
different community by another community are always liable touring 
in racial questions. I am, however, glad that the gentlemen 
did so with a gool deal of restraint on that point, but I think TOatmy 
friend Babu Akhil Chandra Datta and one other gentleman who sita 
behind him, whose name I am afraid I do not know, both missel tko 
point regarding the amount which is provided in the budget for tHff*' ,, - 
purpose. This amount is by no means a new figure, nor has it beiii * 
increased to any great extent within the last few years. It is the amount 
which is given to well-known European institutions like the La Martiniere, 

St, Paul’s School at Darjeeling, St. Patrick’s School, Asansor, Queen’s 
Hill School at Darjeeling, the Calcutta Girls’ School, Loreto Convent, 

St. Joseph’s School and others. It is true that some years back when 
Sir Henry Wheeler spoke regarding European education, the figure was 
a little over lOJ lakhs, but now it stands at a little over 11 lakhs 

Babu KHAGENDRA NATH GANGULY: I rise to a point of order. 

Is the Hon’ble Member finally replying on behalf of Government to the 
discussion F 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIDENT (Major Hmm Suhrawvdy) : Yeg^ the 
Hon'ble Member is replying on behalf of Government. 

Babu KHAGENDRA NATH GANGULY: But there are othen who 

wished to speak on this side. 

Mr. DEPUTY PRESIOTENT: I am sorry, it is too late, you cannot be 
allowed to speak now. 

The Hon'ble the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR of 
BURDWAN: I should like my friends in all Beriousness to consider as 
to whether it is right, as to whether it is fair to bring in a comparison of 
^figures regarding the amount Government contributes for European 
eTlucation, If you hwik at the budget you will find that the figure is a 
little over 11 lakhs. If you look at the amount provided for Indian 
’ education, you will find it is over Rs. 1,15,00,000. I say these compari- 
sons are misleading for the pure and simple reason that, apart from the 
arguments which I raised last time, and which I repeat again this time, 
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it is ^ite unfair to apply the population test to the method ol||eachiug,. 
4o thtf method of living, and to thp method of inaintai|!ng inatitutioua 
meant for the education of European and Anglu*In(iian ehildrea. 

It is, therefore, obvious that if we a*ere to go into such comparieoii»„ 
we shall only confuse ourselves, but what is further, we are bound to 
bring in the racial question on the mode of living, and I, therefore, thiSIf 
that I would be wise not to go into that question myself any further^ 
What I should, however, like to point out is this: that the amounts 
granted are really modest and I think that when the community itself 
puts up more than lakhs for the tMlueation of its children, it is the 
dutprolthe State, so long as you have an influential community like the 

te an(l Anglo-Indian community, to givt^ State aid, and I maintain 
State aid is by no means extravagant when we considtT, as I 
said, the mode of living or the education imparted, the cost f)f the edu- 
Qa4(j(pists who have to he drafted for the purpose as well as the class of 
«ikuilding8 that are necessary. When all these are taken into (onsidera- 
am sure my friends who have criticised the grant will themsedves 
admit that there is a good deal of force in the arguments which I have 
advanced. Apart from the grants ma<le to individual institution-s, there 
is always in the budget a certain amount kej)t for making general grunts 
to various institutions. I understand from the officiating Director of 
Public Instruction that he has unfortunately not been able to give all the 
details which I should have liked to place before the Council to-day that 
with respect to certain grants there is on eslnhlishe<I juinciple, whereas 
with respect to certain other grants we follow a general principle. I 
have asked the officiating Director of Public Instruction as soon as the 
budget is over to bring up to me the whole question to review as to what 
principle we should adopt in giving these grants, so as to he able to con* 
vince our friends more fully than we are able to do at the present 
moment the need of the continuity of these grants. But I may assure my 
friends that the grant is in no way extravagant and that if they were 
cut down the amount provided either by half or by a quarter, it would 
mean the closing down of a certain number of deserving institutions,, 
which, I am sure, neither Akhil Bahu nor bis supporters, would desire 
when they have the cause of education so much at heart. I, therefore, 
hope that the motion will he withdrawn, but if it n(»t withdrawn, I on 
behnlf of Government am unable to accept the motion. 

The liiotion was then put and lost. 

BaiNf AKHIL CHANDRA OATTAs I beg to move that (be demautf 
for Bs. 58,000 for non-recurring building grants to non4lt»vernment 
^yfifecondary schools for Europeans and Anglo-Indians under the head 
** 31B. — Education (Reserved)— Secondary ” be refused. * 

We do not know either from the Green Book or fivim the W’hite Book 
which are these secondary schools to which it is proposed to make these 
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building grants. Mjr complaint ig ^ which WB are 

told on page 46 pf the Green BodIjjBW as a measure of retrenchment ^th* 
a view to economy, it has been deci^d to abolish -69 posts "^of teachers 
in 'Government schools, ft passes my comprehension as to how it could 
^ve been decided to allot Rs. 58,000 for non-recurring building gran^ 
non-Govemment secondary schools. These 69 teachers have bein ' 
kicked out not because they are incompetent, not because their services 
are not necessary, but as a measure of retrenchment with a view to 
«c(momy. I wonder, Sir, if this, amount of Rs. 58,000 for these tochers 
has been cut out only for the purpose of making this grant of Rs. 58,000 
to non-Government secondary schools for Europeans and Anglo-Jnd^iis. 

I say this, because I find, that by the removal of 69 teachers the saving 
effected was Rs. 58,000, the same amount which we find it is proposed to 
be granted for this purpose. In all fairness. Sir, this may be only a 
coincidence — I hope it is a coincidence — but the fact remains, however, 
that the amount is identical, and at all events I would appeal to thO*.^^ 
Hon’ble Member in charge to consider whether or not, at least for th^? 
present year, the removal of these 69 teachers of Government schools'^ 
ccnild not have been postponed, because if we do not make this grant of 
Rs. 58,000 for building purposes, these 69 poor men could have been 
retained at least for one year. The whole question is that if we confine 
cur attention to these two items — the building grant and the reirfbval of 
f)9 teachers — the whole question is which is of greater urgency. I do not 
think anybody will seriously dispute that this grant of Rs. 58,000 for 
building purposes could not have been postponed for a year or two. It 
is not so indispensably necessary. In one case it is a question more or 
less of luxury, in the other it is a question of bread and butter. There- 
fore I think at least in consideration of this fact, if not for any other 
reason, this might certainly be put off for the present year. If jou are 
very affluent next year, make a grant of double the amount if you like. 

In this connection may I draw the attention of the Council, and in 
particular of the Education Minister and of the Hon'ble Member in 
charge to one small fact. There is no high school for girls in tlippera. 

It has been propo.sed to raise the existing school to the status of a high 
fichool. The proposal has been hanging fire for some years for want of 
funds : the scheme has Wn approved and sanctioned, but could not be 
given effect to for want of funds. At last in absolute'^ despair it 
proposed that at least one class, namely. Class VIII, should be sfai^d 
this year. I may mention that I am a member of the managing com- 
mittee, and all that was asked for in that connection was simply an 
additional mistress on Rs. 75 a month : that could have enabled us to , 
start Class V : that means 75xl2=R8. 900 a year. Even that small 
thing could not be accomplished for want of funds. If that is the posi^ 
tion, in all seriousness I ask, is it fair to make a grant like this for 
building purposes to non-Goremment secondary schools for Europeans 
and Anglo-Indians who, I believe, are certainly in a position, if the 
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amoiiiit is absolutely nece»satj\ ta *kmount That 

($ all My grievance, and I do not ^urse, whether I have been 

able to make out a case for my motion being accepted. 1 think, under 
the rules, I am not permitted to make any suggestion, but if I may do 
•0^ suggest that these 69 teachers may be retained for at least one 
hui of the savings which might be effected by refusing this demand. I, , 

Mauivi ABDUR RASHID KHAN spoke in Bengali in support of the 
motioia^^ 

[At this stage the Hon’hle the President returned to the Chair.] 

SHAii SYED EMDADUL HAQ spoke in Bengali in support of the 
motion. 

Mauivi 8AYEDAL HOQUE: I wish to support this moticm on 
various grtmnds. First of all I have the reason to say that in this 
Province at least in education we spend more on form than on suhstance. 
It is a fact which gives me pain to think that we spend hundreds and 
hundreds of rupees on buildings and furniture, but we spend very little 
for giving real education, (hi this ground, perhaps, I think I am justi- 
fied in supporting this motion. Moreover, 1 am quite at one with Akhil 
Babu when he says that this section of the people — Anglo-Indian and 
Europefi^ps — can well manage a year or two without having new build- 
ings. If they are so much in nee<l of it, they may have it from their 
own funds. They are not so poor as W'e are. From another point of 
view I have to support thi< motion. The point is this. 1 do not raise 
my objection only l)ecau>e this sum is going to he given to Anglo-Indians 
and Europeans, hut to me it seems that there i*» no piinciple behind Ihe 
distfihulion of these grants. I do not know why this sort of classifica- 
tion ‘Should take place under one Government. Why should (here he an 
Indian section of edmation and another of an Angl(<-Indian and Euro- 
peans!'' The only ju>tifiia(ion that I can NUppoM' for this kind of 
distrihutiou or classifii ation is <uh* of fav<»ur which should he shown to 
the hack\«ard clu.^ses. I do not know whether these Anglo-Indians and 
Europeans are .said to ht*. or can W taken to he, backward among Indian 
inhabitants. If tliey are not taken to be backward, then there should 
not be special consideration for them. I do not understand upon what 
basis, OT what principle Hhis kind of favouritism is going on. From this 
point o| view I have the strongest opposition to this kind (d grant. That 
is my second point. My third jKjint is this. I do not know the facts, 
aiid figures are not before me — if these Anglo-Indians and Europeans 
pay much more to the purse of Government, but if> mo it seems that they 
are not giving more than the other sections of the population. Sir, I 
ask, do the Anglo-Indians pay greater amount of tax than us that they 
fffbuld be treated with special favours and with special privileges by 
Government P So I do not know why such a large amount should go to 
their slare out of the money the major portion of which comes from 
those Indians who cannot manage to have their meals decently. 1 do not 

^ 22 
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think there is any jnstihcatidn for spending a farthftig from the poor 
taxpayers* money for the benefit' of these richer Ejections — the Anglo- 
Tndians and Europeans. 

My next point is that, if this kind of distribution is made 
by, the Government in matters of allocation of educational grants, it h^a 
got a great demoralising effect upon the less favoured section ; and the 
section which gets liberal treatment at the hands of Government for 
education of their children naturally consider themselves to be 8U|>erior 
and those persons who are not given equal status — equal privileges and 
equal facilities in the same matter are bound to consider themselves to be 
inferior to their brother subjects. I quite fail to understand why Gov- 
ernment should make any distinction between one class of section from 
another when they are all the subjects of the same Government. 

Mauivi 8AIYED ABDUR ROB CHAUDHURY spoke in Bengali 
in support of the motion. 

Maulvi A8IMUDDIN AHAMAD spoke in Bengali in support of the 
motion, the translation of his speech is as follows: — 

Sir, 1 shall not make any speech, there has been enough of speeches 
on this motion. I do not say anything inspired by jealousy or spite 
for the European gentlemen. I want to ask my European friendi (.nly 
a few question.s. Do they want to teach heir children jealou.sy, hatred 
and disunion even from childhood? Do they not really want to live 
friends with the people of India? The Europeans and Anglo-Indians 
may be maintained by the atmospheie and the money of this country, 
but strangely enough they cannot attend the same school with Bengali 
boys. What is the reason why children of Europeans and Anglo- 
Indians cannot attend the .schotd which may be attended even by the 
sons of persons of the position of the Maharajadhiraj of Bun! wan and 
like the Hon’ble Ministers or the Members of the Executive Council? 

I live in a village. I have ample knowledge and experience of conditions 
prevailing in villages. The Lower Primary Schools in the vilhiges 
have to close for want of money; the children of the village pelrple 
grow up without any character for want of education and mix in 
various kinds of wicked company. And it is never right to grant a 
large sum of money for the construction of separate school huildillga 
and other unnecessary projects for a very small number of Christian 
boys. 

As a result of allowing European children to attend separate schools 
from early life and to live apart, various differences between them and 
the Indians are l>eing created. I say, therefore, that if the Europeans 
and Anglo-Indians wish to live happily and peacefully in this country ^ 
and sincerely wish to live friends with the Indians, then, separate 
schools for particular communities should be abolished and all por.ple 
should attend the same schools. With this much I support this motion. 
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Dr« MOHINI IIIIHON DAS spoke in Bengali in so|^rt of the 
motion, the translation of his speech is as follows: — 

At every step we are experiencing the disadvantage of the budget 
not having been prepared by men acceptable to the people and expeli* 
cnced in their wants and grievances and nitwles of living. With ouj^, 
iimited knowledge and our very short experience in the Council, we 
cannot at all understand why time is uselessly wasted by raising such 
topics jn the Council. Have the doors of the schools and colleges in the 
country been shut against Anglo-Indian and European students (hat 
separate educational institutions have to be established for theinf 
Not only is there no glory in keeping the AngKvIndian community 
distinct from the j)eople of the country — rather if there is anything in 
it, it is disgrace. Because the students of this community are kept 
separate and educated differently, we find that they learn only 
to look down u|M)n the people of the country, they regard themselves 
always as privileged and favtuired by Government. Ftir this reason 
this comnninity give various indications of bad manners towards us 
on tbe street.s or in trains and .steamers. TiCt every one of (be Indian 
members present in (his ('(mncil, be he a Ilnja or a poor man, lay his 
hands on his breast and leflect and he will find that some day nr other 
he was insulted by members of this arrogant and p»twer-loving com- 
munity* And vt t in this very Council of ours, a demand has b(‘en put 
forward to provide money for the sort of 'education which lie.s at the 
nu)t of such disposition their part. It is said that their nnKle of 
livelihood is distinct from, and higher than ours, hence this arrange- 
ment. But we did not piteously implore them to come to this country’; 
since they have kindly taken it on themselves to rule and exploit this 
country, and have taken the trouble to live in this country in royal 
style, they might show a little more favour and read in the same 
schools with our rdiildren. By this the conflict that now exists hetween 
the two communities may be removed by mixing together in tin* day.s 
of youthful simplicity. I have no wish to express htstility to any 
community. Let the Anglo-Indian community join shoulder to 
sboufder with us and innich (iiward .smially and politically; let a great 
nation be built up in the (ountry. This is what we hfipe for. The 
Anglo-Indian and European crmimunities are rich and they might 
pttrt^de their children with an education after their [[wn liking. We 
are not in a position to provide education for tbe children of (he soil — 
we have not tbe funds and yet our hard-earned money has to be given 
for the.se Anglo-Indian and European students! What a mockery of 
fate! 7*fi per cent, only of the Namasu’dra community to which I 
belong- are literate, while only 3 '5 per cent, of the Musalmans know 
bow to write. It is this deplorable condition of education which lien 
at the root of all our miseries and yet want of funds preclude us from 
making any arrangements whatsoever for tbe education of our children 
and youths. There is no such provision as might .be looked for to 
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impart education to the Hindu and Moslem working classes, but neverthe- 
less «it is their hard-earned money that goes ta fill up the coffers of the 
G|»vernment. Ninety-five per cent, of the people of the country dwell 
in villages. A very small fraction of the Hindu and Musalman com- 
munities of the country are benefited by the schools, colleges and uni- 
versities that are located in towns. It is impossible for the village 
labourers and agriculturists to derive any benefit from these institu- 
tions ; for, very few of them can afford to spend Rs. 20 or 25 per month 
and keep their children in towns. Those of the Hindu and Moslem 
labourers who can provide such an education or have received it them- 
selves constitute a separate class. Their modes of livelihood, educa- 
tion and culture are quite distinct from those of the Hindu and Moslem 
communities dwelling in villages. Those of the labouring and agri- 
cultural classes who come out with a modern education — they, too, 
do not form any integral i)art of these communities; they happen only 
to have been born in those communities. The agricultural and labour- 
ing classes have not been benefited by them as communities. If we 
are to ediu’ate the masses of this country, the present system will not 
prove effective. Arrangements for their education will have to be 
made by starting schools in every village. Owing to their poverty the 
children of our agricultural and labouring classes are compelled to 
discontinue their studies at two distinct periods in the year. Wages 
will have to be paid to them during those two ]>eriods and food and 
clothing will have to be supplied to them when at school. And it 
necessary for this purpose, .salaries, from that of the Governor him- 
self (b>wn to the Deputy ((’ollector'), in this j)(»or country' will have to 
be cut down. Then only will the advancement, as communities, be 
possible of our depressed and labour (la^.ses, Hindu and Musalman, and 
then only will it be possible for men to get returned (to the Council i 
from the fields, to come here and solve their various wants and griev- 
ances and then to return to the fields. And it is these men who will 
be the real representatives of the people. Those of us who have come 
her to-day though born in the lalxiuring or agricultural, depre^s- 
or Musalman communities — are none of them true reproi^Ti- 
tatives of those ( ommunities. If there any i>arti('ular commu^jity tlii^t 
can justly lay any claim to special pecuniary assistance, it is these 
depressed and working classes. They are poor and illiterate, but 
Anglo-Indian or Kuropean communitiese are neither poor nor illiteilte. 

One word more and I have done. It will be a matter of deep 
regret if education i.s engaged to serve political purposes. In 
country nothing cun pa.ss for education which does not or cannot ^velop 
the self. The education which is now imparted to serve political 
dfies not develop the ,self and develop the man. As the outdlwn^of it 
we often find that many so-called educated men do not shrinE Ifotir; 
doing many evil deeds. Before edu(‘ntinn is widely .spread, we tpiiH 
once particularly think <»ver this point. 
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Bibu KHACENDRA NATH GANCULYl I will deal very briefiy 
with tha subjept, for many previous speakers have dealt very eloquently 
with it. I am handicapped by the want of .sufficient information jn the 
White Book, in which the estimate of Rs. 58,000 is given in one lump 
sum but the details are not given, that is to say we ai*e not in a position 
to judge which are the schools or colleges requiring new or additional 
grahts. In fact, the Hon’ble Meml>er in charge has not enlightened us 
on the point; probably he has no desire to point out to this House what 
caused the budget estimate on this subject to jump up to such a bigfigure 
in the course of a year. Last year the budget estimate was Rs. 21,000 an4 
the actual expenditure vas Rs. 24,014. This year the estimate is 
Rs. 58,000, that is to >uy more than double of last year's expenditui’e. 

Regarding the merits of the grant I have not much to say but like the 
previous speakers, especially Babu Akhil Chandra Datta, I want to 
impress that there should he no sort of distinction Wtwecn education 
impaHed to Anglo-Indians and Europeans and Indians. Let education 
be imparted to the Anglo-Indians and Europeans. Education is a bless- 
ing and the more it is given the better for the nation. At the same 
time there must be a due proportion. We, Indians, of course, do claim 
as a right, as children of the soil, that we should he given an adequate 
share or proportion (jf the money that is spent for education. May I 
inquire of the Ilon'ble Member in charge what amount is ticked off for 
building purposp^i so far us the transferred side of education is concerned P 
I am sure that the projjortion will he found to be very inadequate. 


Another thing that I want to draw attention to is that wherever we 
go, be it Darjeeling, Kurseong or any other place we find that the school 
buildings and their ^urroundings arc excellent, and full of grandeur, hut 
what do we find in the case of Indian schools or colleges? We find u 
different stoiT altogether; but it is not .«o much the buildings that count, 
it is the sort of educati<m that is imparted tliere that counts. Whether 
the buildings are big or small or whether they are grand or magnificent 
or whether they are constructed on antiquated types, it does not matter 
mu(ih; what is effective is the sort of education imparted in them. \Vy 
Indians have complained all along and we, a.s representatives of different 
constituencies, do complain (hat the education imparted to us is not what 
4ir#oqght to have, but as we said at the time of the budget discussion we 
hibw no hand in the framing of the budget. It is framed hy alien 
geBtleraen and as such the items imposed or thrust on us are items over 
i|b^h we have very* little, if any, control. We discuss on merits, but the 
HoBl>l^the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur will perhaps .simply say, at the 
1 oppose. That finishes all arguments put forward in this House, 
and*tliiat again shows an ahsoluk^ of respoDHiveness on the part o| 
fijjfVfniihent. Even if we discuss on the merits, the actual merits, of a 
scaaa/da we^get a fair reply? Absolutely none. 

(bie otlE^r^ point that I want to draw attention to ia that whatever 
Bma ^ "Houm may come to, it must be fully and clearly understood 
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that there is no racial que 8 ti[ 9 ii involved her^ — absolutely none. We do 
not oppose this grant tP Anglo-Indians 6ii racial grounds, we do so on 
principle. On prii^iple, we .oppose the grant and on principle I support 
thi^amendqient of Babu Akhil Chandra Batta that the demand ‘ be 
reduced. I have nothing more to say. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Akhil Babu asks for the total relusal oi this^ 
demand. if 

SibU KHACENDRA NATH GANGULY: Exactly so. Sir. I also 
"su^ort this amendment for total refusal of this ^ant. 

'^Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: ^ shall take only a few minutes. 

I* have listened very carefully to the speeches that have been made in 
this Council Chamber and the only argument that appeals to me with 
regard to the suggestion made by Babu Akhil Chandra Batta is this; 
That in education there should be no distinction so far as race or com- 
munity is concerned. This I apply not only with regard to European 
and Anglo-Indian education but also with regard to Muhammadan 
education. I was taught in the Calcutta Medical College, where the 
Anglo-Indian, European, Muhammadan and Hindu students all sat 
and talked and were taught together, and I think that all of them were 
the better for it. I was waiting to hear what the Hon’ble Member in 
charge had to say in defence of this grant for special purposes and for 
a special community and* I find he makes the statement that the amount 
gianted is very modest, only Rs. 11 lakhs, considering the community 
. Ibelf spends nearly 33 lakhs for the education of its children. I con- 
sider that a very strong argument indeed, but when I look to the 
Administration Report of 1921-22 I find a statement which, I am sure, 
most of the members have not seen and which runs contrary to the one 
made in this Council Chamber. You, Sir, have made a remark in the 
course of di'^cussion that l)etter education means more taxation. I find 
that during the year 1921-22 the total number of students taught in the 
different schools in Bengal were 1,945,145; the total expenditure was 
Rs. 333 lakhs, of which Rs. 135 lakhs had been contributed from the 
provii^;ial revenues and Rs. 182 lakhs had been contributed eitlter by ^ 
the pupils on received from endowments, subscriptions and other 
sources. The latter was a direct taxation, I take it, realized from ^th© 
parents and guardians of the students who have been taught the 
different schools. The figures in the Blue Book do not give the state- 
ment clearly. It is said that the amount of revenue under the e^u^tiOn 
head in 1921-22 is Rs. 10,65,000, against which the Government, I 
think, is said to contribute Rs. 1,19,30,000. If you take education -os 
a whole, you must take the total cost of education for thft whole of 
Bengal and also find out how much has been contributed from public 
levenues and how much by individual communitiM wjuoh 
students belong. If you look from that standpoint the argument mad^ • ' 
out by the Hon’ble the Mabarajadbiraja Bahadur of Burdwan 
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not "seem to be so strong^'and effective a$ it was supposed to be at tbe 
begiimmg. ; 

The Ii4at argument be brings forward is that the mode of living^ the 
mode of education imparted, ^ost of educatiuni!<ts and *^tbe cl^s ol 
buildings have to be considered. I do not know whether the items 
und^r c^ifnderatipn refers to schools and institutions to which boardings 
tfe attached. It seems to me that we should consider the cost only ot 
education imparted to the students and not the cost of boarding for 
such stt^ents. Difference in the mode of living cannot be an argument 
for giving more money to a particular community as against othejr 
communities. 

As to the cost of education I have always looked upon thU question* 
from a different standpoint. If in education one community happens 
to be more advanced than another we want to improve the backward 
one. We want more money to be spent for the institutions meant for 
the less advanced boys because it is more difficult to teach infatits and 
small boys; it is more difficult tt) get teachers for the primary schools 
than to get teachers fu^ higher grade schools. Not only must the 
teachers of primary schools possess the qualification of teaching a 
particular subject but also be able to impress it on the little boys so 
as to form their character at an impressionable age. 

Therefore, the mode of living and the cost of education imparted 
cannot be a sufficient argument for giving a disproportionately higher 
grant to the European community as against other communities. ^ 
have always maintained and shall maintain that we have made a fjib 
of buildings for institutions. There is my college, I mean the 
Belgatchia Medical College, and the Calcutta Medical College; I main- 
tain that the difference in the length and breadth of glass panes in the 
different laboratories and in the size of rooms and the number of electric 
fans make no difference as regards the teaching imparted by teachers 
to students. I hop^ the Hon’ble the Mabarajadbiraja Bahadur qf 
Burdwan in his reply to this amendment will meet these points and 
^ive us convincing arguments. He has promised that as soon as th9 
budlfet is finished he will take the matter up thoroughly, and solwe the 
problem and put the whole situation in such a form that tve shall have 
no d^cnlty in understanding the budget In future vear.^

WAMs I move that the demand for Rs. 2,56,000 having been granted 
it follows as a matter of course that fifnds must be provided from tin^ 
to time building fund for the repair of the buildings of those 

imtitliucaia io which direct grants are made by Oovernment. it il 
tnie, Sir, that last year we spent about Bs. 27,000 under this head. 
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The reason why we haTe provided for Rs. 58,000 this year is as follows : 
We have had to provide Rs. 10,000 for grant to the La Martiniere 
School for repairs to the building and if I recollect aright the Hon’ble 
Maulvi Fazl-ul Huq in the course of his remarks when introducing the 
Education budget mentioned about these grants. Then we have had 
to provide Rs. 28,000 as grant to the Scholastica Convent at Chittagong 
for the construction of a Kindergarten Hall and additional class rooms. 
This has been hanging fire for many years and now it has become vJ^ry 
necessary for the maintenance of the Convent School to construct the 
’ hall and additional class rooms. If we deduct these Rs. 38,000 we get 
the balance of Rs. 20,000 which is the sum annually pr<^ided for 
repairs and the maintenance of the buildings. I do not mean to go into 
an irrelevant general discussion as you permitted some of the members, 
Sir, to indulge in, and I hope I have explained clearly to the mover Babu 
Akhil Chandra Datta how the figures have been made up and that they 
are not extravagant. I hope that Akhil Babu will see his way to with- 
draw the motion in view of the facts that I have given. As for Govern- 
ment they are unable to accept it. 

The motion was put and lost. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: I beg to move that the demand 
for Rs. 3,000 for furniture and equipment grants to non-Government 
secondary schools for Europeans and Anglo-Indians under the head 
“ 31 B. — Education (Reserved) — Secondary ” be refused. 

It is a very small grant but I move my amendment on a question 
of principle which I have explained in moving the two previous 
amendments. 

The Hon’ble the MAHARAJADHIRAilA BAHADUR of 
BUHDWAN: I do not know, Sir, what the principle is, but when the 
scho(ds under “ Education Transferred " get their furniture grant I do not 
see why the schools for the Europeans and Anglo-Indians should not get it. 
Akhil Babu will perhaps see that he is rather petty-minded in rcfu>ing 
this grant. 

The motion was put and lost.

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Mw AKHIL CHANDRA OATTA: I move that tlie demimd for 
R«. 3,00,000 for recurring grants to non-Govern^ent Primaiy Schools for 
Europeans and Anglo-Indians under the head ** 31C. — Education (Re- 
fterred)— Primary " be reduced by Rs. 2,26,000. 

I need only point out that the motion is for reduction and thereforer 
it goes on its merits. I do not like to add to what I have already said in 
c<;»nnection with the other motions, but I will only say one word, about tho' 
observation of the Hon ble the Maharajadhiiaja Bahadur that in moving^ 
my last amendment I was actuated by something like petty-mindedness. 

Mfi PRESIDENT: You cannot go into that now. You have been, 
sufficiently long in public life, Akhil Babu, not to heed such observa- 
tions. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: Then I resume my seat. 

Tha Hon’bla the MAHARAJADHIRAdA BAHADUR ol 
BURDWAN : I have nothing more to add, Sir. 

The motion was then put and lost. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA S I move that the demand for 
Rs. 99.(K)0 for “ other grants ” to non-Government Primary Schools for 
Europeans and Anglo-Indians under the head “ 3U’.-~Kducution tlie- 
sen*ed) — Primary ” be refu.ned. 

In moving thi> amendment I should like t() ^ay only this: tliat we 
are not told either in the Blue Book or in the White Book W’hat these- 
“ other grants ' are for. We are kept absolutely in the dark about such a 
huge amount as Rs. 99,tKtO. In the Paper Book, Sir, the objeids for which 
such small amounts as R^. Rs. 3,90(1, Rs. 6,0(K) and Rs. 10, (KK) are 

budgetcMl are specifically mentioned, but bere although the amount i» 
Rs. 99,000 we are not (old what these “ other grants ” are intended for, I 
do not think that the Government of the present day is unaware of the fact 
that the people have not very much faith in them. They had faith in thcr 
Government once, but that faith they have n(»w lost. It is unnecessary 
to go into the reas(»n why they have lost that luith. EverylMidy knows it. 
The Government, therefore, owe it to themselves to take the people into 
its confidence and tell them what these “ other grants ” are. Whenever 
a procedure like this i.s adopted, namely, things are kept in the dark it 
endangers a shrewd suspicion in the mind of the pe(»ple that it is a grant 
about which Government cannot make out a case. And having regard to 
the view taken by the people as to the manner in which the budget is 
framed, as to how the money is .‘jpent against the express wishes of thft 
people, as to how the people’s wishes are disregarded — in view of all tkeie- 
facts — nobody can take them to task if they feel a suspicion that some- 
thing is wrrolig somewhere, some screw loose somewhere, as to why it is tha^ 
the reason for this demand of other grants is not mentioned. At any 

rate whether there is any justification for this suspicion or not . You 

may laugh, Sir, 
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Mr. PRESIDENT: I am trying to di8cover4iie x^lerancy of . your 
argument to the present discussion. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: This suspicion is not wholly ir- 
relevant, Sir, in as much as it determines their conduct. I repeat, Sir, that 
there must be some screw loose somewhere, otherwise we should have been 
enlightened about the necessity of this grant. It is these things that 
make the people lose their faith in the Government. They must tell us 
clearly and plainly why they ask for this grant. They may laugh, but 
laughing will not solve the problem. It is the laugh of irresponsible 
peojde. That is the whole thing. (A Voice: Laughing is catching.) 
My friend, Babu Jogindra Chandra Chakra vorti^ .says that laughing is 
catching. Sir, he laughs best who laughs last. (A Voice : He laughs best 
w{io does not laugh at all.) I do not know, Sir, if there is anybody who 
does not laugh at all. He must either be a God or something other than 
a human being. It is an attribute of human nature to laugh. I do not 
know. Sir, who will laugh last. There is no knowing who in this struggle 
for freedom on one side of which there are the people, and on the other 
side of which there are the framers of the budget, namely, the bureau- 
cracy, will sin in the end. Nobody knows except God alone as to who will 
come out victorious. 

I hope Sir, we, namely the people, will come out victorious. I 
have faith in the righteousness and the justice of our cause. Therefore, I 
am quite sure that the time is not far distant when Government will find 
it impossible to keep the people in the dark in regard to the disposal 
of their own money. 

Mfi A8HINY COOMAR BANERJEE: In supporting the motion of 
my friend Babu Akhil Chandra Datta I wish to point out to the House 
that by no responsible Government is a grant asked in this vague way 
without giving any particular showing the reason as to why the demand 
is made. A very large sum of money is asked for and we are not told 
what it is wanted for. Is it for the introduction of the C. I. D. system in 
the schools and colleges? I do not know. It is an outrage and insult to 
the intelligence of the House to come up to them with items like these in 
your budget estimate saying “for other grants let us have so much money, 
but We won’t tell you what it is for!” It is not a very small sum. There 
are thousands of villages in Bengal where small Primary Education 
Schools, if established with the amount asked for, would do an enormous 
amount of good. Instead of doing that we are asked to give you such a 
huge amount of monciy as Rs. 99,000 on trust wifhout being told how you 
intend spending it. You say ** trust us to spend it right enough for you 
^Sir, if it were a responsible Government and if the Hon ’bib Member in 
charge who demanded this grant were responsible to the people instead of, 
to his employers, he would not have ventured to bring forward such an 
item like this. I am perfectly sure that unless the House chooses to vot^ 
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- Mavisiily at thei>iddiQg of Government every resp<ftiaible member of tki« 
Hoaee will vote against the demand and for the motion. 

Mr. E. F. OATEN: 1 am asked by the Hoti'ble the Maharajadhiraja 
Bahadur to explain this point. I have already sent two letters to Babu 
* Akhil Chandra Datta explaining the facts. If the members of ^he 
House will turn to page 111 of the Budget Estimate they will see 
that the figure Rs. 99,000 was not shown separately last year; they 
will find that the total demand was Rs. 3,99,000, not separated, but 
together, all in one lump sum and described as recurring. This year 
a change has been made in the budget not by us, not by the depart- 
ment, but by the Accountant-General. He has shown the same figure 
Rs. 3,99,000 under two heads ; he has called three lukhs of it recur- 
ring and 'Rs. 99,0(K) for “ other grants he described as non-recur- 
ring. There is no mystery or no screw loose anywhere about these 
“ other grants.” They were last year included in the total of the 
demand for Rs. 3,99,000 which I repeat is a recurring grant and nt>t 
non-recurring, as shown in the budget. The figure Rs. 3,99,000 is 


made up of the following grants :

It is impossible for me to tell you exactly what this sum of Rs. 99,000 
taken separately includes (hear, hear), because I cannot diss<K’iate it 
from the total of Rs. 3,99,000. I have written twice, as I have said 
before, ,to Babu Akhil Chandra Dutta giving him a brief statement of 
the facts and if he will call upon the Accountant-General, Bengal, he 
can ascertain exactly how the IN. 99, (KM) is allocated. 1 rejieat that 
there is nothing concealed about these grants. 

The Accountant-General divided them in this manner, because be said 
that judging from the Government letters sanctioning the grants, some 
of the grants seemed to him to be recurring and some non-recurring. In 
other words, he thought that Rs. 99, (KM) of the grant would require to be 
sanctioned year by year by Government letters, whereas three lakhs 
of it seemed to be recurring and sanctioned permanently. This is a 
simple explanation of the somewhat mysterious other grants ”, 
Rs. 99,000 put in the budget for the i^xt financial year. I hope that this 
explanation will satisfy Babu Akhil Chandra Datta and the other critics 
of this figure. (A Voice: Not satisfied.) If it does not, then I would 
simply suggest that he should pay a visit to the AccountantGeneraTs 
office and find out how it is to be spent. 
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The Hon’ble the MAHARAJADHiRAJA BAHADUR 
BURDWAN: I haTe only to add one word to what Mr. Oaten ha# |eud. 
He has explained at length how the Accountant-General has divided up 
the amount, Rs. 3,99,0(K) under two heads. But we cannot get away 
from the fact as to what this sum of Rs. 99,000 is for. It is for the Gov- 
ernment aid to the primary education of Europeans and Anglo-Indians, 
and as such it cannot be abandoned, whether it appears under one head 
or two heflids. For that reason, I must ask for the whole grant and cannot 
agree to any reduction.

The Calcutta Fniversity, the premier Fniversity in India, ^ offered the 
handsome grant of Rs. 32,000 for the promotion of higher education in 
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the whole of Ihe Presidency. Is higher education for Bengal not worth 
the price of the mosquito curtains for police constables P The adminit* 
traifons of the aflBairs of the Calcutta' University might have been faulty 
but that is no reason why sufficient funds will not be provided for the 
upkeep of the institution and not for extending its activities. 

By agreement with the late Rash Behari Ghosh the Calcutta Univer- 
sity is bound to provide laboratories to the Science College. The Univer- 
sity has not yet been able to provide such a lalwratoiy to its satisfaction 
and requirement and the reason is want of funds. Is it not the duty of 
the Govornuieiit to give pi\)per facilities to the innumerable number of 
students desirous of devoting their lives to the study of scientific 
researches? But instead of meeting the legitimate demands the Govern- 
ment is reluctant to even supplement the princely charities made by 
Sir Tarak Nath Palit and Sir Rash Behari Ghosh, and to remove the 
crj'ing need of the student community. 

1 confess, Sir, I cannot understand the sense (»f proportion of the 
Government. The couutiy’ is demanding for the imparting of scientific 
education, the Government is providing with enormous funds to the 
glorified arts college at Dacca called the Da(‘ca University and for a new 
arts college at Calcutta ftu* which there is ahsedutely no demand. I know 
for certain, and I can assure the Hon'ble Minister in charge that there 
are enough seats in almo.st all the colleges in Calcutta to accommodate 
arts students. 

are told that in the supplementary budget further sums will be ])ro- 
vided for the Calcutta University, but I cannot umlerstaml why it is not 
provided in this budget. We want a definite answer fiom the llim’ble 
the Minister when such demand will be made and the amount of the 
demand, I insist that the demand should not, in any ca^c, lx* less than 
Rs. 5,00,000. 

The Hon’bla Mauivi A. K. FAZL-UL HUQ: TIh' hon’hle jjiover, I 
submit, has not convinced me that there is any reason why the grant 
should Ik* reduced by Ke. 1. Whatever his object may 1 h', I may briefly 
explain to him that this Mim of IN. ‘{2,t)00 is <oinp(»sed of the follr>wing 
item.s. Rs. 10.000 is a payment due ti‘ the University mi account of 
post-graduate teaching. By arrangement with the University a certain 
amount of post-graduate teaching is done in the Presidency (hillege by 
the professors and lecturers of that institution. The students pay their 
fees to the PresidencyCollege while the University pays Goviunment for 
the services of the lecturers. The University have recently intimateif ft> 
Government their inability to continue to make payments for the services 
of the professors and lecturers and the whole scheme will shortly c(-me 
under reconsideration. F or the present, however, it is necessary' to provide^ 
in the budget the Rs. 16,000 due to the University on account of the fee» 
paid by the post-graduate students. 
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The ’sum of Rs. 13,000 is paid annually to the University to assist 
it in running the scheme by which it rents a number of houses for use as 
students' messes. Of this sum, Rs. 9,000 is intended to help to meet the 
deficit between the rent paid by the University for the houses and the 
eeat-rents realized for the students. The balance is for an Inspector of 
.students’ messes and his establishment. 

There remains a balance of Rs. 3,000 which is paid to the University 
to enable it to run messes for the benefit of students of the depressed 
classes. 

Government recognize that it is desirable that all these messes should 
ultimately become self-supporting. But for the present, they feel that if 
the full cost were realized from the students, many of the residents would 
be compelled to leave the messes and seek private lodgings possibly in 
undesirable and insanitary surroundings. 

I hope that in view of the explanation I have given, the mover will 
withdraw this motion. All these three items are essentially necessary.

This amount has Wn placed at the disposal of the Calcutta Uni* 
versity in the last few years for distribution to the different colleges on ** 
account of library and laboratory, and the colleges are very largely 
profited by the grant of this money. I would theref(»re apijeal to Babu 
Akhil Chandra Datta to withdraw this amendineiit.

MINISTER in oharga of DEPARTMENT of EDUCATION (th* 
Hontilo Maulvl A. K. Fail-ul Huq): I will be very brief in my reply 
because the hon’ble member who has moved for such a substantial reduc* 
tion in the salaries of the inspecting staff has not given us any reason for 
suggesting this reduction. The one or two points that I can submit to 
this Council are briefly these. This motion challenges the necessity for 
the maintenance of the inspecting agency as it stands to^ay. Mon than 
a crore of rupees are distributed by the agency which consists of 892 
officers now, but which will, in accordance with the Government orders 
directing the gradual abolition of the posts of Assistant Sub-Inspectors* 
be ultimately reduced to 365 officers only. 

The Divisional staffs, which consist of 33 officers now, including the 
5 Special Assistant Inspectors of Schools for Muhammadan Education* 
have to control and supervise 2,678 secondary schools and the District 
inspecting agency, consisting of 359 officers, have to control and supervise 
47,904 primary and training schmils. The assessment of grants is not 
the only business of an Inspector. Not only has he to inspect the 
schools under his charge, but he has to guide the teachers by giving 
demonstration lessons. He has to advise District and Municipal Boards* 
to do propaganda work, to help to establish schools in unschooled areas* 
and to give expert advice to anyone who needs it. To do away with the 
expenditure for the maintenance of the inspecting agency is to strike at 
the very root of education itself. Government orders on the recommenda- 
tion of the Retrenchment Committee recognised the value of the inepeo- 
torate. The Committee suggested the abolition of second Inspectors* 
Special Assistant Inspectors for Muhammadan Education and 8i)V 
Inspectors’ posts. Gbvemment after careful consideration of thoso 
iaconunendi^ons reduced the number of Sub-Inspectors of Schools hy S^ 
only. Any large reduction in the inspecting staff* such as is sugge^^ 
will impair the efficiency of the system. 
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I liAti heard it said, that to far as the inipeot^ itaf it eon* 
earned, the work that It fleeetatlry cf^n be done by a much reduoad itaE 
I myt^ had that idea and am prepared to sympathise with tJk object 
urliieh the hon'ble member has in riew in proposing that reduction, but 
I doubt if a substantial reduction of this kind can be propeiiy accepted 
OoTemment without impairing efficiency. I can only say that hold* 
ing the opinion myself that a substantial reduction in the cost of the 
inspecting staff is not only possible but desirable, I am prepared to con- 
sider the question entirely on its merits and I can promise that as 
thorough an examination as is possible will he given. If that will satisfy 
my friend, I hope he will withdraw hi.s motion. I heartily sympathise 
with the object be has in view, but as it stands, I think, I must oppose the 
motion.

blNItTIR oharg. of DEPARTMENT of LOCAL 8ELF<COVERN- 
MENT [MEDICAL] (tho Hon'blo Moulii A. K. FaiimI Hiiq): I mova 
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tlmt A tnun Bs. 47,18,000 be granted for expenditure under the head 
“ 32.— Medical.” 

I would in the first place point out that this sum represents a distinct 
adTance on last year’s budget figure of Rs. 44,10,000 by no less than 
Bs. 3,08,000. Under the head Medical Establishment ” we are pro- 
viding as usual for the pay of the superintending staff and of .the Civil 
Surgeons and Subdivisional Medical Officers. The proposed expenditure 
under this head is Rs. 6,88,000 which is practically same as the actuals 
of 1922-23, vi*., Rs. 5,87,561. It will be seen, therefore, that we are 
not exceeding the last two years’ expenditure on the administrative 
medical staff. 

Under the head “ Hospitals and Dispensaries ” the pro|Mised expendi- 
ture is Rs. 20,79,000 as against the actuals of Rs. 21,54,tMK) of 1922-23. 
The reduction in expenditure as compared to two years ago is dUe to the 
carrying out of retrenchment in connection with the Presidencv Hospitals 
and other hospitals which are directly under (lovernment management. 
This retrenchment has l)een of such a thonmgh nature that the total ex- 
penditure remains below that of 1922-23 in spite of the fact that we have 
provided an additional sum of Rs. 1 lakh for the opening of rural dis- 
pensaries and a sum of Rs. 25,(M)0 for a special grant to private hospitals. 
I would invite the Council’s special attention to the provi.sion of 
Rs. 1,15,000 in the budget for the opening of rural dispensaries. It is 
propos'd to repeat the sum of one lakh in the two following years us well. 
It is a matter f<»r congratulation that it has been possible to find this sum 
in this year’s budget in place of the meagre amount of Rs. 15, (KM) only 
which was provided in the budget of the present year and of the last year 
under this head. The sum which we propose to grant is to enable the dis- 
trict iKmrds to open no less than 400 village dispi^iisaries during the next 
year aild to maintain the 32 new dispensaries which were opened by 
them during the last two years with the sum of Rs. 15.000 which wa» 
provided during those two years. It is proposed to repeat the annual 
grant of Rs. 50, (MK) to the ]{elga<diia Hospital aiMpgrunts varying from 
Rs, 16,000 to Rs. .‘18,000 to the Mayo Hospital, Howrah General Hospi- 
tal, and the Lady Dufferin Zenana Hospital. It is also proposed to re- 
peat the grant of Rs. 17.0(K) to the Leper Asylums at Raniganj and 
Bankura maintained by the Mission to Lepers and Rs. 20,(K)0 as an 
emerge(*y grant for epidemics. A provision has also been made for the 
annual re< urring grant of Rs. 28,000 for assisting no less than 66 kx’al 
fund and private dispensaries in the mufassal. 

Under the head “Grants for medical purposes “ a prf>vision has been 
made for Rs. 1,42,000 as against the same provision made in the present 
year s budget. This provision includes grants for the training of dhai$ 
and nurs^ at the Eden Hospital, the Calcutta Hospital Nurses* Instil- 
tion, the I^ady Minto Nureing Association, the I>ady Canning Home 
training of nurses and to the Count il of Medical Registration and th# 
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State Medical Faculty and to the Elliot Hostel for female sladeats lof 
ihe Campbell Medical School. 

In vieir of the strictures which have been passed by sevend members 
dI the Council in connection with the grants to the nursing establishmettii 
it should be pointed out that GoTernment are doing no more in this direc- 
tion than merely subsidising private organisations which are mainly ref^ 
ponsible for the training and maintenance of nurses who supply the needs 
of the various hospitals in Calcutta and also of the general public. The 
proposed grant of Rs. 1 lakh to the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution 
only supplements a sum of over Rs. 2 lakhs raised by the Institution from 
voluntary subscriptions and from contributions from local bodies and 
. other organisations. It is not possible to make any reduction in these 
grants without depriving the Calcutta hospitals entirely of the services 
of nurses. 

Under the head “Medical Schools and Colleges “ a provision is being 
made for Rs. 7,76,000 for the upkeep of the Calcutta Medical ('ollegc, the 
School of Tropical Medicine, the Campbell Medical Schools and the Medi- 
cal Schools at Dacca and Burdwan. A provision has also been made foil 
Rs. 22, otto for opening the Mymensingh Medical School in July next. 

The large grant of Rs. 9,87,000 under the head “ Lunatic Asylums” 
requires explanation. It includes the ordinary maintenance charges of 
the lunatic asylums at Berhampore and Dacca. Out of the total amount 
Rs. 7,83,000 represent this Government’s share of the capital cost for the 
con.struction of a Central Mental Hospital at Ranchi for the Indian luna- 
tics. Buildings for this Central Mental Hospital have been partially 
completed and it is urgently necessary to provide this amount in order 
that the institution may be opened from the Ist of April, 1925. The 
tojiening of this new hospital is, I may explain, necessary in order td 
provide up-to-date treatment for the Indian lunatics so as to give them 
a fairer chance of recoveiy^ and more humane treatment than is provided 
in the present system of lunatics avSylums which has been strongly con- 
demned by modern medical opinion. 

A provision has also been made for Rs. >5,000 for the purpose of open- 
ing a new Observation Ward forlhe Indian mental patients. This is a 
ver}' urgent scheme as Indian lunatics under observation are at present 
accommodated in jails which is an objectionable practice and the opening 
of this institution will remove this defect. 

Under the head ” Chemical Examiner’s Department ” provision hM 
been made for Rs. 48,000 as against the actual expenditure of Rs. 61,000 
in the year 1922-23, The reduction is due to retrenchment. 

The Council will undoubtedly be pleased to learn that it is proposed 
to open a new Pasteur Institute af Calftitta from April next so as to pro- 
vide for a complete arrangement for anti-rabic treatment including pre- 
paration of vaccine in Calcutta. This will obviate the necessity of per- 
eons bitten by rabid dogs making a journey to Shillong or Sasauli. A 
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af Bt. 35,000 is being made for tbe purpose of opening fkie 
institution and this represents a sairing of Rs. 7,000 to Rt. 8,000 in the 
nna n m oontnbntion which this GkiTemment haTe at present to pay 
towards the mainfonaoce of the Shillong Pasteur Institute. 

If the Council will pardon me, I will take tliis op^rtunity, as I did 
pointing out some of the grants which cannot be restored 
by His Excellency in case the Council determines to throw out the entire 
Ifedical budget. Amcmg such grants are these: — 

Grants to local funds and private institutions.

(1) Grant for the opening of rural dispensaries . . 1,15.000 

(This is provided, as I have already said, for the 
opening of 400 new village dispensaries in the

private dispensaries aggregating . . . . 28,280 

(8) Special grants for private Hospitab . . 25,000

Besides these there are other grants about which I need not go into 


details now, and I hope the Council w’ill be pleased to consider very seri* 
ously the consequences of the reduction of these grants.

I do not arant to mnke a speech about ibis. My motkm doee not 
qnnrrei with the iilni, but with the system under which this sum is spent 
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and my reason for bringing tbis motion before the Council is that up till 
1914 , no real endeavour was made for giving any real medical relief to 
the rural population. Just now I have heard of a new project suggested 
by the Hon’ble Minister for giving additional medical relief to the rural 
population. What I mean to say is that it is surprising to us that this 
demand should be brought forward by the Hon^ble Maulvi A.' E. Fasl-ul 
Huq because he knows better than anybody else that the system under 
which this money will be spent, does not conform with the spirit of the 
Reforms under which he is a Minister here. Much bigger^ms should 
have been spent under this head, but the point is that through this 
demand medical relief is given to certain district stations and certain 
subdivisional stations, but general medical relief to the rural population 
is not given through this demand. I do not want to take up the time 
of the Council, but this is my argument, and with these words I move 
my motion for the acceptance of the House. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. FAZL.UL HUQ: I am not a medical 
authority like my friend Dr. J. M. Das Gupta who has proposed that this 
sum of Rs. 5,88,000 should be entirely refused. I may point out to him 
that this sum is made up of three main items — 

(1) the pay of the Surgeon-General’s office staff: 

(2) all Civil Surgeons and their staff in the province: and 

(3) all medical officers in charge of subdivisional dispensaries. 

I would ask my friend to consider if there is any necessity for maintaining 
these officers, and if there is, whether this total demand ought to be 
refused, I would only submit to this Council that if this total demand 
is refused, the whole medical administration of the province will be at a 
standstill, and it will be difficult for us to go on with the ordinary depart- 
mental work. It is for this reason, if for no other, that I would appeal 
to my friend to withdraw this motion.

The object with which I put forward this motion was to condemn the 
uray in which this budget under the head “ Medical ” has been drafted. 

1 do not like to take up the time of the Council by any lengthy discussion 
on the policy we are adopting of trying to refuse the grants. It has been 
aaid, Sir, for the last few days by many of our friends opposite that the 
policy we are adopting is a policy of Bolshevism. It is a policy which 
is # wredking policy — a policy which our constituencies do not approve. 

Our " candid friends ” opposite have given us many advices. I 
4 Mnoi help comparing them to that delightful *' Poor man’s friend,” 
^ Joseph Bowley, so admirably depicted by Dickens. "Your only 
Iptness my good fellow is with me. You need not trouble yourself 
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About auytbiiif. I will think for you; I know what if good for 
you; I am your gerpetual parent 'Such is the dispensation of an all* 
wise Proyidence* What man can do, I do, I do my duty as the poor 
man's friend and father; and I endearour to educate his mind by 
inculcating on all occasions the one great lesson which that class 
requires, that is, entire dependence on myself. They haye no business 
whateyer with themselyes." That is the way in which some members 
of the Treasury Bench and some of our “ candid friends " on the other 
side haye giyen us a bit of their mind. But before I come to this grant 
I should like to say a few words with regard to the constitutional aspect 
of our position. 

The method we are adopting is a strictly constitutional method 
sanctioned by parliamentary usages and procedure and sanctified by the 
blood of your martyrs. For British members of this House to cry down 
our policy and compare us with Bolshevists is a matter of unutterable 
shame. We are doing to^lay what their forefathers did at the time of 
the Stuarts in the 17th century. Sir, the temper of our opponents is the 
temper of a pedant, a pedant's conceit and a pedant's inability to bring 
his theories into any relation with actual facts. Our temper is pre- 
eminently a temper of law — a temper of criticism, of judgment, and if 
need be, of stubborn and unconquerable resistance— a resistance which 
springs, not from a disdain of authority, but from a devotion to an 
authority, higher than that of bureaucracy. It is that very temper 
which drove Parliament to present a petition of grievances to James I, 
when he made a demand for grant to pay off his royal debt in 1610. The 
Parliament was dissolved and was not summoned for three years. When 
in 1614 it was called again it was filled with Swarajists " and it refused 
to grant supplies till the public grievances were considered, with the 
result that it was again dissolved and four leading agitators were sent to 
the Tower. For seven years there was no Parliament and it was 
summoned only to be dissolved again as it submitted the Protestation " 
which the King tore with his own hand from the journals of Parliament 
of 1621. The struggle of Charles I with his Parliament is a matter of 
common knowledge to even our schoolboys — though, forgotten’’ or con- 
veniently overlooked by Britishers out here to shake the Pagoda tree. 
Subsidies, tonnage, and poundage, forced loans, benevolences were all 
refused and a Petition of Right was presented. No Parliament met 
again for eleven years. Leaders were again thrown to the Towerr-of 
course by the same formalities as are observed under Regulation III of 
1818. But it could not crush the spirit of an Elliot, a Pym or a 
Hampden. The Long Parliament met and one by one the lawless Aoki 
of the Stuarts were undone anil the ** Grand Remonstrance " was adopted 
by the House. History bears evidence of what followed and even a 
monarch had to fall, and another had to ignominiously leave the shoiae^ 
of England, before the onmshing tide of popular will. History repeqjM 
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itself and there need he no apprehension that onr acts are strictly con* 
stitutional in overthrowing the budget as a means of expressing onr 
legitimate grievances. * 

Now BO far as the merits of my motion are concerned, my motion is 
a sort of condemnation of the Medical budget which I condemn on 
various grounds. 

The foremost ground which comes to my mind is the levy 
of the 8 annas fee per day on indoor patients of hospitals. There was 
also a similar fee for outdoor patients but this has been cancelled. We 
find the total amount budgeted under Medical ” is Bs. 58,35,000 and out 
of which we find the cost of the medical establishment, the pay and 
allowances of I.M.S. officers who are 54 in number, comes up to some- 
thing like Rs. 10 lakhs : the exact figure is Es. 9,^,000. Now if we 
take away the pay and allowances of the I.M.S. men from the total grant, 
a balance of Rs. 48,00,000 is left for expenditure under this head. What 
do we get in return for the services of these I.M.S. people? Among 
other things, high class medical education imparted by the I.M.S. men 
is supposed to be one of the greatest boons, but. Sir, the statistical reports 
show that educational work under the I.M.S. managed colleges costs 
Rs. 848 per student per year : the products turned out have not found to 
be in any way superior (by actual University or other tests) to that 
turned out by colleges managed by the independent medical practitioners 
at a cost of Rs. 181 per student per year. Just see the figures for 
1921.22: — 

Carmichael Medical College for 690 students — Rs. 1,08,918. 

Medical College for 800 students — Rs. 6,78,637. 

In the Medical College Hospital each bed cost Rs. 1,199, in Carmichael 
Medical College Rs. 548. 

No medical man could venture to as.sert that there is any difference 
in the standard or quality of treatment. It will thus be seen that a sum 
of Rs, 5,33,600 is spent unnecessarily (667 x 800). 

The expenditure of the salary of the officers in question is justified 
on the ground of its being a contribution to the Military Department of 
India for the purpose of maintaining a so-called irar 'werre. 

But may I ask what is the proportion of officers who actually served 
in the war supplied from the war reservist ’* as compared to the number 
supplied by \he independent practitioners. The figures are 360 to 960, 
which 8|)eak for themselves. A question arises whether we can contribute 
from our scanty means the large sum of Rs. 5,33,600 to the Military 
Department. 

It is for you to decide whether you should entrust any longer the 
medical education of your children into the hands of the people whose 
interest it is to keep them perpetually under their control as assistants 
and subordinates. The character of education is bound to be vitiated by 
their unnatural attitude of superiority. 
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Now lot us take the districts — ^there ore at pr^nt about 16 Civil 
ISurgoous in the districts. Half the «sum spent as pay of those district 
medical c^eers^uld be saved by utilisiujr the services of independent 
medical practitioners for district work — ^the average pay for such district 
medical officers being Rs. 500 with privilege of private practice. 

In the Jail Department we find a large number of I.M.S. officers ap- 
pointed in charge of executive administration of jail. We admit the 
necessity of medical advisers for jail and for that purpose Indian medical 
graduates can be available at a much lower cost and can do the work just 
as efficiently. I can assure the House there are no European families 
amongst the inmates of the jail who might object to being treated by 
Indian doctors. 

With regard to medical relief we find a magnificent sum of Its. 1,20,000 
has been sanctioned for the purchase of quinine evidently to treat 
malaria. We have the high authority of the Secretary of the Depart- 
maat of Health that with this sum at their disposal the Government 
would be in a position to treat a very much larger number of cases than 
the 2 millions of cases treated last year. I would have l>een very glad to 
know what the actual amount of quinine which the Goveri»meiit proposes 
to purchase with the sum and the quantity of the drug that may be doled 
out to each of the, say, 2^ millions of sufferers. It will no doubt be 
comforting to our Homoeopathic Colleagues to find that their system of 
treatment is making headway among the Bengal Government authorities. 

The painful fact about this matter Ls that the Bengal Government 
has been criminally sacrificing the interest of the malarin*stricken people 
of Bengal by the culpable negligence in cultivating and manufacturing 
adequate quantities of quinine for their benefit and so long as the reserved 
departments, thanks to the diarchy, appropriates G Inkhs of rupees out of 
the sale-proceetls of cinchona products with a callous disregard for the 
indescribable sufferings of our people, so long there is nothing l)ut despair 
for the people. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: The hon^le members of this 
House may remembef that in my budget speech I pointed out that the 
Hon’ble the Finance Member had not taken sufficient note of the claims 
of the transferred departments and that unless such clainis were recog- 
nised in time I for my part did not know what would l)e my attitude 
with reference to the budget when it would come up before us in its 
final itage. It appears that nothing has been done to amend the budget 
and we are asked to pass it almost in the shape in which it was presented 
before ns. Sir, I did not enter this Council to wreck it. I have entered 
the Council along with a number of my friends to work in the Council 
and to co-operate as best as we can to help in carrying on the administra- • 
tion. But if the Government is determined not to take any heed of public 
opinion I and iny friends are belpieM and we cannot put our seal of 
approval to ansrtbing and everything which is laid before us.

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Mr. PRESIDENT: I am afraid thiaHas got nothing to do witb the 
medical vote which is how under discussion: 

Bahlf iURENDRA NATH RAY; I have made these remarks so that 
my position may not be misunderstood. Before considering the many- 
sided issues raised on the side of Government by some of the members, 
both official and non«official, I think it necessary to look back a little into 
past history and compare present conditions with the past. 

When after the creation of the Presidency of Bengal the Legislative 
Council met in the beginning of 1913, out of a total estimated receipt of 
Rs. 5,93 j06, 000 or say 6 crores in round numbers, Rs. 1,34,88,000 was 
allotted to Education, 41 lakhs to Medical and Public Health, about 
Rs. 95,82,000 or about a crore in round numbers to Police, only about 
Rs. 23 lakhs in General Administration. These figures I have taken from 
the amended Financial Statement of 1913-14. I ought to mention that 
the Dacca University, which now consumes more than Rs. 9 lakhs of 
revenue, had not come into existence then while in the reserved side the 
settlement department has been greatly curtailed. According to the 
present budget estimates, i.e., the budget for the year 1924-25 the receipts 
are expected to be about 10^ crores. What are the allotments in the 
major transferred departments. One crore and 22 lakhs are set apaft for 
Education; about 87 lakhs to Medical and Sanitation. I must mention 
that the pay of the officers of the Indian Services have greatly increased 
since 1913. Under the head “Police” the sum put down is 
Rs. 1,84,68,000. In General Administration it is Rs. 96,83,000. 

When the present system of diarchy was accepted by some of the 
Indians in 1918, they accepted it in the belief that the people would be 
left free and be able to transform the educational system and improve 
sanitation. But the experience of the last few years have clearly shovn 
that this is not to be, and even some of the leaders of the Moderate party 
have said that things could not continue in this fashion any longer. 
When in 1921 during the budget discussion, Colonel Pugh, an elected 
European member of this Council, complained that the budget did not 
show any policy on the part of the Ministers selected and that the alloca- 
tion of revenue to the transferred side was unfair, the defence came not 
from the Ministers but from the Member in charge of the Finance 
Department (Sir John Eerr), and the defence was contained in these few 
words : — ” The Ministers as sensible men had to accept the situation, they 
could not raid the reserved departments and grab money for schemea 
on the transferred side,” and to do away with any question arising from 
rules 31 and 32 of the Devolution Rules he said — ” We did not allocate 
(the revenue) on the basis of the proportions and our judgment was 
swayed solely by the needs of different departments and not at all by any 
theoretical proportions.” This gave away at one stroke the princijde that 
at least the proportion of revenue that was then being expended on the 
transferred departments should be spent on that side. In Hiis connection 
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I mfty tay that as th^ pointed qnt by my friend Mr. S. R. DiS| the open* 
ing balance consisting of Rs. 3 crores and 44 lakhs out of which 1 orore 
uid 35 lakhs consisted of unspent balance on education and sanitation 
and this amount was frittered away by the Government by bad financial 
policy. When the question of new taxation came under the discussion 
in this Council it was understood that at leist 70 per cent, of the proceed# 
of /new taxation would be spent on the transferred side. Since at least 
1917 we have had many large promises, but by one excuse after another 
they have not been fulfilled. Such has been the history of the budget 
grants so far as the transferred departments are concerned. Now we are 
threatened that if we do not accept the budget as dictated to us like the 
sensible Ministers of 1921, we shall have to bear the consequences — the 
nation-building departments would be completely starved — 18 lakhs for 
primary education to local bodies would be withdrawn — 5 lakhs of loans 
to municipalities and district boards would cease — 22 lakh-* to district 
boards and municipalities for public health, water-supply and hospitals 
would cease. To thin my reply is that we, the elected repio^eiilntivcs of 
the people, cannot accept the situation as it is. It must be made clear that 
we do not accept or approve by our vote proposals which take away our 
rights and do not fulfil or aim at fulfilling promises made to the people. 
The business of Government can only* be carried on the principle of give 
and take and this was the principle of diarchy — but since 1921, the 
Government had been simply trying by one method or another the princi- 
ple of take without trying to fulfil their obligations and take iHth o.no 
hand what they promised with the other. The responsibility, if any, 
therefore, for throwing out some of the principal items of (he budget is, 
therefore, not with us, but with those who have not fiilfilb'd their 
promises. And I am sure in their heart of heart.s even the present 
Ministers are with us, or ought to be with us if they really love their 
country'. If His Excellency the Governor takes charge of the transfeiTed 
departments, he will l»e able to spend more money in them than the 
Ministers for he will not have to be a suppliant for small mercies at the 
hands of the Finance Member. He will at least see for a time the difficul- 
ties of the Ministers? In the old Council, the memWrs could move amend- 
ments to transfer sums of money from one head bj another. But we have 
no such power now. We are bound to accept the small grants put down 
in the budget without murmur. We should like to know* what )ught we 
possibly to do under the circumstances. Are the tran.sferred departments 
to l%main famished for ever? Two ex-ministers of this CVmncil told us 
the other day how their departments had been starved. We find to our 
surprise ti^at the provision for Education for 1924-25 is less than that 
of 1923-24 by nearly two lakhs of rupees. If the Ministers had 'resigned 
their ofiSces at least a year ago they would have done signal services to 
the country and the transferred departments would have fared muen 
better. Bui if they failed in their duty we, as the representatives of the 
people, ought to make it clear that we do not approve -of the budget with 
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a hug© expenditure on ** General Administration and the ** Police ” and 
the nation-building departments half famished. I however, that 

it would not be wise on our part to reject’ the Education grant. Th^ are 
Jhose who say that we are wreckers of Government because we have the . 
hardihood to speak the truth, but what shall we say of those who have 
h>oked upon the Reforms with step-motherly affection in its inception, 
tried to throttle il at its birth, and are now showing their 83 rmpathy ^y 
trying to smother it ? 

jOt. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY:&y hon’ble friend, Babu Bij<^ 
Krishna Bose in moving his motion said that it was in a tone of despair 
that he had moved it. Obviously his object was to criticise the method 
of the department generally and not to criticise or ask for reduction or 
refusal of a particular grant under a particular head. I rise to speak 
on the subject in a tone of despondency. We had been charged repeatedly 
that when we have taken a policy of refusing a grant in toto^ why do we 
not take each individual item on their merits and refuse, according to 
the opinion of the Council, each individual item? My answer to that is 
that if we had even the power of transferring a particular amount of 
a particular head to another head I, personally, would have been satis- 
fied with that. But under the present Act we are prevented from doing 
so. Therefore, the only alternative is to raise a loud cry so that not 
only the Government and the members may hear it but also those in 
England in whose hands lies our destiny. The other day His Excellency 
in his speech in the Council stated that if the grants under the transferred 
departments are refused, education, medical relief, agriculture and 
industries will be starved and serious injuries will be inflicted not on 
Government which would remain unaffected, but upon the people whose 
interests we are here to represent. He went on to say that his Govern- 
ment would not be embarrassed by such a situation which was not of 
their creation and from which they would in no way suffer while it 
lasted. Sir, that accounts for the tone of despondency which I have 
to express to-night. Are we to understand that the Members of the 
Government want to make a distinction Wtween them on the one hand 
and the people on the other P Is it not one of the iundamental duties 
of Government to teach its subjects in the science of medicine to render 
them medical help when necessary? Wliy then this distinction is bhing 
made by the Head of the Execmtive when he says that “ we would in no 
way suffer while it lasted ’’ — let the people suffer? That is the treason 
why a spirit of despondency has overtaken all of us. ^ 

Coming to the medical subject, 1 find, as one of my friends has 
already suggested, that the amount allocated this year, that is, ' 
Rs. 58,00,000 inoludii^ voted and non-voted item, is larger than the 
amount of Rs. 38,00,000 which was voted in 192041. But if we look 
ddsely into the figures what do we find? The medical establishment 
alone oost^ Us. 6,97,000 in 1920-21 as against Rs. 9,88,000 for 1921-25. 
Then what are the figures with reference to hospitals and fiipensariesf 
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It Wu^Bawf 9^,000 in 1920>21 m aginst Bs. 32,3&,000 in thn nniviflf 
jw. The grant medical purposes this Rs, 2»30,000 in 192041, 
arhereaa it is Rs. 1 ,42,000 for the ensuing year. The only item besides 
^medical estallishiuent which shows increase is under the head lunatie^ 
aslyum where, instead of Rs. 0,43,000, a grant of Rs. 9,87,000 has been 
made. This is for providing accommodation for those who happen to be 
Hts Majesty’s guests in the asylum. Now, Sir, what is the result of this^ 
increase in the pay and allowance of the members of the Medical Service P 
Let us see how they are l>eing paid. I have before me a Civil List for 
the first of January, 1924, and what do we find there P Here is a medical 
mkn whose grade pay is Rs. 1,100 but his allowances come up to Rs. 1,300 
as follows; Acting allowance Rs. 250, local allowante Rs. 200, duty 
allowance Rs. 500, and theie are some other allowances. Sir, if you have 
got to pay allowance to a man to do his duty I wonder what he it 
getting his grade pay for? If this state of things go on, I do not doubt 
that we shall have to go on increasing our contributions towards the 
upkeep of this costly seiwice. I speak with all the confidence that 
I possess having been connected with medical education and medical 
relief for the last 20 years and I say this that so long as we go on giving 
such allowances we cannot possibly bring a balance sheet liefore us with 
regard to income and expenditure. The result is that we have got to 
levy fees for hospital treatment which is an unfortunate position which 
the Government had to take up. I would not enter into discussion at 
the present moment whether the levying of fees from outdoor or indoor 
patients is justifiable or not but what I do say is that the maintenance 
of such costly service entails a larger sum and that it affects medical 
relief and sanitary improvement, etc. The only reason which might 
be given for the purpose of maintaining this co'^tly establishment is 
that it is maintained for the purpose of training students and also 
for the purpose of affording medical relief to patients. Sir, 
before 1916, it was the usual plea that the Indian Medical Service people 
are the only people who could teach students in medicine and that it was 
a necessary evil. But since then we have had a college with which 
I have the honour l>e associated for the last five years — I mean the 
Carmichtel Medical College and there are at least 40 medical men 
attached to the staff of the College serving their motherland and their 
people without any pay. If this can be made possible within two or 
three miles from the Calcutta Medical College there is no justification 
wliatever for the Government to pay Rs, 9,00,000 for the purposes of 
teaching students in medicine. It may be suggested that these men are 
nnder a covenant and that therefore we must keep them somewhere. 
""This is a matter which if I were to discuss I would told that this is a 
question for the Secretary of State and not for us. but at the same time 
we must put forward our objection in the strongest possible terms al 
/regfur^the maintenance of this service. Sir, during the war crui of 28 
^Civu Svrgeoncies in Bengal 17 were held by members of the professional 
wedica) service and not one word has been said abont their inability to 
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do their work which tEe I.M.S. men were doing and EaTe^i^been doing 
since. Only 11 I.M.S. men were on duty in diffeieirt districts at that 
time. I ask again what justification can there be for spending Es. 1^500 
for one of these I.M.S. officers when we can get the same work 
done by paying much less to local Indian officers. The result has been, 
as those who have read the report of the Public Services Commission 
know, that the Members of the Indian Medical Service when they find 
that the practice which they used to command in former years are 
dwindling away, want more allowance and more pay to compensate 
them for the loss. Not only that, but they also want special allowances 
for their wives and children — for their daughters until they are married 
and for their sons until they attain the age of 21. If you go on in this 
way what I have said before you will not be able to balance your income 
with your expenditure. 

Another reason which is put forward in maintaining I.M.S. men in 
the districts is that the European officers in the districts like to be treated 
by Europeans. Sir, I have my own opinion about it. I have practised 
here long enough and I have practi.sed in England in different towns and 
I know for certain that when it is a question of medical treatment and 
the question of life and death the average European is shrewd enough 
not to depend upon his prejudice. As a matter of fact one of the late 
Secretaries of the European Association sent for me one day to treat him. 
The first question I asked him as to why he had sent for me when there 
were so many European doctors in Calcutta, his reply was — my life is 
more precious than my convictions. 

Grants to Medical Colleges, Sir, form some of the items in the 
budget. I will deal with the question of the grant that is made to the 
Carmichael College. I had a talk with one of the former Surgeon- 
General about this. I told him that the grant of Es. 50,000 a year which 
is given to this college is too little for the number of patients that are 
being treated and the number of students that are being taught. I main- 
tain that one of the fundamental duties of Government is and should 
always be to treat patients and to teach students'^ln medicine. While 
you are spending Es. 9,00,000 for the Medical College for about 600 
patients you are spending only Es. 50,000 for just half the number of 
patients and yet this is considered to be too large and I am not supposed 
to ask for any. more, I am not mentioning this for the purpose of melt- 
ing the heart of Mr. G, S. Dutt or the Hon’ble the Minister in charge but 
for the purpose of showing the injustice that is being done every day 
under the shibboleth of higher and greater utility of the service. My 
object in putting forward this question before the House is that ! main- 
jtain that eyery Government has got certain legal liabilities and that 
their moral ii abilities are even greater than their legal ones. Legal 
liabilities can be decided and adjusted in a court of law, but no lawye^ 
oan help the parties to obtain justice when moral liabilities are cenoemed^ 
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■ikii MANIIATHA NATH ROYl I wish th© Oovernmeat to 
what fotrenchmenti have been effected in the present budget in pmn* 
%nce cff ^e recommendations ol the Retrenchment Committee. I ffnd 
that* the Retrenchment Committee suggested a retrenchment of 
Rs. 3r00»000 in the medical budget and was also of opinion that further 
retrenchments might be effected. With regard to the Indian Medical 
Service, the Committee was of opinion that in the interest of economy 
and without loss of efficiency Assistant Surgeons should replace members 
of the Indian Medical Service and they made their recommendations 
accordingly. 

Then with regard to the Military' Assistant Surgeons the Retrench- 
ment Committee was decidedly of opinion that there was no advantage to 
the Province from the employment of so many of the more expensive of 
the two classes of Assistant Surgeons, and no disadvantage would result 
from the replacement of the majority of them by members of the less 
expensive service. 

With regard to the Assistant Surgeons the Committee was.of opinion 
that as in some institutions Assistant Surgeons can replace Indian 
Medical Service officers so in the same way the Sub*Assistaut Surgeons 
replace Assistant Surgeons and thereby enable the work to be carried on 
satisfactorily by a cheaper agency. 

With regard to allowances the Committee was of opinion that 
allowances must in all cases be abolished; they thought that the 
control and supervision of institutions in the charge of the Medical 
l)epartment within the jurisdiction of any Civil Surgeon should be 
regarded as part of his normal duties, which he should discharge with- 
out any additional remuneration. 

I would also utilise the present occasion to dispel some misappre- 
hensions and to give a clear expression of our present attitude in con- 
nection with the budget. We had intended to express in the most 
emphatic terms our condenAiation of the diarchical form of Government. 
In that w© have succeeded and the diarchical form is at an end. That 
is the only result of the refusal of th© Ministers' salary. We are now 
discussing the budget on the merits and our actions to-day and during 
the last few days must have given conclusive evidence of the conectnets 
of this statement. 

Mto dOCINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI: I desire to make 
only a few observations and my only reason for doing that is to bring 
before the House prominently some features of the medical budget. 
Sir, I often wonder the mentality of the persons who are responsible 
for framing this budget. Well, I do not know jprhether there is any 
Tise whiatever in shrieking and shouting in this Council for the purpose 
sjf offering onr criticisms regarding the budget because whenever we mate 
an attempt to do that the answer that is put forward on behalf of Oor- 
enuaent is that this is the Government policy and that policy shottld be 
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to. Now the Hon’ble Member will be pleased to Snd that the 
total allocation for medical purposes the voted and the non-voted cornea 
op to Bs. 58,35,000. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: That is not relerant to the present discossion. 
At present we are concerned with the Medical rote. It does not 
matter in the least how much is provided under other heads. 

Bibu MGINDRA CHANDRA CHAKRAVORTI: With regard to 
the total ?emand under this head I wish to draw the attenion of the 
members of the House to certain figures in the budget to enable them to 
understand the anxiety of Government to give relief to the people who 
are suffering from illness in this province. The Hon’ble Minister told 
us in the course of his speech that the provision was made for medical 
relief. And we were led to think that we were going to get something 
very substantial which would go to the relief of the sick. As a matter of 
fact we find the main portion of this grant is eaten up by grants to the 
Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution, Lady Minto Nursing Association 
and the Lady Canning Home. These three items alone absorb the 
greater portion of this grant. Then there is a provision for the training 
of dhaiSf Rs. 11,000, and there is “ other grants,” Rs. 12,000. I do not 
know what is exactly meant by the words “ other grants ” for which this 
,big provision has been made. I take it, therefore, that this grant is 
intended for miscellaneous purposes in regard to medical. Now, Sir, 
I will only ask the Minister to consider as to whether this is a sufficient 
provision for that purpose throughout the Province. I come from a 
mufasial district, a district which is notorious for malaria and I feel^ 
therefore, that the Government is pursuing a policy with regard to the 
belief of the sick in this country which cannot by any means be supported. 
In my own district I should say little medical relief is given nor do we 
find serious attempts being made to give medical relief to those who are 
in genuine need of it. 

Now, Sir, in this medical budget we find that a large amount is being 
provided for establishment charges and other things, and when we come 
to the real question of actual medical relief the figure is very insignifi* 
cant. These are matters which cannot possibly be passed over in silence. 
We know, Sir, that our crying over these matters will not he of any 
avail. Therefore, I said that my only object in rising to speak to offer 
a few observations on the medical budget and to bring prominently to the 
members of the House the way in which the budget has been prepared 
to the utter disregard of the needs of the country.

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allow you, ^ah Sabeb, to address the House at length on this subjeel, 
aa I must bri|ig the discussion to an end at the allotted time* 

Dr. KimUD SAMKAR RAYt I bad no intention of takii^C^pixt in 
ibis debate, as my friends Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy and Babu Bejoy 
Krishna Bose hare dealt in a remarkable way with the main feature! 
of the medical budget. I want to say one or two words regarding the 
policy of OoTemment which guides medical education and in this con- 
nection I would like to mention a few facts obtained from the answer 
giren to a question by the Hon'ble the Minister in charge of Public 
Health in this House. In answer to n question asked by me in thia 
House regarding the number of available medical practitioners in t|^i! 
province, I was told that the number available is somethiug like one 
^in ten thousand and this number, you all will agree, is hardly adequate 
to supply the whole province of Bengal. We are told that Government 
is trying to open medical institutions in different parts of the province 
and in the speeches delivered by their Excellencies Lord Ronaldshay 
and Lord Lytton, we have been told that it is the desire of Government 
to help those institutions which can be organised by public efforts: 
so that is how the Government will come and help such institutions 
to be developed in different parts of l^ngal. In my humble way I 
have been associated with the development of a medical institution 
in common with certain of my friendr who are making wonderful selCr 
sacrifice by devoting their time and energj' for this purpose—it may 
not be known to all — I mean tho institution at Maniktala. Through the 
kindness of the Maharaja of Cossimbarar (I find him present in this 
House) we were able to make some headway in this direction and we 
have nearly completed all the equipments for the scientific departs 
ments in that institution. We approached the Government for the 
permission of dissection of dead bodies (and we were prepanwl to pay 
something over it, as each unclaimed dead body costs from Its. 5 
to Rs. 10 for disposal by the hospital authorities), so that we might 
teach the students anatomy pro{>erly and after a great deal of trouble 
I am glad to say that the Government has seen its way to sanction 
the dissection of d^d bodies by us. 

There is another difficulty which shows how the want of [jolicy of 
Government hinders the progress of these institutions. As we all know 
every medical institution must have a well-equipped hospital for clini- 
cal training of the students. I hope you know the condition in England, 
for tpstance, in the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, where the 
aittdents only receive scientific training, they go to London for the 
clinioal part of their training. We applied to Government to give 
permlioion to our students to attend some of the hospitals such at 
llie Bambhunath Pandit Hospital, the Mayo Hospital and the VoluntAy 
T^nereal Hospital and the Police Hospital. I may tell the House that 
the total number of beds in those institutions it something like 309 
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to 400 and they can quite well form a iiucleua for the training of medi- 
cal practitioners of the kind to which I have referred. But yon will 
be Surprised at the response we have received in this matter. I have 
been trying to move in this matter for the last two years in one of 
the hospitals in question — I have the honour of working as an honorary 
meml)er on its staff for the last four years — end to open it to students 
without any additional expenditure on the part of the hospital. We 
were quite prepared to give the necessary training free of charge. On 
the other hand the authorities of that institution were prepared to give 
some^ allowance for giving the clinical lectures to the members who 
were in charge of those hospitals. We were told that the arrangements 
cannot be done. Naturally growth of such institutions are delayed. 
This is not the only instance, but the same fate has been shared by 
some of the Government-aided hospiials. Some of you gentlemen may 
know that there is a hospital in Elgin Road, which has been in need 
of an X-ray apparatus for diagnosis of fracture cases and for want of 
a paltry sum of Rs. 15,000 it could not get it. 

SHAH 8YED EMDADUL HAQ spoke in Bengali in support of the 
motion. 

The Hon’Md Maiilvi A. K. FAZL-UL HUQ: I will not detain the 
Council by going into details. My friend Bahu Bejoy Krishna Bose in 
moving this motion said that he brought it forward as a condemna- 
tion of the budget that was presented before the Council. On this 
point, Sir, I wish to say that no one pretends that this budget is a 
counsel of perfection. We admit that there are defects and blemishes, 
but it should be the object of every one of us here to try and remedy 
those defects as much as possible, I am prepared to admit, Sir, that 
«ome of the criticisms are justified. 

Now let me go somewhat into the details as regards the question of 
levying fees from those who go to our hospitals. I may mention that 
this has been stopped in the case of outdoor patients and as regards 
the indoor patients this matter is still under th^ consideration of 
Government. 

Then, Sir, as regards the cadre of the Indian Medical Service, 
I may mention that on the recommendation of the late tbe 

Hon'hle Sir Surendra Nath Banerjea, the Secretary' of Stlue has sanc- 
tioned the reduction of posts in that cadre from 40 to 24. 'Effect will 
bo giveb gradually to the recommendation in each case as the lien 
of the present incumbent expires and as orders are received from iKe 
Govailiment of India. . ^ 

y4r. BIDHAN CHANDRA ftOYl I rise to a point of ordec, Sif. 
Does not the recommendation of the Secretary of State contain e 
proviso? 
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TiM Itai’Mt Maulvi A. K. FAZL^UL HllQt Yea, tke to 

wKioh Dr. Boy refert has refareni^ to the recommendatioaa thai tfo 
io b# made by the Lee Commisaiou. It in for this reason that the 
whole matter is now provisional and all I can say at the present moment 
is that there is no reason to doubt that the Secretary of State will 
finally give the fullest effect to the recommendation of the local 
Government. 

Meanwhile, Sir, Govermnent propose to replace some officer of the 
I.M.D. in charge of districts by Civil Assistant Surgeons. 

As regards the distribution of quinine I may mention that~~«11^otigh 
I am not an expert — it is said that the world's production of quinine 
is one million pounds per annum and this would not suffice, according 
to Dr. Bentley, for three mouths' consumption even by the population 
of Bengal. If we were to treat eri*!! the two million patients — it is 
^ rough number of the patients in our liospitals suffering from malaria — 
with a dose of quinine varying from otic to two ounces per head then 
it will cost us Rs. d5,00,0()0 to Rs. TO. 00, 000.

33.— Public Hcilth. 

MINISTER in ohvgc of DEPARTMENT cf LOCAL SELF- 
GOVERNMENT [PUBLIC HEALTH] (the Hon’bic Had]i Mr. A. K. 
Abu Ahmed Khan Chuznavi): I move that a sum of Rs. 27,61,000 be 
granted for expenditure under the bead ** 33. — Public Health." This 
sum of Its. 27,61,000, as the Council will iSe, represents an increase of 
more than Rs. 3 lakhs over the sum provided in the current year’s 
budget which was Rs, 24,65.000. 

Public Healthy. Establishment.— Coder the head ** Public Health 
Establishment" a provision has been made of Rs. 6,44,000 as against 
the provision of Rs, 7,06,000 in the current year. The reduction in 
next year’s estimates is attributable to the savings effected as a result 
of the recommendations of the Retrenchment Committee by the aboli- 
tion of the Assistant Directors of Public Health, one post of Assistant 
Sanitary Engineer together with their ministerial and mental staff. 
Larger provision has been made for temporary establishment, as the 
CThiel Engineer, Public Health Department, will undertake an increased 
nttmber of water works schemes and schemes for*sanitary improvements 
lo supervise which he will require a larger staff. • 

Publicity Work. — ^The edneation of the public in matters of pubTic 
liealth and sanitation is one of the most important aspects of puUic 
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beftltli work and in order to make tliia work more elective an addi^ona] 
provision of He. 7,000 has been made for supplying tibe publicity officer 
of this department with magic lantern slides and other materilds for 
educative work in public health. 

Grants for Public Health Purposes. — Under the head ** Grants for 
Public Health Purposes a provision is being made for Es. 17,93,000 
as against Rs. 15,77,000 in the present year. 

We are repeating the augmentation grant of Rs. 8,68,000 which 
is intended for sanitary improvemeuls including rural water supply. 

With regard to the other grants under this head Rs. 4,60,000 is 
being provided for continuing the Dacca Sewerage Scheme and a sum 
of Rs. 15,000 for its maintenance. 

A sum of Rs 79,000 for the completion of the Comilla Water Supply 
Scheme has been provided. 

A sum of Rs. 60,000 has also been provided for the completion of 
the Miduapore Water Supply Scheme. 

We are also providing a sum of R«. 45,000 for the Calcutta Fringe 
Area Drainage; for Calcutta Sewerage Rs. 5,000; for Murshidahad Con- 
servancy Work Rs. 4,000. A sum of Rs. 5,000 is being provided for 
the Basirhat Drainage Scheme; Rs. 58,000 for the Serampore Water- 
Supply Extension; and Rs. 33,000 for the experimental boring v-ith 
a view to the construction of water works at Malda, Bogra and 
Brahmaubaria. 

Rural AVater Supply.— A provision is being also made under this 
head of Rs. 50,000 as grants to Ucou Boards for the improvements 
of rural wator-supjdy. 

This grant has been much criticised. The policy of Government in 
respect of rural water supjfWy has Wn fully explained by Mr. Dutt, 
the Secretary in this department, in the course of the budget discussion 
and it is not necessary for me to repeat what he said there except to say 
that Government expect that the solution of this problem of rural water- 
supply will be taken up by Union Boards and that District Boards wiU 
approach the solution of this problem mainly not by means of granta 
out of their ordinary revenue but by loans. It is only by means of 
loans that it is possible to solve a problem of sucb great magnitude in 
which posterity is equally interested with, if not more interested than the 
present generation. The Union Boards during the last year have^lpent 
a sum of Rs. 67,000 on water supply and Government have therefore 
provided an almost equal amount during the next year. It is proposed 
^ make a subsidy every year in future in proportion to the amounts 
spent by the Union Boards, and Goveniment hope that Union BfMirda 
will undertake larger expenditure under this head, in which case Gov- 
emm^t will allso be glad to contribute proportionately, but X ;srould 
repeat that the solution of this proble'^a of water supply must be eougM 
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aii^y m fimda collected through loaua ao that the chargea may be 
divided over a larger Bomber of years and not involve an undue strain 
on provincial revenue or on local bo^es. 

Thia grant for rural water supply is a new feature of the next year’s 
budget. (Government have decided after careful consideration to make 
an annual recurring grant every year with effect from next year to 
help towards the solution of the rural water supply problem, besides 
the assistance which the District Boards are expected to make from the 
Public Works Cess and the augmentation grant. 

Epidemic Diseases.— Under the head “ Expenditure in connection 
with the epidemic diseases ” a provision of Rs. 3,11,000 has been made 
as against Rs. 1,33,000 only in the present year. Out of this Rs. 12,0DQ 
represents the balance of a donation made by a private contributor in 
1919 towards the maintenance of the Sonarpore Obsen'atory for malarial 
research. 

Quinine. — A provision of Rs. 1,30,000 is being made for fn*e grants 
of quinine to local bodies as against Rs. 80,000 in the present year. 
This grant will be of great assistance to District Boards in the tn»atment 
pf malaria patients in their dispensaries 

Anti-Malarial Measures. — The sum of Rs. 50,000 has lieen provided 
for anti-malarial measures. It is proposed to distribute this amount as 
subsidy mainly to the Central Anti-Malarial Co-operative Society and 
other similar voluntary organizations. The amount may appear small, 
but Government believe that by adopting the policy of subsidising 
voluntary societies the amount will in practice Ik‘ mul^plied many times 
more by thu voluntary efforts of the societies which Se being oiganihed 
in different parts of the province and which it is the intention of Gov- 
ernment to subsidise as much as their funds permit. 

Anti-Kala-Azar Campaign. — The grant of Rs. 69,000 for anti-kala- 
azar campaign is proposed to be divided among district boards and other 
local bodies who have taken up anti-kala-azar work in right earnest 
and have cg)ened many centres of treatment. This pn^blem can only 
be solved by Goverpiqent by subsidisin.^ IcK'al bodies and encouraging 
them to spend money from their own funds to supplement the grants 
which (Government are able to make them. Many applications for this 
grant have already been received from District Boards. 

Anti-diolera measures. — A special grant of Rs. 16,000 is propowd 
to be n^de during the ensuing year for special measures against a viru- 
lent epidemic of cholera which is experte<l in the dry season.* Thi< 
will enable special staff to be employed in localities which are specially 
affected with cholera. , 

Maternity and Child- Welfare. — A new feature of the budget under^ 
this be|d is a recurring provision of Rs. 25,000 for maternity and child- 
vrellare work. It is proposed to utilise this amount in subsidising 
orgainised ^rts on the part of local bodies for the training of dhoti and 
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for the holding of Child-Welfare Exhibitions, the utility- of which ha* 
already been demonstrated during the last cold weather. 

Loans. — A provision is also being made for Us. 5,80,000 to be dis- 
tributed to local bodies in the shape of loans for carrying out urgent 
schemes of local improvement. The actual items being the loan of — 

Rs. 45,000 to the Comilla Water Works. 

Rs. 10,000 for the Suri Water-Supply. 

Rs. 60,000 for the Serampore Water-Supply. 

Rs. 3,000 for the Basirhat Drainage Scheme. 

Rs. 10,000 for the Berhampore Water-Supply. 

Rs. 3,00,000 for the Dacca Sewerage Scheme. 

Rs. 1,33.000 for the Narayangunge Water-Supply. 

Rs. 19,000 for the Rungpur Drainage Scheme. 


I would earnestly request the Council to vote tjie demand as I^cal 
Bodies and Public Bfealth organisations all over the Province are eagerly 
waiting for the grants. I would solemnly strike a note of warning and 
point out to the Council that unless the demand is voted, these grants 
cannot be authorised by His Excellency the Governor. If the country 
is deprived of these grant.s the members opposite will alone be responsible 
for carrying misery and suffering to millions of our countrymen.

The motion to reduce the demand of Rs. 78,000 for the pay of other 
gazetted officers of the Public Health establishment is based on a mis- 
concejition as to the meaning of tine economy. The appalling preva- 
lence of preventable diseases indicates that more rather than fewer 
skilled sanitarians are re<iiiired in Bengal. It is absolutely necessary to 
remind the Council that although lives can sometimes be saved by timely 
treatment, in the case of preventable diseases prevention is better than 
cure. The mortality from cholera, for example, is wholly preventable 
and this can be done by an adequate arrangement of sanitary officers 
for educating the public in cholera prevention. A reduction in Public” 
Health establishment cannot be justified on the score of economy. 
Everj’ year there is ^ demand that Government should devote a larger 
proportion of funds to sanitation, but it would W foolish to spend more 
on sanitation and at the same time to reduce the number of skilled 
officers required to direct that exj)enditure. Skill, like everything eliW 
worth having, has to be paid for (Hear; hear). 

The establishment of sanitary officers is an integral part of the whole 
system of Local Self-Government. They are the eyes and ean*of the 
Government in connection with the sanitary administration of the coun- 
try by local authorities. The establishment covered by ibis amount 
consists of three Executive Engineers under the Chief Engineer, Puhli^ 
Health Department, and of the Septic Tank Inspector, five Assistant Sur» 
geons in Public Health work, one Superintendent in charge of the 
Vaccination Depfit, and one Medical Inspector of Schools employed under 
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Public Health Department. It is absalutely necessa^ hr the pitqper 
administration of the Department that these officers shotdd be retained 
and in connection with the lecommendations of the Eetrenohment Com- 
mittee’s proposals it was decided that no reduction should be made in 
these posts. I may further remind my friend, the Shah Sahib, that 
Mr. C. E. Das, in submittingc his proposal to the Hon’ble the Finance 
Member, has himself suggested that there should he TDO sanitary cheers 
for thanas and furthermore 80 officers in subdmsions and 30 health 
officers in districts. All these officers are in his opinion necessary for 
the administration of the Public Health Department. 

The motion was then put and lost. 

•HAH 8YED EMDADUL HAQ moved that the demand of Rs. 18,000 
for lump provision for 33^ per cent, increase in the allowance of 
Assistant Directors under the head ‘ 33 A. — Public Health EstaStish- 
ment,’ be refused.”

I oppose this motion for the refusal of the lump provision for 33i per 
cent, increase in the allowance of Assistant Directors of Public Health. 
The rate of pay ordinarily fixed for these officers in 1912 by the Govern- 
ment of India was only a tentative one and the Royal Commisvsion on 
Public Services in 1916 recommended that their case should he considered. 

The motion was then put and lost.

The grant for travelling allowance represents the minimum require- 
ments of the two branches of the Public Health Department; viz., the 
Director of Public Health and his subordinates and the Chief Engineer, 
Public Health Department, and his subordinates. The Chief Engineer 
and his subordinates have to supervise many important water works and 
drainage projects undertaken by local bodies which involve large ex- 
penditure of money and unless they are allowed to tour freely for the 
purposes of supervising those projects, the funds of the local bodies will 
run the tisk of being wasted.

34.— Agriculture. 

MINISTER in charge of DEPARTMENT of AGRICULTURE and 
INDUSTRIES (the Hon’ble Hadji Mr. A. K. Abu Ahmad Khan 
Gbumavi : I move that a 8iim of Rs. 17,10,000 he j,'runt<‘(l for expendi> 
ti|re under head “ 34. — Agriculture.” All this of course is not for 
Agriculture proper. I wish it was. If it was we should not compan* 
so bafll3f as we do now with all the other jirovinees of India in the matter 
of expenditure on Agriculture. T hii%’e lieen comparing the Bengal 
budget figures for this department with the coiTes))onding figures in other 
provinces and I regret to say that in Bengal we are eomjniratively neg- 
lecting this department. I trust that the pfisition will not Im» made any 
worse by the reduction or rt*jection of this demand. , 

As I have said, other beads are imduded in this. For the Veterinary 
Department there is a sum of Us. 3,fi«3,000; for the ^>-oja^rative Dejiart- 
metit Be. 4,63,300, for the Botanical Gardens nearly 2 lakhs, for Bericttl- 
tnre over 2 lakhs. The balance after making these deductions is what ii 
left for Agriculture, It is entirely inadequate but it is the best that we 
can do. 
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We have been accused of having e^^nsive officm at the head of the 
, department. We have less than any of the major provinces and 
we could find work, useful work, nation-building work, for many more 
and it would pay Bengal to have them. We have a Director, three 
Deputy Directors, a Fibre Expert, a Chemist and two Botanists. These 
have a few assistants and we have about half a dozen Superintendents. 
We are providing for no more than about 80 district agricultural officers 
and 80 demonstrators. When we remember the enormous area of Bengal, 
the variety and importance of its crops and the backward state of the pro- 
fession of agriculture we must admit that this provision is indeed very 
low. But with our limited farms the staff is all that we can usefully 
employ in the districts and we have reduced the large staff that existed 
for that reason. But we could benefit greatly by more research officers 
and more farms and we would then require more administrative officers. 

I have given a general idea of our agricultural policy in the general 
discussion on the budget. I need not repeat it here. Nor need I enter 
into a description of what the department has done. It is well known 
and a reference to the annual reports will well repay those who have 
any doubt about the work. 

In the Veterinary Department we budget for Rs. 8,68,000 against 
last year’s budget estimate of Rs. 8,28,000 and revised estimates of 
Rs, 8,48,000, The increase under the non-voted head in Superintendence 
is because the Director has gone on leave and has elected to draw his 
leave pay in India for part of the time. The rest of the increase in this 
department is due practically to the incremental scales of the staff only. 
In considering the veterinary demand reference should also be made to 
the re<*eijd si<le of the budget at page 17 of the budget estimate. Here 
there is a receipt estimate <»f Rs. l.fMI.OOO from this department. So that 
the actual net cost will amount to little over lakhs of rupees. 

In Agriculture under Superintendence our estimate is Rs. 8f),0(K) as 
compared with our estimate of Rs. 1)2,(KK) last year. This is the cost of 
the Direc'tor, his Personal Assistant, his office staff, contingencies and 
travelling allowances. Fnder “Other supeiwising staff “ we come down 
from an estimate of Rs. 4,77,000 to Rs. 8,65,000. ^ This is the cost of the 
three Deputy Dire(*tors, the Reseandi Staff, the Superintendents of 
Agriculture and the district agricultural officers and demon stratoit*. 
Fnder the head of farms we come down from a budget estimate last year 
of Rs. 2,01,000 to an estimate of Rs. 1,76,000. This is in excess of the 
revised estimate t»f Rs. 1.56,000, but it must be remembered that we have 
mote farms to work in the coming year. In this connection, too, I would 
mvite the attention <»f the Council to the estimate of Agricultural receipte 

1,68,000 shown on page 17 of the receipts budget. That estimate 
includes weipts from sericulture, but a great part of it is from the^ 
farms. I hope that with strict insistence on my policy the receints 
estimate will be exceeded. ^ 
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For agricultiupftl experimenta wo baye proTided only TRi. 27,000 
agmnat the reyiaed estimate of Ra. 40,500 and we haye made a email pro* 
yfeion of Re* *^500 for water*hyacinth experiments. 

Under sericulture there is a slight increase over the revised estimates 
dne to the increase in contingencies owing to the increasing numhar of 
nurseries at work, the provision of rewards for students, and the incre- 
mental scale of the clerks. 

In the Botanical and other gardens demand the estimate is less 
than the revised estimate of the current year. 

In the Co-o[>erative Department the demand is Us. 4,^19.000 against 
a revised estimate of Rs. 4,r)0,0(K) for the current year. The miuction 
is due to the replacement of Sul>-Dcputy Colle(’toi‘s by non-gaietted 
inspectors. The budget, however, does not contain, as it should, pro- 
vision for 10 more auditors, for the cost of whom the societies will j)ay 
fees. These fees are shown at page 20 of the budget estimate under 
Receipts a.s included in fees for Government audits, a large part of that 
estimate being receipts fiom the Oo-ojx'rativc Depart men I . 

In conclusion I can only again commend these essential demands 
to the best consideration of the Council.

The Bengal Agricultural Department is not an organisation of to-day, 
but is based upon the experience of nearly 30 years, during which iK*riod 
it had to traverse ^lany nmtes under different controlling agents. 
Though not reputed Ik* always in sympathy with the [)uhli<* demands 
of the day, the department had never been thought to be an useless 
appendage to the Government and the people had always Wen 
accustomed to look forward to it for guidance in agricultural matters. 
From time to time changes had been made in the personnel os well as in 
the methods of recruitment, but the fact always remained promineftt that 
the organisation was undermanned and required an increase in the staff. 
In the first period of its history the department was^a combined one with 
I#iid Records, and a few Agricultural Graduates from Cirencester 
assisted the combined head of office. This was at the beginning. The 
next step was, a slight devolution and the Department of Agriculture was 
organised as an independent unit apart from the Department of Land

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Becords. Thus the Agricultural Department, came to exist as it is to- 
day. Under the re^^ime, there was a Director of Agriculture, assisted by 
a Deputy Director and a few other officers of the rank of travelling over- 
seei*s, inspectors, etc^ After the annulment of the Partition it was 
decided to have five qualified agricultural graduates appointed to a 
grade called the Provincial Agric\iltural Service, each in charge of a 
Division-r^^orresponding to the administrative division of the Province. 
Gradually again, two more Deputy Directors were ap]K)inted and the 
Provin(;e divided into three Circles each in charge of a Deputy Director. 
The Secretary of State further sanctioned two more posts of Deputy 
Directors and the idea was to put one Deputy Director in charge of each 
Cinde. Along with this superior cadre, the numher of district agricul- 
tural officers were also increased and the ultimate aim was not only to 
have an officer for every district hut one for each of the more important 
subdivisions as well. 

The lower subordinate staff of the department consists f>f the demon- 
strators and it Mas till recently the declared ]»olicv of the Government to 
increase their number by about 50 per annum until there was at least one 
such man for every thana. Besidt^s these men, there are the Research 
(»ffieers, et(‘. Tliis, in short, is the history of the departmental staff. 

When I took charge of the Portfolio, the one thing that struck me was 
the duplication of M'ork, among the Deputy Directors and the Superin- 
tendents. Both these officers used b> do the same work and naturally 
that led to several works being done in duplicate ajid 1 took up the 
matter at once. What I suggested was that the I)ej)uty Directors would 
really be responsible for the Divisional Administration and the Superin- 
tendent should be entrusted with some special line of work. I also 
selected these sjieeial M^orks ns follows : — 

(1) Surgarcane. 

(2) Tobacco. 

(5) Cotton. 

(4) Date Palm. 

(5) Soil Survey. 

((>) Irrigation. 

(7) Agricultural Education. 

It is well know that ea<*h of the al)ove lines i»f work were capable of 
engaging the entire energies of the whole time (»fficer, and it Mas my con- 
viction that the Divisional Administration Mould also be improved 
considerably by making the Deputy Directors entirtdy responsible for the 
same in direct communication with the district agricultural officers. 

At this stage came the Retrenchment Committee and everybo^ 
knows how sweeping their recommendations were in connection with 
Agriculture, Most of the Provincial posts were abolished, two Deputy 
Directorships were kept in abeyance, the number of distriot agricultural 
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officers and demonstrators considerably reduced. 1 a^j^reed to many of 
these proposals — knowing it fully >011 that by so doing I was taking a 
good deal of responsibility upon myself — but still I did it. It wan on 
the clear understanding, however, that the money lilufrated by these 
retrenchments would l)e spent in works of a more important nature 
awaiting completion. 

The present budget .shows that the recommendations of the Iletrench- 
ment Committee have all been carefully attended to as a consiHiuence of 
which a great deal of money must have been available. It has, however, 
failed to give us a pleasant surprise by indi<'ating Ik^w this surplus money 
is to be spent in at'cordunce with the spirit in Mhich tlie (\)mmittee 
recommended the cuts and the lo\al(y with which tlie Ministers so I'eadily 
submitted to several of the cuts agreetl to by them us well as those that 
were more or less enforced upon them against their wishes. They have 
thus been made the instruments willingly or unwillingly to bring into 
existence the present state f»f affairs without !M*ing compensated by a 
corresponding amount of improvement attributable to them. While it 
has been fm.ssible for the Finance Department to pass items of expendi* 
ture under some of the Reserved Departments that to the common sense 
of the layman appear to he almost frivolous, the nutiondmibling ilupart' 
ments have been starved and not only so, has been deprived even of their 
original share. We had. for example, a district agricultural olHcer in 
every district, tmi it was found that without a suitable district farm, the 
activities of the district agricultural ofliceis or demonstrators could tnd 
l)e displayed fully and the fundamental re<|uirement of success would la* 
h* oj»en farms where one did not exist. Much against my will. I agreed 
to tile retrenchment of so many young ottiiTis, but my side object in 
doing so was to get enough monev to start the farms first. What do we 
.see now? We have turned out so inanv b>yal servants ami thus risking 
so much public criticism, but the farms also liave not heeii ]>rovided for. 
Are we to understand then that we are to Im* satisfieil with two farms only 
this year? And if so, can it not Im* rightly said that the people have not 
l»een very fairly treated? 

In rny speech on thi* general budget debate, I mentioned a few pro- 
jects which were of a very urgent character and for whicdi the (hnineil 
voted money but which was subseijuently withheld. The Iloirble 
MiiiisWr for Agriculture in reply thought it right to say that be did not 
fail looking into every pigeon hole in searidr (»f them hut to his grief 
without any Hucci*s.s. I do not know if he was wriously speak ingr-wit is 
an excellent appetiser in debates elsewhere, but not in the Coum'il (Cham- 
ber during the budget debates wdiere one hu.s to deal wdth realities, and 
truths cannot l)e brushed aside for the mere satisfaction of whims of an 
Hoiride Minister, but if be had only Iwiked into the printed prcK^eedinfs 
of the Council what projects were sanctioned by the Chmncil, he would 
have been spared the worry of a close search in the different offices; if that 
was troublesome and tedious for a busy Miiitsier he niight have obtained 
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tile information from my friend Mr. Bonovan — ^the Bchemes for wliieli 
money was voted was not one or two; they numbered over 27, the amount 
•anctioned for Es. 6,16,737. Schemes which were sanctioned and were 
awaiting budget provision numbered 12, schemes which were adminis- 
tratively approved numbered 10, and schemes which were prepared and 
were being considered 4, of schemes in comtemplation number 9. May 
I not now expect the Hon'ble Minister to admit that his statement was 
incorrect? 

The unhappy findings of the Retrenchment Committee have always 
been a source of annoyance to many, but the present policy is worse still — 
it will create discontent. Everybody is expected to be fair whether it 
l)e the (lovernment or the people. 

The Hon’ble the Minister has said in connection with the subject of 
agricultural education that the Cbinsura and the Dacca Agricultural 
Schools have passed out students who hanker after some Government 
post and failing to get one, as many of them do, become discontented. 
But what consolation has the Hon’ble Minister got for those of the officers 
who have been discharged from service in the prime of their life for no 
fault of theirs? Is it not likely that they have a right to be a hundred 
limes more discontented than a student of an agricultural school? The 
students of the schools w'ould hardly have had the necessity of being dis- 
contented if the Hon’ble Minister had taken up the question of expanding 
the activities of the department. 

The Superintendents were considered to In* redundant in the division- 
al administration and it was proposed to put them on special duties. 
They have been retrenched all right, but the sec'ond part of the scheme 
appears to have been still unprovided for. 

I am of opinion that the entire system has to be changed. Previously 
the Director of Agriculture was a member of the I.C.S. and the Admin- 
istration was much l>etter. Now anyone who happens to be a member of 
the Indian Agricultural Service is not only eligible for the post but the 
I.C.S. seems to have lost the jmst altogether. The, result is that we do 
not get any benefit of the administrative capacities of an I.C.S. man and 
have to be satisfied with the pmir performances of an expert Director at 
the same time do not necessarily gain in much agricultural superiority 
of the man, we are required to have as our Director, anyone who happens 
to be the seniormost Imperial man in the Department. An expert in 
one line has always a bias in his own sphere, and it is hardly possible for 
the other section to get ample consideration from him. Added to this 
is his administrative inferiority. I am afraid this state of affairs will 
have to he changed. Let the Administrative and the Research Section! 
have two heads, so that the seniormost expert may have no grievance if 
the Administrative head is recruited from those of the AdministratiTe 
men in the Service as may be suitably available. We ehall have better 
control of the Research Section front a man of the Research line and in 
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Gw AdniiBMiratiTe matten alto w« shall get the benefit of a uMB dho had 
been in that aectiou lor the beet part of his life. It is a pity that we 
should be deprived of the services of the I.C.S. where he is most needed* 
and that he should be forced upon us where we do not want him» and oan 
do without him. 

Mailivi RAdB UDDIN TARAFDAR then addressed the Council in 
Bengali. 

SEGRBTARY to GOVERNMENT, AGRICULTURE and 
INDUSTRIES DEPARTMENT (Mr. d. T. Donovan): On u point of 
order, Sir; I uiiderstaiid that the motion we ai*e ciiseussing is N«>. 870 
which deals with a demand of Hs. l,10,()tKt f<»r the techninil stafV. 
If I understand the hon’hle member aright, he is travelling very far 
from the technical staff. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Maulvi Sahib, you must keep within the ImiuikIs 
of the motion. You have not said anything yet alMHit the motion; you 
must keep to the ]K>int. 

Maulvi RAdB UDDIN TARAFDAR continued his speech in 
Bengali, the translation of which is as follows: — 

In sup|K)rt of the motion No. 870 this aftenioon I take the t>piK>r- 
tunity <xf taking part ifi discussion of the Agriculture budget. I consider 
it my duty to raise my voic^ of protest, on bi^half of the Bogia agri<‘ul- 
tnrists, against the injustice done by the (lovemmont u|)on the |MM>r cul- 
tivators ill the iiiuiie of justice by opening this departmeni. None of the 
cultivators are deriving any lienefit from the Veterinary establishments 
that are situated in the towns, not in the villages where the ne(Hl is 
the surest. One would necessarily think that it is meant only for the 
treatment of rich town i)eoj>le, cattle and sometimes their dogs. 

I had a talk with Khan Bahadur Nawab Saiyid Nawub Ali (‘huudhun, 
our lute Minister for Agricultuie, when he paid a visit to Bogra and 
then I fully realised from the discussion what meagre benefit the 
poor cultivators could exfMct fiom tliis department. I suggested if 
anything real is mftant then it is essential that steps be taken to 
improve the cattle breeding, piovide pasture giounds and establish such 
machinery of water-supply us will meet scanty rainfall and iilsf> to 
ap[H)ini such persons in the local agricultural asscM'iation as are follow- 
ing this jnuticular profession of life and not those rich men, who 
possess very little idea of agriculture but nothing of the kind is done 
in the district of Bogra. Uptil now, I think, the Government's only 
maintaining some fat salaried {leople at those ngriiuliural farms at 
the C 4 > 8 l of poor cultivators without imparting any appreciable benefit 
to them. This is why I oppose and criticise the policy of the Govenj- 
ment that pervades the Agriculture budget. 

Mr. J. T. DONOVAN: I find myself in a somewhat invidious ptm* 
iim in that I have been called upon by my present Chief to reply 
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a motion 'moved by my late Chief, and to answer on behalf of my 
present Chief the criticism of the work of my late Chief put forward 
by my late Chief himself. I doubt if, in all the surprising phases 
through which this Council has passed in the last three weeks, Miy- 
Ihing more Hibernian than what we are hearing now has come before 
the House. I shall do my best to explain to the Nawab Sahib the 
defects whicdi he left behind him and the hopes which we have for the 
future. I realise, and the Hon’ hie Mr. Ghuznavi realises what exactly 
the intentions of the Nawah Sahib are in bringing this motion before 
the House. We know that the Nawab Sahib is here to assist us, and 
we know Ihe spirit that actuates him. After years of acquaintance 
with him personally 1 know that it is not in a carping spirit of criti- 
cism that he has brought his motion before the House, hut with only 
one desire, namely, to assist us. He knows we want his assistance 
and we realise that from his speech. 

It is i)erfectly true that during the first few weeks of the occupa- 
tion by the Hon’ hie Mr. Ghuznavi of the tjaddi, so lately vacated by 
the Nawab Sahih, Mr. (ihiiznavi tailed to discover many of ihe.se schemes 
which the Nawah Sahib liad initiated (luring his tenure* of otfice. 
1 must take the hlame up(m myself entirely; I am afraid I failed in my 
duty in not bringing those schemes to the notice of Mr. Ghuznavi, but 
at the same time the Nawah Sahih will rem(*niher that during these few' 
weeks there w'ere many (daims uihui our time; most strange circum- 
stunees arose; most unusual jirohleius were brought before us with 
W'hich we were asked to deal: and if the pigeon holes were not swept 
out as carefully as tln^y might liave been, I trust the Naw'uh Sahib will 
forgive me and let the fact Is* forgotten. 1 enn assure him that in 
future w'e shall have all lliose schemes l)(‘fi)re us, and they w'ill l)e of 
great assistance to us. 

I am grateful to him for having given such a succinct history of the 
Agricultural lh*[>artim‘nt t<> this new (\mncil. For many reasons it 
appears to me tliat a succiru t history and a brief and cleai statement 
of the objects and aims of this depjirtment are most de.sirable for this 
Council. The Nawah Sahih has giv<Mi that statement and has given that 
history. He has also indiiatisl what he hojH'd for in the future, and 
helms given us his reason for u.s.senting to the retrenehment.s to which 
he did assent the fact that he IioikmI tiial the money so siu’ed would 
lie utilis<»d in the nulion-huilding departments. Sir, those hopes are 
also our ho{N\s, hut the savings from retrenchment have not accumulated 
to the extent to which tlie Nawah Sahih had e\i)eeted and it has there- 
fore not Wen |x>ssihle to give effect to the schemes which are so dear 
to his heart as well as to mine and, T know, to that of his successor. 
But, Sir, we still have hojies that this money will accumulate and we 
still look forward to b**Her times, and the Nawab Sahib may rest 
assured that bis wish will not be forgotten and that we shall fight the 
corner of this department on every pos-^ihle ciccasion that may arise. In 
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liiot, we have done the very beet we could with the amounh which haa 
been accumulated and placed at our diepoeal. We have proposed two 
new fanna for the comingi year to which the Nawab Sahib haa referred 
only to say that he thinks that they are not sufficient. I only hope 
that we shall be able to carry out our programme and that in future 
years we shall be able to iuci'ease the number of these farms. I realiao 
that the Nawah Sahih will l»e a tower of strength on our side w*heti we 
^ come to the Council again for funds for starting more farms. 

There are some other matters to which the Nawab Sahib has leferreil 
which will have our attention— the Chinsurah and the Dacca Schools, 
for instance. I should like to refer, t<s), to the extraordinary com- 
pliment whicli he has paid to the unfortunate ser\Mce to which I have 
the honour to l>elong. It is very rarely in this Council that this service 
is flattered in the way in which the Nawab Sahib has flattered it. lie 
has held up this service as the model of an administrative service and 
has actually asked the (’ouncil to give its assent to turning dow^n the 
expert officer in charge of the Agriculture Department and replacing 
him by an offiier of the Indian t-ivil Service. Well, Sir, I hofie that 
our friends opisisite, when thev begin to rejduce the steel frame by 
the bamboo structure or wdiatever else they have in their minds, will 
remember the apjieal which the Nawah Sahib has made this afierniwm 
on iH'half of my servifv. The Nawah Sahih has had experience of that 
service; he has worked with it during the past three years, and it is 
a soiirc’c of pride* t<i me, which 1 am sure is sharcHl hy Mr. Sw'un, whc» 
also worked w ith him, that at the end of three yi*ars we hc'ar the Nawah 
Sahib «iH*aking so well of tlie ser\i<*e whose boast, like the motto of 
the Prince of Wales, is “ Icdi Dieii I recommend ilu» Nuw'iib Suhih’s 
words even to thc^ Sw'araj (^luncil of llengal I hojx* the Nawah .Sahih 
will not press his motion. 1 thank him for the compliment that he 
has paid to my service and 1 thank him on Ixdialf of the Ifon'hle 
Minister, and 1 can assure him that the schemes whic^h he has brought 
before the (Council will receive our careful roiisidc*ration. 

The motion was then, hy leave* of the Council, withdrawn.

Nawib BAIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUOHURI, KfiBR BiligiMri 

I move that the demand for K.s. 95, (MX) for oontingenciei under the head 
34B.— Agriculture- ExperimeBtal Farms, be reduced by Re. 1. 
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Bengal m primarily an agricultural country and oh the improTiement 
of her agriculture will depend much of her economic salvation. During 
the last 30 years of its existence, the Department of Agriculture has 
made various endeavours to solve the main questions and the accum- 
mulated experience of nearly three decades has enabled us to form a 
definite idea of the country’s requirements. In the first place we have 
always to remember that if the Department should exist it must do so 
for the benefit of the cultivators. The cultivators again are poor, and 
with divided holdings of small sizes. Consequently when we think of a 
raiyat, we have to think of his limitations as well. The problems of 
Bengal are not the same as in the West. In the West there are the 
farmers with big holdings, run on commercial lines where the labourers 
are of the status of ordinary workers as in the industrial concerns. The 
relation between the farmers and the working hands is only one of the 
employer with the employee. In Bengal the raiyat is ordinarily a 
peasant, proprietor either permanent or for the time being. The 
Western farmer is a fairly well-to-do man and capable of using many 
modern appliances to obtain his ends. The Bengal raiyat is [K>or and 
generally in debt with the result that he is not in a position to adopt 
custly methods even if he was convinced of their superiority. The West 
is richer than the East, and their average iniome as well as their 
standard of living higher. The fdimatic conditions of these two 
countries are different from one another. In short what is wanted in the 
West may not neces.sarily be suitable for the East. 

From before the Reforms the Agricultural Department was in exist- 
ence. It cannot be .said that the officers did not work satisfactorily. 
Every eiHleavoiir was made to iinpro\e tlie situation. Under the direc- 
tion of a Civilian Director, there was some versatility in the activities 
as well, hut with the appointment of an Exi)ert Director things changed 
considerably. When I came into office, I found that there were some 
factors in the department that re(|uired immediate refdification both 
with regard to the Administrative as well as the Itesearch sections. In 
the first place there was a persistent opposition from certain quarters to 
the appointment of qualified Indian experts even for short terms, e.g., 
leave vacancies with the result that the Indian feelings were not in 
favour of the department. Sec^ondly, there was a very narrow channel 
through which the activities of the department flowed; as a matter of 
fact there was a time when the department could rightly have been called 
the Department of Kakya Bombai Jute Indrasail Paddy. Thirdly, 
there was almost an uncommon antagonism between the Department and 
the people and it was by no means a rare thing for the people to have 
ocld water thrown upon all their demands even if those were of a very 
moderate nil^ure. Public opinion was a thing least attended to by Dm 
officers, but yet the people never wanted the department to be abolished* 
On the contrary they always lent their helping hand to the cause. 
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Tke demands of the people, which are very just and reaftonable, as 
liras I ^ttld see, are to be fulfilled nf a |)erfect co-operation between the 
two parties is to be ensure<l. In short they are as follows: — 

(1) That the Aurrirultural Department should be expanded and its 
^activities not limited to any detail but to broader ]>robleiu8 as well. The 
first problem is to show the raiyut how with his limited resources, he ciin 
raise much better crops by the use of improved s<»eds, varieties of crops 
and cheap irrigation methods. 

(2) Next to that will come the problem of improving the imsition of 
the better class of agriculturists, who have a larger holding than the 
average and who are capable of s]>ending some money for raising valu* 
able crops with the helj) of chemical manures, improveil seeds and the 
use^hf better implements of tillage. 

(3) The next question to he tackled would la* the miihlle classes who 
are now suffering from the effects of the present-day unem])Iovment and 
who have to l)e shown some way of profitable occupation. This will 
involve the creation of a new tradition for our young men. 

(4) As regards the farms of the Western type managed as so many 
industrial concerns, the people do not want them. W’hat is the least 
wanted in Bengal i.s the introduction of a soulless system where the 
farmer will run a big i)lace on commercial lines with the helj) of tractors, 
etc. Near large towns the effects of tot) much industrialisation are 
always ui)parenl through the constant upheaval of the workmen and if 
we reduce the agricultural and rural environments of the Province to the 
position of an industry without a soul, the consetjuence would l)e 
disastrous. 

The Hon’ble Minister has expres.se<l a desire to establish a farm run 
‘ with the help of modern imidements, etc. The idea is not a new one. 
We already had a tractor in the Dacca farm and another at Chinsura. 
I do not know of any such big farm at Doiilatpur, but am feeling 
inclined to believe that the Hon’ble Minister has made a mistake and 
instead of naming Kanaghat as the locality has descril)ed it as Doulat- 
pur. If the Hoii’ble Minister would care to ask the projn^ietor of the 
Ranaghat Farm (if I am right) he will at once find that I was the man 
to suggest most of the improvements mentioned in the Hon’ble Minister’s 
speech. W'hat I think is this. That we must not encx)urage the 
establishment of farms of the Western type in Bengal. It jrill be 
positively harmful to the cultivators. Combined with the factor that it 
coming very soon, vi*,, the system of transferring occu^mney holdings, 
the monetary strength of some of our richer pe<fple or may be some 
foreigners, the temptation to the raiyat will be too great to be resisted 
and the result will be that the smaller holdings will be amalgamated into 
bigger ones, while the present-day proprietors will be reduced to the 
position of day-labourers. 
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The situation thus created will react on all our national character. 
It may be worth noting how the presence of a few industrial concerns 
round a town, e.g., Calcutta invokes rowdyism at times of strikes^ 
etc., and if our rural areas are visited by such system there will be no 
eud of troubles. The machines will take the place of the human 
element and the day-labourers, with their idle brains, will have plenty * 
of room for creating trouble and disturb the peace in such a way as 
might render any civilised Government ineffective to a certain extent. 

What is really wanted is the introduction of the smaller improve- 
ments among the raiyats. Tractors were not found out to be very 
suitable even in our own farms and far less so will they probably be 
outside. If the use of such appliances are to be encouraged it would 
l>e for the benefit of a handful of Zamindars and Capitalists but a| the 
sacrifice of the raiyats. The limited number of interested men will 
be helped at the cost of the majority. If any zamindar who has 
suitably situated lihas land at his disposal, proposes to use tractors, let 
him do so and surely the agricultural officers may help him. But it 
would not be wise for the (ioverninent to take up the lead in the matter, 
and spend money on such schemes, which are not likely to benefit the 
masses with w'hom we are more concerned. 

The Hon’hle Minister has indicated his desire to prove that agri- 
culture as u vocation is paying. Tliis he has jiioposed to do by 
dividing the (‘xisting farms into two parts, one e.xpei imental and the other 
commercial. This was also the policy laid down by me, })ut I wanted 
to go further and demonstrate the results of successful e.xperimeiits to 
the remotest villages, on small pl<»ts and under conditions in which our 
agriculturists actually live. No jirovision appear to have been niade 
in the budget to attain this end. The eleinentary farm schools as pro- 
posed by me, were to ]«» the ehi<*f <*entres of su< h wcuk, hut they have 
apparently been kma ked on the head, hut no suitable alternative has 
also l>een suggt*sted (‘it her. 

The eslublishm(*nt of more (lovornment I'anus has not l)een [novided 
for. We are to Ijuve only two this year. There were several places 
wJiere a farm is essentially necessary and financial help was offered by 
individuals or public bodies. Malda, for example, was willing to con- 
tribute to the establishment of a farm. The soil and climate of that 
district is (juite different from any of Oie other districts in Bengal, lieing 
more akin to Bihar, and lienee this pluei*, whic h can hardly lie »er\’ed 
by unj'' other district farm should have had priority in this matter. 
But there is no mention of it. 'Ihe people of these places, who offered 
their helping hand to the Government have natui'ally a right to be 
disappointed tis u conseciueiice, and the Government should thank itself 
i? anyone now feels shy to offer help for siu h schemee. 

The Hoirble Minister has made another mistake hy saying that the 
consolidation of holdings is to lie encouraged as that would ultimately 
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leftd to ihe eHtablishnient of faring of the Western type. I have tried 
to i4ow how this tendency will act upon the country. I quite agree 
with him that the small siie of our-holdings ig a drawback in the intro- 
duction of gu]>erior implementg, but the remedy of the evil d(»eg not lie 
in eonsolidaiing them. ConHolidation, within a certain limiti and 
between individuals by mutual consent may l>e l>enefic‘ial to the partie* 
inagmuch as it would economise the various agricultural operationg, 
but beyond that is dangerous, and specially so when the obje(’t is k> 
create a tendency tiiwards Western farming. 'Hiis asp4*ct of our agri- 
culture has to l>e solved by the adoption of the co-o|»erative method, 
keeping the individual holdings intact within the limits of economy. 

In short, 1 have failed to some extent to appreriate the Hon Mile 
Minister’s budget spee<‘h and it is with reluetunee that T move the 
motion whieh stands in iny name. 

[At this stage the (’ouncil was adjtmriied for 15 minutes.] 

[After the adjournment.] 


Df. H. W, B. MORENO: Sir, dealing with the (juestion of ex|x»ri- 
iiuMitul fanns, I for one should like to adviae the (lovernment to sjhuuI 
u go(Kl deal more of money in the o|>ening out of imm* su(‘h fartiis, as 
farming is a very vital <juestion whieh affei’ts a large |>ortion of 
the jK>pulation of the Province. Bengal is essentially, as the other 
provin<e.s of India ar(‘, a jirovince where iigrieultvm» bnims very large 
and it is, therefore, very necessary to devote as much as iKissible of the 
funds of th(‘ Provime to the impi'ovement of agriculture. It is the 
gn*at (juestioii in every progressive country how more and more money 
.should be given for the puriKise of agriculture and indeed that is the 
history of all material jirogress. In Bengal tlu‘se expc*rimental farms 
fulfil a very useful juirjKKse, but it is iie(’es.sary that they should lie so 
eijuipfied that they may serv«* to instruct 1he }ieople to pHsluce their own 
cro}is as profitably as jKissible. That a farm of that kind is a valuable 
asset can only he gauged if we insist that experimental farms should lie 
of such a nature that tlu' people (*ould easily copy them in their own 
methods of agriculture. Some time ago I was in the Central Province's 
and I had the opportunity of seving a so-calb'd c'xyieri menial farm 
there. Although the fann produced very gCKid results, I was dis- 
a]i]H)inted when I saw that the macdiiiiery that was introduced in that 
farm was of very high tvjH' — a ty|K» which the common cultivator ceiuld 
net easily prcK'ure. It is no um» giving the pc'ople of the country means 
whereby they can improve their agriculture if those means are not easily 
available. I saw a large tractor engine that could be made useful for 
ploughing the ground. Certainly it did tend to till the soil effectively, 
but tbe machine was entirely one whicdi the c'ommfin cultivatc^r could mit 
handle. In fact where it was employed it was left axle deep on tfte 
soft earth hy the ignorant uwrs and stood there as a standing monunieiit 
of utter frilure. When I was also at ihe Exhibition at AUahaliad, 
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I noticed how they were showing the cnltiyators the use of steam ploughs, 
hut all the while I felt that these instruments were not those that could 
be easily ayailable or easily repaired by the common cultivator. That 
must be the main factor in all experimental farms not introducing things 
simply because they are in use in the Western countries but to introduce 
those things which (X)uld be easily handled by the cultivators of India 
and which could l)e easily repaired in t^ase of breakdown. In the outlying 
districts it is always difficult to get smithies where theee instruments can 
lie repaired. The (heaper the instrument the better for the cultivator. 
I, therefore, advocate that in all these experimental farms means be 
employed which the cultivators could easily use and which couTJl as 
easily be repaired. 

Another thing I should like to bring to the notice of the Council is 
that those agricultural farms should lie made paying concerns. It is no 
use siwiding a go<xl deal of money for providing the agriculturists with 
up-to-date exf)eriinentul farms, when the means employed are so very 
costly that they are beyond the reach of the cultivator. I may cite as 
an example for this purpose what I saw in the Central Provinces, and 
that was a dairy farm where excellent milk was produced, but the means 
employed was so very costly that it was a thing entirely by itself and 
(xnild not 1)0 touched by local cultivators. Now, what we have to 
show to the people is that Government can bring about a condition of 
things by chtMip and laying machinery which the cultivator could intro- 
duce with great advantage in his own farm, and for this purpose the 
Government could sw^ that these model farms are made to pay. The 
(’ultivators would thus benefit by the lessons they would receive and (hey 
could tluui cffe<'t improvements in their own methods of agriculture. 
Sir, if this ptincijde is f(dlowc<l by (jovernnient there canl>e no hesita- 
tion in pronouncing the gfKxl it would achieve. For that pur]>oso I 
would ask (government to set up a numlH*r of such small farms at con- 
veni<‘nt (eiitres whic h could be easily available to the cultivator who 
would profit by what they would observe. 1 hold that thp.se experimental 
farms are very valuable things and they serve a very useful purpose. 

I say so l>ecHUse 1 idealise that if the material progress of the country is 
to Im' maintained, it must be maintained in India especially through the 
milium of agriculture. We have heard a good deal of the great indus- 
tries of the West and of the introduction of such industries in; India, but 
I realises as most |)eople here do reali.se, that India is and will wmain 
for years to come, an agricultural countr>\ and that if progress is to be 
achieved, the only way of doing it is by making agriculture a paying 
conwrn and that is by means of experimental farms which would serve 
as object lessons to the many tillers of the soil.

Mr, W. Lt TRAVERS: I do not pro|)08e to oex'upy the time of the 
Council ver^ long, but as I am an agriculturist myself and take great 
interest in this subject, I should like to say a few words about the 
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viiriiiiKs ftciiritiiM of these farms to which both the Nawah Sahih and 
Dr. Moreno have referred. A great deal has been said about the utility 
of these larms. The first business, in my opinion, in connection with 
the^ farms is experiment. The second is demonstration and the thiid 
is the business point of view. First of all, by experiment on suitable 
soil in every district, you must find out wbicb are the most suitable crops 
to grow, wbicb crops are going to pay the raiyats and which will enable 
them to make money in the end. The second thing after ex{}eriment 
is to demonstrate to the raiyat, and that is most difficult, even more 
difficult than experiment, and it can only Im* <lone by prop4»rly qualified 
officers. When I say i)roperly qualili4Ml officers 1 mean those who have 
learnt their technical duties in regard to agricultnre. This should be 
their first qualification, and the second which is just as important is that 
they must he able to gel in touch with the |>eople of tim district where 
they are demonstrating. Then after these two activities have been 
satisfied — experiment and demonstration after a jx'riod of years, it 
should be povssihle for the department to make those farms pay their own 
way. But I consider that this thing is rather subsidiary it is not so 
much for a farm to pay as to teach the raiyat the ]>roj)er way of 
cultivation. 

Mr. 8. C. MUKERdl: 1 was listening to my friend with rapt atten- 
tion and I greatly ajipreciate the remarks which fell from his lips. 1 
felt that Me were hearing the remarks from one who wais in real touch 
with the agriculturists and m'Iio had real solid good experien<*e alxMit 
agricultural conditions of tlie c(»untrv. lie was <|\iitc right when ho 
characteri.sed the town man and about his abysmal ignorance almut 
agriculture. Three years ago. Sir, I was invited by the late Minister 
i t Agriculture, Ninvjib Saiyid NaM’nb Ali (Imudbnri, ti> attiMiil an Agri- 
ctiltiinil (’{/nfcrcnci* at Dai i'a. When I got fbe invitation 1 addressed this 
question to myself what on earth le(i the TIon'hle Minister of Agricul- 
ture to invite me — a Calcutta man tc» an Agricultural (\)nference at 
Dacca? When I reached Dacca I thought that it would he a gfmd 
excursion to Dacca and it M-ould give me a very good opportunity of 
seeing that great old capital. When 1 reached Dacca and when I 
attended the Confereiiie and when 1 listened to the most useful debate 
that took place in that Agricultural Conference at Dacca then I came to 
realise why I was invited to that Agricultural Conference. The Nawah 
Sahih had in mind get townsjieople there and to give them a giMxl dose 
of training about agriculture (I<oud cries of; ** Kxcellent, excellent **), 
and after the Conference. Sir, we were taken to the Agricultiyal Farm 
at Dacca and it was there that we were shown all over the place a* to the 
theoretical part of the business and .also the practical work that was 
being done at the agricultural farm at Dacca. * I fully appreciate all 
Riat has fallen fn»m the late Minister of Agriculture. His words sire 
pregnant, his advice is sound, his ex|>erience ri|>e and mature and I 
am euro that the policy which he has laid down will lie taken note of by 
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Qie present Ministry and every attention will be paid to policy 
wbicb has been laid down by the Nawab Snhib. An agricnltiiral farm 
in a Presidency town may be a costly business, but I think we ought not 
to grudge that cost because model agricultural farms are an absolute 
necessity. That will lead to the introduction of farms in the districts 
all over Bengal. Scientific training in agriculture is absolutely neces* 
sary and people trained in agricultural farms and demonstrators 
properly trained ought to be sent out to every district in Bengal who will 
be in real and close touch with the agricultural people and will place 
before them his actual experience and by a show of practical demonatra* 
tion as to how new methods can be introduced and new methods can be 
applied for the improvement of agriculture. 


Rai ABINA8H CHANDRA BANERJEE Bahadur:, On the subject 
of experimental farms, with the i)ermission of the Hou.se, I should like 
to state an exfK^rience of my own. I have a farm, port of which is 
experimental' which I stilted a few years ago. The people of my 
district at that time used to come forward a?id give me advice gratis 
saying that I was throwing away good money for a had cau.se. Now 
those very j^eople came to me to take practical lessons from my experi- 
mental farm. T will give a concrete example. We have a particular 
variety of soil from which we could produce i>addy at, say, 3 maunds 
per bigha. I began experimenting. From my exi)eriments I came to 
thq conclusion that unless the power of that i>articular soil for retain- 
ing water be increased it would l>e no good growing ]xiddy there. Tt 
was unanimously decided at a meeting of our Agricultural Association 
that we should have plots of bigger size, say, 8 or 10 highas each, so 
that that particular piece of land might retain water for several months 
at a time. It was then found that in place of 3 maunds we cwild pro- 
duce 10 maunds per bigha. And since then up till now we have been 
producing from 10 to 16 maunds of jxiddy from that ixirticular variety 
of soil. What I would now beg to submit to the House is this: that 
if India at the present time wishes to develo]> her industries, it is the 
agricultural industry that requires to be developed first. But how 
are we going to do that P As matters stand now we find that unless 
the Government comes forward to give a lead, the people will not take 
to it. I was very glad to learn from the sjieech of the Hon’ble Minister 
for Agriculture that attempts will be made by his deportment to show to 
the people that farms can be run so as to make thorn paying concema. 
If I may venture a suggestion, I would ask the Minister to open 
small fafms and after they have been made to run successfully to invite 
tenders from the |wihlic with a view to .selling them off. From my own 
experience in collieries, I may jioint out that this has bt^n proved 
sucoessful so far as collieries are concerned. We ourselves took col- 
lieries, made them run sucx^essfully and then had no difficulty to find 
ready buyers for them at a good profit. In (his particular case, I would 
•uggest that Government should start farms of, say, between 100 and 
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300 acres jlst to show to the people that agriculture can be made a pay- 
ing concern and then invite the people to come forward to purchase 
them. They may be sold at cost price and it would be doing a great 
good to the country. I am at one with the ITon’ble Minister for Agri- 
culture that exiieriniental farms are a necessity in the present condi- 
tions of the country. 


Mauivi WANED H088AIN: 1 am really puzzled over the mystic 
figure “ 1 in the motion. I do not know wliy the reduction should be 
made by this my.sterious figure “ 1.*’ T am a little bit of Arabic scholar 
and there is such a word as Wnhnl in Arabic whic'h means one — it 
is the name of God who is a mysterious being. Tben*fore 1 fail to see

Mr. PRE8IDENT: It the UHual form of inviting n discussion. 


Mauivi WANED N088AIN: Rut still it is a ]>uzzlc to me. Sir. 
Why should the mover condiMun the ]Kdi<y of the Minister ami then 
only projK)sc to cut down one ru]H*c from tiu* budget V If agricultinal 
farms are not necessan', then throw nut the whole budget relating to 
it — I can understand tliat. Rut if the experimental farms are recjuirwl 
for the countiN \\h\ then ^how \our disappnual by ]»iopohing a reduc- 
tion by one ruj>e(*? If the mover and his supjKutcrs thought that such 
a big amount was not necessary, they should have pointed out some 
figure by which the amount should lie reduced. 

So far as agricultural farms are con(‘4*rne<l. I think they are neces- 
sary. Rut I sliould like to know whet!»er they will he established in 
towms or in the mufassal villages!^ Mr. S. (h Mukerji lias told 
us that he ntt(Mided an agricultural contcrcnce at Dacca and lu* fliouglit 
that such conferences were good even if they were held in Calcutta 
As far as T can understand these farms are meant for the e«lucn- 
tion and inst^rmtion of the niufas.sul js^oplc who are in touch with 
agricultui'P and not for [htsoiis who li\e in town^ liki* (-ah’uUa. I 
therefore say tliat the faims should Ik* started in the mufassal and the 
amount should not lw» reduced even by one rujiee if they are thought 
necessary for the Province, 1 can understand one jKilicy. I do not 
like sitting on the fence and then jumping over it. 1 do not like con- 
demning ^ thing and then voting for it. 

Sir, there is another thing which I would like to iwint ouU There 
is something mysterious going on in the Council. If a member has a 
policy, let him stick to it. I do not like the jiolicy of condemnation 
on the one hand and .support on the other. 

Mr. PRCSIDENTs Mauivi Sahib, the older .you grow the more 
you wiR see of that. 
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Mauivi WAHED HOSSAINS So far as tlie grant itself is concerned, 
.tny own opinion is that the amount set down in the budget is very 
small and a larger amount is necessary for agricultural purposes. 

Maaivi MUHAMMAD YASIN: 1 had the pleasure of listening to 
the argument advanced by some of the hon’ble members on the other 
4ide and I find that this Council has been conveited into a debating 
club for mutual admiration. For myself. I could not understand us 
to why a motion of this sort was moved. Was it for consoling the 
Nawab Sahib, our late Minister? It seemed so from some of the 
speeches made. Sir it is very difficult for some of these gentlemen 
to understand what the agriculturists really want. They do not want 
your institutions, they want water for agricultural purposes. It is 
known to us all that in this year paddy grown on several lakhs of 
bighas of land, withered for w'ant of one single shower of rain. There 
are so many difficulties in the way of the agriculturists but nothing 
is being done in those directions. So what is the use of starting these 
absolutely useless farms ? The agriculturists want a sufficient number 
of tanks and a sufficient quantity of water. That is the cry. And 
I submit that Government should provide a large amount of money 
for this purpose which will do them real good. 

Mr. PRESIDENT* That came under the last vote. You cannot 
go back to that. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD YASIN: I submit that a larger amount 
should be provided for the purpose of agriculture which will be really 
beneficial to the {xjople. Otherwi.se it is ah.solutely useless if when we 
want money for agricultural improvements, we are told that you have 
got so many lakhs. But do the people get any benefit out of that ? 
They don’t get any benefit and no attempt has been made to provide 
sufficient funds for the excavation of tanks and for canal projects and 
I submit that these are the most essential things that we should do. 
If we demand money for these agricultural purposes, we are told that 
you are so many Noros and so many RoWspierres. But, sir, are they 
to he found not merely on this side of the House? 

Mr. PRESIDENT. We shall scarcely find them in the experimental 
farms, which are the subject under debate. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD YASIN: When people die of famine and a 
large number of them die of starvation, we are told by highly paid 
government officials that Government is not a charitable institution. 
They say charity begin.s at home and surely they are the real Garibaldis ! 
We are trying to do’ good to the people that is why we are called 
Neros but I submit that real Neros are those who are getting fat 
salaries and are fiildling when the country is going to min. People 
are dying like cattle 
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Mr* PRESIDENTS That was all discussed on the last^Tote, MaulTi 
Sahib. I have been trying to help you, but you are straying beyond 
the point 

Mtlllwi MUHAMMAD YA8IN: I have nothing more lo say, Suv 

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERdEEs Sir, I wish io say soi^ 
thing on this subject. We have Iieard a great deal said by my hon*ldi 
friend — 

Mr. 8. C. MUKERdl: Sir, 1 move that the question Im? now put. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I accept Mr. Mukerji’s motion and I ask 
Mr. Donovan to reply before putting the question. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED SUHRAWARDY: Sir. was not Mr. 

Banerjee in possession of the House? 

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: I am always ready to submit 
to the wishes of the Pre.sident. No one is more ho than myself. At 
the same time I must say that I was in i)o.ssessi()n of the House when 
Mr. Mukerji moved for closure. In the circumstances I submit that 
I am entitled to sjx'ak. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: In that case you are <ertuinly entitled to do so. 

T (lid not understand that >ou hud risen lo address the House. I 
gatherwl that both you and Mr. Mukerji had riscii to ix)int8 pf order, 
but as Mr. Mukerji moved tlie closure 1 accepted it. 

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: As I said before that as 
I was in possession of the House; may I be ixrmitted to siwMik, Sir? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Certainly. 

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: Sir. wc have heard a groat 
deal from Mr. Moreno of his ex{M»Tiencp in the Central rro\ince» and 
in Allahabad and from Mr. Mukeiji about his cv|x*rience.s at Dacca. 
We have had the same tiling re|)ea1ed several limes hut we have not 
been told as to what should lie done in connection with the iinprovemont 
of agriculture. Sir, T have mv own ex|)eJ icnces. I come from a 
village. Although I reside in Calcultu and I have the honour of 
representing a Calcutta constituency, .still I come from a village and a» 
my friends Mr. Mukerji and Mi. Moreno have related to the House their 
experiences even though we are now the wiser for it, T may also relate 
mine. (Cries of: “ Hear, hear ”). Sir, some time ago I rathe across 
a certain gentlemen who gave himself out to be a government ofiRcial 
belonging to the Agricultural Department. (I^md cries of: “Hear, 
bear **). 

' • 

Mauivi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURYt Sir, there is considerable 
disorder in the House. 
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Mr. PRESIDENT: I can look after the rest of tke Houae if you 
assist me to keep order yourself. 

Mr, ASH IN Y COOMAR BANERJEE: I told tliat gentleman that 
the Government was running the department on wrong lines altogether. 
I said that the agriculturists do not understand what the Government 
were doing and do not want Government to teach them how agriculture 
is to be done. They do not ask that from Government. All that they 
ask for is adequate food, better sanitation. Does not Government 
usually spend a large amount of money merely on establishment and 
not on any actual useful work? Here we have voted a large sum of 
money on public health. 

Mr, PRESIDENT: We are not di.scussing Public Health. Tbe 
motion is under the vote for experimental farms. 

Mr. ASH IN Y COOMAR BANERJEE: Sir, I was not travelling 
beyond the jK)int I only mentioncMl public health by way of analogy. 

, Mr, PRESIDENT: You are completely off the point. If you do 
not pay attention to my ruling, I shall Ik? compelled to a.sk you to 
resume your seat. 

Mr, ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE: Sir, I shall not in that case 
refer to Public Health even by way of analogy. As regards agriculture 
I tliink that a large sum of money is propo.sed to be spent for the pur- 
pos<* of training agricult urist.s as to how the soil is to be prepartnl and 
«o on. But from tlie heavy establi.sbment you keep the agiiculturist 
will get next to nothing. The actual result obtained is very little. I 
should like to be told where they have succeeded in getting agriculturists 
to accept their new rntdliml of agriculture — what steps have l)een taken 
for the puri>oses of ])reventing — (Ix>ud crie.^ of “ Hear, hear.”) Well, 
♦Sir, if there are interniptions like this I cannot proceed. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Order, order. 

Mt. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEE; Well, Sir, in my district of 
Nadia, they have got some sort of an establishment. We do not know 
what definite result has Iwen obtained from that institution there. They 
are sptmding a large sum of money to teach agriculture to the agricultur- 
ists but it is felt by many that it was sheer waste of money. That 
bMng so I think we will not be justified in voting all this money. It 
would l>e throwing away good money. 

Mr. Mukerji was charmed by what he saw at Dacca as an honoured 
guest of the Nawab Sf^hib. Can he tell us whether the agriculturists at 
Dacca have been benefited as a result of the Conference? Sir, in this 
cohneotiow I want to refer to milk supply, but as you ruled me out of 
order when I referred to Public Health I do not know if I shall be in 
order in referring to milk. 
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^ Mr. PRESIDENTS There is more oonneoliou between milk produp- 
tion and experimental farms than there is between jwiblic health and 
experimental farms. You can refer to milk.

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERJEEs Sir, milk has become very 
expensive by reason of the method adopted ft>r the ]»iir]Mi8e of securinff 
its production. At the satne time methods propose<l to be emploved 
are liouiid to be iinieh mon* exjiensive than at piesent.

In e(miinjr to the qu(‘stion us to how all this 
money is gruinR to he sjMuit, 1 must say that we have not Ihhmi told 
what steps are k^****?^ to he taken foi the ]nnjM»s(’s ot really imhieinp* tlici 
a;:ri(‘ulturists to accept the so-called im]>roved methods to he intriHlui cd 
by Government. In view ot that I <h» sa\. and I do (unplmt ieally say, 
that w’e are hein^^ ealli*(l ujhmi to spend a ves\ lai^o* snm of money on 
somethiiif? which is not merely experinjentul and we <li» not know what 
it is proinjr to result in, hut is not Iikel> t(» (a)me to the knowledge of 
the aj,^rieiiltiirer.s at all.

Saloons for His Exoelleney. 

The Hon'Ue Sir HUGH STEHHENSON: I move that a sum of 
Ks. 10, (MM) 1 k‘ jrrunted for the eonstnietion of two new broad J?auge 
saloons for Ills Excel lency the Governor. 

I may explain at the outset that inasmuch as to-day is the 29th of 
the montli this money, if granted, will not he U8e<l this year at all, but 
1 have bniujfht this forwanl nevertheless in order to have an opportunity 
of explaining the jKisition to the Council, In the ordinary course of 
business, it would not he necessary to put in'* a supplementary demand 
because we cannot spend any part of the money this year, but I have 
taken this opimrtunity as I did not have an opportunity during the 
budget ifebate, and that would have in any cnse been an inconvenient 
time, to explain what the actual position is. The broad gauge saloona 
of His Excellency were built in 1902. At the time of the repartition 
of .Bengal we endeavoured to get the Bihar and Orissa Government to 
take over these saloons as their part of the division. 

However they preferred to have a new one and the Bengal Gtovem- 
ment were therefore unable to get rid of the old ones. The saloQiia 
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ooupriie one which oontaint sleeping accommodeiion for Hie EstoeUmc^ 
and Lady Ljrtton, and in the eame cairiage there is a certain amodttt (rf 
dining accommodation. Hie Excellency has ihei^efore for himeelf lind 
Her Excellency only one aaloon with no privai'y whateoever and that 
saloon ie hie working room, hia eating room, and eleepiiig room. It ii 
very out of date — tlieae ealoons were built at a time when the comfoii* 
able construction of saloons was not so well unt|erstood as it is to^iay. 
The second aaloon is the staff sahMoi in which I have myself iravellet! 
on many occasions when 1 wm Private Sccictary to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal. It is not aeaily as (diufortahle ns an (»f dinary 
first class carriage. At the end of the staff saloon theiu is a sort of 
cattle ]>en in w^hudi the servants (ravel: and in addition to that (here 
is the kitcdieu carriage where meals i«»e pn'pan'd. Well, Sir, the kitchen 
carriage has for the last year or so 1 hm*h «le< lared to l>e iiusafe to run 
and the railway authorities will not put it on to any train. Thendore, 
in any case, something has got Ui done. That being so, we consnllefl 
the railway authorities and they sav that then* are three {mssihle alter- 
natives. In the first place, they say that they can reinmlel the staff 
carriag<^ into a combined kitcheti and dining carriagi*. That will mean 
that there will l>e no accomiiKMlatioii for the staff and we should have 
to bin* a first class carriage; and the staff and the sen'urits will be* 
completely cut off from His Excclleiicv during the time he will Iw* 
travelling. The cost of rciiUMlclling the stnIT sahsm will Is^ lU. 12,00(). 
If the other sahxms are to (*ontitiue in use, they must uls(» be overhaule<l; 
and as I have said the sahMins were very baclly desigiiwl the wiring w’as 
wioiigly done, the pijres weie wnmgly placed and the railway author- 
ities will not guarantee that when the roofs as well as the Ixalies are 
th<»roughly overhaultMl they will m»t find it necessary to rebuild it 
alt/igether and the least they can do the overhauling for is Us. 40,50(1. 
They warn us, however, tliat it is at least likely that this will not In* 
the actual cost as they say that the oi.tin wcHsl-work of the carriagi^ may 
have to Im* rebuilt. That is the first alternative. 

The second alternative is to combine the dining and kitc hen carriage, 
cutting off the sfa^ Hal(X)n and to entirely rebuild His Kxcellency*s 
saloon on the present frame-work. That will cerst us Us. (i0,5tK); Init 
for that sum we could get arconimcalation which would carry us on for 
some years; but it wcnild *not give us sutisfuctoiy accommodation 
because the old frame is not adapted for building a rcailiy satisfactory 
saloon. Therefore, the railway authorities strongly acJvisi^ us that two 
entirely new saloons should be built — one for His Kxcclleiicry and the 
other for the staff and dining room. The 1*081 of lK»th these saloons 
will amount to Rs. 1^ lakim; but the railway authprities would allow us 
Ra. 25,000 for the present frameowork. Sir, there is another i)oint and 
it is this; when we are considering the matter of rebuilding thm 
saloons, we must remember that tliey will lie laid up for the best part 
el a year and during that time we shall have Ui hire saloons for His 
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Excellency and that will cost us a considerable amount if we have to 
hire a saloon from the railway. On the other hand, if We build new 
saloons, we shall Ije saved the cost of hiring saloons and we shall get 
Hh. 20,000 as the sale price of the old saloons. Therefore, considering 
the differ en(^ l>etwe€^n the two courses, viz., the remodelling of the 
existing saloons which will amount to Rs. G0,6(X) and the cost of 
huilding new saloons which is estimated to amount to Rs. lA lakhs, 
we shall have to reckon i^i a considerable amount on hiring saloons 
until the old ones are rebuilt. On the other hand, if we do what the 
railway authorities advise us to do, viz., to build new saloons, we shall 
have fhor{)Ughly up-to-date saloons which will last 80 — 40 years without 
any alterations. The railway people inform us that the existing 
saloons are th(» most out of date in India. The saloons of Their 
Kxccllcnci(»s the Oovernors of Madras and Bombay are up-to-date and 
far l>ettt*r than ours. The (lovernment of Bihar and Orissa has recently 
Iniilt n(‘w ])road gauge saloons wdiich an‘ far better than those we have 
here. Therefore, Sir, we, the (Governor irr Oouneil, came to 
the eoneliisiini that on the whoh* the most satisfactory thing to do is 
to Imild two new saloons and be done with the mattei. We have 
obtained th<‘ sanction of the Secretary of State to the building of th<*s(‘ 
saloons, ptt>vid<*d the ('ouncil agiw. The reason why I have brougliT 
forward the supphuinuitary estimate now is that the ('ouncil might 
umhustand what the alternatives are and might b(‘ abb* to advise us 
what th(‘y would prefer us to adopt. Personally I think the most 
economical thing is to build two new saloons. 

Babu UME8 CHANDRA CHATTERJEE: The motion that stands 
in my name is that the demami of Rs. 10,000 tor the constiuction of 
two jiew broad gauge saloons for His Excellency the Governor Im* 
ndused. 

Now, Sir, 1 must confess it is a very daring act on my jKirt to move 
such an amemlment, for I am a |H)or Indian and TIis Excellency is 
a laud of the British l.sles and a (lovernor ruling ovt*r destinies. Then 
what is tliere which emlnddens me to commit this daring act? In 
rejdy, I beg to submit, 1 feel an inspiration from above Indore which 
the frowns of t(*rror are |n)werless. 

Sir, you are a memlM*r of a great natit)>j and you know how sweet 
libi'rty is, 1 nml not tell you, whatever is swtnd is boiiml to inBie 
sw'eet to each one and every one. Why then will liln^rty not taste 
swe<*t t« the Indians? But then lilxudy is a very dear commodity and 
few^ |>eople in India have the caimcity to pay the price for it. Hence 
it is that the Oovernment have got so many supixuters behind them. 

Indians have Wn given a country which is aelf-contained. Their 
predecessors committed sin in allowing the foreigners to come in as 
their saviours instead of themstdves devising means for their salva- 
tion. The negation of self-reliance is a gieat sin for which we, the 
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posterity » have been suffering and undergoing penance. In this way 
that sin has Wn thinned and the njerov of the mighty father is slowly 
coming down u|>oii us revealing to us the swtH*tness of HlM*vty. Thus 
we have been on the liK>k-out for means. 

Now what art' these means? They are two-fo!d, namely, blotnly 
revolution or jvaeeful non-etM>|M*rution- 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Vines Balm, your reinaiks are very wide fi'om 
the jioint. We are only I'oin'emed with the reasons for refusing ihis 
grunt and any (|U(‘sti<»n of revolutimi, bloody or otherwise*, has ahs<i- 
lutely nothing to do with the subject undt‘r discussion. 

Babu UME8 CHANDRA CHATTERJEE: 1 am not (onsideiing 
the merits of tln^ motion. I want to submit why 1 haV4' hiought this 
motion. 1 must stale all the rtMcions. 

Mr. PRESIDENT! Y ou are not in order in gtung into the ((ueslion 
of Tev(dution. 

Babu UMES CHANDRA CHATTER4EE: If that 1 m* >our decision. 
I must bow to it and sit down. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: 1 must confess that it is an 
extremely delicate niattei, and therefore, ! was hesitating whether I 
should sjieak on this matter, but, Sii. I fell that 1 shoubl be shirking my 
duly if I did not givi* expressirm to the feelings and wishes ot our people 
on this matter. The grant in (juehtion is no doubt ratlu'r a small one, 
but ail tlie same thei<‘ is a f(*eling in the (*ountry on this question which, 
as I have already said, 1 should be failing in my duty if out of delii ac y 
or some other consideration I did not give expression to that opinion. 
Now', Sir, w'(* need not argue over the (|ues| jon ; the fact is as wa* all know 
the jM'Ojde are not willing to make this grant Now, apart from the 
merit.s of this grant, I wonder if His Excellency when he eoines to know’, 
the real feelings of the people, will not think it ungiar ions and ungrate- 
ful to accept this grant from an unwilling jmople.^ It sometimes 
happens as is welj-kriown kings always live alone, the kings live 
ajiart they are not in real and intimate touch with tin* l^•elings and 
wishe.s of the jaarple. I am (juite sure if tlie real bt'lings and wishes of 
the people are repreHeriVnl to Tlis Kxtellency he will hesitate thrice 
Irefore accepting a grant like this from the hands of tlie people who are 
most unw illing to make this grant. What is the tdijer 1 of these saloons 
and other things? It may la» either for real or legitimate comforts or it 
may lie for the sake of prestige and dignity. These are the only two 
cwiceivahle considerations u|kiii whic h sach grains may be asked for. 
As regards comforts, I do not think, it cun la* wniously urged lliut is 
indi.s[>ensahle. We hear. Sir,, and 1 think, the newspa]>«*r reports are not 
incorrect that even our l*rime Minister at the [iresent moment travels 
third clans.

Mr. HUSEYN SHAHEED SUHRAWARDY : Sir, it is not unlikely. 
Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: We know that even Mr. 

(lladstoiu* us(*d to travel third class. Therefore, we mi^ht just consider 
this aH]>eci of tlie <juestion. There is the Prime Minister travellin/^ 
third (dass; under him is the Seeietary of State for India and under the 
Secretai's of Slati* is th<‘ (iovernor-(H*neral and Viceroy; then comes the 
jn'ovincial (loviunors and if the ibime Minister cun do without such* 
luxuries certainly the provincial (io\ernors can do without them. I do 
not know and I ha\(‘ no e\|>eri«*nc(' of Kn^^land, but \ou know, Sir, 
wlodher suidi saloons are indispensable in Kn^^land for sueh oHii ials as 
the ju'ovincial (io\ernor (d' Beiijral There is no line of demarcation 
betwfH'ii wliat is nc'cc'ssily and wliat is luxury. It all di‘pends on the 
stand-point from which you lc»ok at it. We people are so pcMir that we 
cannot think of. I must confess, hip^hei luxuries, hut so far as we can 
understand, I tliink a first class leserved compartment ou^dit to be enough 
in these da\s for anybody in the world. We have been told many things 
alKuit the (risadvanta^-es ami discomforts ot the existiiifj saloons, hut 
these are matters wliich I must confess 1 am unable to ^^o into ami I also 
confess I have no i<lea of what a saloon is. I have seen that word in the 
dictionary and that i** all m\ knowled^re alamt it. and I ladieve 99 j»er 
cent, of the people of this Pi'ovince or of India have no idea of what a 
saloon is, althou^»'h they are asked to ^nve their assent to these sorts of 
thinjxs. This is the first conceivably object for a prant like this. The 
second consideration is whether it is necessary for the dij^nity and 
juestijfe of a (lovernor to have a saloon. On that point I feel that in a 
country like India if you want to <*aptuix» the imagination of the j»eojde 
it is not by saloons or luxuries or |K>mp or prandeur but by someth inp 
else. Here in thisi’ountry the word Rajarshi is as.so( dated with the itlea 
of a Kiiip and if there i.s one .sinple individual at the juesent moment 
W’ho ( an be said to l>e the un(*n>wned Kinp or Emperor of India it is 
Mahatma (iumlhi (henr, hear). Is there any iK)nip or prandeur almut 
him by which he has captured the imapination of the peo]>le? It is 
quite the revers4». Therefore 1 cannot for a moment Wlieve that in the 
interest of dipnity or prestipe it is ne<'essary. Now, much has been said 
that something must he done about these saloons. Well, it occurs to me 
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that because you have wasteil some money in the past you oiijrht to throw 
away some more money after it. That is an argument which I cannot 
very much apprwiate. As I have said, Sir. it is a very «lelii*ate matter 
and therefore from what I have said I feel that I have already trans- 
gressed the limits and I feel that I shmihl 1 h* disrespectful to His 
Excellency if I go further. JJ’ith these words, therefore, 1 take the 
op|)ortunity of giving the^expressioii of the opinion and feelings and 
wi.she.s of the people.

As will he ohM‘rve<l from the motion, it is not my pinpOM* to discuN^- 
W'hether His Excellency should he given a .'<alo(>n m con‘'ideral ion of llo‘ 
fact that he rejuesents His .Mnjes<\ the King in this |*i ovime, o» 
whether in view of the fact that, as Uahu Akhil (Miandni Dalta has said, 
the Prime Minister of (ireat Uritain happens to travel third «'lass. Ills 
Excellency as the head oi the exec utive and not as a iepr<*sentat ise of 
the King, should traved third class. These questions I do not pioposi* 
to raise at the pn*seiit moment, nor do 1 propo.se to ansthingon the 

(piestion that has heen raised hy the Ihuride Sir Hugh St«‘plu*nson us to 

which of tile alternative's which have heen put lorwaid h> the railaav 
authorities we should accept, Im'cuusc* 1 heli«*\e in lh<*s(‘ maihu'* it is 

lietter to leave tin* elecision to those* who aic* la'st aide judge, and also 

whether we should accept the ju(»posal on the basis of sm h opinion as the 
experts may give* on it. Hut what 1 want to ask tlie lion hh' Sii Hugh 
Stephenson purticulaily with refereiie*e to this ejucstion are lhe‘sc:

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I am very plad, Sir, that the 
non’ble Member lias explained the jK)int. I take it that the direction 
of the Secaetury of State was to make it a voted item and to place it 
ladore the (k)uncil. *’ 

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON; I am afraid I have not 
mjide myself <niite understood. It is an ordinary and ner'essary pro- 
eediin* that you must provide your money first in the bud^^et but you 
must not jHit it as a voted item until the Secretary (>f State sanctions 
it. On re(tMpt of tliis sanction you have to make it a voted item and 
come to this Oouncil and obtain its sanction. 

Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Very well, Sir, the second p(dnt

The third reason why 1 broujrht U]> this pro}K>sal was with lep^ard 
to the juocimIuii* adopt<*d with i(‘^’ai(l to this matter. When the 
nuMiiorandum was circulated on the 14th of Eiduiiary last T l>elieve 
the vote would have been asked some tinu' later than that. We are 
asked to vote Ks. 10, (MM) as ex|)<*ndi(ure for this year. The total cost 
of the saloons is e\|X‘cted to amount to Its. 1,5(^000. My difficult v 
unJer the.se circumstanc<»s is that if we had a^^reed to the exixmdiluie 
of Its. 10,000 on the ISth or 20th Eebruary last ; and then, as it 
hupixmed, if the sum of Rs. 1,^0, (MM) was not voted by the Touncil, oip* 
vote for Rs. 10. (MM) would have come to nothinjr. On the other hand, 
if we had voted Rs. I0,(MH), we would have b<*en told that we were 
urffuinp a^rainst the Governor jrettinp the new’ .saloons. If we had 
voted Rs. 10,(MM) on the 18th Eebruary, would not our vote have been 
a tacit appnrval on tK*' jiart of the memlrers of the Eouncil? Although 
the expenditure to Ire ineun-ed this ytuir is small, yet having practi- 
cally sfiven our tacit approval to the proposal, when the demand for 
the bigjfer grant came up Irefore the Council, we would have been 
told that having agn*ed to the exjrenditure of Rs. 10, (KK) and orders 
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beinir booked with the railway authorities, we would W under a luoml 
obligation not to throw out the demand for Ra. l,50,(KKt wbieh would 
have been included in the next year’s budget. 

With regard to this demand for Rs. 10,tHM) asked for on the LSth

tiav(*l in glittering saloons and go to the towns only, when* the rich bdk 
amongst us provide th(‘m witli ail the iiecessaix am(*nilies to whi<h they 
are accustoim'd ami it is in(*onv(*nient for th(‘m to go to the Milages where 
we por»r people live. Sir, the other day, His IsKra-llem N said at Hogra 
that he has come hen* to helj» tin* Indians, Therebtre, can we m>t ask the 
t»o\ernor that the money that is being demand<*d for hi‘< saloon ma\’ be 
"pent on rural w atei -supjdv ? In this year’s budget a paltiy sum of 
Rs. othPtK) only, an amount which is less than even tin* pay of a Minislei, 
has been proviiled for ruial wat(*r-sup|>ly in a counti\ with a popula- 
tion fd 4r>J millions, a country which, accoiding to mn well-wishers tin* 
llui’ea(*ratN, is rich, but the peojde of which «h» imt get go(Ml drinking 
water or a propei nyal a da\. If we agiee tf» the e.\ pendit ui e of this 
sum of Rs. It), (MM), I think we w ill 1m* morall\ bound to sujiplv (lie balance 
of Rs. 1,40. (MM) that wviuld be reiiuired loi tin* saloons in the near 
future. I would \ery mirth like the llon’ble Memhi*!- in charge to 
enlighten us whether the (lovernoi of Assam, His Kxeellem y the 
Ilon’ble Sir John Ken. has got a saloon for himself, wJiether the 
(roveriior of the (Vntral Provinces has g^ot a subMUi for himself, and 
whether the Governor of Ilihar and Orissa has got a saloon for liimsr'lf. 
Sir, we are moving in demoi nitie times and with jhe prim iples of tru<* 
demwracy.the provincial satraps that have Wn transported here should 
imbibe the principles of denuM-racv and live, mix and go w’ith the 
people. The pay of the Governor of AsMam is the same as the pay of 
the Hoii’ble Meml>ers of the Executive Council or* jierhaps a little 
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hiKher, 1 am not quite sure, I speak subject to correction, and if the 
Hon*ble Member can travel in a first class compartment, if that is good 
enough for the Hon’ble Member, why should it not be so for our Gover- 
noi:' If His Excellency, after the opinions that we express in this

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: 1 must say that 1 am a 
little disappointed at the turn the debate has taken. I jdaced certain 
alternatives lH*foie the Ibmse in the hope that I might he given Mum* 
idea of the views of the Hou.se on those alternatives, hnt I have not 
gtd it, 'I’o deal first of all with l)i. Roy’s (jnesl ion wliich 1 have aireafly 
answered, 1 have explained that the H.h. l(l,tKMf was put into a supple- 
mentary estimate to be placerl lH*fore the (’ouiicil at one of the earlier 
meetings in order that the whole question iiught Im* hrought Ireforc the 
Council in a more Hati.sfactory way than could Ire dmie in the bmlget. 
Unfortunately, the im*etings of that particular session vtere so 'delayed 
that we could not put it IsTore the Council in the ordinary course. 1 
have now brought it forward with the sjiecial purpow of enabling the 
Council to put their views regarding it in greater detail than is possible 
during the budget disc ussion.

ordinary individual, to sanction a scheme and provide part of the money 
one day, and then the next day to alter their minds and refuse to provide 
the rest.^ There is no question of any concealment. It was definitely 
put l)efore this House that this Rs. 10,000 was part of the bigger 
expenditure which was not to l)e incurred until next year. 

Then, Sir, with regard to the other speeches, Babu Manmatha Nath 
Roy has put forward a suggestion that the Governor should present the 
Province with a sahmii and Maulvi Muhammad Nurul Huq Chaudhury, 
if I understood him aright, has put forward the very handsome sugges- 
iion that I should also l)e provided with a saloon. I do not mean to 
di'^'UHH either of th(»Ke projiosals. Ibactically the whole of the discussion 
on this motion has been to the effect that in modern days there should 
be no saloon for a Governor. Well, Sir, that is an attitude on which 
1 think we can hardly have a debate in this House. It might l)e quite 
suitable for the (Calcutta Parliament, hut surely the House does not 
seriously bring forward a proposal that the Governor of a Province in 
India should at once l)eeome a private individual in nil his methods of 
life. Tliat may he a perfec tly s(Mind idea in an ideal republic, but we 
have not got to tliat stage yet, and before we can deal with that as a 
practical proposition, we nuist get to that stage. I understand that even 
the head of the Moscow Soviet has saloons and travels with considerable 
state. The President of the French Republic* travels in state. It is 
not a (piestion of democracy. I understand that even Mahatma Gandhi 
sometimes travels in special trains. We have had comparisons regard- 
ing the manner in which Mr. Ramsay MacDormld and Mr. Gladstone 
travelled in England. Mr. Ramsay MacDonald may travel third class 
for all I know : he may habitually travel third class, hut in the first 
place, Sir, the Government in England has recently allowed and brought 
in the House of (^ommons a pro|»osal that every Member of the House 
of Commons should have a 1st class season ticket. Secondly, there are 
certain members in this House hen* who travel first (“lass and draw 
double first class travelling allowan(*e. Why drag in individuals like 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald and hold hian up ns an example which even 
we ourselves do not follow*? 

Then, Sir, it has been suggested that a first class resented compart- 
ment would be ({uite 8uffi(*ient for the Governor to travel. Hut even 
the Agents of the Railw’uys and the Suf>erintendents of the Railway 
Police have their own saloons. I put it to the House that if you bring 
a publk* personage out from home at a fairly mature age and put him 
in as the Governor of an im|M)rtant province like Bengal, you must 
treat him with sufficient respect and you must provide him with comfort 
and dignity. 

As regards Akhil Babu*s speech, T w’ould say that when you get an 
elected President of Bengal then you could do whatever you like, but 
as long as you still have a Governor of Bengal brought out from home— I 
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would remind the Hoodie at the wish of the jieople of Heitfpitl, be(*autie 
they wanted a stateninan from home instead of a sun->dried hureauerat-— 
you must enable him to travel with decent comfort and dignity. I 
therefore decline entirely to believe that either the country or •the Houte 
seriously wish to deprive the (lovernor of his sul(K>n and make him 
travel like an ordinary individual. That lieing so, Sir. 1 am entirely 
left in the dark as to what the wishes of the Ilimst* are. The only 
Sfieaker who has commented at all on the alternatives is Dr, Hoy who. 
to my mind, if 1 may say so, very sensibly remarked that it is a matter 
whhdi we must leave to the experts.

If, therefore, the Council 
completi‘s the supjd(*mentarv grants to-day, there will be no sitting of 
the Council on Mcmday and the mam budget will be taken up on Tues- 
day at !l o’clock. 


Supplementary Demands for Grants. 

The Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: 1 move that a sum of 
Rs. dt),(K)0 be granted for <‘X|H*mlituie this \ear for the construction of 
a four-store\ed building for the Hall>gin>g(‘ i)oIi(*e-station. 

I have on various oc(‘asions in this Ibmsc* itdened to this scheme. On 
the last (K’casion I caim* lM*fore the t^mncil with a projiosal foi stables 
for th(‘ immnted |k>1ic(*, which at that tinn* it was ]M’oj)osed sln uhl be 
built in Itijion Street. 1 told the Coiim il then that there was an alter- 
native and a cheaiH>r scheiin* which we w»‘re investigating and which we 
proposed to adopt if it were fouml feasible and if the Cmincil granted 
the money. That scheme. Sir, was the conversion of the old Fenwick 
Ihi/ar tha?ia int(> stahh's for the monnted ]Mdi<a‘ at a eost of Rs. 2,30,000, 
out of which wc were to r(*reiv(* Its. l,S0,t)()0 for the present stable pre- 
mises. It was then ncc(‘.s.sar\ to ]>rovide ac< (>mmo<hitioir fiu* the Motor 
Vehich's Departnnmt, which was at that time housed at Fenwiek Uuxar. 
I t(dd the House that we pro|H)sed to ])lace the Motor Vehicles IVjMrrt- 
iiient on land in the |)ossi\ssion ot (bn eminent at Ballygunge and ihat 
until T <'ould luing hefom tin*' Hou.se a projKisal for a oombined Puhlic 
Vehi(‘les Deiwrtineiil building, which would cost a large sum of moriev, 
w’e should have to put up temj>orarv acconinuxlation for the Motor Vehi- 
cles OfhiH' on this ground at Ballygunge. Then, Sir, the House vote<1 
the money both for the conversion of Fenwick Baser into a atahle for 
the mounted ]inliee and for the teni|H>rarv quarters at Ballygimge for 
the Motor Vehicles Department. Since then it has been auggeated 
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that Its. 30, 000 is the big sum to be sjient on tetii}>oniry qtiartorn for the 
Motor Vehicles Uepartuieiit, which wouUl ha\a to H<Ta[>ed us wm)|i uh 
the main building was built, and it huv«i Imhmi represented that it WH>uhi 
l>e a far more ergonomical pnvjiH-t t4) bnihl the (ein|K>rary otlices of the 
Mt^tor Vehicles iXqKirtment in such a w’ay that they cun la* uiilitKHl 4is 
part of the thanu at Bally gunge later on. At the prt'sent inonient the 
Ballygunge thana is hx'atwl in a private housi* 4>n the Store Utmd. tiSr 
w'hi(’h we have to )niy a rent of Bs. 500 a iiHutth. It is a most unsuitable 
house for a thaiui having no ac4'oinm(Hlation whalt'ver for the c'onstabh^s 
ami y would nunind the House (hut us the Bent Act has ceas<*d to apply 
to any of our jxdice huihlings the rents ar<‘ likely \d lx‘ inrreased and in 
fact we have l)e<*fi gi\en notice* in two or three <‘a.s4‘s already, 'rhen* is 
also an outiiost a((ach<‘d to the Ballygunge thana at (Jariahal. That 
out|KKst is to 1 h* a(‘(iuiie(] ))y tlu' lniprov«'im*nl Trust, and we shall, there- 
fore, have to build aiuktluM- ou(|M>st in ]>hne <d this. Well, Sir, o\ir 
scheme for housing the (’alcutta Police (<» which I odeired tin* o(h(‘r 
day provides for one thana at Ballygiinp' <loing awav w ilh the outjMist. 
The cost of the thana is roughlx just umh*i I lakh. We should get a big 
sum— something like Bs. lS,(K)t)- for the tfatiahatjj onl|Htst am! we 
slndl sav(*, if wa* huild the tliana, at the rate of Bs.

Bata MANMOHON NEOCI: I move that the fienmml fiir 
Rs. 30,000 for the construction of a f4*iir'Sti>rev4*d building for the BalJy- 
gange police*»tatinn l»e refused. 
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Rai HAREMDRAHATH CHAUDHURI: I support this motion, Sir, 
and in d()ing so I beg to p6int out two things : In the first place I would 
draw the attention of the House to the curious line — or rather chain — 
of arguments that has been pursue<l in the memorandum which has been 
circulated to us in connection with this demand. It is alleged that the 
Mounted Police stables could not be accommodated in Wellesley Place 
because the Corporation would not have it there. Because the stables 
have got to be removed to, and built at, Fenwick Bazar, therefore, the 
Motor Vehicles Department should be removed to Bally gunge and accom- 
modated in temporary quarters and that a one-storeyed building should 
be constructed for the purpose. And now because it transpires that 
it will l>e more economical to build a four-storeyed building instead of a 
one-storeyed one, therefore, a four-storeyed building should be cons- 
tructed — not for the Fenwitk Bazar Mcninted Police slables — not for 
the Motor Vehicles Department, but for the Bullygunge thana. The 
Hon’ble Member wanted to show’ that l>ecause the Coun(‘il sanctioned 
one thing in last August, therefore, this demand should also lx* sactioned 
as something lo which the (’ouncil was already (‘ommitled. This is 
really going too far. 1 come next to the other point and to my mind 
a more substanstial [X)int. When Sir Hugh Stephenson demanded the 
grant for stables lust August, he distinctly gave it out that the Mounted 
l*olice Stables fonned part of a general Police Housing Scheme which 
be financed and execut(‘d, not from the J^ovincial revenue but, from 
loans and that tin* ex|>enditure that would be required for converting the 
Fenwick Bazar building.^ to Mounted Police stables would Ix^ included 
in the big loan project, but that because it was urgent he came up to 
the (V)uncil for the sancti^m of such a demaml as was made in last August, 
That point was madi* clear by it (piestion put at that time by 
Mr. Surendra Nath Mallik who asked whetlu*r the building was “ going 
to be included in the scheme towards the construction of which a loan 
was going to be floated.” Sir Hugh Stephenson then replied that the 
House was “ one whi< h would form part of the Police Housing S<^heme ** 
but ns that ivarticular building was urgently reijuired they wanted “ to 
go on at once ” with its construction. Mr. Mallik then inquired whetlici 
that particular “ building would be im luded in the loan for police build- 
ings.” To this vSir Hugh Stephenson answered that he thought it would 
l)e so included. Therefore, Sir, .so fur as tne Public Vehicles Depart- 
ment w’as com*erned it should form part of the big loan Scheme. But 
the Government now comes forward w ith another item of police housing 
and demands money for it from public revenues. Thus, one by one, 
schemes of police buildings were being brought forw’ard although the 
loan project from which these were to have been financed was as distant as 
ever. It is a thing, therefore, I submit, which the Council should ned 
commit itself to and a proposiil w’hich the House should not vote for. 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir. may I ask the Hon’ble Member 
two questions? Sir, in the first place the demand is not really for 
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Ra. 30,000 but it is for the sanction of additional one lakh of rupoea. I 
suppose that is the sanction that is now Win^ nskini for. The second 
point is that the Ballyprunffe thana is costing: Government Rs. 560 a 
mouth as rent which means Rs. 7,0(K) a year. Hut, Sir, ifive it to an> 
contractor and he will build the House for a lakh or a little more. 
Any contnw^Uyr will build and you <*an pay him Rs. 500 a month 
extending over a period of years. 

The Hon’Me Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: The reasons given against 
my motion- if I may say so ar<» very few. Rai llarendniuath I'huu- 
dhuri said something alM)ut the curiotis chain <d reasoning that bmiuse 
A is to l)e transfiMreil, thenTon*, it tr»llows that H is also to lie trans- 
ferred, and’ as R is to be translei red, tlierefoiv, it fallows 

that U must be built ami that I) would ftdiow, 1 am sure 
he is not ac'cusing me in anv wa\ of deciving the House. 
I have put all iny cards on the table from the very liegin- 

ning. I have told the House that tor the last tlin*<‘ years the Munici- 

pality have l)eea thri'atening us to lemove the slahlc trom \Vellesh*v 
Place on the ground that it is a puhlii* nuisamc. 1 told the House that 
the Seireiary of Stati' was tlneatene(l with a suit hy the jieople who 
live alnive the stable and I also tidd the Mouse that having put off the 
('or|K»iation for thrw years we find we conhl not do so any longer 
es|K‘cinIly >vith a (’hairman like .Mr. S. N. .Mallik. Therefore, we had 
to go elsew’here and at that time 1 also explained to the House that 
the site where the stable should Ih* r< m(»\ed to had Ihhui diMudtsl by us 
to l>e the Fenw'ick Ha/.ai thana ami in that coiims tion I also t4>ld the 
House that it wouhl 1 m* necessary to hnihl a new Public Vchii le Depart- 
ment building at Rallygunge. The onl; thing I did m»t mention was 
the Rullyguiigt' thana which was not, at that time, in my mind at all. 
It was only when we staited to build temporary (juarlers on the site of 
Rullygungt* that it wms represented to me that it w*as a w'aste of money 
to build teinjMirary (jiiarters and ilierefore (tbe thana scbeine having 
lieen put up a year previously as part ot the Police Mousing Scheme) 
it was thought economical on the wlndc* to start this building am] that 
is why we are building this temporal v cjfficc* in such a form that it can 
form part of the thana building. The only other idijection that has 
been bnmght bt*fore the Houses was that put forward hy Dr. Ridhan 
Chandra Roy. In this connection f may tell the House that I do not 
eare iwojrence how w’e jmy for the house so long as the ('ounril iM’cept 
the jirinciple. Dr. Roy has told us that any contractor wdlb take it 
up at a cost of a little over a lakh. I do not know if he is rcoily 
to produce such a contractor. (Da. Riohan CiMJyiR^ Itov : T will pr(»- 
duce the contracterr, if necessary.) Then in that case I would Mke 
to put him in touch with the (’ommissioner of Pcdice. The fact is 
I was told originally that our only chance of gr'tting money was bv 
floating a loan, but I was told later on by our flnancial exjrerts that 
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it wa» not economical to take a loan when you have got money in 
your balance l>ecau8e by so doing we shall have to divert a certain 
amount of rc*curring expenditure. At present we have got plenty of 
money in our balances and what we want is money for recurring 
cx[>enditure. If we raise a loan now it will prevent us from incurring 
this recurring expenditure Wause mc will have to pay interest on the 
loan, but if we take the money from our balance we do not have to 
pay any interest. If the Jlouse, Ijowever, is willing to raise a loan 
for Ibis puriK)He I would personnJly lie quite please<l with a loan. Sir, 
these are the only reasons that have Wen brought forward and I have 
answered them. I would ask the House to acc^ept the principle of build- 
ing the Hullygunge thana. Whether it is erected hy raising a loan or 
from our balane(‘H or by a contractor who would finance It is anotlier 
((uestion. My only object in bringing torward this supplementary grant 
now is to put this l>efon* tlie House. As last August 1 did not mention 
the Uallyguiige thana at all I wanted to put this before the House now 
so that the (\)uneil may see what we want.

In doing so I would like to point out one curious fact narrated in the 
memorandum circulated to us explaining the necessity for the grant.

Whoi» tlio ttctutti t’loHiiiK earn© into operation the oontractorH for the work put in a 
claim for a much lli^ho^ amount for breach of contract than was anticipated. In 
March, li)22, the question of exjiondituro was afrain fully considered and it was ciitima- 
t^d that the total oxjienditim^ for oloHiiift down work would li© Ra. 2,39,000 inclimiv© of 
Hh, 69,0(K) on ai'count of comjienKation payable to the contractor* but the contractors 
itduse*! to accept this amount which the Public Works Department thought to l>e their 
pro|ier due'<. The contractors claimcHl Rs. 4,24,204-13-6 and on Ist May, 1922, irmtitu- 
ted a suit against Clovernincnt m the High Court on account of th© loss sustained by 
them in connection with th© closing down of the work. The Hon'bl© High Court 
decided the ca«o ex jHtrtr in favour of the plaintiff and awarded Rs. 2,30,850 plus aoats 
to the plaintiff. Covernmeiit applied for the caw to b© re heard but tli© Hon'bl© High 
Court ordoretl th© decretal amount to Iw deiioaitod in th© Court before 22nd l>ec©rab©r, 
1923, laiforo agreeing to re hoar the case. 

I cannot understand why the»c*ase was allowed to be decided cx parte 
althotigb there are lots of legal offieers of Government receiving high 
salaries. Is the nation to suffer Wcause of the negligence of the law 
officers of the State?

Demands for Grants. 

34.— Agriculture. 

The Hon’ble Hadji Mr. A. K. ABU AHMED KHAN GHUZNAVI: 

I listened with imu’h attention to all that the Nawab vSaheh said in moving 
his ainendiucnt on Friday la.st. I can assure him that I shall give his 
suggcvstions rny very careful consideration. May I point out to him, 
however, that th(*re can he only i»m» and one guiding factor in the ptilicy 
of this department, i.e., how’ to improve the position of the cultivator, 
how to make the land yield much greater return; in short how’ to make 
agriculture a })aying business. The miserable condition of the culti- 
vators may b(‘ traced to various causes among which are the laws of 
inheritance, unrestricted subinfeudation, ignorance of l)etter methcKls, 
distrust of all new* experiments and their mistrust towards one anothei^. 
There is very little hope of improvement in this connection unless the 
disintegrating tendencii^ of these forces are checked in some way. 
Any change in the laws of inheritance is unthinkable. Subinfeudation 
may possibly be checked to a considerable extent by legislation. The 
greatest need is the education of the cultivators in the principle of exy- 
operation. It is by co-operation alone that the broken holdings may 
be reunited and consolidated into larger holdings and agriculture carried 
on on improved me^thods. The c^vnpemtive societies hitherto orga- 
nised aro inostlv credit sticieties and though helpful in their own way, 
they have not as yet exerted any mfluonc© on the cultivators in cx>- 
operating for the production of wealth. The difficulties in the way, how’- 
ever, are great. Each cultivator now gives his own labour aiijd employs* 
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labour of all tbe members of his family including females in his- 
individual field. At the same time there is immense waste of labour^ 
the field being too small to utilise the labour of all of them to 4^ 

^ Sliest extent. In co-opetative prmhiction rare will have to be takenr 
that the requisite labour is forthcoming without any waste. Therefore,, 
in order to improve the lot of the agricultural population in this country 
it is necessary to educate the cultivator iu the principles of ctvojH»ration. 

Then there is another section of the j)eople, namely, the hhadmlog 
class, who need to he taught not only to regar<l agrrcuUure as an honour- 
able profession but also that it imiy he conducted in a profitable manner. 
It is for them that I am consitlering a further development to which I 
referred in my speech on the Inidgei and regarding which the Nftwalv 
Sahel) vScems to have some misgivings. I am afraid that the Nawab* 
Sahcb has juiniwMl to a conclusion which does me an injustice; but I do 
not for a moment think that he has done so intentionally. 

During tbe gf’nerul discussion of the budget 1 sjioke of a now iypfr 
X)f modern farm ami I said that 1 will investigate the po.ssibility of doing 
something on those lines, and it is only when I am satisfied along w’ith 
my advisers about tliis — and I .shall he very glad if tlie Naw'ah Sahel>* 
would also assist m(‘ — that I shall come before the C’ouncil with definite- 
proposals. The Xawjih Saheb said that the Daulutpiir farm which I 
mentioned in my speech is really the Nadia farm with which he had 
some concern. May I tell him that this Duulutpur is not in Hengnl nt‘ 
all hut in Ilihur, and there is an up-to-date modem fami there on a 
large scab' when* tractors and nuKleni metluMls are emjiloyiMl with the 
greatest advantagi* and where the farm is a very paying (M)n(M»rn? T 
shall lx* v<'rv happy to give all infonnation on this ])oinl to the Nawub 
Saheb and to receive his suggestions at the proper time. I only wish 
that tbe Nawah Saheb and the members of this (Council could have 
taken the opportunity of .seeing the Macbeth trac-tor ploughing up the 
lands in the Kden tiard<*ns opjxisite tliis (’humber while giving h dennm- 
stration only a few days ago. 

After what 1 have stated T trust the Nawah Saheb will withjjraw bis- 
motion. The oh^^rvuit ions which fell from Mr. Travers will also receive* 
my most careful coiisideiation. Dr. Moreno as well as I'rofessor 
Mukerji agnx* with me i|i thinking that furms should Ik^ madt* to |>ary, 
so I have no further remarks to offer.

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: That the demand for Rs. 8,160 
under the head ‘ 8411. — Agriculture (Transferred) - Botanical and other 
Public Gardens — ^Ilouse-rent and other allowances,’ be refused.” 

Babu SATYENDRA CHANDRA MITRA moved that the demand of 
Rs. 9,32,000 under the head “ 34B. — Agriculture ” be refu.sed. 

Mr. PR0VA8H CHUNDER MITTER: The iK>sition that I have 
always talcen up in this House is that I shall <rv and save Ihe consiitii-^ 
ticn, I Jim therefore against my friends opposite when they w'ant to 
wreck the conslitution. The logical conclusion from that position fol- 
low's that whenever anybody tries to attack the constitution, whether it 
Ik* iny friends oppositi' or the Government, I must protest and opix>se. 
Sir, T find it is rejKirted in a res|K)nsihle newspajHM' that all the Govern- 
ment servants in the inspecting staff of the Kducjition Department and all 
the Governn^ent servants in the Medical Department hjive rei'eived three 
months** notioo to (piit the sendee of the Go\erTiment. (Shame, shame.) 
Well, Sir, in my opinion the (‘onstitutiop makes amjde safeguards 
against a contingiMicy like this. (Hear, hear.) The constitution 
makes it abundantly clear that so long ns the Ministers command the 
majority of the House, they .should cairy on the administration. If 
ihe Ministers do Tujt fommand the majority of the House, and other 
Ministers are not available the constitution makes it quite clear that 
His Excellency should take charge of the tnin.sferred departments/ 
(hear, hear), and His Excellency should then appropriate funds sufR- 
•cient carrying on the dei>artments. Either the Ministers have the 
■eonfidenee of the House or not. The refusal of the grant of 6 lakhs 
and odd out of 7 hikhs and odd for the insy>ecting staff and 5 lakhs 
and odd for the whole of the district medical administration showed 
that the Ministers did not enjov the confidence of the House. If the 
Ministers did not enjoy the confidence of the House, they ought to 
resign, for in my view so long as they did not resign His Excellency 
could not a[>propriate funds for these Government servants. If on 
the other hand it was .said that the Ministers are defeated by a snatch 
vote then the plain and straight course would l)e to bring forward a 
supplq.mentary budget after this session is over; and rif that supple- 
mentary budget was j>assed, then these poor servants of the Govern^ 
me^nt who have done their best to serve the Government and the 
country will not be rendered homeless in middle life. On ihe otiier

Mr. PROVASH CHUNDER MITTER: I thank you. Sir. fur ihe 
warning, which 1 did ntit n(*ed, lHH’au>e 1 uas not criti<isiiig the 
action of the (hnei nor. I was only sjs*aking on tlie res(»lutio!K iind 
I wanttnl to know from (iovernment what attitude (tovernmenl |mi- 
fKi.se to take in this matter. My vote will determined on a clear 
and unequivocal iinliiation (»f that attitude; tlie information 1 want 
whether it he finm my friend.^ the Ministers or from .sonu' MemlH*r of 
Oovernm(‘n( is tin’s, that as reganis the two demands already 
thrown out and if tlie present demand and other similar demands 
thrown out would tloverument MMvants he summarily dismisoed or 
would Tfis Excellencv take chargt* cjf the transfei risl (hqxnl ments and 
appropriate funds to pav them? If a clear une<|uivoca] statement he 
not made then in (uder to force the hands (»f (Joveinmenl f will vote 
in favour of m> fi iends opjKisite, hut 1 will vote against Hiem if such 
was not the ea.se. On the other hand if T get tin* assurance 1 want 
from Government that if imfK>rtant jKutions of the Imdget 1 h» thrown 
out they will f<illow constitutional procedure and not dismiss 0ov4‘rn- 
ment servants, I will vote in favour of Government. I cannot sec* a 
sacred thing like the constitution handled in this wav, whether ])v 
mv friends opf><)sit<* or hv Gov^Tiirnenf . I will vijfe against any |>arty, 
whether flovernment or Syvaraj, who will go against the constitution. 

Khan Bahadur MIRZA SHUJA’AT ALI BEG; I nderstanding that 
the aim of the Swaraj party, whieh has shown itself to he a jKiwer in 
the House, is to d<*.stroy in order t(» lehiiild in the ptirely Indian style 
where India and Indians jiredominate, 1 shouhl have little hesitation 
in casting mv lot in the same scale for the welfare of the motherland 
which is dear to us all. li^it from what transjuied a few davs iigc) on 
the motion of Khan Bahadur Musharruf Hossnin r4*gnnling the jwiei. 

I not only opj>os<» the motion for the refusal of the grant, hiii T feel 
that if Muhammadans want to preserve their entity, they sKoiiTd keep 
clear of the so-called Swarajist camp, wlK>se pr<»fessi(»ns do not coin- 
cide with their f>ractjces. Besides, they are j>qrsuing the jjolicy of 
obstruction and destruction, or they want to bring alamt a deadlock 
by orqjrtbrowing Hie entire budget. I was very much surprised ftiai 
fTon the bwlget of Education was attempted to bo thrown out. T need* 
liardly «ay that Education touches the Muhammadans very keenly, on 
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they are backward in education. Similarly, in regard to the Agricul- 
ture budget, they want to throw it out. If the Agriculture budget ia 
thrown out, the Muhammadans, who form the bulk of the agricultural 
population will suffer the most. Under these circumstances, I must 
oppose the motion for the refusal of the grant. 

Babu DEBI PR08A0 KHAiTAN: I wish to say a few words in 
connection with this resolution which is before the House. I fully 
support what has been said by my friend, P. C. Mitter in this connec- 
tion. The issue involved in a resolution of this character is very 
serious, and anybody whether it be the Government or the Swaraj 
party cannot play lightly with resolutions that may be passed or rejected 
by this House. Hard cases certainly make bad laws, but if bad laws 
are enacted it does not lead to the good of the people and similarly, Sir, 
in the present state of the infant life of our political development we 
cannot afford to establish conventions which might afterwards lead us 
to great difliculties. I wish to say one word more in connection with 
the agricultural development in particular. It is often said that Indfa 
is an agricultural country although I myself l>elieve that much benefit 
might be done to the country by developing industries also. There 
can be no doubt wbatso(*ver that the agriculture of the country has 
to be developt»d as much a.s |x)ssil>le. Either, Sir, the Agricultural 
Department is doing good to the Province or it is not. If it is not 
doing gocsl to the Province, then there is no reason why this depart- 
ment should l)e corjtinued one day longer. If it is doing good to the 
Province, if it is benefiting agriculture and helping the development 
thereof, T do not understand, Sir, why this department is one of the 
most starved depirtments of the Governmerit. The Ilon’lde Minister 
in asking for a grant of 17 lakhs and 10 thou.sand rujKHvs for tlie 
IX'jKU’tment of Agriculture said that this is one of the most im{>ortunt 
de]n\rtments of Government. Sir, is this the reason why the Dejmrt- 
mentment of Agriculture is the most starved department of Govern- 
ment next only to the Department of Industries? Sir, this is a position 
which those who are in favour of working the lUdorms, who believe 
that if the Kefonns arc ('arefully and pro[)erly worked, much b^*nefit 
can accrue to the jH*ople of the Province. We want to see that the 
De])artment of Agriculture should lie given'* much more money than 17 
lakhs and 10 thousand rupet's. It is a matter of common knowledge 
that when the Minister of Agriculture is approached, he says that 
enough pioney i.s not given to him whereby ho can develop this depart- 
ment. When the Finance Department is approtiched we are told that 
there are no prt)per schemes placed before the Government for which 
money c’an be given. The people of the Province are thus placed 
lH>t%een the frying pan and tlie fire. It is the duty of Govetument 
^both to find money and also to prepare schemes whereby the agricult^ire 
of the Pn)vince c^n be further developed. I hope before the ddbat# 
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is over the Hoaae will be given clear indicntiona of the attitudfe of 
the Cfoiernment in regartl to this very beneficenl defiortment whicli can 
work much relief and much Iwnefit to the iieople of ihia Province. 

The Hon’ble Mautvi A. K. FAZL-UL HUQ: 1 winh to .nay just a few 
words with reference to the remarks made by my friend 

Mr. P. C. Mitter. Sir, I cannot at present go into a detaileil reply 
regarding the points raised by him, but I wish to {Hiint out that all my 
friend lias seen Ls an unauthorised statement in the newspapers and 
nothing in the nature of a (lovernment commutiiiiuti In fac;t. the w'hole 
question is being con.sidered by His Kxcellenry, and it is not possible 
for any of us at the present moment to disclose to the Council what 
action Ilis Kxcellencv is going to take. Put I may just 

point out that if we accept the majority verdit!t of ih# 

Council on a point of economy, it cannot be said that we are going 

to wTf'ck the constitution. Take, for instance, the case in which this 
(V)uncil recouinuMided tluil the |>ost ot ihe DnerUu* of Puhlic Instruction 
should be abolished. Supposing we accept this recommendation and 
ask the Director to go, cjin it be said that we are thereby doing some- 
thing to wTeck the const itiit ion f Supposing the ('ouncil by a majority 
<if votes decides that the insjH'ctorato as it exists now is an unnecessarily 
huge agiuicv, whose work is incxunmensuiute wdth the rt^tuni uvailahle, 
and if we wi.sh to reduce the inspectorate, cun it he said that wc are 
going thereby to wreck the constitution? The venlirt of the (/\)uncil 
raises very important issues and all these issues are being very care- 
fully considered by IIi.s hhtcelleney the Governor. 

As regards the supplementary demand, it may he that His Excellency 
on the advice of the Minister in charge, or the Member in charge, nuiy 
direct a supplementary demand to be brought forward, if and when the 
occasion arises. It is not for me to say anything nt the present moment, 
but I can assure my friend that Ilis Excellency will certainly consider 
the situation verv' carefully and will not certainly do anything which 
may have the efTect of wrecking the ronfttitution in any way. 

The Hofi’Me Had]t Mr. A. K. ABU AHMED KHAN CHUZNAVIt 

After what my Ifon’ble Colleague has just staled I do nol think I can 
add anything more. Hi# Kxcellencv must ndy on his legal advisers aa 
to the course to be followed on the present situatmn. 

Turning to the remarks made by Mr. Khuitan I can assure him 
that I shall always be prepared to listen ver>’ carefully to any sugges- 
tions regarding agriculture, be<‘au8e I recognise it is one Af ihe most 
important departments of Govemmimt and it affects 80 per cent, of ih^ 
population of Bengal. I beseech members of this House to give this 
matter their very careful cxinsideration, and to desist from throwing out 
this grant merely for the sake of wrecking the Council. I trust ihRt 
they will look at it in a more reasonable spirit in order that we ihay 
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really do some good to millions of our countrymen who live by agricul- 
ture.

Of this amount R.s. 20, (XK) is voted supply for the Electric Adviler^ 
Rs. 2,63,000 Voted for Cinchona plantationi*, and Rs. 5,72,000 is voted& 
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jsuppStJf for Industries transferred, with which last I am more immediately 
concerned/ This demand of Rs. 6,72,000 compares with a demand of 
Rs. 6,75,000 last year and the revised estimates of Rs. 5,53,000. li 
is divided into three sub-heads — ^Direction of Re. 2,00,000, Development 
Rs. 84,000, Industrial education, Rs. 3,36,000. 

Under Direction there is a reduction of Rs. 51,000, compared to the 
*cuiTent year’s estimate and lls. 28,000 compared to the current ^yearie 
revised estimate. The estimate under consideration will therefore I 
hope commend itself to the Council. It is a reduction at least for 
^he present. But as the department expands there must be a move 
in the opposite way and the administration of the Department will 
cost ua more. We can afford to await the development however. 

Of this sum of Rs, 2 lakhs for Directions, only Rs. 72,100 is for pay 
of officers; the rest is for the staff, for rent, contingencies, grants to 
the Bengal Iloine Industries Association, etc. Now, Sir, Rs. 72,000 
or Rs. 6,000 a month cannot surely be held to be excessive for the 
•officers of this dejwrtTnent. 

Under Develojnnent, we have an estimate of Rs, 84,000, compared 

to a revised estimate of Rs. (>3,000. The main item is the Research 

“Tannery, hut as small matters of development crop up periodically and 
it causes difficulty and delay if we have no funds we have includeMl 
Rs. 20,000 for them. 

The next division of the demand is Education, and here although 

w<‘ have handed hack to the bklucation Dejxirtment several institutions 

with which we were not rightly concerned we have an estimate of 
Rs. 3,36,000 against reviw'd estimates of Rs. 2,88,000. In other words 
we are taking the Rs. 50,000 saved on Direction and adding it to 
Education. T do not think the Council realize how many technical and 
industrial schools w’e have under the control and guidance of the depart- 
ment. We should like to have a great many more of course. But 
although we have not as many as we should like to have I think any 
impartial observer will admit that the Dei>:\rtment of Industries ba.s 
done more since its inauguration for teehnical and industrial education 
in Bengal than has Iw'en done for it in any period of doxible the lengt“h 
prior to the fonnation of the department. 

Now let us see how this grant of Rs. 3,36.000 is distributed. Ijet^ 
than 5 jx^r ceni. of it goes for ins]x‘ction and examinations and the** 
other 95 }K^r cent, on g(H>d, solid work in the schools and in scholar- 
ships, grnnts-in-aid, etc. A sura of Rs. 1,63,000 will go on our own 
institutions like the Serampore Institute and our technical schools. 
A sum of Rs. 20,000 will go in scholarships and a sum of Rs. 86,000 
in grants-in-aid. For Mining instruction we shall spend Rs. 22,000 
and for ihe Apprentice Training School at Kanchrapara Rs. 25,310."“*^ 
Thw remain only n few minor sums, all of which go on necessary and 
«iseful purposes 
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The only possible fault that can be found with this clem|nil 
to me to be that it is too small. I trust it will j>aMa through the Council 
unscathed otherwise the teaciimg stuflf of the Seram|)ore and other 
teaching institutions cannot have their piv revised — if the Council 
rejects the demand, which includes of Rs. 28,0tKI for this purpose, „ 

Government cannot tvlso have the |)ower looms installed in Seram- 
pore institute to teach our young men the profession of modern weaving, 
and Rs. 86, IKK) in grants-in-aid to technical schools and Rs. 20.000 in 
scholarships will go t(K>.

Nawab 8AIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURi, Khan Bahadur: 

I move that the demand for Hh. d, 30,000 under the head “ 35A (5).— 
Industries ” Ikj reduced hy Re. 1. 

The histoiy of the Bengal Department of Industries is well known 
to every one. It was created inimediulely l)efore the Reformed Govern- 
ment came into existence and was exi>ected to do a great deal of gootl 
to the country and in their anxiety to hand over to the j)eople a depart- 
ment W’ith no dearth of hands and grants, the jue-Reform (Tovernment 
exceeded all natural Imiinds in their lavishness on this branch of the 
Administration. Unlike many of the allied deiniitments, it was not 
created gradually or based on much practit'al exix'rience and conse- 
(luently its dinuMisions and activities were not very senously sup])orted 
by the public when one of th(*ir representatives was apiK)inted to hold 
charge of the p(n’t folio und<*r which it came. As soon as 1 t(K>k over 
charge J ccmimenced thinking over the matter and even before the 
Retrcncliment rommittee was thought of I suggested a thoroiigh reor- 
gani.sation in the itjternal affairs of the defwiHment and thus systematis- 
itig them< 

It has often Wn said tlcat Bengal is an agricultural country, but 
even n centui'y ago it was as industrial as it was agricultural. Agri- 
culture embraces all the proc(*sses of productioTi of the raw materials, 
wliereas the s('(^p<^ of indu.sftry is limited to the manufacture of various 
articles for our daily u.se. Think of the enormous amount of raw 
materials that aix* being ex|>orted annually from this countrv' and im- 
]>orted back as fini.shed products. A' nation to live may depend upon 
agriculture but to flouri.sh, it mu.st organise the industries and utilise 
ns much of the materials raised in the country for the manufacture of 
various articles as possible. 

T Inive mv own ideas about the vniious industries. In my o]UTnon, 
the cottage industries are l)v far the best form in which we can attain 
an industrial eml without heinir eonverted into a machine ourselves. 
Our cottage industrie** are not the develojunecit of to-day, and the very 
fact that, thev have survived many economic blows in the jxist and even 
detennine<l crushes from intere.sted and influential outsiders, is indi- 
cative of their great fM^fentialitit's. The time is rijie when we must 
devote a great deni mon» of energy in the development and reorganisa- 
tion of these cottages indu.stries, preferably on the basis of co-operation. 

Next come all our small industries where up to date machines are 
used^on a small .scale and the capitalists are local men running the 
industry on a local basis just to supply the needs of a small area. Too 
irtuch industrialisation of the maas by the establishment of big factories 
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in favoured places is an exotic to our country and its evil effects have 
often been apparent. Back to the land is the motto of many of 

our Western thinkers and the West also is gradually realising the 
dangers of the big factories and many a well-wisher of humanity have 
expre.ssed their views in the strongest terms against a total industrial- 
ism of the mass. A man has to !h» develojXMl ns a mtin and not as ft 
machine. 

My entile industrial fwlicy was bastnl on these considerations. 
First of all it was m\ i(h‘a to have a prop<!*r re-survey niad(' of all of our 
existing cottage industries, most of the existing rt'iwrts on the snhjtH’t 
being practically out of date, and reorganise them on an improvftil basis, 

I had always Inn'n in syiu|»alhy with the ('harku movement as in my 
ojdnion the (’harka can certainlv .solvo cuir clotli probh‘m to a certain 
extent n(»t as a husint^ss jjropvsition but by utilising leisure f(*r some 
of tlu' necessaries of life. 1 have nev(*r thought that this alonf‘ could 
bring our einamijuitiou either inditical or e<(>nomi<‘. Our agriniltur- 
ists, who form tlu* bulk of the |s>pulation r(*all\ s;>end o to t> months in 
actual field o{>erations and the remaindei of the Near in ])racti(’uJly 
doing nothing, Nvhile the womenfolk have mon' leisure to attend it* them. 
7'his part of tli<‘ time can lx* utilised Nvilh great advanlagt* for tlu* develop- 
ment of some cottugi* iiulustrv, he it ('harka or sonu'lhiiig else, and 
anytliing pnaluced during the.se slack hours adds so much to our econiK 
mic strength. 

The smaller industries an* also verv useful for utilising loeal products 
for tlu' puriM)se of making (‘ommoditi(‘s mainly for local consum]>tion. 

A small weavingor match-making factory, a small oil, rice, or Hour mill, 
or a.s a matter of fact ariN indu.strv renuiring a small ( apilal and a small 
power to ruTi it may inipr»>ve the surrounding hHality to u great extent. 

I formulated 8<*v<*ral scliemes in c<msultation willi the exjH*rtH, official 
or non-official. A dairy factory, a t<d«i(((> factory and several other 
schemes formed a [wrt of my programme. Financial considerations, 
however, stood in tlu* way, l>ut now that the expenditun* of the Ib^jmrt- 
ment has been greatly reduce<l, 1h(*re is no reason wliy w«* sliould not 
take them up with the money a\ailahle from the “ cuts.” No provi- 
sion, how’ever, has lieen niaj^e in this <|jreeli<»n. 

Indu.strial education ha.s also not lx*<‘n seriously coMHidere<l. We 
want more vocational training and the country would have Ikhhi glad if 
the Ilon’ble the Minister could give us an indication that he has these 
things in his mind. During my tenure of office, I divided Technical 
Education into three divisions, and contenijdafeii the remmlelling of 
all such institutions on that line. First, in order of arrangement there 
war to be a Technological Institute on the most uf>-to-dafe liiicH, ^ext 
there were to be a less advanced type of schools fitted up with the small 
power tools and then finally were to be the onlinarj' Industrial Kchooli 
of various kinds. What little apology of an excufte, the Hon’ble the‘ 
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MiniHter put forward in connection with the abolition or non-expansion 
of the Aj^ricultural Schools, viz,, that these schools encouraged discon- 
tent, is not ai>plicable to the Industrial Schools, because the demand for 
a j)assed student from such institutions is by no means limited. Give 
tlie boys a j)rof)er training and have a set of young men capable of using 
their hands for the purpose of earning their bread. 

There were several schemes, e.g., the establishment of two junior 
Technical Schools, and two Elementary Industrial Schools, the provision 
for a Junior Technical School at Hetampur, and the granting of aids to 
several non-Government, Technical and Weaving Schools, ready for 
immediate comi>leti<>n and the (Council voted money for them. This 
money also was withdrawn. Another scheme was to grant scholarships 
to students for foreign Education aiul Glass was chosen as a subject. 
Where luive 1h(‘He schemes goiw' and is it too much ff)r us to expect the 
Ilcui’hle the Minister to take them up at an early date? There were 
other schem(‘s which were also in contemidation hut which could not 
he prcKM'cded with for wani of funds. The Gouncil was very much 
in favour of these schemes as was expiessed hy the resolution carried 
thereiri on the ojHMiing of more Teclinical Schools, one in each Division 
and the givifig of State Schularshijis. 

1 cannot go against the spirit of the day and henc4^ have to ])rotest 
against any limitation ])ut upon any vo<ational (*ducation and 1 hog to 
move the amendment which stands in my name. 

In the Department of Industries we have got a Chemist hut we have 
made him a warrior witiiout a swmd. lie has no laboratory, and, the 
facilities give^n to liim are not adtHpiate for the jnirpose of ensuring good 
work. Now that the departmental ex]K*nses have l)een considerably 
reduced the first item of exi)enditure should 1 k» to intensify the activi- 
ties of the existing staff by giving them materials to work with, else 
their retention would lw> worse than useless. 

Babu DEBI PR08AD KHAITAN; I should like to speak on this 
motion. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I did not think you would care to speak on this 
motion, as you hud already spoken on the Jast. 

Babu DEBI PR08AD KHAITAN: I am very much surprised, Sir, 
to find that I am expected not to speak on this resolution because I 
spoke on another motion dealing with the Agricultural Department. I 
do not really undiTstand what connection the Department of the Indus- 
tries has with the Department of Agriculture, except that both the 
departments are under the same Mini.ster. 

So far ns industries are eoncemetl, I have always taken a deep 
Interest in the development of industries not only in this Province but 
in the country as a whole, and 1 am sorry to find that sufficient steps 
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have not yet been taken in order to further the development of indus- 
tries in thin Province. It is a notorious fact that Denjral. except as 
regards the jute industry and similar industries, so far as the Indian 
people are concerned, is one of the most Iwickward provinces in tlie whole 
of India as regards industries. The poverty of the pt'oplc !s much 
due to the fact that industries have not been sufficiently devtdoped and 
it ivS for this purpose that the Nawab Saheb promised about 2 years ago 
that the State Aid to Industries Hill would soon l>e introd^ned in this 
Council. Hut it is a matter of .surprise and .sorrow that that Hill has 
not yet been introduced in this lIou.se, although similar have been 

passed in the Hihur Council and the Madras Council, and I hope that the 
Hon’ble Minister, when he speaks in reply, will give ^ouh* a.ssurance 
to the House that the State Aid to Industries Hill will sotm be intro- 
duc(*d, and tlie ]>eople of the Province will 1 h' ludjx'd in all possibb» ways 
to develop industries. 

The second point for the development of industries is banking faci- 
lities, and noboily ha.s yet heard what the Government has <hme beyond 
op<*ning a few branches of tin' Imperial Hank in order to provide bank- 
ing facilities with a view to further industries in this Pro\ince. Neither 
i.s it known to us what steps hav«‘ been taken in other directions besidea 
the local banking facilitie.s in order that the people of the Province may 
take to indust rie.s and thus remove their poverty. 

The Hon’ble Hadii Mr. A. K. ABU AHMED KHAN CHUZNAVI: 

I ha\e listened again with ver\ great attention to what the Nawab 
Saheb has sjtid in respect of my Depaitnouit of Industries, and 1 can 
assure him that 1 shall give hi>% sugg(*stions m\ careful attention, 1 
am sure that he will be only to(» glad to help no* in the subjei ts with 
whi(‘h he himself iiad been dealing in the last thice years. 

As regards what Mr. Khaitan ha.s .said, I can assure him that the 
State Ai<l to Tndu.**trieM Hill is nndt'r consideration, ami 1 shall endeav- 
our to ex{>edite the matter as far as possible. 

The motion of Nawab Saiyid Nawab Ali Cliaudburi, Khan Huhadur, 
was then, by leave of the C’onncil, withdrawn.

Mauivi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: I move that fhe demand 
of Rs, 5, 72, (too under the bead “ •loAtAt * Industries (Transferred)" be 
refused. • 

From the book that ha.s been circulated to us, I mean the J^^hite 
Book, it will appear that the amount of R«. 5,72,000 has been distributed 
into several sub-sections. We find under Direction " a sum *of 
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Rs. 1,52,000 that can be voted, and at the same time we find under 
** Industrial Development, Calcutta Research Tannery a sum of 
Rs. 84,000 that can be voted; at the same time under ** Inspection ” 
we find a sum of Rs. 15,000 that can be voted. But there is no pro- 
vision for the school called the School of Art, which I believe has been 
abolished on ' the recommendation of the Retrenchment Com- 
mittee, but we find under the head ‘‘ Technical and Industrial Schools ” 
tlmre is a sum of Rs. 1,03,000 that can be voted, and under ‘‘ Scholar- 
ships,” ” Grants-in-aid ” and ” Miscellaneous ” we find Rs. 20,000, 
Rs. 80,000 and Rs. 52,000, respectively. In this connection, I remem- 
ber what my friend Mr. Mitter said that there appeared in the news- 
paper a report that about 1,200 men had ])een served with notices of 
dischar^fc or that Government contemplated j^iviiTg these men notice 
with three months’ compensation. In this way the amount that is 
under Direction comes to Rs. 2,00,000. In that we find there is a Director 
receiving a pay of Rs. 2,250 a month, two other officers receiving one 
thousand a month each and an officer receiving Rs. 1,(S00, the total 
being Rs. 72,100 out of wdiich Rs. 24,000 is voted. Then comes 32 
cleiks. In the year 1023-24 tho number of clerks was 52 but in 1024-25 
the number has been reduced by 20. At the same time w’e find that 
in the year 1023-24 the number of chaprasis and servants w’as 35 and 
in this year it is 17. So there has been a reduction of 18 here. A sum 
of Rs. 02,048 is wanted for the clerks and servants and a sum ef 
Rs. 4,000 is w'anted for their leave allowances. So, Sir, if the Govern- 
ment could disp(Mise with the scuvice^ of 20 cleiks and 18 servants and 
if we do not vote the amount for the clerical establi.shment then another 
32 men and 17 servants would be done aw’ay w'ith. The Government 
i.s quite callous about the fate of these men a.s it has already turned (ut 
20 men and 18 servants. At the same time, Sir, a sum of Rs. 0,000 
has been provichnl for 3'ravelling Allowame under the head Direction 
and we find that a sum of Rs, 18,000 is lR*ing asked for 
for the purpo.se <if contrihutiou and grants and a sum of Rs. 20, 4(^0 
has l)<»en provide<l for rent, rates and tuxes. A sum of Rs. 3,500 has 
been provi(h‘d for the purchase of hooks, etc., and a sum of Rs. 10,000 for 
oth(‘r contingent charges. Sir, not Inung an a(Tountant it ])ass<\s my 
com]>rehension to know wlmt this sum of Rs. 10,000 under the head 
“ Other ('ontingent Gharges ” can mean? f 

'Ihen, Sir, I ctime to the heading Industrial Deveh»pment, and under 
this head we find that there is only the tannery — the Calcutta Re.search 
Tannery. T do not know^ how much the country has been benefited by 
such a re#ibarch tanneiw” although the amount of money that is being 
spent on this is about Rs, 84,000. In the year 1923-M the sum under 
the Revised Kstimute wrUvS Rs. 03,000 and this year the sum has been 
increiised bv Rs. 21,000 more and in that sum we find there is a gazet- 
ted ofiicer dnuving a salary of Rs. 750 a month and an establishment 
cii^tting ns mueli as Rs. 18,300. But in this case the Hon’ble Finance 
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Member or th« Minister who runs the department has not sht wn us how 
many clerks there are or how many servants there are so that 
we could he exact. Then, Sir, under this liead we also find a 
sum of Rs. fi,(WK) piovided for Travelling Allowance and House 
Rent and t ther Ailowance.s. Takiiijr Rs, 9,1)00 a? TravelliU); Allow- 
ante under ilirection and Rs. 0,000 under raleuilu Re.search Tannery 
the total amount under Tiavtdiin^ Allowance ctunes to Its. 12,0(K). 
Then, Sir. a t'ontinjient v item t ono*.s in, ami under that mysterious item 
a slim cf iis. 00,700 is being asked for ami just hei.eath this item there 
is the item of lump pn»\isn»n for devehipment of industrit's for wfiich a 
sum of R‘'. 20.tM)0 i.s a^kt'd fm. So tin* total lump jnovision i** IN. oO.TIK).

tor. 

Tlien, Sir. I come to I n^poot nni. In ihi*' we iind llnue is one 
Inspei'tor on a s:il.ir\ of IN. S.OOO a \oir. hut umlci (he Inspector there 
IS no clerk, no "ci \ aiil , no tr.i\ellnig allow am e. ami i( is most surprising 
that (he In.spector of T(*chnical Schools ami lndus(rn*s who ouglit to 1h* 
touring has not hccii provided with any Iravelhiig allowance ami 1 do 
not understaml what is iht* use in asking us to vote a sum of Its. 
for the liisj)(*etoi when we do not piovide anything for his travelling 
allowance and whose «lnty is to go and inspect otiices, tanneries or 
reseaieh institutes. I ajipeal to niv friends of tin* l']uro)»ean eominnnity 
that they ought to he the foreihost iiieii in this (’oiim il lo go against this 
grant when nothing could he .shown in favour ot it. d heii, Sir, 1 find 
a sum of Rs. 7, DIM) for (’harge.s for Joint dVehiiieal Examination Uoard, 
Init in the heading heneath it “ Deiluct amount reeoverahle from Hihar 
and Drissa on aceoniit of Joint 'JVf4iiiical Examination Hoard ” nothing 
lias been showui. I think the .siirn of IN Ih.OOO m nnneci'ssary and wo 
ought to do away with (lie jiosl of the Insper tor. 

Then 1 conn* to the other head 'l’e<hnic:il arnl Imlustrial S< IiooIh. 
In that we find that this jear theie will Iw an increase of three jiosts. 
l>ast year there were 72 ofhier.s. hut this \eai the numher is going to he 
increased to 77) ami the amount asked for for the pay of tfie “ HrincipINlM 
and othor teaching staff l/JfK) ami less ” is Rs. 7fh29(), Tlo*ii a lump 
jirovision of IN. 28,fWK) has hnen provided for the revision of ^jay of (he 
teaihing staff. So llie Prim ipiiN and (he (eac)ieis among themselvoH 
tuk<* the amount of Rs. l.()4,2fHI and there are ^wo pupil tea« hiTs wdio 
receive each R.s. 20 a month and for whom a sum of Rs. *180 is Indtig 
asked for. Last year the numlwr of clerks wa.s 10, hut this year there i» 
a reduction of 0. Tliat inean.s that there are 7 r lerks and (he amount 
asked for them is ]{s. .oJ.uO. Although theie is .a reduction still the 
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amauut that asked for is more by Rs. 100 than last year’s figure. 
There is another item with a sum of Rs. 5,860 for the pay of 35 servants 
whose pay ranges from Rs. 17 and less, but last year the number was 34 
and this year there is an increase by one. Under thi.s head, that is. 
Technical and Industrial Schools, we find Rs. G,00(hunder travelling 
allowance jiud we do not know whether the Principal or the teaching staff 
go on tonring. When we find that under In8|)ection no sum has been 
provided for travelling allowance for the Inspector of Technical Schools, 
I cannot understand why the l*rinci})al and the teaching staff should get 
any such allowance because, so far as I understand, they do not do any 
travelling. Then, under house rent and other allowances a sum of 
Rs. 3,500 has lK*en provided, but I think that this sum ought not to be 
provided for officers who are drawing a handsome salary as this sum 
seems to be ati ad(llti(»nal income of the ib’inci])al and the teachers. 
Then, Sii', I come to the loMid Purchase ami Repair of Aj)jdiances, and 
for tliis a sum of Rs. 0,000 js asked for. I have no fpiarrel with ])rizeR, 
etc., if tlnue are jirizes for students they ought to get them. Then, Kir, 
I (;ome to (’ontract (Contingencies for which a sum of Rs. 3,500 has been 
provided. Tlien comes other contingencies foi* ^ whixdi a .•‘)fim of 
Rs. 27,500 is wanted and under that item Rs. 500 is wanted for the 
purchase of hooks, etc., and Rs. 7,000 for rents, rates and taxes, and for 
omnibus and other contingent charge.s. a .sum of R.s. 20,000 is asked for. 
Ko, Si r, under I'echni<*al and Industrial Schools we find a sum of 
Rs. I,(i3,000 which sliould he voted, hut, Sir, 1 rlo not know up to now 
what benefit would ac< rue to the country by spending such a huge sum. 
TiUsl year the provision was for Rs. l,74,tH)0, hut the revised estimate is 
Rs. 1,19,000 and I congratulate the llon’hle J-'inance Member fora huge 
reduction undiu' this item, but this year a sum of Rs. 1.03,000 is wanted. 
Ko the reduction that was made last \ear is going to he swallowed by 
the ju'csent year’s e\])enditure. Then, Sir. we have got an item for 
Kcholarships and under that w'e find that a sum of Rs. Rt.OOO is i)rovided 
for s(*holarshii».s in scliools of art and a sum ot Rs. .5Q0 for scholar.sliips 
in industrial xdiools. 

Mr. PRESIDENT. No, Rs. 19,(K)0 is for industiial .schools and 
Rs. 500 for other sidiools. 

Mtuivi Md. NURUL HUQ CHAUDHURY: I beg your pardon, Sir. 
There is no jirnvision for scholarships tenable in England and 
nothing for .schools of art. Only a sum of Rs. 19,000 for the industrial 
schools, Rs. o(H) for other schools, ami a sum (»f Rs. 5<K) for rounding, 
that is, a total of Rs. 20.tUK) has l>een provi<led tor. Then, Sir, we com© 
to the head t)ther (irants f<»r whi(*h Rs. 2. (MM) is \i anted. Kir, under 
every item we find other grants, other grants, other grants. I do not 
understand what is meant by other grants. Is if provided for the 
Minister in rharg<* .so that he may make dispensations out of it when he 
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gqes to the districts saving— I pay you 500, 1 pay you 600/* and no ou, 
thereby makinj? his name shine in the places which he visjtit. Sir, 
we, the members, wdio are here oupht to know the details of the 
administration, the details of expenses, and it is up to my 
friends, the Minister and the Finance Member, who have ^rot all the 
knowledge of the exj)enditure under their <‘ontrol, at least to give the 
members an idea how a modern democratic government is carried on 
though they may not see e\e to eye with them and tliough they may dis- 
agree with them, and though their idea may be (piite ditTerent from 
theirs. It is necessary for all of us. whether swarajists or JU>n- 
swarajists to know exactly what these things mean. In this ('onne<*lion 
I liave seen man\ “ other grants,'* “ contingent charges ” anil all these 
sorts of things. 

Now, Sir, 1 conic to llic head, M iM-ellaneons. and under this h<*ad w'e 
find a sum of Us. l,*J0i) for Amin Examination charg(‘s and then a sum 
of Us. for Mining Instruction in coal-lields. A sum of Us. MH) 

is also asked for for Conlrilmtion to Schools for Duihar Day. ami 
lls. l,t)(M) for Allowances to Medual (Mlicers tor attending boardings, 
hostels, etc., and a \eiy lug sum is being |uo\ided for ( 'untribut ion to 
the Eastern Hengal Uailway foi the Kanchrapara Technical School, I 
do not think this sum <d IN kVi.dlO should 1 m‘ gt\cii to the Fashu n Hengal 
Railway and the reason toi this is ilial the Fiuslein Hengal Hailway is a 
(joM'i iimeiit railway and it has got all it.s mileage within the Uiovince 
of Bengal, I do not know whether any mileage of this iailwa\ falls 
within aiiv other ))io\nice except a few within th(‘ ProNiiue of As.sani, 
and if tius be a State railway and if it \h exiliisividy within the Uio- 
vince of Bengal, then the children of the soil are entitled to get education 
free there and tlic\ should not ask the ( iovei nnient of Bengal to con- 
tribute a sum of IN. 'Ju.dltf, It is a jiart of tin* dut\ of the lailway to 
teach boys .so that they may get workers. 'IIm* lime has come wlien we 
should not have any man from outside to run our railways. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: We cannot go into the .subject of railway 
admini.stration. You have lieen through all these items one by one, but 
1 cannot have any iliscussion of railway administration. 

Mauivi Md. NURUL'hUQ CHAUOHURY: I bow to >our ruling, 
Sir. But I say that the railway cannot ask the (jo\ernrnent of Bengal 
to contribute the sum of Its. 25. .'110 for leaching or giving instruefinn 
to the children of the soil I mean fioys who go there for the purpose 
of technical studies. 1 think, Sir, this is most unjust, most tiie<|ui(alde, 
fora railway which is a State Uailway, to ask tin* (i<>vernmcnt of Bengal 
to provide this amount. Sir, the other two itefns tljat are there are the 
Contribution to the Board of Contnd for apprentii eship truini||g and 
provision for ex{>ense.s in connection with the lower grade teehfiological 
examination of City and (iuilds of l/mdoii Iirstitute, and for thesif a 
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suin of Rs. 1,760 is asjted for. So, Sir, under Scholarship we find 
Rs. 20,000, under Grant-in-aid Rs. 86,000, and under Miscellaneous 
Rs. 52,000, altogether Rs. 1,58,000. Sir, this sum of Rs. 5,72,000 that 
is being spent on Industries is being spent for nothing, and if this 
amount could l>e set apart for education in other directions, or for 
providing good water-supply for us or for the prevention of malaria or 
kala-azar, the money would lx? better sjx^nt. 

AVith these words I propose that the sum of Rs. 5,72,000 under the 
head “ 35A (5). Industries (Transferred) ” be refused. 

Mr. HUSEYN 8HAHEED SUHRAWARDY; The question of the 
refusal of such a large gnant as R.s. 5,72,000 out of a total demand of 
Rh. 9,04,000 raises n con.stitiitional po.sitiori whirh recjuires our mo.st 
serious and anxious consideration. It has been reiterated times with- 
out nurnlK'r that II is Excellency has no })ower 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I c*annot allow any essay to he read oi a lecture 
to he given on the constitutional issue. Tlie whole (piestion is — are 
there any reasons for this grant to he refused I" 

Mr. HUSEYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY: 1 was attempting, Sir, 
to put forward some reasons before the (’ouncil as to how we should 
act in considering this (jU(‘stion hecau.se, after idl, a larger cut of 
Rh. 5,72,(HI0 is hound to jdace the administration in an awkward situa- 
tion. 

Mr. PRESIDENT • I am bound to assume that if a certain argument 
be advanced for refusal, that argument must h(‘ direc ted to the merit.s 
or demerits of the matter under discussion. 

Mr. HUSEYN SHAHEED SUHRAWARDY: 1 de sire to raise this 
question (piitc apart from the question of industries. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Then we cannot have it. 

Mr. HUSEYN SHAHEED SUHRAWARDY: After all I am 
pointing out that if we cut down the grant by Rs. 5J2,(K)() the result 
will he that certain officers of the Department of Industries are likely 
to 1h» dismissed, and a constitutional position will lx* created. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I do not at all follow that. If the con.sequences 
foreshndow'ed by you follow, then it must he assumed that either these 
offic'ers are not doing their duty or they are incapable. T do not see 
that any constitutional question can arise over a matter like this. 

Mr^ HUSEYN SHAHEED SUHRAWARDY: AVe are not at the 

present moment considering whether these officers are necessary or 
no^. 
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Mr. PRESIDENT: I am hound hy the termsi of th« motion on the 
paper. The terms are that the demand of Rs. 5,72,000 under the head 
** 35A ( 5 Industries (Transferred^** W rtdused. Now, the refusal 
of that demand may perhajw involve the dismissal of certain oflicers, and 
if this he the consequence of this motion it must he assumed tlmt either 
these officers are incnpuhle or that there is no use for them. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY; T desire to say that 

this question oujrht to have our serious consideration. We ou^jht to 
consider if hy jmssin^r tlii'i amendment a certain numher id officers 
are dismissed, wliether we sloiuld pass it or not. Surely, Sir, we can 
raise this (juestion from a <‘onstitutional jKont of view. 

Mr. PRE8IDENT: I cannot allow a s|H*e(‘h on the c^)nstitutional 
issue. 

Or. PRAMATHANATH BANERJEA: Is not the hon hie memher 
in or(l<*r in apiH'alin^^ to the Houm* on tliis parti<ulin* (jueslii>n that 
tlo'v ou^rht m»t to Ik* sway<*d l>v what hapjK'iied y(*stenlayy 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I do not know \%liut hajqH'ned >cs(i‘rday: that 
is my difiii ult> . 

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: ('aioiot we hrin^'* t«) yonr notice 
what liapiK'TifHl yesterday y 

Mr. PRESIDENT: 1 am not (‘oncerned in the least as to what 
happened outside this Council, 1 now rule that Mr. Sulirawardy is 
not in order in entering into the <*on.stitutioruil as|H'<’t of the (jucstion. 

Babu BEilOY KRISHNA BOSE: If you allow uh to mention the 
matter, we can explain the thirit.r- Hut you will not allow us t(» do 
that. The moment we m<*ntion this yi’u stop us. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I li>tci.ed with veiy ‘at patience to the 
last speaker who kei>t hi-, sjeerlj within the houmls of the inath'r under 
discussion. NowT am a.sked to admit speeches on some constitutional 
issue or other. As I have already said, we are only conc‘ern«l now 
with the refusal of this sfiin of iiKiney. If it invidves tlie dismissal of 
certain officers it mu>t Ik* a«sumeil that thene oHii'crs aie ejthei inca|»ahle 
or there is no use for them. No constitutional issue can arise over 
this question. 

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE. Muv we have your ruling on thi« 
point — that if under a constitution where i]w Oovernor is not the 
President of this (’ouncil, he invites certain memhers of this JTouse 
and discusses with them as to the manner in which they should vote, 
would that l)e a constitutional jxisitioii which we can discuss? • 
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Mr. PRESIDENT: I oftnnot possibly such a ruling. It is not 
my businc.ss to give a ruling in regard to the action of the Governor. 

Kumar 8HIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY; Is it not our duty to dis- 
abuse the minds of those members who might have been indirectly 
influenced by Ilis ExceHeticy yesterday? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I rannot understand what it is all about. All 
I can .say is I am now being asked to give a ruling on the conduct of 
His Excellency. It is not only out of order, but I refuse to give a 
ruling. 

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERJEE: S;ii, supposing in England 
the King sends for certain meniliers of the House of Parliament and 
tries 1o iiihuenci^ their votes duly or unduly one side or the otlier, 
would not the conduct of the King be discus.scd in Parliament? I 
think it can be disciiMsed. 

Mr, PRESIDENT: Mr. Banerjee, that quc.stion d(K*s not ari.se at all. 

Mr. A8HINY COOMAR BANERJEE: regards Mr. Suhrawardy’s 
point lie has got (certain information, whether from a reliable source 
or not — that is not the question — and he wants to convey that infor- 
mation to the House. Is he in order or not r 

Mr. PRESIDENT; Mr. Banerjee, you are travelling very wide 
from the |km nt from which we started. The point is whether 
Mr. Suhrawardy is in order in raising during the course of his speech 
a constitutional issue. I ruled him out of order. It is an exfraiu*ous 
mutter whnli you are introducing now. 1 should lik(‘ to |>oint 
out to you in tlie first place that even' s|)eech must Ix^ strictly releva^ 
to the matter under diseu.ssion and that the President is the judpf 
of that. The next jxiint i.s that members while sixuiking must iSbi 
reflect uikifi the conduct of His .Maje.sty the King, His Excellency the 
Governor-General, the Governois of any Province or any Courts of 
Justice. These rules are ab.solulely definite and are to be found in the 
Manual. I’horefore, we cannot have any discussion to-day with 
regard to the conduct of liis Excellency the Governor in calling or 
not calling any meeting or giving or not gi^ing any advice. 

.Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY: I had not the least 

desire to say anything on the conduct of His Excellency the Governor 
when I rose to sjx'ak. It was my purpo.se merely to construe the 
Act and fX)int out to the House that the limitations which His Excel- 
lency placed u[K)n his powers are luit such limitations that we are 
bound to accept. 

Mr. PRE8IDENT: Mr. Suhrawardy, the whole of that position 
was ex}>lored during the gt*neral discussion on the budget. I have 
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beard «evend ineuihers on the point who atgued thiit Hi?* Exc'ellency 
was incorrect. Again, on the item of Land Revenue, the Whole of 
that jiosition was explored over and over again. We cannot do that 
day after day, 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEE0 SUHRAWAftDY: 1 myself never 
touched on the subject in any of inv si)eei‘heH l>efore. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: If you are late in the day and wish now to 
make a H|K*eoh toiuhing a point wdiirh has already l>een fully dia- 
cus.'H^d, you are out of order. There is no attempt at burking dis- 
cussion, but you must understand that tlie matter has been fully dis- 
cussed and stKH'ch after sjx»ech was made on the subject, I allowed 
full and free discussion on ibis mattcu* and yoti eannot go back to 
it (HI a motion wliich proposes to make a cut of Rs. 5.72,(100 from tlie 
Industries giant. 

Mr. HUSEYN 8HAHEED SUHRAWARDY: On a iKunt of order. 

Sir. May I not {Kunt nut that a situation might anso similar to that 
in the Centr.d Provinces which His Excellency the Governor of that 
Ibovince did not fort'see when the hinlget discussion was going on? 
We do not know whether suc h a situation will urist* here. 

Mr. PRE8I0ENT: I cannot allow that. It is (piito out of order 
to discuss what His p^xcellency the Governor of the Central Provinces 
has or lias not done. 

Mr. HUSEYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY: All that 1 desire to 
place liefore the House is that a particular situation might aiise if the 
Act is construed in a piiiticular manner. If such a big cut is made 

IKists of a numl>er of officers might be afifoctiMl and am I not entitlcvl 
Jii warn the memlnTs of the other side of the House al»out it ? 

Mr. PRE8IDENT; 1 have told you that the Houm^ has explored 
the w’hole subject liefore. 

Mr. HU8EY»r 8HAHEE0 8UHRAWARDY: (Uin I not even warn 
the House that a situation like that might arise in resiiccl of such a 
cut ? ('an I not even e/plain to them that the j)erverHity of the law 
officers of the Crown may bring ulmut such a situation? 

Mr. PRE8IDENT: I cannot jx^rmit that. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED SUHRAWARDY: Sir, it is not a refer- 
ence to the conduct of His Majesty the King, the Governor-General 
or the Governor of any province. It only refers to the law officers of 
the Crown. * 


Mr. PRESIDENT: But why the word “ perversity?^' 
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Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY: I say that a situation 
may arise and we have got to be extremely careful when we make such 
a big cut. 

Mr. PRE8IDENT: I quite agree with that. That is why I cannot 
have the same discussion from day to day. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY; If you rule that I 
cannot even discuss that a situation may arise in this country if we 
refuse the budget, then of course 

Mr. PRESIDENT: That is not my ruling. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HA>1EED 8UHRAWARDY: That is what I desire 
to place before the Ilouse that a situation may arise. 

Babu AKHIL CHANDRA DATTA: May I add one word to this? 
It is a matter of every-day o(;currence for the mem\)ers of the House, 
when moving resolutions or amendments, to always tell the other 
members of the House the reason why they should vote on one side or 
the other. Am I not entitled, on a particular matter, to apix^al to the 
members of the House not to bo guided by any racial consideration ? 
Similarly, is it not a fundamental right of members of the House to 
exjdain why they should, or should not, vote for or against a particular 
amendment? One view of the matter was placed before them by His 
Excellency. If anybody thinks and feels that that view is wrong, is 
it or is it not his fundamental riglit to tell tlie other meinlHus that that 
view is a wrong view ? It is not so much the conduct of His Excel- 
lency the Governor that is under discussion. It is only a question of 
a particular view of the law that His Excellency has placed before us. 

Mf. PRE8IDENT: Akhil llabu, I think that perhaps I have given 
so much latitude in the debates on these demands for grants that you 
have been rather led astray. If 1 had acted strictly wdthin the pro- 
visions of section 14 of the Manual no six?ech would have been per- 
mitted uixm any of the amendments unless it was strictly confined 
to the particular matter that was being submitted to the Council. 
I am very anxious not to shut out discu.ssion, Therefore, 1 have j>er- 
mitted a large numl)er of sjieeches which had only a remote connec- 
tion with the matter before the Council — especially in connection with 
the liond Revenue administration when I j>ermitted a large number of 
six»eches which dealt directly with the issue which is said to have 
be<*ifi put before the Council by His Excellency the Governor. Techni- 
cally speaking, all those speeches were out of order. I have been very 
lenient with the Council throughout the last ten days during which 
period there was a large number of speeches which were quife out ol 
order. I repeat that because I did not wish to shut out discussion I per- 
miited those speeclies. But a time eomes when we cannot have the 
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whole matter that was raised during the discussicm on l.aitd Revenue 
raised again on this vote on Industries. After all, there must h© a 
limit and I ho|>e honUde njemln^rs will not take advantage of tHe great 
latitude I have given them in order to take furthtT privileges which are 
really not |Huinitted to them under the rules. 

Mr. C. R. DAS: May I ask if reference is nunle to what hap|Hwd 
yesterday, how can it he taken to 1 h* (‘overed hy (he sj^eetdies which 
were made d;»ys ago^ 

Mf» PRESIDENT: I do not know what ha]v|Hoic(l yt‘s(eri.1ay, 

Mr. C. R. DAS: Something did hapiH‘n yesterday. Aiconling to 
niir information fifty-six mcnihcrs of this House were asked to attend 
a (’onferenco. Are we not in order to iH)int out to those fifty-six 
memhers that tlieir vot(*s sliould not he given on any consideration 
which was urged or diseussed then'? Is it within our right or is it 
not ? 

Mr, PRESIDENT: I do not see how it aris<‘s in this cminection. 

Mr, C, R, DAS: In this way. Su|>j>osing the whole hudgel was 
dis('ussed and this item is a pari of the whole budget, therefore, any- 
thing which induenees tin* votes of the menilx'rs is, I suhmit, o|M*n to 
discussion here. If this is not in order, may I ask what is our duty 
here? Wliy should we sjw»ak at all, if not to influenw votes and To 
IM'rsuade the mernliers one way or tlie either? Whatever occurred 
yesterday, if it luul any effect on the minds of the mcmU'rs, is it or 
is it not our duty to remove that idea fnini their minds? And how can 
that be done unless frw discussion is allowe<l? If not, I do not see 
how we can take part in this discussion at all. Wo are going on with 
the budget discussion. Suddenly, a Conference is called to which only 
a section of the House is invite*! What took place there I do not 
know. Rut we are under the impression that something was said, 
aoraething was discuss(*d about the hinlget. To my mind, it is a grave 
constitutional i.ssu© and that if we are not |s*rmitt4ul to remind tiie

Mf, PRESIDENT: A"ou nee*! not put it to the House. You should 
put it to me. 

Mr. C. R. DAS: Yes, I am putting it to you. T am fmtting it to 
you that if it is not {lermissible to make a it*ference to what hap|)ened 
yesterday, and to ask the memhers of this House not to vote in a^wirti- 
cular way because of something which might have hapiiened yesterday, 
what are we to do here? What speeches are we to make? What is the 
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use of making 8|>eeclies unless ibey are intended to influence tlie i^otes 
of the members here ? I submit it is a grave constitutional issue and 
if your ruling is 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I have not given my ruling yet. I desire first 
of all <0 say that 8i)eeches are not always made for the purpose of influen- 
cing votes. Take, for instance, Mr. Niiiul Hiiq Ghaudhury’s speech 
which was delivered a little time ago. I listened to the speech and I 
did not find in it any attempt at influencing votes. Therefore, speeches 
are not always made for that purpose. I adhere to my ruling that on 
this particular item 917 it i.s not in order to go into the ( onsfilutional 
issue, but when we come to motion No. 920 and the whole matter 
comes up to the rejection of the whole demand, then, within limits, 
I shall be jnej^jired to {Kumit a discussion on the constitutional issue.

Mr. ASHINY COOMAR BANERJEEt It is im|Missible to avoid, and

Mr, <1. T. DONOVAN: 1 was alxmt to cfm^atulate Maulvi Nurul 
Huq Chaudhury upon his rejolitij^ lesson this evening. He has care- 
fully taken us throui^h (‘very sta;^(* of this budget and throtij^h every 
fisrure, and witli your j)erinissjon. Sir, I prexpose as (‘arefully to | 4 -o 
throu^^h this hud^'‘et and (‘xplain all the difTerent fif,^ures which have 
puzzled the mover so much. 

The first item to which the mover has invited the attention of the 
House was the voted sum of Rs. under the head “ Direction.” 

Now, Sir, this sum is a sum vott'd for a chemist and an engineer in the 
Department of Industries. As a matter (»f fact the j>oNt of engineer is 
vacant and has been vnc’ant for s(»me time, but it is hoped that we shall 
s(»on 1)0 able to fill it. 'Fhe other |M)st is tlu^ |H>st of chemist. Tt is held 
by a distinguished Indian offic(‘r and 1 think tlu^ House will a^rree that 
bu a de|Kirtment like tin* D(*partment of Industries, tb(‘ object of which 
is to help and promote* new indm^tries i?j this Tb’ovince, a eduMuist and 
an enj^ineer are lu'cessarv. 1 trust, therefore, th(‘re will be no diffi- 
culty on the part of the House in acceptintr this voted sum of Bs. 

The mover invited our attention to the iTduction in the number of 
clerks from bt) to This is a consetpience of the jrreat retrenchments 
which t(M>k place last yc'ar. As a matter <d fact full etTect has not been 
ffiven to these recommendations as yet. a fid that is why the reduction 
is not if! proportion to the number of clerks shown in the different 
columns. Had there been su(‘h a profxortion th(* reduction would have 
l>een considerably more. i 

A similar statement applies to the nunilK*r of servants which have 
bi‘Ofl reduced from Jib to 17. 

Fnder the head ” travelliuj^ allowance ” the sum of Rs. 9,000 is 
nuilly a ('oiupan\tiv«*lv small sum for the officers who have to travel. 
There are three or four officers and, ns a matter of fact, the tiavellin^? 
allowance of the Inspector of Technical Schools will probably bare to 
come partly out of this grant. Therefore, there need be no surprise (-r 
misgiving on the part of the House in regard to this figure of Rs. 9,000. 

‘ The next item is an item rolled ” contributions and grants ” Rs. 
18,000. That item is meant as a contribution towards the Bengal Home 
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Industries Asstmation; it tg an annual contribution wHicb Govomittciit 
have g’iven for many years to tius Asswiation and the Aagociatioii baa 
Wn indiiee<l to rely n|H>n that jfiaiit, and reiyinfjf upon that auioufit it 
has entered info eontniets, and taken leases of its prt'miseg and it would 
l)e very unfortunate for them if, wiilnnit any due waniiiiff. we were 
now to deprive them of thi^ IS.tHMh 

The next item is the purehasi* of Iwxiks. A <lepartment like the 
Department of Indu‘*iries must keep itself u|KttMlate and provide 
itself with in^^ ami ehetniral works which an^ daily apfKMiring. 

A provisi(»n of Its. d.htM) for a matter «»f thi« kind is no |»T<*at amount 
and 1 trust that the CoumMl will sfv its wav to ^ranl it.

Mr. J. T. DONOVAN: ( on tin^tMicN includes the pundiase of gueh 
thing's as writing matcMials, “tamps, t<‘ie|ria|)h chaises and otluM' items 
of that nature. It will he noticed that there i.s no pio\ision foi publieity 
and thei(‘ is a sum of IN. for loundinij;: which is merc*l> a lric*k of 
the h'inance ])epartmc*nt, if I may say so. 

In industrial development wc* have said that the main dc'Vidopment 
is research in the tanneiv. 'Die ( ah uMa Ue*a*aich 'I'anm*iv is now 
well-kiuAvn tliroUKhoul India Students want to c<ime to this reseiircb 
tannery as a{iprc*ntices from all paifs of Iiniia and even fiotii some of 
file Native State’s ajiplnations c*oiiH* in foi appieiit ic<*shipw in the lun- 
iiery. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: Do (he Native StaUs t»tiy 
anythinjf? * 

Mr. J. T. DONOVAN: Kve *rv apprentice’ from outride this Troviff^e 
has to fMiy sufficient to c'ovc*r the cost of his training' each year* The 
estimate is sc»methin^.r like— I am s|S’akin|^ from inerneuy — J{s, 1,4(M) 
to Us. 1,80() per annum, hut if the mover wishes to know the details 
of this paiticular item I shall Ik* veiT happy lo^place Ihenvaf his dis- 
Iiosal, or, for the matter of that at the disposal of any other member 
of this House. 


Mr. C. R. DAB: Thunks. 
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Mr. 4. T. DONOVANS Under the head Establishment there is 
an item — Gazetted officers. These officers are in charge of the tannery. 
Under the head establishment the hon’ble member was looking for 
clerks and peons, but I can assure him that the establishment of the 
research tannery contains very many people who are not clerks and 
peons. 

'J’here is an item of Rs. 3,000 for travelling allowance. This travel- 
ling allowance is in connection with the tannery staff which is some- 
times sent out to the mufassal to teach muchit and people of that kind 
how to work with modem tanning methods. This has been done 
throughout the Province in various places ever since the Department 
was started. 

Now comes a very big item and 1 am not surprised that it has caused 
consternation in the mind of the mover. It ig a sum of It.s. 33,7()0. 
This item of contingencies actually means the money with which all 
the raw materials utilised in the research tannery are purchased. The 
research tannery is a modern tannery working on mo<lern lines, turning 
out a large quantity of leather for which a large (piantity of hides and 
chemicals are required. The coiitiugn»nt charges include, as I hav** 
said, the sum provided for the purchase of raw materials. 

There is a lump juovision for devclopmeiit of industries.” In the 
ctjur.se of the year questions occasionally cioj) up affecting the indus- 
trh's in the districts and the Department finds that some attention is 
necessary in the way of improving methods or making exi>erimeiits with 
iK'tter machinery; and if there is*no provision for experiments or 
attempts of this nature in the budget it is inqwssible to get on with 
them during the current vear and we have t«» wait till the end of the 
year when we may Im' able to reapj)ropriat(‘ or till the following year 
when we may be able to make provision. In order to anticipate these 
things we have made a small provision of Rs. 2(),00t) under the head 
development of industries. 

The next item is industrial education. This is naturally the most 
inifKirtant section of the Industries Dcixirtment at present l)ecause iu 
nxKicm times the industrial development of a country must Imj pre- 
ceded by intense industrial education. I doubt, Sir, if this Council 
fully realises the extejit of industtial educat^ion that has Wen carried 
on in this Province. There are aWmt 120 industrial or technical 
.schools in various jxirts of the Piovince. Many of these have been 
established within reixuit years and tlie giants which we give them — 
these' are shown further <iown — will give the memW^rs Sf»me idea of 
the extent to which they an* aitled by Government. There arc nearlv 
120 schools, of this kind and if there is nobody to inspect them and 
s.'e what they are doin^f, the money may go wrong; that is why there 
must ‘he somebody to look after the money spent on these schools. 
There must W somebody to see that their teaching is up to the stand- 
ard and the education that is given is such as should be given in 
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theni. . We bave provided lor one intpector. The oilier ofRoere will 
do e certain amount of inspect jon, but they will be unable to cope 
with the work in all these schools and so there must be an inspector 
for this purpose. This post is vacant at present but it is hoped to 
fill it up very soon. 

Under the head Schools we have provided for Ks. and 

under the head “ Scholarship ” Us. 20, IKK) and “ Granis*in-aid ** 
Us. 86, IKK). The School of Arts has not been almlished, as the mover 
seems to imagine, hut it has l)eeu transferred to the ^ucatinn Dt^part^ 
ment and is being more prof>erly dealt with by that defiurtment than 
the l)e{»urtnient of Industries. That is why no provision is shown for 
this sch(Hd in this hudgct this y(*ar. It will l)e foun<l that the number 
of staff under the head “ I’riticiimls and other teadiing staff — Technical 
and liiilusirial Sch(M)ls ” — is 75 as cnni(iared with 72 last year. This 
item is nothing to la* ashamed of. This slight incr(»as(« in the teach- 
ing stuff nHows that our schools and pupils are itu'reasing in nuiulier. 
There is a lump j)ro vision for Hs. 28,(KK) for the revision of the imy 
of tlie teaching staff. That, jH'rhnfw, to those who are not aei|uai!it«Hl 
with the Finance l)<*purlinent, will require some explanation. The pay 
of the stuff was revised last year hut there wu.h no money in the hudgcit 
to give effect to the revision. The revision dates fmm last year and 
we have now hud to make provision with retroH|>«*clive effcH ft)r the 
amount due to the staff under the reviw'd scheme. 

Thme are two other |>r< visifois to which the mover invitetl our atten- 
tion. These seholarshijN and sti|MMnls are really the amount given 
to students who do a certain amount of pujul teaching, hut who are 
learning tliemselves as well; The clerks mid servants of the schools 
re(|uire no comment ; they are cjuite reasonable in iiiiinlM*r, 

I find another item of Us. 20.(KK) for other c<»ntingent charges 
under Technical and Industrial Schools. This, again, is a largi* item 
which might well excite the curiosity of the House and I, therefore, 
hasten to assure it that it iricdiides the cost of the elec’tric jsiwer loom 
w’hich it is now proposed to iiistal in the Seram|s>re Weaving InstitiiU* 
with a view to improving and mcKlernising the metlicNls of weaving 
taught at that institution. I do not HUp(K)s<» that the House will 
object to this. ®

If we want to estaldish a convention 
or a constitutional practice, we are to look to the Mother of Parliaments, 
that is the House of (Vmimons. It was not mv privilege to go to 
Englaud and see the working of that saciHl House, hut some of my 
friends here, who have been there have told me that the King does not 
take any put in the polities of the (‘ountry. He is al>ove politics. The 
(lovermu’, Sir, of this Province is a representative of the King and as 
such he is above jK)liti(*s. This I thought t(> he the practice so far as 
my poor knowledgt^ of English practice goes and I gathered from 
what we were taught in the Vniveusities of Calcutta and Dacca that 
this ought to h(* tlu* practice of a constitutional (rovernor of a province 
like llengal. But to our utter dismay, what do we find? We find that 
the whole House was not invited to (loverninent House, but His 
Excellency tlie (lovernor of the Province invited a few memliers of the 
House to discuss about the constitutional practice. Sir, the more 
prudent course on the jMirt of His Excellency would have lieen not to 
invite any menilHUs to (Joverimient House to talk to them about the 
pditics of the country and to advise them on (he matter, hut to 
have invited the whole House and held a private discussion with them. 
But that was not the case. i^Sir, the Covernor laung the representative 
of His Majesty the Kiyg EmpTor called intojliis house a certain section 
of the House and there made them understand a certain eonslitufional 
prmdice.

Mr. PRESIDENT. The rule is quite definite. Rule liCJ) {iv)

Jf there has been 
any attempt to wreck the Council, the attempt has been coming from 
altogether a different quarter — I need not name it. It is quite apiJarent. 
What I am going to submit, Mr. President, is that the proceed- 
ings that are going on here, have taken the shape of a mere mockery 
and 0 farce. You are aware, Mr. President, that this House has got 
no power, whatever, to bring in any budget except through the Finance 
Member. This House has got no power whatever to make any appro- 
priation of the funds. I'here cannot he any motion by the members 
of tin* (/ouiunl in increase or alter the distination of the grants as we get 
it from section 91, clause 2, of the Budget Rules. The only thing that 
the meml>ers cun do is either to omit or to reduc'e the grants — that, is the 
constitution. If any meml)er has made the proposal to omit or to reduce 
any grunt it has Ikh^u criticised as unconstitutional. Now, the very 
constitution tFat is in front of us — the constitution that regulates all 
procedure is lo omit or reduce any grant. If we cannot projvise that 
a certain ]>ortion of the taxation Ik* devoted to certain pui*iK)Kes, if we 
cannot ast the House to ai>j>ropriate any i>art of the taxation to any 
|>articular subject, the only check that we are able to exercise on the 
budget is to ask to reduce or to omit u grant. That is exactly the 
|K)licv that Mas being pursued by the SMarajist and Nationalist ineinhers 
and I cannot for the life of me understand bow such procedure can he 
called unconstitutional. But, unfortunately, what is constitutional or 
what is unconstitutional has not l)een definitely laid down. But this 
much we know that a certain amount of wire-imlling has l)eefi going 
on from behind M'hich has h(K*ii influencing the votes, and M^hich has l>een 
putting an obstacle to the meml)ers of the House, asking to omit or 
to reduce the grants. If the members of the House had l)een fVee in dis- 
cussing the matter, if the members of the House had Ijeeu free in offering 
expression of opinion with reference to the omission or reduction of 
grants, I believe we vrould have rome to different conclusions alto- 
gether. T therefore submit your consideration, Mr. President, that 
we are altogether iwwerless in the matter of controlling the budget: 
we are powerless to ask the House to give a single farthing To such 
important nafion-huilding subjects as they are called, viz., technical 
and industrial education : we are powerless to ask the House to contri- 
bute a single .farthing inore than what has pleased the Finance Member 
to propose for the water-supply of the several districts in Bengal : we , 
arf ahmolutely powerless to propose the grant of a smgle pice for the 
pi^vention of malaria, and lor other subjeets which are the crying needs' 
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of our country. Then what have we doneP We have dimply aaked 
the Houae to omit or reduce ((rania. But if the ottiiaaion or reduction 
of the grants is said to l>e bringing a deadlock to the House, then the 
constitution rtHjuirea U\ l>e chaiigwl. It {| the constitution under 
which W6 are working and if in working under the constitution 
emotions are exhibited and in the abseiuv of the reascms abuses are 
jioured forth, 1 submit to you, Mr. Piesideiit, the House has ('eustn] 
to be what it ought to be, and it is absolutely useless for the memliers 
of the Council to come here and distiiss matters. It stHuns that the 
House has Wen merely converted info a debating club without ^wo- 
ducing any effect. Wcause under the two branelics of the administration, 
vix., the Re.served and the Transfern‘d hranehes, we get it from the 
constitution that the Reserved subjects are entirely umler the control 
of the Governor and so far as the Transfi‘rred subjects are c'oncerned, 
our constitution lavs down that the (tovernor will 1 h» guided by the 
advice r>f the Minisfein who arc su|)|iosed to represent the js’ople.
